PREFACE. 


HIS Volume contains (in addition to the Terms of Appointment and 
official Report) a Sectional Preface, which, under subject headings, calls 
attention to any particularly interesting examples mentioned in the 

Inventory ; an illustrated Inventory, with a concise account of the monuments 
visited ; a list of monuments that the Commissioners have selected as especially 
worthy of preservation ; a glossary of architectural, heraldic and archaeological 
terms ; a map showing the topographical distribution of the scheduled monuments 
and an index. 

With the second volume of the Inventory of the County of London a return 

has been made to the normal arrangement of the Commission’s Inventories, the 
special conditions necessitating a departure therefrom, in the case of Westminster 
Abbey (London, Vol. I), being no longer operative in the larger area. Never- 
theless, certain departures from our usual procedure have been found desirable 
in dealing with this purely urban district. The most important of these 
concern the divisional unit, the boundaries adopted being those of the Metro- 
politan boroughs instead of the civil parishes as heretofore. The choice of this 
arrangement was dictated partly by the indefinite nature of the parish boundary 
in towns and partly with a view to allocating the monuments inventoried to 
districts corresponding with the areas of local government. 
One unavoidable result of the adoption of the Borough as the unit of 
description has been the separation of secular monuments from the account of 
the parish church. In consequence, streets which are far from one another are 
often described in close sequence, a fact which may disconcert the reader until 
he remembers that the index at the end of the volume makes them easy of 
reference when necessary. 

The details of the arrangement otherwise correspond to those adopted in 
the Commission’s Inventories of Essex. The boroughs are arranged alpha- 
betically with an introductory paragraph calling attention to the more noticeable 
monuments in each borough. 

The chronological sequence chosen is perhaps not scientifically perfect, but 
it has been found a workable basis for classification. The order adopted is as 
follows :— 


(1) Prehistoric Monuments and Earthworks. 

(2) Roman Monuments and Roman Earthworks. 
(3) English Ecclesiastical Monuments. 

(4) English Secular Monuments. 

(5) Unclassified Monuments. 


In addition to dwelling-houses the English class (4) includes all such 
earthworks as homestead-moats. To the section of unclassified monuments (5) 
are assigned all undatable earthworks. 

The early part of the 18th century was a period of great building activity 
and expansion in W. London and this has rendered the date limitation of 1714 
: contained in the Commission’s Terms of Reference a source of considerable 
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difficulty. In few instances is the exact year of erection of a house preserved 
and it is obvious that the criteria afforded by style and decoration may 
sometimes be insufficient to determine on which side of the dividing line a 
given building should be placed. I can only say that the fullest consideration 
has been given to these monuments on the border-line and that if any have 
been passed over without mention their omission must not necessarily be 
assumed to be due to an oversight. 

The descriptions of all monuments are of necessity much compressed, but 
the underlying principle on which accounts of any importance are based is the 
same throughout. 

In the first place the Borough is located by reference to the Ordnance sheets 
(scale 6 inches to the mile) and by small letters in front of the number of each 
monument indicating the individual sheets when the borough extends over more 
than one sheet. In the case of churches, the description begins with a few words 
on the situation and material of the monument, together with a statement as to 
the development of its various parts. A second paragraph calls attention, when 
necessary, to its more remarkable features. This is followed by a concise description, 
mainly architectural, of its details. A fourth paragraph deals with the fittings 
in alphabetical order, while the concluding sentence gives a general statement 
as to the structural condition. The accounts of less important buildings, whether 
secular or ecclesiastical, are still further compressed, and, in the case of secular 
monuments, consist of a single paragraph, or of a mere mention of their 
situation if they belong to a group with certain characteristics described in a 
covering paragraph. 

The standardization of the spelling of proper names in the Commission’s 
inventories has always presented considerable difficulties and almost any system 
is open to criticism. It is well known that during the period covered by. our 
terms of reference, and indeed to a much later date, the art of spelling was 
in a very fluid state, proper names especially being subject to a wide variation 
dictated partly by their phonetic values and partly by individual caprice. In 
the absence, therefore, of any final court of appeal, it has been thought best 
to abide, in the matter of place-names, by the spelling adopted by the 
Ordnance Survey, without prejudice as to its accuracy. In the matter of 
personal names, in treating of individual funeral-monuments, etc., the actual 
spelling of the memorial has been reproduced in the detailed description, while 
in the rest of the text the normal spelling of the name has been adopted. 

The illustrations are derived from photographs taken expressly for the 
Commission, and reproduced by H.M. Stationery Office, whose work, I think, 
deserves special recognition. They have been chosen both for their educational 
and for their aesthetic value. Had appearance alone been made the test of 
selection, many more might easily have been included. The map at the end 
of the volume shows the distribution of the monuments. 

To ensure clearness of description, all ancient churches not illustrated by 
historically hatched plans have been provided with key-plans to a uniform scale 
of 48 feet to the inch, with the monumental portions shown in solid black. 
The dimensions given in the Inventory are internal unless otherwise stated. 

It may also be well again to draw attention to the fact that our Record 
Cards may be consulted by any properly accredited persons who will give 
notice of their intention to our Secretary, at 66, Victoria Street, Westminster, 
5S.W.1. The cards contain drawings of tracery and mouldings as well as plans 
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and sketches of the monuments—forming in truth the complete National 
Inventory—and will ultimately be deposited for reference in the Public Record 
Office. 

As in the past, no monument has been or will be included in our 
Inventories that has not actually been inspected and the account of any monument 
of importance checked im situ by a member of our own investigating staff. In a work 
of such intricate detail there must be mistakes. But Ihope these are neither numerous 
nor serious. A further guarantee of accuracy lies in the fact that my fellow 
Commissioners, Mr. Page and Mr. Peers, have revised the reports of the 
Inventories of secular and ecclesiastical monuments, while Mr. Montgomerie has 
visited and supervised the reports on earthworks. Further, the heraldry of the 
[eoarorye has been checked by the Keverend E. E. Dorling, F.S.A.; the 
descriptions of armour by Mr. J. Murray Kendall, M.B.E., F.S.A. (Assistant to the 
Secretary of the Imperial War Museum) ; the descriptions of glass by Dr. M. R. 
James, F.S.A.; the description of brasses by Mr. Mill Stephenson, F.S.A.; the 
spelling of names and descriptions of costumes by Mr. O. Barron, F.S.A.; and 
the accounts of Roman monuments by Dr. R. E. Mortimer Wheeler, F.S.A. 
(Director of the National Museum of Wales). Nevertheless, I shall welcome any 
corrections and criticisms that may be sent to me with a view to their possible 
inclusion in some future edition. 

The plans of Chelsea Hospital, Kensington Palace, the Palace of Westminster, 
St. James Palace and Marlborough House are based on those of H.M. Office of Works. 
The plans of Holland House are based on those lent to the Commission by Lord 
Tichester. 

It is much to be regretted that owing to the financial exigencies of the 
time, our staff has not yet been restored to its pre-war strength. 

The success that has already attended the publication of the Commission’s 
Inventories, and their value in securing the preservation of monuments of 
historical interest that otherwise might have been destroyed, leads me again to 
express a hope that the reduction of the work of investigation will be only 
temporary.

1. May IT PLEASE YOUR MAJESTY. 


We, the undersigned Commissioners, appointed to make an Inventory of the 
Ancient and Historical Monuments and Constructions connected with or illus- 
trative of the contemporary culture, civilization and conditions of life of the 
people in England, excluding Monmouthshire, from the earliest times to the 
year 1714, and to specify those which seem most worthy of preservation, 
humbly submit to Your Majesty the following Report on the Monuments in the 
West Division of the County of London, being the Ninth Interim Report on the 
work of the Commission since its appointment. 


2. We tender to Your Majesty our respectful thanks for the gracious 
message which accompanied Your Majesty’s acceptance of our Inventory of 
Westminster Abbey. 


3. We have pleasure in reporting the completion of our enquiries into 
West London, an area containing 259 monuments in 16 boroughs, with an 
average of 16 monuments per borough. This Report is the second Report on 
the monuments of the County. 


4. Following our usual practice, we have prepared an illustrated volume 
containing the full Inventory of the monuments in the Western area of the 
County, which, under the advice of the Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s 
Treasury, will be issued as a separate Stationery Office publication. 


5. The only alteration that has been found necessary in the order and 
method of describing the monuments scheduled is the abandonment, for the 
County of London only, of the parish as the unit of description and the 
substitution of the borough. This was found to be desirable, partly from the 
inconclusive nature of parish boundaries in an urban area and partly witha 
view to grouping the monuments described under the various areas of local 
government. The detailed Inventory is introduced by the usual Sectional 
Preface: 


6. As in the previous volumes, the descriptions of monuments have been 
referred for revision to the incumbents of each parish, and to the principal 
owners of domestic buildings, and we are satisfied that no important monument 
dating from the earliest times to the year 1714 has been omitted. 
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7. Our special thanks are due to Dr. Philip Norman, F.S.A., and Mr. W. H. 
Godfrey, F.S.A., for having revised the proofs of the volume, to Lady Hope for 
the use of an advance copy of the late Sir W. H. St. John Hope’s plan of the 
Charterhouse, and to Colonel Storey for the use of his plan of Canonbury House.

SECTIONAL PREFACE, 


(i) EARTHWORKS, ETC., PREHISTORIC AND LATER. 


The earthworks of W. London are comparatively unimportant. They 
include mounds in St. Pancras and Wandsworth, a large moated enclosure at 
Fulham Palace, now mostly obliterated, and some miscellaneous earthworks, of 
which the “ New River” is the most important. This scheme for supplying 
London with water was initiated by Sir Hugh Middleton and begun in 1608; 
after some delay the system was completed and the water let into the basin 
at Clerkenwell in 1613. The “‘ New River,” as it was called, starts at Chadwell 
Springs, between Hertford and Ware, and follows the Lea Valley, entering the 
County of London in the Borough of Stoke Newington. From thence, to the 
Head in Rosebery Avenue, Finsbury, the river passes through the district dealt 
with in the present volume. The reservoirs have been altered and the main 
round reservoir partly built over in recent years; the channel also only in part 
follows its original course. The lake in St. James’ Park represents in position 
the artificial ‘‘ River’’ begun in 1660, but its form has been completely altered. 


(ii) RomMAN REMAINS. 


The few Roman remains found in W. London owe any significance they 
possess to their proximity to Londinium and, in consequence, their consideration 
will be postponed until the larger subject is dealt with in London, Vol. III. 


(iii) ECCLESIASTICAL AND SECULAR ARCHITECTURE. 
BuILDING MATERIALS: STONE, BRICK, ETC. 


The area embraced by the first volume of London includes the anciently 
suburban parishes immediately adjoining the city on the W., N.W. and S.W. ; 
the methods and material of construction naturally follow very closely those 
employed in the city itself and, in consequence, are little governed by the 
natural and geographical conditions of the surrounding counties. London has 
no native building-stone, but has always been rich enough to import it—in the 
Middle Ages from Normandy, Northamptonshire and Surrey, and in later times 
from Portland and elsewhere. Brick does not seem to have been employed 
before the 15th century, but the great mass of secular building after the 
Great Fire (1666) was in this material; previous to this date most of the 
houses were no doubt of timber, but the expansion of London and _ the 


exigencies of modern conditions have reduced the number of timber-structures 


now surviving in the area to comparatively few. 
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ECCLESIASTICAL BUILDINGS. 


With very few exceptions the mediaeval parish churches of W. London 
have been partly or wholly rebuilt and the exceptions have been so drastically 
restored as to be of little architectural interest. Fifteenth-century towers 
survive at Putney, Fulham, Lambeth and St. Clement Danes, and at Putney 
there is a small reconstructed chapel with a fan-vault of c. 1530. The one 
ecclesiastical monument of prime importance in the district, Westminster Abbey, 
has been dealt with in a separate volume. 


The former round nave of the church of the Hospitallers at Clerkenwell. 
of which there are some remains, was one of a comparatively small class of 
buildings modelled on the plan of the church of the Holy Sepulchre at Jerusalem. 
A second example, the church of the Old Temple, formerly existed in the borough 
of Holborn, but of this there are now no visible remains. The still existing 
church of the New Temple will be dealt with in the succeeding volume. 


Seventeenth and early 18th-century church-building is best represented by 
the rebuilt St. Paul’s, Covent Garden, Inigo Jones’ design; by two churches of 
Sir Christopher Wren, St. Clement Danes and St. James, Piccadilly, and by 
St. Mary le Strand. Other work of the period includes the nave and tower 
of Chelsea Old Church. 


Private chapels include a 13th-century example at Lambeth Palace, the 
early 14th-century chapel of the Bishops of Ely in Holborn, the 16th-century 
chapel of Gray’s Inn, the 16th-century chapel of St. James’ Palace, the early 
17th-century chapel of Lincoln’s Inn and the late 17th-century Marlborough 
Chapel and Chelsea Hospital Chapel; the first two are excellent works of their 
period, and the chapel of Lincoln’s Inn is a remarkable example of Jacobean 
Gothic. The 14th-century crypt of St. Stephen’s Chapel, Westminster, also 
SUIViVeS. 


MONASTIC AND COLLEGIATE BUILDINGS. 


Apart from the abbey of St. Peter, Westminster, the chief monastic houses 
in the district are the Charterhouse and the Priory of St. John of Jerusalem 
at Clerkenwell, both retaining considerable remains of their mediaeval buildings. 
There was also a small Benedictine Nunnery at Kilburn, of which a fragment 
of a brass is the only survival. The hospital of St. Giles in the Fields and 
St. Mary Rousevall have left no remains, but it is possible that portions of 
St. James’ Hospital may be incorporated in Henry VIII’s Palace, and a wing 
of the Savoy Hospital (now Savoy Chapel) is still standing. The College of 
St. Stephen, Westminster, still retains the crypt of its chapel and its cloister, 
both much restored. 


Post-Reformation collegiate buildings are all of the 17th or early 18th 
centuries and include Charles II’s great foundation of Chelsea Hospital, the 
Bluecoat and Greycoat Schools at Westminster, and Sutton’s foundation at the 
Charterhouse. 


Another type of collegiate building is represented by the Inns of Court 
and Chancery. Of these, Lincoln’s Inn, Gray’s Inn and Staple Inn are included 
in the present volume.

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SECULAR BUILDINGS. 


The secular buildings of W. London are of particular importance; they 
include the royal palaces of Westminster, St. James, Whitehall, and Kensington, 
the episcopal palaces of Lambeth and Fulham, and large houses such as 
Holland House, Kensington, and Lindsey House, Chelsea, besides the collegiate 
establishments mentioned in the previous paragraph. 


The earliest of these buildings is the great hall at Westminster, substantially 
that of William Rufus, remodelled and reroofed by Richard II. It is probably 
the largest ancient building roofed with timber in one span in the world. 
Lambeth Palace has work of the 13th, 14th, 15th, and 17th centuries, and 
Fulham Palace is largely of early 16th-century date. The great hall at the 
Charterhouse and the Wash House Court adjoining are also works of the 16th 
century. St. James’ Palace is mainly of the time of Henry VIII, and, though 
much altered, retains its gatehouse and chapel. Other Tudor gatehouses survive 
at Lambeth Palace, St. John’s, Clerkenwell, and Lincoln’s Inn. At Whitehall 
are remains of the buildings of Wolsey and Henry VIII. The late 15th-century 
hall of Lincoln’s Inn is the first of a new series of secular halls that 
extended through the 16th century, and of which those of Staple Inn (1581) 
and Gray’s Inn (c. 1556) are included in the present volume. Later halls 
include Inigo Jones’ Palladian Banqueting House at Whitehall and Archbishop 
Juxon’s hall at Lambeth. Purely domestic work of Elizabethan and Jacobean 
periods, of which so many examples formerly existed in the Strand, is now 
poorly represented except by the great mansion of Holland House (1605), 
Canonbury House, Islington, and some interesting fragments of Bolingbroke 
House, Battersea. Of the last quarter of the 17th and the early years of the 
18th century there are numerous examples, of which Kensington Palace; Lindsey 
House, Chelsea; Newcastle House, Lincoln’s Inn Fields; Roehampton House, 
Putney; and Harrington House, Craig’s Court, are the most important. The 
chambers surrounding the new squares at Lincoln’s Inn and Gray’s Inn are 
also of this period. Of smaller domestic work of the same type the best 
examples are Queen Anne’s Gate, Westminster, parts of Cheyne Walk and 
Cheyne Row, Chelsea. 


FITTINGS. 


Altays: There is a small altar-slab with five consecration crosses at 
St. Pancras, and a larger slab without crosses at St. Clement Danes. 


Bells ; There is one mediaeval bell, that belonging to the Rolls Chapel. 


Brasses : The brasses in the district are mostly of little interest except the 
quadrangular Flemish plate to Margaret Hornbolt, c. 1529, at Fulham, with a 
bust in a shroud, a 16th-century figure of a woman in a heraldic mantle at 
Lambeth, and an armed figure, of 1420, at Wandsworth. The head of a 15th- 
century brass of a nun, from Kilburn Priory, is preserved at St. Mary, Kilburn, 
and there are interesting palimpsest brasses at Islington. 

Communion Tables: The Jacobean table in the Charterhouse chapel is a 
noteworthy example. There are late 17th-century communion tables at Lambeth, 
and St. James’, Piccadilly. The latter church has also elaborate communion 
rails of the same date and of marble and cast bronze. 
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Fireplaces ; The earliest fireplaces of importance are those in the Palace of 
St. James, dating from c. 1540. Enriched Elizabethan and Jacobean fireplaces 
and overmantels are still to be seen at the Charterhouse, Finsbury; Holland 
House, Kensington; and Canonbury House, and there are less important 
examples at St. John’s Gate, Clerkenwell, and Lincoln’s Inn. The late 17th- 
century work at Kensington Palace includes a curious overmantel with a wind- 
dial, and there is an elaborate overmantel of the same period at New River 
Head, Finsbury. Small fireplaces of the Queen Anne type are numerous 
throughout the district. 


Fonts: The most important fonts are the 17th-century marble series of 
Renaissance design at St. Margaret Westminster; St. James Piccadilly ; 
Fulham, Hammersmith, St. Clement Danes, and St. Martin in the Fields; 
of these the finest is that at St. James’, which is enriched with elaborate 
carving. The fonts at Chelsea and St. Martin’s are dated 1673 and 1689, 
respectively, and that at St. Margaret’s is by Nicholas Stone. 


Glass: The best example of painted glass is the magnificent Flemish 
crucifixion in the E. window of St. Margaret’s, Westminster; it is said to have 
been given by the town of Dort to Henry VII. Another fine example of foreign 
work is the Jesse Tree in St. George’s, Hanover Square; it is of early to mid 
16th-century date and was formerly in a church at Mechlin. A third example of 
foreign glass, of inferior workmanship, is in the church of St. John the Evangelist, 
Westminster. Of later glass the best is the series of figures dated 1623, (one 
signed Bernard Van Ling), in the Chapel of Lincoln’s Inn. There is also much 
late heraldic glass in the Inn as well as at Gray’s Inn, Staple Inn, Lambeth and 


Fulham Palaces. There is a panel of doubtful date and little importance at 
Lambeth Church. 


Monuments: There is a 14th-century armed effigy with a mutilated canopy at 
Streatham, and a very fine canopied tomb, with three effigies to John Holand, 
Earl of Exeter, 1447, at St. Katherine, Regent’s Park. In the Record. Office 
(formerly in the Rolls Chapel) is a purely Italian monument in stone and 
terra-cotta, by Torrigiani, to Dr. J. Yong (1516). 

Later monumental art is best represented by monuments with effigies to 
Marie Howard (1600) in St. Margaret’s, Westminster; to Lord Dacre (1594) 
in Chelsea Old Church; to Edward Lord Bruce (1610), formerly in the Rolls 
Chapel; and to Thomas Sutton (1611) in the Chapel of the Charterhouse. 
This and a small tablet in the same Chapel are by Nicholas Stone. 


Paintings : Except for painted ceilings there are few examples of this form 
of decoration in the district. Marlborough House, however, has large wall- 
paintings of the victories of the Duke of Marlborough, by Laguerre, and 
there are painted decorations attributed to Francis Clein at Holland House. 
Painted ceilings survive at St. James’ Palace, Whitehall, Norfolk House, 
Roehampton House, Great Russell Street and elsewhere. 


__ Plaster-work : There are several notable examples of plaster ceilings in the 
district ; those at Charterhouse, Holland House, Canonbury House and Boling- 
broke House belong to the Elizabethan and Jacobean periods and there are 


good ceilings of later character at Whitehall, New River Head and Chelsea 
Hospital.

SECTIONAL PREFACE. 5 


Plate: The church-plate of the district is very largely of 17th-century date, 
but there are a few pieces of the 16th century. These include the following 
cups: St. Margaret’s, Westminster, of 1551 and of unusual form; Gray’s Inn 
Chapel, of 1583, and Kensington, of 1599. There are also two flagons, of 1583, at 
St. Margaret’s, Westminster, and patens at the same church and Gray’s Inn 
Chapel, of 1586 and 1583, respectively. A few pieces of secular plate now 
belong to churches in the district and these include a rosewater dish, perhaps 
of 1537, at Kensington, and a handsome standing-cup, of 1629, at Hampstead. 
The 17th-century church-plate includes the large and handsome set at St. James’ 
Palace, some pieces of which are of gold; an enriched alms-dish and other 
pieces at St. James’, Piccadilly, a repoussé alms-dish at St. Margaret’s, West- 
minster, and a good set at the Royal Hospital, Chelsea. There is a remarkable 
Portuguese chalice at Lambeth Palace, given in 1690 to the Cistercian Abbey 
of Alcobaga, and, at St. John’s, Clerkenwell, an early 16th-century S. French 
or Spanish chalice and a 15th or early 16th-century Italian processional cross, both 
belonging to the Order of St. John of Jerusalem. 


Pulpus: Where are pulpits of the first half of the 17th century, at St. 
Katherine, Regent’s Park, and at Streatham Parish Church. Late 17th-century 
examples are to be found at Chelsea Old Church, Chelsea Hospital, St. Clement 
Danes, St. Anne’s Soho, St. Mark’s and the Parish Church, Hammersmith, and 
at St. Dionis, Fulham ; the two last came from city churches. 


Reredoses : Late 17th-century oak reredoses of interest remain at St. James’, 
Piccadilly, and St. Clement Danes. 


Screens: The only ecclesiastical screenwork in the district is that in the 
chapel of the Charterhouse, dating from early in the 17th century, and that 
in the chapel at Lambeth Palace, of slightly later date. Of secular screens there 
survives a remarkably fine series in the halls of Gray’s Inn (c. 1556), the 
Charterhouse (1571), Staple Inn (1581), and Lincoln’s Inn (early 17th-century). 


Stawcases: There is a large newel staircase of the 15th century in the 
Lollards’ Tower at Lambeth Palace. The Charterhouse, Canonbury House, and 
Holland House have late 16th and early 17th-century staircases of considerable 
interest and there are later 17th-century and early 18th-century examples 
of distinction at Kensington Palace, Marlborough House and Roehampton House. 
Less important work of the same period is represented by numerous examples, 
of which mention may be made of those at Russell House, Streatham, Queen 
Anne’s Gate, Cheyne Row and Walk, Chelsea, Gray’s Inn, Lincoln’s Inn and 
various houses at Hampstead and Highgate. A staircase at Kensington Palace 
and two at Marlborough House have wrought-iron balustrades; the former is 
the work of Jean Tijou. 


Stalls : The stalls of St. Katherine’s by the Tower, now in the new chapel 
in Regent’s Park, are remarkably fine specimens of late 14th-century carving.

1. BATTERSEA. 
(O.S. 6 in.” London; Sheet N:) 


The borough of Battersea is conterminous with 
the civil parish of Battersea. Terrace House is 
the principal monument. 


Ecclesiastical :— 

(1). Parish CHURCH OF ST. MARY was entirely 
rebuilt in 1775~-77, but contains from the old 
church the following :— 

Fittings—Coffin-plates: In crypt—(1) to Sir 
Oliver St. John, Viscount Grandison, etc., 1630 ; 
(2) to Francis, infant son of Edward Henry [Lee], 
Earl of Litchfield, 1686. Glass: In E. window 
(Plate 9)—figures of Henry VII, Margaret Beau- 
champ and Queen Elizabeth surrounded by many 
small shields of St. John heraldry with badges, 
large achievement of the royal (Stuart) arms, 
with elaborate canopy and two full achievements 
of St. John in tracery—crowned Tudor rose, 
crests and cherub-heads, all late 17th-century 
set up by the St. John family. Monuments : On 
E. wall of gallery—N. of chancel, (1) to Sir John 
Fleet, 1712, Lord Mayor of London, large marble 
tablet (Plate 10) with carved and draped border, 
achievement, two shields-of-arms and a cartouche 
with the sword, mace and cap of the city. On 
N. wall—(2) of Sir Oliver St. John, Viscount 
Grandison, etc., 1630, Lord Deputy of Ireland, 
wall-monument (Plate 11) of various marbles with 
Ionic side-pilasters, busts of man and wife, seg- 
mental pediment and cartouche-of-arms. On S. 
wall—(3) of Edward Wynter, 1685-6, marble 
tablet with segmental head, bust, two shields- 
of-arms and apron carved with figure-subjects 
of man fighting tiger and Moors. In S.W. porch— 
on S. wall, (4) to James Bull, 1713, ‘and another 
later, draped marble tablet (Plate 10) with cherub- 
heads, fruit, flowers, achievement and _ two 
shields-of-arms. In churchyard—at E. end, (5) to 
Jacob Wall (?), early 18th-century head-stone ; 


on S. side, (6) to Thomas Harding, [1700], low 
table-tomb. Plate: includes a cup and cover- 
paten of 1678, given in 1682, and a cup, cover-paten 
and dish, all of 1678, and given in 1736. 


Condition—Rebuilt. 


Secular :— 

(2). BOLINGBROKE HousE, now offices, 50 yards 
N.N.E. of the church, is of two storeys with attics 
and cellars; the walls are of brick covered with 
stucco and the roofs are covered with slates. The 
remaining part of the house formed part of a 
large late 16th or early 17th-century mansion, 
mostly demolished in 1793. The surviving wing 
has modern buildings on the S. and W. 

The ceilings, staircase and _ panelling 
noteworthy. 

The elevations have no ancient features. 


Interior—The passage E. of the office on the 
ground-floor has early 18th-century panelling with 
two segmental-headed windows now blocked. The 
office itself has rather later panelling. The 
Cedar Room is lined with panelling mainly of 
cedar-wood and of early 17th-century date; it is 
of curious herring-bone form, and is divided into 
bays by fluted and enriched pilasters supporting a 
continuous entablature. The Staircase is of 
c. 1700 and has turned and twisted balusters, 
moulded rails and strings and square newels ; 
the walls have panelling and dadoes of the same — 
date. On the first floor the former three rooms 
are now undivided except by the plaster cornices 
of the ceilings; these ceilings are similar and 
have each rich early 17th-century strapwork 
surrounding a round, oval and square panel, 
respectively. The walls are covered with panelling 
of c. 1700, and in the N. room is a fireplace of the 
same date with a marble architrave and a carved 
wood mantel-shelf. Another room has similar 
panelling and fireplace. 


Condition—Bad, most of the fittings have 
recently been removed. .

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(3). RAVEN INN at N.E. junction of Church 
Road and Bridge Road West, 130 yards S.S.E. of 
the church, is of two storeys with attics. The 
walls are of plastered brickwork; the roofs are 
tiled. It was built in the latter half of the 17th 
century on an L-shaped plan with the wings 
extending towards the N.E. and N.W. and has 
small modern additions at the back. The front 
to Church Road is carried up in two, and the front 
to Bridge Road West in three, shaped gables, 
and at the N.E. end of the latter front is a carriage- 
way with the wall above carried on a chamfered 
bressummer at the back with two moulded gate- 
posts. Inside the building on the first floor is 
a chamfered ceiling-beam, and on the top landing 
of the stairs to the attics a short length of 
balustrading with moulded handrail and turned 
balusters. 


Condition—Good. 


(4). House, No. 130, Bridge Road West, 40 
yards E.N.E. of (3), is of two storeys. The walls 
are partly of plastered brickwork and partly of 
weather-boarded timber-framing; the roofs are 
tiled. It was built late in the 17th century. The 
front has a brick string-course between the storeys. 
Inside the building are some heavy wind-braces 
to the roof. 


Condition—Good. 


(5). TERRACE Houser, now part of college 
buildings, about 275 yards S. of the parish church, 
is of two storeys with basement and attics; the 
walls are of brick and the roofs are covered with 
slates. The house was built c. 1699, the date on 
a sundial, and has been little altered. It is a 
good example of its period. 

The Elevations have a moulded brick band 
between the storeys, an eaves-cornice of wood and 
hipped roofs with gabled dormers. The dressings 
generally are of red brick. The N.E. front has a 
central doorway with an elliptical arch with 


- moulded imposts ; it is flanked by Doric pilasters 


on which rest scrolled and carved brackets 
supporting a pedimented hood; below the hood 
is a frieze carved with geometrical instruments, a 
globe, etc. The window above the doorway has 
a rubbed-brick architrave. The N.W. side has, 
at the first-floor level, a rectangular stone sundial 
with the motto and date “ Pereunt et imputantur, 
1699.” The S.W. front has projecting side wings ; 
in the middle of the main block is a doorway with 
a square head, Doric side pilasters and a flat hood 
with carved and scrolled brackets; the frieze 
under the hood is carved with a dolphin and 
conventional foliage. The S.E. side is largely 
covered by modern buildings. 

Interior—Most of the rooms on both the ground 
and first floor retain their original panelling and 
cornices. Some of the rooms on the ground-floor 


have original marble architraves to the fireplace 
openings. The doorway between the central hall 
and the main room to the N.E. of it, has a round 
panelled arch and is flanked by fluted Corinthian 
pilasters on panelled pedestals ; the spandrels are 
carved with scrolled ornament. The original 
staircase has turned and twisted balusters, close 
strings, panelled newels and a moulded handrail, 
ramped over the newels; across the top of the 
stairs, at the first-floor level, is a gate. 


Condition.—Good. 


(6). DEVONSHIRE House, on the S.E. side of 
Vicarage Road, 230 yards S. of the church, is of 
three storeys with attics and cellars. It was built 
probably early in the 18th century and is of 
simple rectangular plan. The walls are of brick 
and the roofs are covered with slates. The N.W. 
front is plastered and has an enriched eaves- 
cornice with modillions. The other elevations are 
not plastered; they have brick bands between the 
storeys. Inside the building many of the rooms 
retain their original panelling and doorways. The 
staircase has turned and twisted balusters, cut 
strings and a moulded rail carried over the newels. 
The staircase to the attics has turned balusters 
and close strings. 

The railings and gate in front of the house are 
of early 18th-century date; the gate has scrolled 
standards and overthrow. 


Condition—Good. 


2. CHELSEA. 
(O.S. 6in. London Sheets (*)N. and (*)O.) 


The borough of Chelsea is conterminous with 
the civil parish except that a detached portion of 
the latter is now included in the borough of 
Paddington. The principal monuments are the 
church, the Royal Hospital and Lindsey House. 


Ecclesiastical :— 

4(1). PARISH CHURCH OF ALL SAINTS (Plates 12 
—20) stands on the E. side of Church Street at 
its junction with the Embankment. The walls of 
the chancel and N. chapel are of plastered rubble 
and flint, but the rest of the building is of brick ; 
the dressings are of Portland and other stone and 
of brick; the roofs are covered with slates and 
tiles. The Chancel, the E. half of which is deflected 
towards the N., is probably of the 13th century. 
The North Chapel was added early in the 14th 
century. About 1528, the South Chapel, perhaps 
of 13th-century origin, was rebuilt. In 1669 and 
the succeeding years the Nave, West Tower and the 
arches between the nave and the chancel and 
chapels were rebuilt. The church was restored at 
several dates in the 19th and 20th centuries and 
the North Vestry is modern. 
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The early Renaissance details of the S. chapel 
are interesting, and among the fittings several of 
the monuments and the font are noteworthy. 

Architectural Description—The Chancel (364 ft. 
by 184 ft.), was lowered late in the 17th century. 
The E. window is modern except for the splays, 
which are probably the outer splays of a triplet of 
13th-century lancets, altered in the 15th century ; 
the head was cut down when the roof was lowered. 
In the N. wall is an opening into the N. chapel 
which replaced a former arcade or arch in 1784; 
the semi-octagonal E. respond is probably of the 
14th century and has a recut moulded capital ; 
at the back of the respond is a squint with a square 
head. In the S. wall is a two-centred arch of 
two chamfered orders probably of the 13th century 
and subsequently altered; the octagonal responds 
have early Renaissance capitals (Plates 14, 15) of 
free Composite type, with human and cherub-heads, 
the date 1528, an achievement of the quartered 
arms of Sir Thomas More, processional cross, font 
or holy-water stoup, tapers, crossed candlesticks, 
holy-water pail and sprinkler and book with clasps ; 
further E. is a restored 15th-century window of 
two cinquefoiled lights in a square head with a 
moulded label ; below it is a square-headed door- 
way with a modern label. The late 17th-century 
chancel-arch is round with a moulded archivolt and 
a key-stone carved with a cherub-head ; it springs 
from square piers with moulded cornices. 

The North Chapel (25 ft. by 144 ft.) has a 
14th-century E. window witha modern frame. In 
the N. wall are three windows, the eastern now 
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blocked, but of early 14th-century date and of two 
trefoiled ogee lights with a quatrefoil in a two- 
centred head with a moulded label and damaged 
stops carved with figures; the middle window is 
probably of the same date, but only the outer arch 
of the head remains, with a moulded label, repaired 
in cement, head-stops and a segmental-pointed 
rear-arch; the western window is of late 14th- 
century date and of two cinquefoiled lights with 
a quatrefoil in a two-centred head with a moulded 
label and stops similar to those of the eastern 
window ; below it is a blocked 14th-century door- 
way with a segmental-pointed rear-arch; below 
the middle window is an early 17th-century doorway 
with a round head of brick. The W. arch is similar 
to the chancel-arch but of elliptical form. 

The South Chapel (22 ft. by 14 ft.) is probably 
of early 16th-century date, but has been refaced 
with 17th-century or later brickwork. The E. 
window and the two windows in the S. wall have 
early 16th-century splays and rear-arches, but have 
been fitted with late 17th-century round-headed 
windows. The W. arch is similar to the W. arch 
of the N. chapel. 

The Nave (374 ft. by 53 ft.) is of late 17th- 
century date and occupies the site of the former 
nave and aisles. In the E. wall, above the arches, 
are two round windows. In the N. wall are three 
windows, the eastern and western round-headed 
and the middle one round; all have moulded 
architraves and plain key and impost-blocks ; 
below the round window is a round-headed door- 
way, similarly treated, but with the lower part

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blocked and the upper part glazed as a window ; 
E. of the doorway is a recess or blocked doorway 
with a reset two-centred arch of stone, of uncertain 
date. In the S. wall are windows and doorway 
similar to those in the N. wall, except that the 
doorway is flanked externally by brick pilasters 
supporting a cornice. The W. wall has on either 
side of the tower a round-headed window similar to 
those in the N. wall but with the lower parts blocked. 
The walls of the nave are finished externally with 
a deep plaster cove under the eaves. 

The West Tower (12ft. by 13 ft.) is of late 
17th-century date and of brick ; it is of five stages 
(Plate 16) divided by string-courses and is finished 
with a plain parapet. The tower-arch is two-centred; 
the lower part is closed by a modern screen, the 
upper part opens on to the gallery. The W. 
doorway has a round head and plain key and 
impost-blocks. The second stage has a plain 
square-headed window in the N., S. and W. walls. 
The third stage, now a museum, has in the S. wall 
around blocked window with a moulded architrave ; 
in the W. wall is a window of two round-headed 
lights in a round-headed outer order with plain 
imposts and key-block. The fourth stage has in 
the E., S. and W. walls a modern clock-face; in 
the N. wall is a round window with a moulded 
architrave. The bell-chamber has in each wall a 
window of two pointed lights in a round-headed 
outer order with plain pilasters, key and impost- 
blocks. N. and S. of the tower are later annexes 
containing wooden staircases to the gallery; they 
have plain doorways and windows with solid 
; frames. 


The Roof of the chancel is probably of late 
17th-century date, with arched principals below 
the collar. The low-pitched roof of the S. chapel 
is probably of early 16th-century date, with 
moulded purlins ; the richly moulded middle tie- 
beam is of early 14th-century date, reused, and 
supports later uprights. The nave has a flat 

ceiling with a deep cove against the walls; at 
intervals, round the upper SEGUE of the cove, 
are cherub- heads.

bays divided and flanked by Corinthian columns, 
kneeling figures of man and wife, two sons and one 
daughter, three shields-of-arms ; (2) to Edmond, 
first Lord Bray, 1539, and John, Lord Bray, 1557, 
his son, plain altar-tomb with moulded slab, sunk 
for brass fillet ; indents of figure, inscription-plate 
and two shields; slab cut down and altered; two 
lozenge-shaped panels in front with cusping and 
bosses for fixing former brass shields, end one 
at E. end, recess and inscription modern; (3) to 
Adam Littleton, S.T.P., 1694, rector of Chelsea 
and canon of Westminster, plain marble tablet 
with broken pediment and flaming urn. On S. 
wall, (4) to Elizabeth (Mayerne), wife of Pierre de 
Caumont, Marquis de Cugnac, 1653, tablet with 
side pilasters, and apron with cherub-head and 
scroll, cornice missing; (5) to Sir Thomas More, 
plain altar-tomb (erected 1632) recessed in wall 
and supporting a canopy flanked by octagonal 
shafts and having a four-centred head with 
carved spandrels and a moulded cornice, sur- 
mounted by a cresting of Tudor flowers, three 
shields-of-arms on cornice—(a) a cheveron engrailed 
between three moor-cocks for More quartering 
a cheveron between three unicorns’ heads razed with 
three roundels on the cheveron, the whole impaling 
ermine a fesse checky, crest a moor’s head; (0) the 
quartered coat of (a) impaling a fesse between three 
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galloping colts for Colte (c) the impaled coat of (a) ; 
two shields in spandrels—(d) More, (e) the impaled 
coat of (6); soffit of canopy with double row of 
cusped panels, monument restored in 1833 and 
inscription renewed. Under arch between chancel 
and N. Chapel—(6) to Richard Gervoise, 1563, 
freestone monument in form of a triumphal arch 
with panelled piers supporting carved pilasters and 
semi-circular arch, with shields-of-arms in span- 
drels, entablature with fluted and carved frieze, 
cartouche-of-arms and two crests, on inner faces 
of piers an achievement-of-arms and an inscribed 
panel, monument reset in the 18th century and 
figure or altar-tomb perhaps missing. On N. pier 
of chancel-arch—(7) to Baldwin Hamey, M.D., 
1676, black marble tablet with shield-of-arms ;

apron below representing a broken coffin with 
inscription and shield-of-arms. In S. chapel— 
against E. wall, (12) of Sir Robert Stanley, K.B., 
1632, shaped marble sarcophagus supporting three 
pedestals with urns and two standing female 
figures, one holding a banner-of-arms and one a 
coronet and a shield with a badge upon it; on 
pedestals three busts, in relief, of man and his 
two children, Fardinand and Henrite Maria; on 
side faces, cartouches and shields-of-arms, another 
cartouche on face of middle urn; (13) to Catherine 
(Dudley), wife of Henry Hastings, Earl of 
Huntington, 1620, plain marble tablet. On N.W. 
pier of chapel—(14) to Arthur Gorges, 1668, and 
Mary (Banning), his wife, black marble slabs 
formerly part of altar-tomb in S. chapel, top slab 
with achievement-of-arms, in pavement.

(Plate 15) flanked by Purbeck marble enriched 
shafts supporting a flat canopy with carved soffit 
in the form of fan-tracery, cusped and panelled 
ends, back divided into three bays by broken

and brass of lady kneeling, with heraldic mantle 
and five daughters, gartered shield-of-arms, a 
second shield-of-arms and two scrolls with names of 


children, all of brass, indents of group of husband 
and sons and a third shield, at base of monument 
two cusped panels with blank shields, tomb and 
front of canopy missing; (16) to Sir William 
Milman, 1713, shaped marble tablet with scroll- 
work, cherubheads and achievement-of-arms. In 
nave—on N. wall, (17) to James Buck, 1680, and 
Elizabeth (Rogers), his wife, 1674, marble tablet

In nave—(7) to Sir 
William Milman, 1713, with cartouche-of-arms ; (8) 
to Sarah, wife of Bryan Wade, 1710; (9) to infant 
children of [John] Roberts, Lord Truro, late 17th- 
century. Niche: InN. chapel—in E. wall, with 
moulded jambs and cinquefoiled head, (Plate 60) 
late 14th-century. Piscina: In chancel—with 
chamfered E. jamb and four-centred head, groove 
for shelf, 15th-century, W. part cut away. Plate: 
now at St. Luke’s Parish Church, includes two 
flagons of 1680 given in 1681; paten of 1624; 
paten of 1676, dated 1675, and spoon of 1698, 
given in 1797. Pulpit: (Plate 5) of oak, hexagonal 
with raised panels and enriched mouldings, 
festoons of foliage and fruit, trumpet stem, partly 

- restored, late 17th-century. Recess: In chancel— 
in E. wall, with chamfered jambs, splayed cheeks 
and two-centred head, probably 13th-century 
window-head, reused. Seating: In N. chapel— 
pews, one made up of early 17th-century panelling, 
one incorporating plain 17th-century panelling and 
one incorporating late 17th-century carved panels. 
Staircase: In N. annexe of tower—with turned and 
twisted balusters, moulded strings and rail and 
square newels with ball-terminals, late 17th-century. 
Sundial ; On S. face of tower—with inscription and 
date, “Ut vita finis ita 1692.” Weather-vane: 
of enriched wrought-iron, surmounted by a crown, 
erected in 1704. Miscellanea: In chancel—small 
cabinet of marquetry work, early 18th-century, 
used as prayer-desk. In gallery—fluted pilasters 
of oak supporting a wall-post carved with cherub- 
head and wings, late 17th-century.

Secular :— 


®(2). RoyaLt HospitTaL, 1,200 yards E.N.E. of 
All Saints Church, is partly of three and partly of 
one storey, with attics and cellars; the walls are 
of brick with dressings of Portland stone and rubbed 
brick; the roofs are covered with slates. The 
Hospital was founded by Charles II, the foundation- 
stone being laid in 1682 and the building completed 
in 1690. The architect was Sir Christopher Wren. 
The structure has been repaired on various 
occasions, the roofs being renewed about 1758. 
Part of the N. pavilion was destroyed in an air-raid 

- in 1918 and subsequently rebuilt. 
The building is of great interest as an example of 
collegiate architecture and also as a work of Sir 
_ Christopher Wren. The fittings of the chapel are 

also noteworthy. 

_ The buildings consist of ranges of building on 
"three sides of a central courtyard open towards the 


block are two pavilions, four in all, connected with 
_ the main ranges by low annexes. The N.W. Front 
(Plate 23) has a central portico and proj jecting wings 
a t the angles; the portico has four attached Doric

columns of stone, with wooden entablature and 
pediment rising above the general line of the eaves ; 
the ranges on either side, containing the hall and 
chapel, have tall round-headed windows with sunk 
panels above and below them. The projecting 
wings have rusticated angles, three tiers of plain 
square-headed windows and pedimented dormer- 
windows in the roof; the main wood cornice at 
the eaves-level is continuous round the building. 
The S.E. side of the hall and chapel block (Plate 22) 
is generally similar to the N.W. side, but here the 
portico projects on free columns and from it open 
loggias extend along the front of the building ; 
these loggias have coupled Doric columns supporting 
an entablature. Over the middle of this range 
rises an octagonal cupola with pedimented windows 
in the main faces and free Corinthian columns on 
the other faces with projecting entablature 
supporting balls, above this level is a low attic with 
a domed lead-covered roof supporting a ball and 
weather-vane. The side wings (Plate 24) of the 
main courtyard are generally similar to the side 
wings of the N.W. front which form their termina- 
tion in that direction. Near the S.E. end of these 
ranges are cross-corridors having doorways (Plate99) 
at either end flanked by Doric columns supporting 
a cornice and balustraded parapet or attic. The 
four pavilions are of uniform design ; they are of 
one storey with attics, hipped roofs with modillioned 
eaves-cornice and pedimented dormer-windows. 
Each pavilion has a projecting bay in the middle 
of each side, two storeys high and finished with 
a pediment. The angles of each building are 


tusticated and the doorways have architraves and 


cornices. The original chimneys throughout the 
building have plain panelled stacks finished with 
cornices ; most of them have been much restored 
or rebuilt. 


Interior—The Chapel (113 ft. by 384 ft.) forms 
the N.E. part of the main N.W. range. It is of 
seven bays with a semi-circular apse (Plate 26) ; 
the bays are divided by panelled pilasters with 
enriched plaster capitals. The semi-circular 
ceiling is arched over the side windows and is 
divided into panels by enriched mouldings with 
rosettes at the intersections of the cross-beams ; 
above each pilaster is a moulded cartouche and 
the lowest range of panels on each side is filled 
with moulded foliage. The apse has a half-dome 
of plaster. 


Fittings—All of late 17th-century date unless 
otherwise stated. Book: Prayer-book of 1687 
presented by James II. Chairs: two with turned 
and twisted uprights, rails and back legs, carved 
arms, back and front legs, late 17th or early 


18th-century. Communion Rails: (Plate 1) 
with quadrant angles, turned and_ twisted 
balusters, double gates with pierced carving, 


carved and moulded rail and panelled standards. 
ia 
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Doors: In S.E. doorway—of two folds with 
bolection-moulded panels; other doors forming 
part of panelling. Gallery: across S.W. end— 
resting on eight fluted Corinthian columns and 
two half columns, on panelled pedestals, pro- 
jection in middle with quadrants at sides, panelled 
soffits, panelled  gallery-front with pilasters 
continuing the vertical lines of the columns and 
moulded and carved capping. Lectern: modern, 
but incorporating some old woodwork. Organ-case: 
of oak and of two stages, the lower with Corinthian 
pilasters flanking the opening and supporting a 
moulded and carved entablature, upper stage 
enclosing pipes and rising in three towers on corbels 
carved with acanthus or cherub-heads (Plate 68), 
towers semi-circular on plan and finished with 
pierced carving and cornices. Painting: In apse, 
entirely covering the plaster semi-dome, large 
painting of the Resurrection, by Sebastiano Ricci, 
temp. Queen Anne. Panelling: On side walls and 
rising to level of window-sills, divided into bays by 
panelled pilasters with cherub-heads at top and 
finished with a moulded and enriched cornice. At 
S.W. end, moulded panelling above and below the 
gallery, the former incorporating two doorways 
with moulded architraves and panelled doors. 
Plate: (Plate 27) includes four cups of 1688, four 
patens of same period with royal arms and initials 
I.R., large and two smaller flagons of 1688, all 
with the same arms and initials, large paten of 
1687, almsdish of 1687 with arms and initials as on 
flagons, pair of pricket candlesticks with crown and 
initials I.R., all silver gilt, also a straining-spoon 


of c. 1700. Pulpit: square, with panelled sides, , 


and resting on Doric columns with pedestals, much 
repaired. Reredos: centre-piece with rectangular 
inlaid panel having a star and the sacred initials, 
and flanked by coupled and fluted Corinthian 
columns supporting an enriched entablature and 
a segmental pediment with cherub-heads in the 
tympanum ; flanking centre-piece, at sides of 
apse enriched panelling (Plate 1) divided into bays 
by coupled Corinthian pilasters supporting an 
entablature, panelled attic and carved vases; at 
head of each bay carved swags; incorporated in 
panelling, two doorways with pediments. Seating : 
At sides and S.W. end, box-pews or stalls with 
moulded capping and in gallery three pews with 
panelled backs. 


The Great Hall (115 ft. by 38ft.) has a flat 
plaster ceiling coved at the sides (Plate 28). The 
walls below the level of the window-sills are lined 
with panelling finished with a moulded cornice ; 
at the N.E. end is a gallery resting on carved 
brackets and having a panelled front and a carved 
cartouche of the arms of Charles II. At the S.W. 
end is a large square panel with a frame of oak 
leaves and the wall above has a painting by 
Andrew Verrio of Charles II on horseback with 


various allegorical figures and the inscription 
“Carolo Secundo Regi Optimo Hujus Hospitii 
Fundatori Domino Suo Clementissimo Ricardus 
Jones Comes de Ranelagh Hanc Tabulam posuit” ; 
at sides, small wings painted with trophies-of-arms. 

Between the chapel and the hall is an octagonal 
vestibule rising to the full height of the building 
and covered by a dome and lantern. At the angles 
of the building are Doric pilasters supporting an 
entablature; the metopes are enriched with 
military emblems alternating with the crowned 
initials I.R. The dome is octagonal and has 
panelled bands at the angles and a large panel with 
enriched mouldings in each side. Between the 
dome and the lantern is a deep coved cornice. 
Beneath the chapel and hall are basements roofed 
with quadripartite brick vaults resting on square 
piers with moulded imposts. 

The two main ranges N.E. and S.W. of the court- 
yard are occupied by the cubicles of the pensioners ; 
they are formed of panelled wainscotting (Plate 30) 
divided by plain pilasters and finished with an 
entablature. The outer walls are also panelled and 
the staircases (Plate 89) have symmetrically-turned 
balusters and square standards or newels. The 
doors and doorways (Plate 89) are mainly original, 
the latter having moulded architraves and panelled 
linings. 

The Governor’s House is at the end of the N.E. 
wing. The state room or parlour (Plates 29, 9) has 
panelled walls with a modillioned cornice below 
a deep panelled frieze ; the overmantel has carved 
trophies-of-arms, etc., and the initials I.R. The 
plaster ceiling has an enriched coved cornice and a 
large oval panel surrounded by smaller panels 
enriched with the royal Stuart arms, initials I.R., 
banners, military emblems, etc. Other rooms have 
original panelling, doors, etc., and the staircase 
has original turned balusters. The corresponding 
portion of the S.W. wing forms the Lieut.-Governor’s 
House and contains some rooms with original 
panelling, doors, etc.; the staircase is modern. 


In the Lieut. Governor’s house is a lead cistern 
with the royal arms and the monogram of William 
and Mary. 

The four pavilions contain panelling, doors, etc., 
similar to those in the other parts of the building, 
and original staircases with turned balusters and 
square newels. 

Some of the buildings have basements with plain 
groined vaulting in brick. 

In the middle of the main courtyard is a bronze 
statue (Plate 227) of Charles II in Roman costume, 
said to be by Grinling Gibbons. In various parts 
of the grounds and building are lead cisterns, (a) 
with figures, including Faith, Hope, and Charity, 
dated 1700; (6) of triangular plan (Plate 91), with 
figures, swags, etc., dated 1700; (c) with royal 
arms, cypher, and date 1694; (d) with cypher, 
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wreath, and date 1695. In the N.E. and S.W. 
courtyards are wrought iron lamp - standards 
(Plate 109) of two stages, square below and round 
above and in the form of a column. 

The Pensioners’ Library is a detached building 
S.W. of the main front block. It is of one storey 
with rusticated angles and a modillioned eaves- 
cornice, much restored. The windows have each 
a solid frame, mullion and transom. Inside the 
building the walls are panelled to the full height. 

Placed axially to the N.W. of the main block are 
the main entrance gates (Plate 30) with four stone 
piers with moulded bases and caps finished with 
trophies-of-arms. The two lodges are similar in 
general character to the Pensioners’ Library. S.E. 
of the two S.E. pavilions are pairs of original gate- 
piers with moulded bases, caps and ball-terminals. 
The terrace on the S.E. side of the main courtyard 
has a stone balustrade with a pair of large piers 
in the middle. 

The Graveyard, N.E. of the main block, contains 
the following—Monuments : (1) to Isaac Garnier, 
1711, table-tomb with achievement-of-arms ; (2) 
to Daniel Garnier, 1699, flat slab; (3) to... 
Lefort, 1694; (4) to James Ford, 1698, flat stone ; 
(5) to Theophilus Cesill, 1695, flat stone with 
defaced shield-of-arms; (6) to Sir Thomas Ogle, 
1702, table-tomb erected 1749; (7) to Simon 
Box, 1692, the first buried in graveyard, low table- 
tomb; (8) to Katherine and Laughland, 1714, 
children of Laughland Mackintosh, head-stone ; 
(9) to John Andrews, 1714, flat stone; (10) to 
John Ramsey, 1696, flat stone; (11) to Cap. 
Thomas Dawgs, 1701, and Ann, his third wife, 
flat stone; (12) to William Poulton, 1705, and 
John Poulton, 1709, flat stone; (13) to Charles, 
1699, Margaret, 1705, and Mary, 1706, children of 
Edward Sopps, also to Edward Sopps, 1714, 
head-stone; (14) to William Lewis, 1706, head- 
stone ; also others with inscriptions defaced. 


Condition—Good. 


(3). CHELSEA HospiTAL INFIRMARY, formerly 
Walpole House, on the S.E. side of Royal Hospital 
Road, is of two storeys with a basement; the 
walls are of brick and stone. A house was built 
on the site soon after 1690, which was added to by 
Sir Robert Walpole about 1722. In 1810 the present 
Infirmary was built, from the designs of Sir John 
Soane, who incorporated as much of the old house 
as was possible. The 17th-century brickwork in 
the basement is now all that can be assigned to the 
original building, but there are small portions of 
woodwork and joinery of c. 1700. 


Condition—Good. 


_ 6(4). GoucH House, now the Victoria Hospital 
for Children, on the N.E. side of Tite Street, 70 
yards S.E. of Royal Hospital Road, is of three 
storeys with a basement. It was built, probably 


in the year 1707, for John, Earl of Carbery, and 
preserved practically intact till 1866, when it was 
converted into a hospital. In 1898 it was enlarged 
by the addition of another block, the original 
cornice was removed and the old building raised by 
another storey. The N.W. front has a projecting 
wing at either end and most of the walling on all 
fronts is original, but the inside of the building has 
been much altered and none of its early 18th- 
century features remain. 


Condition—Good, much altered. 


*(5). THE PuHysic GARDEN, between Royal 
Hospital Road, the Embankment and Swan Walk, 
formerly the Botanic Garden of the Apothecaries 
Company. The land was leased to the Society of 
Apothecaries in 1673. With the exception of a 
small portion of old walling on the E. side all the 
buildings are modern. A stone tablet in the wall 
by the gate into Swan Lane is inscribed ‘“‘ Hortus 
Botanicus Societatis Pharmaceuticae Lond. 1686.” 
In the garden is a lead cistern, panelled on two sides, 
with the initials W.W. between two groups of 
leaves and the date 1676 divided by a rose. 


MONUMENTS (6-16). 

The following monuments, unless otherwise 
described, are of late 17th or early 18th-century 
date and of three storeys with basement and attics ; 
the walls are of brick and the roofs are covered 
with slates or tiles. 

Condition—Good, unless noted. 


CHEYNE WALK :— 

4(6). House, Nos. 43 to 45, now tenements and 
shops, and garden-wall formerly part of Shrewsbury 
House, 160 yards E.N.E. of the parish church. 
The W. wing of the building is of two, the E. 
wing of three, storeys; both have attics; the walls 
are of plastered brick and the roofs are tiled. The 
W. wing is of mid 17th-century date, the E. portion, 
which is recessed back from the roadway, of the 
18th century, though probably incorporating older 
work; the major part of Shrewsbury House was 
demolished in 1813. The W. wing is gabled on 
both the street front and at the back and has in the 
latter two square-headed windows with original 
wood frames transoms and mullions. Inside the 
building Nos. 43 and 44 contain remains of an 
18th-century staircase, some panelling and a 
carved chimney-piece on the second floor. One 
room in the W. wing has two walls lined with 17th- 
century strapwork-panelling in three heights, the 
top and bottom panels being in the form of arches 
and the middle elliptical ; the two doorways each 
have eared architraves and pulvinated frieze with 
a square moulded panel in the middle. 

The E. and W. boundary walls to the garden in 
the rear of the buildings are of Tudor brickwork. 

Condition—Of house, poor, brickwork sound, 
but woodwork in bad state of repair. 
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(7). Houses, Nos. 46 to 48, adjoining (6) 
on the W. were formerly three houses, but the two 
westernmost have been converted into one. They 
were built about 1711, but have been much altered. 
On the back of the buildings are three projecting 
‘ powder closets,’ two of which retain their original 
wood cornices at the eaves and have old hipped 
roofs. In the fanlight over the front door of No. 46 is 
an original wrought-iron grille. Inside the building, 
in the Hall, is an archway with carved Ionic capitals, 
and three of the upper-floor rooms have 18th- 
century chimney-pieces, and some of the rooms are 
lined with plain panelling and retain their original 
wood cornices. 


4(8). Cheyne Hospital, Nos. 62 and 63, two 
houses immediately E. of the parish churchyard 
are the only two houses remaining of a terrace of 
five, first called Church Row and afterwards 
Prospect Place. They were built c. 1687 by Sir 
Thomas Lawrence, but have been much altered 
both internally and externally at subsequent dates ; 
an early 19th-century balcony has been added to 
the front of No..63, and the ground-floor has been 
entirely rebuilt. The front walls are covered with 
plaster and have a plain parapet, probably an 
addition ; the dormers have been rebuilt. 


#(9). Tablet of stone on house No. 77 at E. corner 
of Danvers Street and Cheyne Walk, inscribed: 
“This is Danvers Street begun in ye year 1696 by 
Benjamin Staltwood.” 


*(10). Crosby Hall, at W. corner of Danvers 
Street and Cheyne Walk, 100 yards W. of the parish 
church. The original building of Crosby Place, 
Bishopsgate, dating from 1466, was destroyed in 
1908, but much of the stonework, with the oriel 
and roof, were preserved and re-erected here 
1909-10. 


The Hall (69 ft. by 27 ft.) has a semi-octagonal 
oriel projecting on the W. side ; it has three tiers of 
transomed cinquefoiled lights under four-centred 
heads ; the stone vaulted roof has a central boss 
carved with the helm and crest of Sir John Crosby. 
The remaining windows in the side walls are each 
of two cinquefoiled lights under a four-centred 
head with moulded jambs, shafted splays and 
moulded rear-arches ; though most of the stonework 
is original the windows have all been restored. 
N. of the oriel is a doorway with moulded jambs 
and a four-centred arch, and in the E. wall a stone 
fireplace with shafted jambs and a low four-centred 
arch under a square head with foliated spandrels. 
The 15th-century roof of eight bays is supported 
by new constructional timbers, which are concealed 
above it; it has moulded main timbers, enriched 
with carved bosses of conventional leaves and is 
in the form of a four-centred vault with the trusses 
springing from carved stone corbels and each having 
three octagonal pendants, one at the ridge and one 


midway between ridge and wall-plate; the pendants 
have traceried and embattled terminals, off which 
spring four-way trusses with traceried spandrels, 
forming four-centred arches below the principal 
rafters and main purlins; the common rafters are 
hollow-chamfered and there is a frieze of quatrefoiled 
panels with an embattled cornice at the plate level ; 
in the spaces between the window-heads and the 
frieze are traceried spandrels ; in the middle of the 
fifth bay from the N. is the original louvre-opening, 
but the lantern and dormers are modern. A small 
piece of walling to the N. of the oriel has two old 
doorways with moulded jambs and two-centred 
heads ; they are connected by a narrow passage in 
the thickness of the wall. 


(11). Lindsey House (Plate 31), 150 yds. W. of 
(10), now Nos. 95 to 100, was apparently rebuilt in 
1674 (the date over the porch of No. 100, which has 
either been recut or possibly copied from the original 
date-stone), by the third Earl of Lindsey upon the 
site of an earlier building of 1639, portions of which 
it probably incorporates. It was altered by Count 
Zinzendorf in 1752 and again in 1775 when it was 
divided into separate tenements, and minor altera- 
tions have been made in more recent years including 
the renewal of window-frames and the addition 
of the porch and covered way to No. 100. The 
house is of three storeys with attics ; the walls are 
of plastered brick and the roofs are tiled. The 
original internal arrangement has been completely 
lost by the alterations of 1775. The two end bays 
project in front and the central bay projects slightly 
at both front and back ; at either end was a lower 
wing of less depth than the main building, but that 
on the W. is now incorporated in the adjoining 
buildings. The front to the street is symmetrical 
and has rusticated quoins, a projecting plinth, 
projecting bands at the floor levels and a wooden 
eaves-cornice. The end wings originally had two 
windows to each floor, the central block three, with 
the principal entrance door in the middle on the 
ground-floor, and the intermediate spaces three 
windows in their width ; the roofs were hipped and 
had a row of dormers and the central projection 
was crowned with a pediment. The middle windows 
in the intermediate spaces were closed and round- 
headed recesses inserted in their place on the 
first floor by Count Zinzendorf, who apparently 
altered the roof to its present Mansard form and 
built the existing segmental-headed dormers in 
place of those which previously existed ; a balus- 
trade was fixed in front of the flatter part of the 
roof. In the alterations of 1775 the pediment over 
the central block was demolished, the balustrade 
to the roof taken down and doors inserted in the 
different buildings. Inside the building is a con- 
siderable amount of late 17th-century work refixed, 
including two fireplaces with marble surrounds on 
the first floors of No. 99 and 100. The kitchen to 
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CHELSEA: (2) ROYAL HOSPITAL, 1682-1690 
Chapel. Interior, looking N.E. 
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Communion Plate, late 17th-century. 
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No. 99 is lined with bolection-moulded panelling 
of late 17th-century date, a back room on the first 
floor is panelled and has a moulded dado and 
cornice, the attics have plain panelling and portions 
of Elizabethan panelling are refixed in various 
places. 


CHEYNE Row.  E. side :— 


4(12). Terrace (Plate 31) of ten houses, Nos. 16 to 
34, 70 yards N. of Cheyne Walk, was built in 1708 ; 
several of the houses have modern additions at the 
back. No. 28 has been entirely rebuilt, Nos. 20 
and 22 have stone dressings and the roofs of all, 
with the exception of the two southernmost and that 
to the house at the N. end, have been raised ; 
Nos. 16, 18, 26 and 34 retain original modillioned 
cornices at the eaves. There are projecting bands 
at the first and second-floor levels and the 
windows retain their original sashes. Where the 
fronts have been unaltered, in line with and 
between the windows of the respective houses are 
narrow square-headed recesses. A tablet in the S. 
wall of No. 16 is inscribed: “This is Cheyne 
Row 1708” ; No. 32 has an original doorway with 
a shell-hood carried on carved brackets, and there 
are carved brackets over the doorways to No. 18 
and 30. The larger part of the iron railing in front 
of the houses is contemporary with the building. 
Inside, the houses follow a common plan, being 
divided on each floor by a cross-wall into two rooms 
with a staircase at the back on the S. side and a 
projecting ‘powder-closet’ on the N. Many of 
the rooms retain their original panelling, doors, 
fireplaces and staircases; the latter vary slightly 
in design but generally have moulded strings and 
handrails and twisted balusters and newels, though 
in some cases the steps have carved brackets below 
the ends of the treads. 


CHURCH STREET. E. side :— 

(13). Petyt School, adjoining the old church- 
yard on the N., was re-erected in 1890 on the design 
of the original building, and has rebuilt in the W. 
wall an early 18th-century stone tablet with an 
inscription in Roman capitals recording the 
erection of the original school in 1705 at the expense 
and endowment of William Petyt, and the accom- 
modation which included a parish Vestry Room, 
a schoolroom and upper rooms for the lodgings for 
a schoolmaster. 


#(14). House, No. 16, has been rebuilt, but has 
refixed on the street front a cast-iron fire-back 
which was dug up in the garden. It has a moulded 
rim and in the middle of the panel is represented 
a cock swallowing a snake, with a second snake 


below; above the cock is the date 1652. 


W. side :— 


_ 4(15). Workshops and Tenements, Nos. 9, 11, 13, 


15, 29 and 31, are of three storeys with basements. 


In the S. wall of No. 9 is a stone inscribed in 
Roman capitals “ This is Church Lane, Ine ye. . . 
Yeare of Charles the Seconds reigne, M. . . . 1668.” 
They have been much altered and added to. 
No. 13 has on the front a projecting brick band at 
the second-floor level and some of the buildings 
retain old box-frames to the windows. Inside the 
buildings No. 11 has between the front room and 
the staircase an opening flanked by fluted Doric 
pilasters with entablature and panelled soffit. 
Some of the rooms are lined with plain panelling, 
and most of the houses have original staircases 
with turned balusters and moulded strings and 
handrails, though in some cases these are of early 
18th-century character. 


Condition—Poor. 


4(16). Stanley House (St. Mark’s College), 
on the N. side of King’s Road, 1,100 yards W. of the 
Parish Church, is of two storeys with attics. It 
was rebuilt in 1691 and left unfinished for some years 
and is an excellent example of the period. It is 
practically square on plan, with a hipped roof, 
and has plain pilasters at the angles and plain 
bands at the first-floor level and below the 
modillioned eaves-cornice; each front is in five 
bays with flat-headed windows; the middle bay 
on the main front has on the ground-floor an entrance 
doorway with a simple moulded architrave and the 
window in the corresponding bay at the back has 
a similar architrave and cornice carried on curved 
brackets, both fronts have three dormers in the 
roof with straight or segmental pediments. Inside 
the building, between the entrance hall and the 
principal room on the ground-floor, is a round- 
headed archway with moulded archivolt and 
imposts, carved key-block and soffit with octagonal 
panels; it is flanked on the hall side by fluted 
Ionic columns with carved capitals supporting an 
entablature with a moulded cornice and _ broken 
pediment. Many of the rooms are lined with simple 
panelling with moulded dado-rails and cornices, 
and the main staircase has a moulded handrail and 
turned balusters. 


(17). Walls on E. and S. sides of the Moravian 
Burial Ground, between Beaufort Street and Mil- 
man’s Street, are of Tudor brickwork. The N. wall 
of the Chapel on the N. side of the Burial Ground is 
also of Tudor brickwork and retains six of its 
original buttresses, but the whole is now plastered 
over both internally and externally. 


3. FINSBURY. 
(O.S.6in. London Sheet K.) 
The borough of Finsbury consists of the parishes 
of St. James and St. John, Clerkenwell; St. Luke, 


Old Street; precinct of the Charterhouse, the 
Liberty of Glasshouse Yard, and those parts of 
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the parishes of St. Sepulchre and st. Botolph, 
Aldersgate, without the bounds of the City of 
London. The principal monuments are St. John’s 
church and gatehouse and the Charterhouse. 


Ecclesiastical :— 

(1). Parish CHURCH OF ST. JAMES, CLERKEN- 
WELL, was entirely rebuilt between 1788 and 1792 ; 
it stands on the site of the church of the Benedictine 
Nunnery of St. Mary founded in the first half of the 
12th century and retains from the old building 
the following :— 


Fittings— Brass: In N. aisle—on N. wall, of 
[John Bell, Bishop of Worcester, 1556], mitred figure 
in episcopal vestments, head of crozier and feet 
of figure missing, modern inscription, brass replaced 
in church, 1884. Monuments : In S. chapel—on 
E. wall, (1) to William Booth, son of Lord de la 
Mere, 1661, plain white marble tablet. InN. aisle 
—against N. wall, (2) of [Sir William Weston, Prior 
of St. John of Jerusalem, 1540], shrouded and 
emaciated figure of stone on slab representing a 
rush-mattress, right arm broken, left arm and 
parts of feet missing, modern altar-tomb, rest of 
monument, including canopy, etc., destroyed. In 
S. aisle—against E. wall, (3) to Elizabeth (Drury), 
widow of William Cecil, K.G., Lord Burleigh and 
Earl of Exeter, 1653-4, rectangular inscription-panel 
flanked by achievements with lozenges-of-arms and 
surmounted by lozenge-of-arms, supporters, etc., 
above a small cornice, a shield-of-arms; former 


altar-tomb, destroyed; on S. wall, (4) to Sir 
William Wood, 1691, plain marble tablet with 
broken pediment, restored by the Toxophilite 
Society, 1791. In N.W. lobby—(5) of Elizabeth 
(Holder), wife of Henry Partridge, 1702, scrolled 
and draped cartouche, with bust of lady and 
cherubs at sides. In S.W. lobby—(6) of Thomas 
Crosse, “ J.P. to her majesty,” large black and 
white marble wall-monument with busts of man 
and wife, double side pilasters, segmental pediment 
and achievement-of-arms, probably early 18th- 
century; (7) to Henry Penton, 1714, black and 
white marble tablet, surmounted by obelisk and 
two urns, shield-of-arms on apron. In crypt—at 
W. end, (8) said to be of Elizabeth, wife of Sir 
Maurice Berkeley, 1585, much defaced effigy of 
woman in ruff, etc., head on cushion, legs, etc., 
missing. Plate: includes beadle’s staff with silver 
head, probably of the 17th century, having a tower 
and figures of SS. James and John back to back 
and inscriptions showing that staff was repaired in 
1722, 1825 and 1849. 


Condition—Rebuilt. 


(2). PARISH CHURCH oF ST. JOHN, CLERKEN-— 
WELL, stands on the E. side of St. John’s Square. 
The walls are of rag-stone rubble with dressings 
of limestone ; the 18th-century work is of brick. 
The roofs are covered with slates and lead. The 
priory of St. John, Clerkenwell, was founded temp. 
King Stephen by Jordain Fitzralph or Brisset, and 
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(2) ROYAL HOSPITAL, 1682-1690.

The mid 12th- 
century church consisted of a round nave and an 
aisleless presbytery with a crypt under, both of 
three bays and probably terminating in an apse. 
Not long after the presbytery was enlarged by 
removing the apse, adding a bay to the E. and 
aisles on the N. and S. sides, the building thus 
terminating in a square E. end. This enlargement 
| was no doubt that consecrated by Heraclius, 
Patriarch of Jerusalem in 1185. In 1381 the 
f church and priory buildings suffered severely at 
7 the hands of Wat Tyler, who burnt the house. 
| It was probably after this event that the round 
nave was cleared away and replaced by a rec- 
tangular structure with side aisles and a tower at 
the W. end of the N. aisle; the chancel or pres- 
bytery was also much repaired and its windows 
entirely renewed. Prior Thomas Docwra (1501- 
4 1527) did much building at the house and added 
on the S. side of the S. aisle of the chancel a vestry 
and chantry-chapel. The priory was suppressed 
in 1540, and in 1546 the destruction of the church 
began; this was continued by the Protector 
Somerset, who is said to have pulled down the 
nave and steeple. The chancel served as a private 
chapel and for other purposes until the foundation 
in 1721 of the new parish of St. John, Clerkenwell, 
_ when the building was re-roofed, re-fronted and 
_ generally repaired for use as the parish church ; 
eet ot was consecrated in 1723. The church has been 


pt cleared out and restored to use. In 1906 


buildings abutting on the S. wall were removed 
and the remains of Docwra’s vestry and chapel 
exposed to view. 

The crypt is an extremely interesting example 
of two periods of 12th-century work, and the 
remains of the round nave are also remarkable. 

Architectural Description—The Chancel (61 ft. 
by 524 ft.) has an 18th-century roof and galleries 
supported by a row of columns on each side ; 
the outer walls on the E. and S., and, perhaps, 
partly on the N., belong to the 12th-century 
building altered and repaired in the 15th and early 
16th centuries ; the W. wall is entirely of the 18th 
century. The late 12th-century chancel had N. and 
S. arcades and aisles, and of these arcades there 
remain the bases of the N.E. and S.E. responds and 
the six free piers; the N.E. respond was of three 
orders with round attached shafts, moulded bases 
and square plinths; there was an additional shaft 
of slight projection on the S. face; the S. half 
of the respond remains to the top of the base- 
moulding, but only the plinth of the N. half 
survives ; the first and second free piers on both 
N. and S. retain their circular plinths, hollow- 
chamfered at the top; the third pier on each side 
consisted of four round shafts divided by as many 
keeled shafts ; the bases only remain, that on the 
N. retaining part of its base-moulding, but that 
on the S. much damaged. In the E. wall are 
three 15th-century windows with restored tracery 
and mullions, but with original moulded and 
shafted splays and two-centred rear-arches. The 
N.E. angle of the building retains a late 12th-century

vaulting-shaft consisting of three grouped shafts, 
the middle one being keeled on the face; in 
the S.E. angle only the plinth of a similar shaft 
remains. The N. wall has no ancient features with 
the possible exception of a blocked window with 
moulded and shafted splays and two-centred rear- 
arch, which may be of the 15th century, but is 
covered with plaster and paint. In the S. wall 
are three 15th-century windows similar to that just 
described, but not blocked and having modern 
mullions and tracery. Below the middle window 
is a 13th-century doorway, perhaps reset early in 
the 16th century; it has chamfered jambs and 
two-centred head. Between the windows and 
opposite the original piers are traces of the former 
existence of vaulting-shafts. Adjoining this wall 
on the S. was a vestry of two bays and Prior 
Docwra’s chapel, also of two bays and both 
probably built early in the 16th century. Of the 
vestry only a fragment of the E. wall remains, 
adjoining the S.E. buttress of the church; in it 
are parts of the N. splay of a window. Of the 
Docwra chapel there remain parts of two four- 
centred brick arches in the S. wall of the church, 
both blocked, and the western arch, mostly 
destroyed. The intermediate buttresses of the 
church, both in the vestry and chapel, were 
remodelled by Docwra as semi-octagonal piers 
with moulded bases ; the splayed sides are brought 
to the square at a height of some 10 to 12 ft. 
above the former floor, by trefoiled and moulded 
stops, with spandrels carved with a flower having 
the Docwra badge, a globe charged with a 
pallet, in place of the corolla; on the eastern 
of the two piers this decoration has weathered 
away. 

The Crypt consists of a central chamber, two 
chambers flanking the E. end and two further 
chambers on the N. side, further W. The central 
chamber (62 ft. by 164 ft.) is of five bays (Plate 32), 
of which the two eastern are of c. 1180 and the 
three western of c. 1140. The eastern bays have a 
quadripartite vault of stone with a moulded cross- 
arch and diagonal ribs springing from responds 
consisting of a main keeled shaft and two round 
shafts taking the diagonal ribs; all have moulded 
bases and capitals and square moulded abaci ; 
those to the side shafts being set diagonally. The 
vaulting shafts in the E. angles are similar to the 
side shafts of the responds. The abaci are carried 
round the walls as a string-course. The three W. 
bays have each a quadripartite vault of stone with 
simply moulded ribs and plain cross-arches between 
the bays; the responds are of simple rectangular 
plan with a second order at the sides to take the 
diagonal ribs ; the responds have hollow-chamfered 
and grooved abaci, continued along the walls as 
strings, and chamfered bases standing on a stone 
bench. The W. bay has only the springers of the 
vault-ribs and is covered by a modern barrel-vault 


of brick. The cross-arches and diagonal ribs of 
the older work have remains of indented decoration 
in plaster. In the E. wall of the crypt is a blocked 
window with old splays. The N. and S. walls 
of the E. bay have each a two-centred arch of one 
chamfered order with imposts continued round 
from the string-course. The N. and S. walls of 
the three W. bays had each a narrow round- 
headed window, but of these that in the W. bay 
of the S. wall is blocked except for the lower part 
of the splays, and that on the N. has been destroyed, 
except for the E. splay, by a late doorway, perhaps 
of the 16th century, with rebated jambs and 
segmental head. The two other windows on the 
N. retain parts of their original iron uprights and 
cross-bars. In the W. wall is the N. jamb and 
splay of a doorway, perhaps of the 15th century. 
The wall itself is standing only some 5 ft. high, 
the modern closure of the crypt being partly 
modern and partly the original E. wall of the 
round nave. 


The N.E. chamber (Plate 34) or chapel (114 
ft. by 124 ft.) has a quadripartite vault and 
angle-shafts, all similar to those of the E. part of 
the main crypt. In the E. wall is an opening, 
retaining the splays of the original window, after- 
wards converted into a rough doorway. In the 
N. wall is an opening, skewed towards the N.E. 
and now blocked ; it contains three steps descend- 
ing from N. to S. In the W. wall is a doorway, 
perhaps of the 15th century, with a modern 
lintel, and over it is a pointed single-light window, 
splayed towards the W. ; part of the four-centred 
door-head remains on the W. side. 


The middle chamber on the N. (164 ft. by 124 ft.) 
is of the same date as the E. chamber and has 
the same string-course carried round the walls; 
it has a plain pointed barrel-vault of rubble, with 
a large patch of brick on the S. side ; this vault is 
an addition. In the N. wall is a blocked opening, 
retaining the E. jamb of an original window; the 
head is groined into the vault. In the W. wall 
is a modern doorway incorporating on the W. face 
part of the S. splay of a 12th-century window. 


The W. chamber is of various dates and has 
been much altered. The vault of the E. part is 
segmental and of rubble, but the rest of the vaulting 
is of brick and mostly modern. On the S. wall 
near the E. end is part of an original mid 12th- 
century buttress to the main building; it has a 
chamfered plinth and stands on a chamfered offset. 
In the N. wall towards the E. end is the E. jamb 
and head of a 15th-century doorway, apparently 
of a former staircase; on the return is the S. 
jamb of a second doorway; the head of the first 
is cut into the vault and is four-centred. 

The S. chamber (Plate 32) or chapel (35 ft. 
by 134 ft.) is of similar date and detail to the E. 
part of the main crypt, but with some details

In the E. wall is a window, all modern 
except the splays. In the S. wall are three win- 
dows, each of one lancet-light and of two orders 
externally ; the two western are modern externally. 
In the W. wall is a circular drain-hole with the 
projecting basin cut away. 


The Round Nave (about 65 ft. diam.) has been 
destroyed except for the lower part of the eastern 
segment, where it adjoined the chancel ; this has 
a chamfered plinth and there are remains of the 
doorway on the N. leading into the crypt. A part 
of the curved wall on the S.E. was recovered by 
excavation and the line of the foundations is now 
marked in the pavement. The round nave must 
have had an inner arcade, but of how many bays 
this consisted is doubtful. This nave was pre- 
sumably destroyed in 1381 and was replaced by a 
building with side aisles of the normal form; foun- 
dations of part of the W. wall of this building 
have been discovered. The tower stood at the W. 
end of the N. aisle and the set back in the 
modern building line probably marks its position. 


Fittings— Altar-frontal : (Plate 170) In S. chapel 
of crypt—of red velvet, embroidered with 
gold, oval panels with figures of St. John the 
Evangelist, the Annunciation, St. Clare, and St. 
John the Baptist, c. 1530, said to have come 
from the Baptistry, Florence. Bracket: In S. 
chapel of crypt—on E. wall, semi-polygonal, 
13th-century. Glass: In S. aisle—in E. window, 
shield-of-arms, (Plate 3) gules a cheveron or 

between three combs argent, a chief of the order 
—— of St. John: round it a black-letter inscription, 
“ Robertus Botyll Pryor Elect. A.D. 1439 Resign. 
1469.” Monument: In crypt—of Juan Ruyz de 
Vergara, Proctor of the Langue of Castile from 
1575, alabaster effigy (Plate 35) of man in 
armour with cross of St. John on breast-piece, 
mantle of the Order thrown back, head bare, 
rosary in right hand, left hand broken off, feet on 
lion; reclining on left side of feet, sleeping page 
in doublet and hose and holding book, monument 
formerly in Valladolid cathedral, altar-tomb 
modern. Lockers: In N.W. chamber of crypt— 
two, one in E. wall, S. of doorway, and one in 
_~ N. wall, near E. end, mediaeval. Niche: In S. 
aisle—in S. wall, small, with two-centred head, 
mediaeval; Picture: In S. aisle—as altar-piece, 
_ painting on canvas of St. John the Baptist, 


attributed to Correggio. Plate: includes silver 
head of beadle’s staff, inscribed, “‘ This staff 


inhabitants of ye east liberty of St. John of 
Jerusalem.” “Anno q. Regni Regis Jacob 
-Secundi nom. Aug. Primo.” Top of head and 
figure modern. A parcel-gilt chalice (Plate 36) 
with circular bowl enriched at bottom with applied 
ear-shaped drops, hexagonal stem with knop 
nriched with leaf-ornament and six medallions, 


and silver head was made at ye charge of ye | 


each incised with the head of a saint (one with 
cockle-shell on hat, representing St. James the 
Great), wide spreading base, concave in section, 
and of sexfoiled plan; faces of base in panels 
enriched with leaf-ornamented scrolls in repoussé, 
with IHS on one face and X PS on another, 
both in black-letter, probably southern French 
or Spanish, early 16th-century ; processional-cross 
(Plate 36) with head of embossed silver on a 
wooden core, arms of cross with Early Renaissance 
ornament, foliated ends and symbols of the 
Evangelists and on intersections a Maltese cross 
and an Agnus Dei. Below figure of Christ on 
front a shield-of-arms a lion with a chief of the 
Order of St. John; in corresponding position at 
the back the inscription ‘““F. P. Declvys 1527.”’ 
Italian. Miscellanea: Built into S. wall, moulded 
abacus of large column, late 12th-century. In 
the N. crypt is a museum of carved and moulded 
stonework of various dates, vault-ribs, capitals, 
window-tracery, etc., also wood-work, slip-tiles 
and fragments of the chapel or monument of 
Prior Docwra with his badge. In the main crypt 
is a vault-boss (Plate 33) carved with figures 
of a knight and squire, the former holding a 
rosary (?), late 14th-century. 


Condition—Good. 


(3). BuNnuILL FreLtps, Nonconformist _ burial- 
ground, on the W. side of City Road, contains the 
following ancient Monuments; (1) to — — Petkin, 
1687, head-stone with skull and cross-bones ; 
(2) to Hannah (Hewlings), widow of Henry Crom- 
well (grandson of the Protector), and William and 
Anne, their children, early 18th-century table-tomb 
with moulded angles ; (3) to Mary, wife of William 
Limbery, 1713, head-stone with skull and cross- 
bones; (4) to Rev. John Owen, D.D., 1683, plain 
table-tomb ; (5) to Lieut. Gen. Charles Fleetwood, 
1692, table-tomb with enriched pilasters at angles, 
cartouche at either end, one with a cherub-head 
and skull; (6) to Henry Jay (?), 1684, head-stone 
with scrolled top; (7) to Rev. Thomas Goodwin, 
D.D., 1679, table-tomb with enriched panels at 
sides and ends, marble slab with defaced achieve- 
ment-of-arms ; (8) to Rev. William Jenkyn, M.A., 
1684, plain table-tomb; (9) to Elizabeth Adams, 
1714, head-stone with skull and cross-bones ; 
(10) to Elizabeth French, 1714, and others later, 
head-stone with skull and cross-bones. 


Secular :— 

(4). St. Joun’s GATE, gatehouse, (Plate 16) 
built over St. John’s Lane, 70. yards S. of 
Clerkenwell Road. The gateway, or middle block, 
is of two storeys, and the flanking wings each 
of four storeys with cellars. The walls are of 
brick with a facing of ragstone, and the roofs 
are covered with lead and tiles. It was originally 
the southern gateway to the Priory of St. John 
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of Jerusalem, and was built by Prior Docwra 
in 1504. Above the archway is one large room, 
and the flanking wings have, on each floor, one 
chamber with a staircase-turret at the N. end 
and, on the S., a smaller chamber which origin- 
ally was probably used as a garde-robe. In the 
middle of the 17th century the staircase in the 
E. wing was remodelled, the walls of the original 
circular staircase being cut back and one with 
straight flights inserted. Later buildings have 
been built against the staircase and garde-robe 
turrets on both the N. and S., and the gateway 
has been completely restored at various dates 
in the 19th century—especially between 1885 and 
1893. 

Except where otherwise stated, all the dressings 
on both the N. and S. elevations are modern. 
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The S. Elevation. The side wings are carried up 
a little above the central block and all the walls 
are finished with a modern embattled parapet. 
The archway has a steep four-centred arch of two 
continuous hollow-chamfered orders on the outside 
and of one plain chamfer on the inside behind the 
rebate of the door; the responds are original, and 
one old iron staple remains in the W. jamb. Above 
the archway are five panels, each with a modern 
shield-of-arms, and higher up a completely restored 
three-light window. The side wings have each a 
modern three-light window on the ground-floor, 
and each upper floor has in the S. wall a single- 
light with a four-centred head. 


The NV. Elevation is generally similar to the 
S. elevation and has a moulded plinth, partly 
restored, a modern embattled parapet and a hori- 
zontal string course above the central arch carried 
across the whole front. The central arch is mainly 
original, and is four-centred with two moulded 
orders on the outside with responds of two hollow- 
chamfered orders, and on the inside of two con- 
tinuous hollow-chamfered orders separated by a 
deep casement-moulding. Above the archway are 
three cinquefoil-headed panels containing the 


following shield-of-arms, (a) Docwra, a cheveron 
engratled between three plates, (b) the Order, a cross, 
(c) Docwra impaling ? D’Aubusson @ cross moline, 
the whole with a chief of the Order; the shields 
are modern, but replace similar pre-existing ones. 
Below the string-course is a much weathered 
inscription ‘“‘Ano dni 1504.’ On the E. side of 
the central archway is a modern doorway, and 
in the E. wall of the W. staircase-tower is 
a doorway with a four-centred head, partly 
original; in the spandrels are a shield of the 
Order and a defaced shield with a chief of the 
Order, probably for Docwra. 


The E. Elevation, which faces a yard, retains 
portions of its original plinth and parts of the 
string-course at the level of the second floor, but 
both are much worn; part of the upper wall has 
been rebuilt in modern brick. 


The Gateway (214 ft. by 19# ft.) has a ribbed 
vault with moulded main, intermediate, ridge and 
wall-ribs springing in the angles from attached 
shafts with moulded capitals ; at the intersection 
of the ribs are carved bosses, including a central 
boss of an Agnus Dei standing on a book with 
clasp, two shields-of-arms of the Order, two 
shields-of-arms of Docwra and foliage. 


Interior: Some of the windows retain their 
original splays and internal oak lintels. 


East wing—The main room on each floor has now 
a modern partition inserted across the N. end. 
On the ground-floor, now the library (28 ft. by 
144 ft.), the ceiling is divided into three bays by 
moulded cross-beams, and each bay is divided into 
panels by moulded secondary beams; the S.W. 
corner has been rebuilt. Behind a cupboard in the 
E. wall some original brick facing remains, which 
is probably part of the back to the 16th-century 
fireplace. The ceiling of the first floor is divided 
into panels in a similar manner by chamfered 
beams and joists. In the N.W. corner is a small 
room with a small piece of early 18th-century 
panelling. The ceiling of the second floor is 
divided into panels by chamfered beams and 
joists. In the S. end of the W. wall, opening 
into the room over the archway, is an original 
doorway with chamfered jambs and four-centred 


head. In the E. wall is an early 17th-century 
stone fireplace (Plate 33), brought from the 
Baptist’s Head Inn and inserted here in 
1895; it is flanked by tapering Jacobean 


pilasters, fluted, shaped and enriched; they sup- 
port a richly carved frieze with a strapwork 
cartouche in the middle carved with a shield of the 
arms of Forster impaling Foster, and at the N. 
end a crest of a hart and at the S. end a 
talbot’s head razed and collared; between the 
cartouches and the crests are carved branches of 
fruit, serpents and foliated spirals. The third floor 
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has the roof timbers exposed in the ceiling; the 
roof is of low pitch and is divided into three bays 
by chamfered and cambered tie-beams ; the ridge 
is chamfered and each bay is divided into panels 
by a chamfered purlin and principal rafters ; the 
ordinary rafters are laid flat. The staircase, 
(Plate 33) which was inserted in the middle 
of the 17th century, rises in two flights between 
each floor; it has a plain handrail, moulded string, 
turned balusters and square newel-posts with ball- 
finials and turned pendants ; the steps are mostly 
modern, as are most of the ball-finials. 


West wing—The ground-floor room, now the 
museum (28 ft. by 144 ft.), has a similar ceiling 
to the corresponding room in the E. wing. In the 
S. wall is a doorway opening into the former 
garde-robe, now a cupboard ; part of the original 
W. jamb is preserved and in the E. jamb is a small 
recess with a pointed head. In the W. wall at 
the S. end is an original blocked window with a 
four-centred head containing the remains of an 
old wrought-iron grate; further N., above the 
modern fireplace, is an original three-centred arch 
of brick, which probably marks the old fireplace- 
opening ; in the N. end of the wall are the lower 
parts of the jambs and the sill of an original 
window, now blocked. Preserved in the museum 
is the old head of an original doorway brought 
from the basement of the W. wing; it is four- 
centred and has in the spandrels carved shields 
of the arms of Docwra and the Order. On the 
first floor the ceiling of the main room is divided 
in a similar manner to the room below, and has 
hollow-chamfered or chamfered ceiling-beams. In 
the W. wall the W. jamb of the original doorway 
into the garde-robe remains, and in the upper 
part retains the old iron staple; the garde-robe 
now forms a bay at the W. end of the room. In 
the N. wall the doorway opening off the staircase 
is original and has chamfered jambs and a four- 
centred head. On the second floor the ceiling is 
divided into three bays by two stop-chamfered 
cross-beams and each bay is divided into three 
panels by chamfered horizontal beams. The 
opening in the S. wall, to the former garde-robe, 
retains some original stones of the E. jamb and an 
old iron staple. In the N. wall is the original 
doorway opening off the staircase; it is similar 
to the corresponding doorway in the room below. 
The top floor has in the N. wall a similar doorway, 
and the roof timbers are exposed in the ceiling in 

a similar manner to the corresponding room in 
the E. wing. The newel-staircase was originally 
of stone to the first floor and wood above. In 
1814 the steps to the first floor were replaced by 
a staircase of another form, but this has since been 
removed, and the steps are now similar to those 
above. Between the ground and first floor on the 

W. side is a small four-centred light, now blocked, 


and between the first and second floors, on the 

same side, is a blocked square-headed light ; on 

the N. side is another blocked opening. 
Condition—Good, much restored. 


(5). The CHARTERHOUSE, remains of Carthusian 
Priory, Howard House and Sutton’s Hospital, 
stands on the N. side of Charterhouse Square. 
The walls are partly of rag-stone rubble with 
freestone dressings and partly of brick ; the roofs 
are covered with tiles, slates and lead. 

In 1349 a chapel was built on the site, which 
is substantially the existing main chapel. In 
1371 the Carthusian Priory of the Salutation was 
founded by Sir Walter Manny, and the first of 
the cells built. Other cells followed, and in 
1398 all except five, round the great cloister, were 
finished. The remaining buildings, including a 
little cloister S.W. of the great cloister, the frater 
N. of the little cloister, the chapter-house E. of the 
chapel, the outer gatehouse, and various chapels, 
were added in the 15th century. Early in the 
16th century the little cloister was removed and 
the frater perhaps rebuilt, the kitchen being to the 
S. of it. The Wash House Court was added at 
the same time, partly on the site of the little 
cloister, and the inner gateway and boundary walls 
on the W. side were built. The lower stage of the 
W. tower of the chapel was built in 1512. The 
general plan of the priory is known from a drawing 
of the water-supply of 15th-century date. From 
this there appear to have been twenty-five cells 
grouped round the great cloister. The cloister 
had alleys on all four sides and in the middle was 
an octagonal conduit-house. The general arrange- 
ment shown on the accompanying site-plan, differs 
in some respects from that shown in the water- 
supply drawing but these amendments are necessi- 
tated by the existing remains on the E. side of 
the cloister. Each cell followed the ordinary 
Carthusian model, and had a small garden on two 
sides of it. On the S. of the cloister stood the 
church, with chapels to the N. of it, a central 
tower and a nave with further chapels on the S. 
side. E. of the church was the chapter-house, 
approached from the N. chapel. The priory was 
finally suppressed in 1537, the building remaining 
in the hands of the Crown until 1545, when it was 
granted to Sir Edward, subsequently Lord, North, 
who transformed the priory into.a mansion. It is 
impossible to say how much of his work is now 
existing or to differentiate it from the probably 
more extensive alterations of his successor, Thomas 
Howard, fourth Duke of Norfolk, who acquired the 
building in 1565. Either one or the other of these 
owners, however, built the great hall S. of the old 
frater and added the large court known as the 
Master’s Court, perhaps on the site of earlier 
buildings. During this period most of the» great 
cloister, with all the cells, was pulled down, 
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the doorways of the cells being most probably 
reused in the new portions of the house. There 
were also built at this time two wings, one pro- 
jecting E. from the Master’s Court, and one N. 
from the Wash House Court, both of which were 
demolished probably late in the 18th century. 
In 1571 the long gallery was erected on the site of 
the west walk of the great cloister, and incor- 
porated its outer wall; the same date is carved 
upon the screen of the great hall. All the chapel 
W. of the tower was pulled down about the same 
time. The great staircase is mentioned as new in 
a document of 1571. 

In 1611 the mansion, then known as Howard 
House, was sold to Thomas Sutton for £13,000 by 
Thomas Howard, Earl of Suffolk. Sutton, in the 
same year, founded here the “ Hospital of King 
James.’”’ The work done at this period was not 
extensive, but included the opening out of the north 
aisle to the chapel, the erection or rebuilding of 
the upper part of the tower, which extended right 
across the W. end of the chapel and N. aisle, the 
building of the cloister connecting it with the 
Master’s Court and various smaller alterations, 
such as fireplaces, doorways, etc. 


Probably late in the 17th century the porch of 
the great hall was partly rebuilt. Early in the 
19th century the interior of the Master’s Court 
was refaced in brick on the E., S. and W. sides, 
and the northern half of the chapel tower was 
demolished. Soon after an outer N. aisle was 
added to the chapel and various repairs and 
restorations of a minor character have since been 
done. 

The building has interesting survivals of the 
Carthusian priory, and is itself a fine example of 
a large 16th-century mansion. The monuments and 
other fittings of the chapel, the screen in the great 
hall, and various fireplaces, are all noteworthy. 


The Outer Gatehouse faces the N. side of Charter- 
house Square. The lower part is probably of 
rubble, but plastered and painted ; on the E. side 
is a modern porter’s lodge. Above the gate is a 
brick house, dated 1716, rising two storeys over 
the gate. The S. elevation has a large archway 
with moulded jambs and four-centred arch with 
a moulded label having modern stops. It is 
probably of the 15th century. Above it is an early 
18th-century wooden flat hood supported by two 
brackets carved with lions holding scrolls. In the 
archway is a large oak door of two leaves, each of 
five panels with moulded ribs and traceried and 
foliated heads. There are also cusped heads below 
the middle rail, and in the W. fold is a square- 
headed wicket, with a lion’s head knocker and a 
spy-hole. East of the main arch is a modern 
small arch. The N. elevation has a wide open 
archway with moulded oak jambs and depressed 
four-centred head. The small arch is modern. 


The Inner Gateway is of early 16th-century date, 
and is of red brick with moulded jambs and four- 
centred arch of stone, rebated for doors. 


The Master’s or Inner Court has ranges on all 
four sides, and the internal faces on the E., S. and 
W. have been covered with a skin of modern 
brickwork. The S. Range (Plate 37) was built 
c. 1550, and is of two storeys with walls of rag- 
stone rubble. Most of the windows are original, 
but thickly painted or plastered, and have three- 
centred lights in square heads with moulded labels 
to the upper windows. In the middle of the range 
is an entry or gatehouse with a completely restored 
archway in the inner and outer walls of the range ; 
the outer archway has a band of traceried panelling, 
of Gothic design, on the soffit ; above the arch 
is a sunk panel with a 17th-century achievement 
of the Sutton arms and a moulded label. The 
parapet, above, rises in a small gable flanked by 
the bases of two former pinnacles. At the E. end 
of the N. side of the same range is a blocked 
doorway with a round arch and plain imposts and 
key-block ; a similar doorway, formerly external, 
is now included in a modern annexe in the S.W. 
angle of the court. 


The E. Range is of three storeys, of which the 
two lower are of rag-stone rubble and of c. 1550, 
and the upper a modern addition of brick. The 
inner, or W., face has no ancient features except 
the window next to the N. doorway ; the window 
is of mid 16th-century date and of three lights 
with rounded heads. The outer, or E., face of the 
range (Plate 38) has a projecting chimney-stack of 
rubble, and further S. another stack of brick, 
probably of early 17th-century date, and resting on 
moulded corbelling ; below this stack is a blocked 
doorway, and there are three blocked 16th-century 
windows of stone. 


The E. and most of the S. range now forms the 
Master’s House. The entrance-hall has in the N. 
windows two glass shields of Sutton’s arms and 
the date 1614, helm crest and mantling; both 
have been slightly repaired. The late 17th or 
early 18th-century fireplace has festoons of drapery 
and a cartouche in the centre of the frieze, with 
a monogram. The other rooms on the ground- 
floor have no ancient features. On the first floor 
the S. range formed the Long Gallery, but has now 
been cut up into rooms. The room over the 
entrance archway has walls covered with early 
17th-century panelling with a fluted frieze, consoles 
and a modillioned cornice. In the E. wing the 
southernmost room, the small drawing-room, 
has in the E. wall a fireplace (Plate 40) with an 
enriched eared architrave flanked by carved 
pilasters and enriched trusses supporting the en- 
tablature or mantel-piece, all of late 17th-century 
date. The overmantel is of the 18th century, but» 
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Great Hall. Part of W. Screen, dated.1571. 
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Back of Gallery, N. side of Hall.

The 
large drawing-room, adjoining on the N., has 
a fireplace (Plate 40) with a modern marble sur- 
round flanked by early 17th-century terminal 
Ionic pilasters (male and female) supporting a 
moulded cornice enriched with lions’ heads and 
arabesques. The overmantel has two pairs of 
coupled Corinthian columns, standing on pedestals 
and supporting a continuous entablature. The 
centre has an oval panel containing a painted 
portrait on canvas of Sutton, formerly in the over- 
mantel of the small drawing-room. All the other 
panels with the frieze are enriched with painted 
arabesques. The last room on the N., used as a 
museum, has walls lined with Jacobean panelling 
with an entablature. On the E. side is the early 
17th-century fireplace (Plate 47) flanked by fluted 
Ionic pilasters supporting a panelled and fluted 
frieze, above which the overmantel has a large 
carved panel in high relief with figures of Faith, 
Charity and Hope; it is flanked by enriched 
diminishing pilasters supporting a fluted frieze 
with carved trusses and small modillions. The 
three fireplaces last described are all of wood. 


The Registrar's House occupies part of the S. 
range and extends into the Wash House Court. 
The doorway in the entrance to the Master’s Court 
has a stop-moulded 16th-century frame of oak, 
with a four-centred arch in a square head and 
carved spandrels. In the hall are two stone door- 
ways, probably reset. There is a little old panelling 
and the kitchen has an old hollow-chamfered door- 
frame. 


The N. Range of the Master’s Court (Plate 41) 
is occupied by the great hall in the middle with 
the great staircase E. of it and the butteries and 
kitchen W. of it. The walls are of rubble, but 
are mainly rendered in cement. 


The Great Hall (Plate 44) (494 ft. by 253 ft.) 
has a mid 16th-century roof of four bays with 
five hammer-beam trusses springing from moulded 
stone corbels. Each truss consists of a main 
curved principal, moulded where exposed, and 
having moulded hammer-beams with curved braces 
beneath them and pendants; the wall-plates 
have moulded cornices and a second cornice is run 
along the ends of the hammer-beams forming 
a springing for the plastered elliptical cove which 
conceals the main span. This cove is cut up into 
panels by moulded ribs. The space between the 
hammer-beams has a plastered horizontal soffit 
also cut up into panels by moulded ribs. The 
spandrels of the trusses and braces below this 
soffit are filled in with traceried panelling with 
carved flowers. The pendants have moulded 
cappings, and are carved with cherub-heads or 
foliage. On the ridge is an hexagonal timber 
lantern with three-centred lights and a cornice 


surmounted by a pinnacle with ogee braces. The 
S. wall has two ranges of windows, all entirely 
restored externally; the ‘oriel’ in the E. bay 
has five lights on the face and one on each return, 
all with double transoms ; the lowest light in the 
E. return is blocked ; the arch opening into the 
‘oriel’ has moulded jambs and four-centred arch 
in a square head with foliated spandrels enclosing 
blank shields; the soffit has cusped panelling 
continued down the jambs; the spandrels on the 
outer face have foliage and scrolls, one defaced 
and one with the motto ‘“ Thynke and Thanke ” 
in black letter. The two middle bays have each 
a five-light window with a traceried four-centred 
head. The windows of the upper range have 
square heads, and the parapet has a cement cornice 
below it ; in the middle of the parapet is a square 
painted sundial with the Sutton arms and of late 
17th or early 18th-century date. The 16th-century 
main entrance door from the porch has moulded 
jambs and four-centred arch in a square head with 
foliated spandrels, each with a blank shield ; it is 
now all painted. At the N. end of the ‘screens’ 
is a doorway with moulded jambs and four-centred 
arch in a square head with sunk spandrels; it is 
probably of the 15th century, reused. In the W. 
wall are three doorways under a common moulded 
string-course, which is stepped up over the central 
doorway which has moulded jambs and square head 
of the 16th century; the side doorways are 
perhaps of the 15th century, reused, and have 
moulded jambs and four-centred arches in square 
heads with spandrels carved with human figures or 
beasts. In the E. wall of the hall is another 
doorway, probably also reused, and having moulded 


jambs and four-centred arch in a square head with 


spandrels carved with Tudor roses and foliage. 
In the N. wall is a large fireplace (Plate 45) of 
stone, of early 17th-century date. It has heavy 
mouldings; the opening is flanked by Ionic dimin- 
ishing pilasters and the main cornice is enriched 
with two straps carved with lions’ heads, and, in 
the middle, a cartouche carved with a salamander in 
flames. Above the cornice is a parapet terminating 
in pedestals supporting a cannon, barrel of powder, 
shot, etc. Over the middle is a centre-piece flanked. 
by pilasters and strapwork, and having a voluted 
pediment and enclosing a carved achievement of 
the Sutton arms. In the ‘oriel’ are three panels of 
stained glass, (a) the quartered coat of Seymour 
with the garter, 16th-century ; (0) the Sutton arms, 
17th-century ; (c) a panel of fragments with the 
name Christian Richter, 1670; (d) part of a shield 
of Katherine of Aragon, &c. In the next window 
further W. is an oval panel with the achievement 
of Sutton. The E., N. and S. walls are covered 
to about half the height of the lower window with 
early 17th-century moulded panelling. The carved 
oak screen (Plate 42) at the W. end is of five bays

Tower and Chapel from roof of E. range of Master’s Court. 
Tower, c. 1512 and later, with early 17th-century cupola. 
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divided by fluted Corinthian columns standing 
on panelled pedestals and supporting an enriched 
entablature with a frieze ornamented with elab- 
orate strapwork and small cartouches; on these 
are the date and initials 1571 T.N. Supporting 
the entablature in each bay is a voluted console 
carved on the face with a lion’s head. The 
three middle bays have each an opening with 
a carved and enriched semi-circular arch. Above 
the entablature the screen is carried up with solid 
panelling divided into bays by terminal pilasters, 
alternately male and female, resting on pedestals 
and carved brackets, and having on their heads 
masses of carved fruit ; above them is an enriched 
cornice broken out over each figure. The N. 
end of this screen appears to have been cut back 
and rearranged when the gallery was added 
along the N. side of the hall. The gallery 
(Plate 43) was probably added early in the 17th 
century and consists of eight bays. It is on a 
level with that over the screen and has a coved 
plaster soffit with moulded ribs. The bays are 
divided by carved terminal pilasters, terminating 
below in scrolled pendants and supporting tall 
square Ionic obelisks enriched with arabesques. 
Each bay is sub-divided into three, with similar 
terminal pilasters and semi-circular arches having 
carved spandrels and keys. The front is close 
panelled and has a cornice at top and bottom. 
The late 17th-century porch has rusticated angles, 

_ a cornice and a plain parapet surmounted by a 
carved achievement of the royal Stuart arms; the 
outer entrance has an elliptical arch with a plain 
key-stone. 


The Buttery adjoins the hall on the W. It has 

now no ancient features except a wide archway 

in the N. wall, which has jambs and four-centred 

- arch of three chamfered orders; it is probably 
of the 15th or early 16th century. 


_ The Library, probably the former frater, adjoins 

the great hall on the N. and is entered from it by 

doors in the panelling. The roof has heavy 
chamfered beams supported by a row of four 
plain round oak columns with moulded capitals. 
In the N. wall is an early 17th-century doorway 
_ leading into the cloister gallery. It has plain 
stone jambs and semi-circular arch with a carved 
key-stone and plain imposts ; above it is a moulded 
stone over-door of unusual design, the mouldings 
_ running horizontally, and three fluted and enriched 

ertical straps; it rests on brackets springing from 
door imposts and having strapwork ornament. 
door is of old battens. In the S. wall is a large 
y 17th-century stone fireplace (Plate 45) ; the 
pening is flanked by strapwork pilasters supporting 
Jacobean cornice on which rests a bold openwork 
esting having a pedimented centre-piece with the 
ns and crest of Sutton. The walls are covered 
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17th-century panelling. In the N. wall are three 
16th-century windows, each of three transomed 
lights in a square head. 


The Great Staircase adjoins the great hall on 
the E. It has in the E. wall a doorway with 
moulded stone jambs and square head. The late 
16th-century staircase itself (Plate 53) is in two 
broad flights, and has square newels richly 
carved with conventional foliage, ribands, trophies 
of war and the chase, musical instruments, etc. 
The central newel (Plate 43) between the flights 
has the Sutton crest inserted and all three are 
surmounted by tall square moulded terminals 
surmounted by the Sutton crest in cast iron, pro- 
bably modern. The strings and rail are moulded 
and the flat raking balusters are in the form of 
terminal pilasters, with grotesque busts, from 
which spring keyed and rusticated arches. Newels, 
balusters and rail (Plate 43) are repeated against 
the walls, but are modern against the S. wall of 
the half landing; they are continued across the 
top landing, where the floor is masked by a rich 
arabesque frieze. The walls below and above the 
staircase have a dado of late 17th or early 18th- 
century panelling. The top landing has one door- 
way in the E. and two in the W. wall, (Plate 57) 
all probably of the 15th century and brought from 
monks’ cells, now destroyed. All have moulded 
jambs and four-centred arches in square heads, 
with shields or roses in the spandrels, in two cases 
set in quatrefoils. The N. window of the landing 
has in each splay a Doric pilaster of oak and an 
oak soffit, all richly carved with arabesques and of 
16th-century date. The N.W. doorway from the 
landing opens into a corridor leading to the terrace 
and also to the officers’ library, which adjoins on 
the W. This room was formerly part of the great 
chamber, but was partitioned off in 1784, to which 
date probably belong the arms and crest of Sutton 
over the fire-place, though they appear to be 
earlier. 


The Great Chamber, now mainly occupied by the 
governor’s room, (Plate 46) is of late 16th-century 
date and adjoins this library on the W.; it isa 
large room with a projecting rectangular bay at 
the W. end of the N. side. The flat plaster ceiling 
is cut up into panels of geometrical design by 
moulded ribs enriched at the intersections with 
bosses and flowers. There are ten main square 
panels, each with an enriched cartouche surrounded 
by the garter and having a ducal coronet ; they 
enclose (a) gules a lion rampant or, three times ; 
(b) the Howard arms, three times ; (c) Howard arms 
with four quarters in all; (¢) the Howard crest. The 
side panels have the motto “ Sola virtus invicta ” 
in an ornamental border, eight times repeated. 
An inscription recording the repair of the ceiling 
in 1838 is twice repeated. The panels adjoining 
the rectangular panels have rampant lions. The

ceiling of the projecting bay is similar, but on a 
lower level, and with more elaborate foliage 
ornament ; it has the quartered shield of Howard 
and, in the side panels, rampant lions. The 
doorway in the S. wall has stopped chamfered 
jambs and four-centred arch of stone on the S. 
face of the wall, with iron hooks for the former 
door; on the N. face the doorway is modern. 
The fireplace (Plate 47) further E. in the same wall 
has moulded jambs and straight-sided four-centred 
arch in a square head, all of stone. The hearth 
is raised and has an oak curb; the fireplace is 
flanked by two pairs of Doric columns, widely 
spaced on a pedestal, and between each pair is 
a round-headed panel with jewel-key and imposts. 
The columns support an entablature, above which 
is the overmantel consisting of a tall plinth sup- 
porting two pairs of Ionic columns corresponding 
to those below and having similar round-headed 
panels; the space over the fireplace has a large 
oval panel between four other panels. The whole 
is finished with a continuous entablature. The 
overmantel is elaborately decorated with painted 
panels and foliage ; in the middle oval panel are 
the Stuart royal arms with the initials C.R.; in 
the surrounding panels are figures of the Evangelists 
and, on the columns, the twelve Apostles; in the 
side panels are figures of Peace and Plenty and, in 
the base, are paintings of the Annunciation and the 
Last Supper, and the initials T.S. of Sutton, 
supported by amorint. On the lower panels are 
represented Faith, Hope and Charity, a soldier 
and Amazon, and the Four Elements. The lower 
woodwork is all of Sutton’s date, the paintings 
being by Rowland Buckett “limner”’; the over- 
mantel is of earlier date and of more finished 
execution, the arms, etc., being additions. Round 
the room at the ceiling level is an enriched entab- 
lature with a double fluted frieze and a series of 
small carved brackets. On the walls are three 
large panels of 17th-century tapestry with figure 
subjects. On the N. wall is a decorative tapestry 
panel of similar work, probably made up of borders, 
and on the W. wall are figures in tapestry 
(in two pieces) of ten out of the twelve worthies. 
The N. wall and the recess has early 18th-century 
panelling. The room is lit by large square-headed, 
mullioned and transomed windows in the N. and 
W. walls. 


The Chapel Cloister (Plates 38, 39) stands to the 
W. of the chapel and occupies part of the site of the 
former nave. It is of early 17th-century date ; the 
ground-storey is built of Portland stone ; the walls 
above are of 18th-century and modern brick. The 
outer arcade is of six bays, now glazed, with 
rusticated arches, shaped key-stones and _ plain 
imposts. Above the arches is a simple entablature. 
The inner wall of the cloister has a wall-arcade 
corresponding to the arches just described ; in the 


fourth bay of this wall is a late 17th or early 18th- 
century doorway with a round head, plain imposts 
and key-block, and a plain pediment. 

Brooke Hall, N. of the cloister, has early 18th- 
century panelling and a moulded cornice. The 
fireplace has an eared architrave of stone and an 
early 18th-century overmantel in the form of a 
large carved panel with a cartouche of the Sutton 
arms and crest surrounded by foliage and flowers ; 
at the sides are carved and scrolled supports. The 
Vestibule, W. of the cloister, has a ceiling supported 
by two oak columns probably of the 18th century. 
In the E. wall is a 16th-century fireplace with 
moulded jambs and depressed arch in a square 
head. In the N. wall is a window of the same date 
and of four lights in a square head with a moulded 
label, it was formerly external, but now opens 
into the store-room of the Preacher’s house. The 
first floor is occupied by the Preacher’s House. 
The inner hall is lined with late 16th and early 
17th-century panelling, and there are portions of 
panelling elsewhere in the house. The newel 
staircase was formerly semi-octagonal and stood 
free on the W. side. At the top is a late 16th- 
century balustrade with turned balusters. There 
are several doorways with four-centred heads on 
this staircase. In the room over Brooke Hall is 
an early 16th-century stone fireplace, and in the 
E. wall of the same room are the remains of a 
stone doorway, formerly opening into the chapel. 


The Chapel. The quire is the original chapel 
of 1349, but there is no detail of this date. In 
1512 the ground-storey of the West Tower was 
built, and the windows of the quire were inserted 
and the buttresses added about the same time. 
Sutton’s executors built the N. arcade, the North 
Aisle being formed of two earlier side-chapels, and 
built the upper part of the tower to extend also 
over the Vestibule. Probably in 1841 the N. half 
of the upper part of the tower was removed, the 
Outer North Aisle added and other alterations 
made, under Edward Blore, Architect. 


Architectural Description—The Quire (Plate 49) 
(414 ft. by 20 ft.) has in the E. wall a window of 
five plain pointed lights under a segmental-pointed 
head and of early 16th-century date, restored in 
1841. The lower part of all the lights has been 
blocked with brick, probably early in the 17th 
century. The E. wall has a chamfered plinth 
stopped opposite the end of the N. wall, but 
continued along the S. wall. In the N. wall is 
a plastered arcade of three bays of 1612-14, 
designed by Nicholas Stone. The two columns are 
of the Doric order, and the responds have attached 
half-columns. The semi-circular arches are of two 
orders, the inner square, the outer with a large 
quarter-round moulding springing from fluted and 
strapped corbels, immediately above the caps of 
the columns; the arches have on each side a 
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shaped key-stone with a carved cartouche of the 
Sutton arms and six fluted straps. In the S. wall, 
which is divided into three bays by rag-stone 
buttresses, are two windows (in the second and 
third bays) of early 16th-century date and each of 
three pointed lights in a four-centred head. The 
mullions are modern, and the lower part of both 
windows is blocked with early 17th-century brick- 
work. Further W. is a 14th-century doorway with 
weathered jambs and pointed head, now blocked. 


The North Aisle (40 ft. by 15 ft.) is of early 17th- 
century date, except the E. wall, which is probably 
of late 14th-century date. In the E. wall is a 
modern window, and below it is a blocked doorway 
of 17th-century brick. In the N. wall is a modern 
arch to the outer N. aisle. There is no structural 
division between the S. aisle and the vestibule 
next to it on the W. and in which there are no 
ancient features. 


The West Tower (Plate 48) is of rubble with most 
of the top stage of brick and the S.W. buttress 
also of brick. The tower is of three storeys, un- 
divided by external string-courses, and has a 
modern parapet. Standing on the existing N. wall, 
but formerly in the centre of the tower, is a large 
timber cupola of early 17th-century date and of 
two stages. The lower stage is square on plan 
and has a modillioned cornice ; each face has four 
openings divided by posts and each having a keyed 
semi-circular head; the heads of the two side 
openings are lower than those in the middle, and 
above each is a round opening with an architrave 
moulding and four key-blocks. The upper stage is 
octagonal and has a moulded cornice ; each face 
has a round opening with four key-blocks ; above 
is an octagonal lead-covered dome terminating in 
a finial and weather-vane (see Fittings). 

The ground-stage has in the E. wall a moulded 
four-centred arch of early 16th-century date; the 
responds have attached shafts with moulded 
capitals and bases. In the N. wall is a plain four- 
centred archway, probably modern. In the S. 


_ wall is a window of three three-centred lights in a 


square head; it is almost entirely restored. In 
the W. wall is an early 17th-century doorway 
(Plate 39) with a rusticated semi-circular arch 
flanked by Doric pilasters enriched with bands 
and straps and supporting a cornice, which is 
stopped on either side of a tablet with an in- 
scription to Nicolaus Mann, Master; the tablet 
has an enriched cornice with a cherub-head and 
is supported by carved consoles. Immediately to 


the N. is the turret-staircase, entered on the W. by 
a doorway with chamfered jambs and segmental 


arch. In the S.W. face of the turret is a square- 
window. Both are of early 16th-century 
late. The ground-stage is covered by a ribbed 
vault (Plate 56) of stone with moulded ribs spring- 


ing from carved angel-corbels with blank shields. 


At the intersections are carved bosses—(a) angel 
holding a shield, (6) spear and hammer on shield, 
(c) two scourges saltirewise on shield, (d) three 
nails, (e) two bunches of hyssop saltirewise. Above 
the arch in the N. wall is carved the date 1512. 
The secorid stage of the tower has in the S. wall 
a modern window of two square-headed lights, 
mostly modern; between this window and the 
one below is a square stone pierced with a small 
circular opening. The third stage has in the 
S. wall a 17th-century window of three transomed 
lights with a wooden frame. In one wall is a 
16th-century fireplace with moulded jambs and 
depressed arch. 

Projecting S. from the tower there appears to 
have been a 15th-century Chapel of St. John the 
Evangelist of which parts of the E. wall are 
perhaps preserved in the E. boundary wall of 
the Chapel Court. 


Fittings—Bell : one, by Thomas Bartlett, 1631, 
and said to be recast from one of 1428. Com- 
munion Table (Plate 43): of oak, with bulging 
top-rail enriched with arabesques, swags, cherub- 
head and cartouches of the Sutton arms; on 
thirteen legs in form of Corinthian columns with 
carved drums and standing on a continuous plinth, 
early 17th-century. Door: In W. doorway of 
tower—of oak, nail-studded, probably 16th-century. 
Monuments and  Floor-slabs —Monuments: In 
quire—on W. wall, (1) of John Law, 1614, exe- 
cutor to Thomas Sutton, tablet with painted bust 
in oval recess flanked by two female figures and 
surmounted by a shaped entablature having an 
achievement on the frieze and a broken pediment 
with a skull and cherub in the cleft ; monument 
by Nicholas Stone. In N. aisle—against N. wall 
at E. end, (2) of Thomas Sutton, died 1611, tomb, 
finished 1615, by Bernard Jansen, sculpture by 
Nicholas Stone, large altar-tomb (Plate 50) with 
effigy and canopy surmounted by a lofty centre- 
piece, all in coloured marbles and alabaster. The 
altar-tomb is plain and panelled, with a plinth 
and cornice. The effigy (Plate 35) is ina long fur- 
lined cloak with false sleeves; at the neck and 
wrists are ruffs; the bearded head rests on a rich 
cushion. The canopy is supported on piers with 
panels carved with trophies, foliage and fruit, 
ribands, etc. ; in front and on the outside of the 
piers stand Corinthian columns supporting a con- 
tinuous entablature with a dentilled cornice form- 
ing the actual canopy. At the back, behind the 
effigy, is a square inscription-slab flanked and 
supported by bearded and armed figures (Plate 51) ; 
above, in high relief, are figures Innocence ? 
(blowing bubbles), and Time, reclining against a 
skull and hour-glass. On the cornice stand four 
figures, two of partially draped women, probably 
Faith and Hope, and two ‘putti,’ each with 
a spade, and one with a skull at his feet. The

centre-piece above the cornice has a large bas-relief 
representing the brethren attending a preaching 
in the chapel. Above is a square panel flanked by 
Corinthian half-columns and having an achieve- 
ment of the Sutton arms. On either side stand 
female figures of Peace and Plenty, and on the 
cornice is a group of Charity with three children 
and two seated cherubs blowing trumpets. The 
bill of this monument is preserved amongst the 
muniments ; here the materials are described as 
“alabaster, touch, rance and other hard stone.” 
Round the front of the monument and returned 
at the W. end is an iron rail with three standards 
having buttresses below the rail and twisted finials 
terminated with balls and the Sutton crest. The 
rail itself has a series of small bosses, birds, roses, 
etc., one with the initials W.S. The ‘strikes’ 
are of the spear variety, two of these alternating 
with one of fleur-de-lis form. On S. wall E. of 
E. respond, (3) of Francis Beaumont, M.A., Master, 
1624, painted tablet (Plate 51) with recess contain- 
ing a kneeling figure in gown and ruff at a prayer- 
desk ; on both sides are vertical rows of hutches, 
eight containing books, one an hour-glass and skull, 
and one sphere and cube; above each row is an 
entablature with a shield-of-arms, and over the 
recess is an achievement-of-arms; on the apron 
are two shields and an achievement-of-arms. In 
vestibule—(4) to Andrew Tooke, white marble 
cartouche with cherub-heads, etc., c. 1700. Floor- 
slabs: In quire—(1) to John Patrick, D.D., 
Preacher, 1695. In vestibule—(2) to James Sid- 
grave, 1707, ‘21 years housekeeper of ~ this 
Hospital.’ Panelling: Under tower, late 16th- 
century panelling as dado. In vestibule, forming 
low screen, with carved pierced upper panels, 
(Plate 100) plain lower panels, late 17th-century. 
Paving: Round founder’s tomb, of black and 
white marble, 17th-century. Pzscina: In E. wall 
with moulded jambs and four-centred head with 
remains of cusping ; damaged sll and remains of 
upper shelf; late 14th-century, much defaced. 
Plate: Includes two cups of 1630, the gift of 
John Postan, first Chapel Clerk. Pulpit: (Plate 52) 
hexagonal, sides panelled and having strapwork 
ornament at the angles ; frieze of similar ornament 
with strapped brackets at the angles supporting 
dentilled cornice, moulded stem of double ogee 
form with moulded ribs, on a modern post ; pulpit 
made by Francis Blunt, Thomas Herring and 
Jeremy Wincle, 1613. Royal Arms: on screen 
at W. end of chapel—Stuart arms, in carved and 
painted wood. Screens: At W. end of chapel, 
modern, but with royal arms (see above) and two 
cartouches of the arms of Sutton fixed on it, 17th- 
century. At W. end of N. aisle, (Plate 52) but not 


in situ; of oak, of three bays divided by posts 


having diminishing Corinthian pilasters on the face; 
the pilasters have each a long panel carved with 


ribands, trophies of arms, musical instruments, etc. 
The middle bay has an openwork head carved in 
the form of two scrolls, with a cherub-head in the 
centre of each, and having in the middle a large 
projecting cartouche of the Sutton arms. The side 
bays have semi-circular arches with spandrels 
carved with strapwork and cherub-heads. Above 
these arches is a cornice supporting an ‘attic 
storey ’ of five bays divided by narrow diminishing 
pilasters richly ornamented. The side bays have 
each a round panel in a square panel with four 
carved key-blocks. The middle panel is delicately 
carved in relief with conventional foliage, etc., and 
the remaining two bays have perspective masoned 
arches. The three middle bays form a slight 
projection. Seating: oak benches with sixteen 
carved bench-ends with heads shaped and scrolled ; 
made by James Ryder, 1613; four other old bench- 
ends have been altered to take small pedestals with 
the Sutton crest in cast iron. Under tower— 
benches with turned legs, probably partly early 
17th-century. Weather-vane : On cupola of tower— 
pennon-vane, painted with the Sutton arms and 
with greyhound’s head at point, carried on orna- 
mental scrolled finial, probably 17th-century. 
Miscellanea: In vestibule—on S. wall, in glass 
case, fragment consisting of the head of a niche 
having a two-centred moulded arch formerly 
cusped ; with one sunk spandrel remaining and 
having a small shield of the Manny arms, or three 
cheverons sable; flanking one side, remains of a 
buttress; niche of semi-hexagonal plan with 
vaulting shafts, and a rich ribbed vault with small 
carved bosses. All of Reigate stone, with con- 
siderable remains of painted decoration, late 
14th-century. 


The Wash House Court (Plates 54-56) adjoins the 
Master’s Court on the W. The E. range, which 
forms the W. range of the Master’s Court, is of 
rag-stone rubble, but the rest of the building is 
mainly of red brick with much rag-stone rubble 
on the S. side and a little on both faces of the 
W. range. (Plate 55). The building is of two 
storeys with attics, and the roofs are tiled. The 
whole building, which formed the offices court, is 
of early 16th-century date, but the middle of the 
W. range appears to have been partly reconstructed 
at alater date. The chimney-stacks on the outside 
face rest on moulded brick corbelling, but the 
shafts are modern. The windows, both inside the 
courtyard and in the outer walls, are, where 
original, of stone and of one or more four-centred 
lights in square heads; there are also some 17th- 
century windows with solid frames. The courtyard 
is entered from. the Master’s Court by a passage 


with a stone doorway at each end, both with four- — 


centred heads. The doorways to the various 
offices within the courtyard have chamfered jambs 
and four-centred. heads of stone. The entrance 
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E. window, early 16th-century.

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passage in the W. range has an outer archway of 
stone with a four-centred head and an inner 
archway of brick and of similar form with traces 
of a square label above it; above the label is a 

small niche of brick with a rounded head and a 
square label cut back. The inner and outer faces 
_ of the W. range have a certain amount of diapering 
in black brick, including several crosses and the 
large initials I.H. (Plate 54). These initials are said 
to be for John Houghton, prior 1531-35, but the H, 
th the crosses, appears to have been reset at a 

date, and the original design was more pro- 
bly an I.H.S.; immediately below the large

cross is a wide four-centred arch, now blocked ; it 
possibly contained a dole window. The interior of 
the building contains in the E. range, at the N. end, 
the kitchen, and, further S., the bake-house, now 
disused ; it has in the S. wall two wide recesses 
with four-centred arches, probably former fire- 
places ; the rest of the range with all the S. range 
forms part of the Registrar’s house. The N. range 
is mainly occupied by the head-porter’s house and 
has no ancient features. The W. range is divided 
up into various rooms and offices and contains 
four original fireplaces, mostly blocked ; they have 
moulded jambs and four-centred arches in square 
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heads. The staircase near the N. end has solid 
oak treads, and the newel staircase has an original 
octagonal newel. Several rooms have old cham- 
fered ceiling-beams and a room on the first floor 
has a 17th-century modillioned cornice. 


The Great Cloister (about 336 ft. square) is 
approximately represented, in area, by the large 
square green of the Merchant Taylors’ School. 
Of the mediaeval buildings considerable stretches 
of the outer walls on the E., W. and S. remain. 
The cloister was formerly surrounded by twenty- 
five separate cells with gardens, etc., attached, 
but of these only a short length of cross-wall 
remains on the E. side, together with remains of 
the openings to three cells on the W. and two 
on the E. side. The remaining walls on the S. 
side are shown on the plan and there is another 
length of walling adjoining the S.E. angle of 
the cloister. The W. walk (Plates 55, 57) of the 
cloister was transformed in 1571 into a gallery 
with a terrace above it, but it now only 
extends about half the former length of the 
cloister. Part of the gallery which contained 
portions of a cell was destroyed when the Mer- 
chant Taylors’ School hall was built. It is now 
143 ft. long by 10 ft. wide internally, and the W. 
wall is of late 14th-century rubble faced on the 
W. side with 16th-century brickwork; the E. wall 
is entirely of 16th-century brick, as is the vault 
of the gallery. The E. elevation has at the S. 
end a doorway with a segmental head and flanked 
by plain pilasters supporting a plain pediment. 
Further N. are six window-openings with chamfered 
jambs and segmental heads of two orders; then 
follows a canted bay with a similar window in the 
face and four and a half more windows, all similar, 
beyond which the gallery has been destroyed. 
Between the windows are plain flat pilasters not 
carried down to the ground, but having below 
each a raised diamond panel; below each window 
is a raised rectangular panel. The W. elevation 
has near the N. end a door of four chamfered orders, 
the inner and third forming four-centred arches and 
the other two square heads. It is all of 16th- 
century brickwork. Further S. are four recesses, 
each having a four-centred arch in a square head ; 
the backs show the rubble walling of the cloister 
wall of c. 1400. Between the first and second 
recesses is a plain rectangular projecting bay. The 
terrace over the gallery is protected by a plain 
brick parapet on each side. On the W. face below 
the parapet are the words ANNO 1571, with the 
letters spaced widely apart. The interior of the 
gallery has a plain semi-circular barrel-vault of 
brick groined to the window-openings and bays. 
The W. wall is of rubble, and near the S. end are 
traces of the blocked doorway of cell A. Imme- 
diately S. of it is the small square opening 
(rebated for a shutter and now blocked) of the 


food-hatch. The positions of two more cells, B. 
and C., are traceable from portions of their food- 
hatches still 7m situ; the doorways have both 
been removed, leaving no trace of their presence. 
Of the E. wall of the great cloister a short 
length is left exposed, some 80 ft. N. of the S.E. 
angle. In it are remains of the doorway of cell 
V., with moulded jambs and two-centred arch in 
a square head; one quatrefoiled spandrel enclos- 
ing a shield is left ; the doorway is partly buried. 
Another doorway (of cell T.) further N. is now 
completely buried. Near the N. angle a length of 
return wall between cells P. and Q. survives. 


Condition—Good. 


(6). House, No. 25, on the N. side, of St. John’s 
Square, is modern, but beneath it is a mediaeval 
cellar. It runs N. and S. and was entered from 
the W. side. The roof is four-centred and of 
squared chalk with a span of about 17 ft. In the 
later house are several moulded oak timbers, 
evidently brought from the buildings of St. John’s 
Priory. 

Condition—Good. 


(7). THE NEw RIvER HEAD, fittings, in offices of 
the Metropolitan Water Board, and reservoirs, on 
the N.W. side of Rosebery Avenue, 600 yards 
N.N.W. of St. James’ church. The Water House 
of the New River Company was built in 1693; 
this structure was demolished in 1919-20, but 
some of the fittings were incorporated in the 
modern offices on the same site. The Oak Room 
(Plate 58) on the first floor has the original 
plaster ceiling, panelling and fireplace from the 
old Oak Room. The ceiling (Plate 59) is richly 
moulded and modelled, and has a large oval 
panel in the middle with a broad surrounding 
band, round panels outside it and an outer band 
against the walls. The middle panel contains a 
painting of the Virtues supporting a portrait-bust 
of William III; the surrounding border is of 
foliage, fruit and flowers. The inner band has 
small panels of landscapes, Neptune, marine 
monsters, etc. ; between the inner and outer bands 
are panels of richly modelled foliage with birds and 
round panels enclosing swans, dolphins, and the 
arms of Middleton (for Sir Hugh Middleton, founder 
of the Company) and Green. The outer band has 
small fishing and landscape subjects. The fireplace 
has a white veined marble architrave to the opening, 
apparently original, with an oak, eared architrave 
supported on each side by enriched scrolls. The 
large panel to the overmantel bears the royal 
achievement of William III and is surrounded by 
richly carved work—a group of hanging birds ; 
a landing-net full of fish, a group of lobsters, 
crayfish, etc., a fishing-basket, crabs, etc., also 
swags of foliage. On either side of the fireplace is 
a fluted Corinthian column of oak, the full height 
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of the room supporting a small entablature. The 
cornice is carried round the room, and has egg and 
dart enrichment; the walls are panelled with 
raised panels and a dado-rail. The doorways, 
windows and recesses have carved acanthus archi- 
traves, and over each is a richly carved panel with 
pipes, wreaths, wings in lure, cherubs, palm 
branches and a bay-wreath, cross bull-rushes and 
drapery-swags respectively. 

Two other rooms have refixed plaster ceilings, 
both with the date 1693 in the angles, and a round 
panel in the middle with a walled and towered 
city, a hand issuing from a cloud above, and the 
motto, “ Et plui super unam civitatem.”’ 


The round reservoir which formed the terminus 
of the New River, has been partly destroyed for 
the new offices, but more than half of the old 
retaining wall and bank are left behind the building. 
To the N. of the round reservoir are three further 
reservoirs of irregular form. 


On the floor of the round reservoir is now being 
rebuilt the conduit-head formerly at Queen’s 
Square, Bloomsbury, and called the Chimney 
Conduit or Devil’s Conduit, and one of the two 
conduit-heads that formed the source of water 
supply to Christ’s Hospital. The Chimney Conduit 
was demolished in 1911-13 and the stones were 
marked for identification. The work is probably 
of the 14th century with later alterations. In the 

_- grounds are also a number of ancient oak water- 
pipes and a number of larger stone pipes. 


——< Condition—Rebuilt. 


(8). HEADQUARTERS of the Hon. Artillery Com- 
pany, on the W. side of City Road, immediately 
S. of Bunhill Fields. The building was entirely 
reconstructed in the 18th century. It contains in 
the Long Room a painted achievement of the arms 
of the Company, perhaps of the 17th century. 
On the staircase is a ‘ rover-stone,’ for long range 
archery, from Islington; It is a stone post with 
the word “ Scarlet ” and a cast-iron plate of the 
arms of the Company. 


Condition—Rebuilt. 


(9). THE CLERKS’ WELL, in No. 16, Farringdon 
Road, 100 yards W.S.W. of St. James’, Clerken- 
well. The well is of very ancient origin, being 
mentioned by Fitzstephen in 1174. It was closed 
in and covered with rubbish in 1857, but was again 
uncovered in 1924. Excavations then undertaken 
revealed a brick-steyned well 4 ft. in diameter and 
134 ft. deep. The well is in a rectangular 
enclosure, partly of stone and partly of 16th- 
century brick, and is approached by stone steps 
on the S.E. side. The well and the enclosing walls 
on the N.E. and N.W. are still exposed. The N.E. 
wall has seven sockets for the ends of timber joists, 


perhaps connected with a former windlass or pump. 
The N.E. wall is of rubble faced with ashlar and 
16th-century brick; it appears to have formed 
part of the precinct wall of St. Mary’s Priory. 


Condition—Good. 


4, FULHAM. 
(O.S. 6in. London Sheet N.) 


The borough of Fulham is conterminous with the 
parish of the same name and lies on the N. bank of 
the Thames between Chelsea and Hammersmith. 
Fulham Palace is the principal monument. 


Ecclesiastical :— 

(1). PARISH CHURCH OF ALL SAINTS stands on 
the W. side of the approach to Putney Bridge. 
The walls of the tower are of rubble with dressings 
of lime-stone ; the roof is covered with lead. With 
the exception of the West Tower, which appears to 
have been begun in the 14th century, but was not 
finished till c. 1440, the church was entirely rebuilt 
in 1881. 

Among the fittings the Flemish brass and some of 
the monuments are noteworthy. 

Architectural Description—The West Tower 
(184 ft. square) is of four stages, divided by moulded 
string-courses, and has a moulded plinth and 
embattled parapet. The tower arch is two-centred 
and of two moulded orders, the outer continuous, 
the inner carried on attached shafts with moulded 
capitals and bases. In the S.W. angle is the original 
entrance to the stair-turret with moulded jambs 
and two-centred head. The W. doorway and window 
are modern except the rear-arch, which appears to 
be original. The second stage has in the N., S. 
and W. walls a partly-restored square-headed 
window of two trefoiled lights with a moulded label, 
and the third stage has a segmental-headed window 
of similar design in each face. The bell-chamber 
has in each wall a partly-restored window of three 
trefoiled lights with vertical tracery under a two- 
centred head with a moulded label. 

Fittings—Brass: In S. aisle—on E. wall, to 
Margaret (Saunders), wife of Gerard Hornebolt, 
c. 1529, lozenge-shaped plate with head and 
shoulders of woman in shroud, and angels on each 
side above inscription, below a shield-of-arms, 
a cheveron between three martlets with an escutcheon 
on the cheveron charged with a mill-rind cross between 
four crescents for Hornebolt impaling a winnowing- 
fan with a molet of six points in chief for des Vanders 
quartering a cheveron between three moors’ heads for 
Deman, between initials G.M. Flemish work. 
Communion Rails: now between chancel and N. 
transept, of oak, with turned balusters, moulded 
rail and sill and panelled standards enriched with 
carving in high relief ; portion only remains, late 
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17th-century. Font (Plate 2): octagonal and 
painted, with moulded bowl of black marble, stone 
stem with moulded necking, the upper part carved 
with roses and inscribed “‘ This Fount was erected 
at the charge of Tho Hyll churchwarden 1622,” 
the lower part panelled, moulded stone base. 
Glass: In tower—in W. window, top of centre 
light, a turbaned-head crest, 17th-century; below, 
achievement with the arms of the See of London 
impaling Henchman (Humphrey Henchman, Bishop 
of London, see floor-slab (11) ), late 17th-century ; 
on circular cartouche, within garter (probably 
modern), quartered shield of France and England 
(reversed in leading) much faded and repaired, late 
16th-century ; an achievement of the arms of the 
See of Salisbury impaling Henchman, late 17th- 
century; in tracery, incorporated with modern 
glass, several fragments of German or Swiss glass, 
mostly heraldic, 17th-century. Formerly in vestry 
—hanging by wire from saddle-bars set in panels 
of modern glass, two small figures of St. Philip 
(Plate 3) and St. Bartholomew, repaired with 
fragments and with part of black-letter inscription 
(these figures destroyed by fire 1923). In N. porch— 
set in modern glass, in square panel divided by 
cross of modern white glass, France quartering 
England, 16th-century ; a shield of the arms of 
Cecil quartering Carleon and France (the last coat 
being an insertion), 16th-century ; an achievement 
of the arms of Byllesby quartering Stapney and 
Goddard, 17th-century, in an oval cartouche partly 
made up of fragments, including part of badge of 
Anne Boleyn, 16th-century. Monuments and Floor- 
slabs. Monuments: In chancel—on N. wall, (1) to 
Thomas Smith, 1609; wall-monument (Plate 62) 
of various marbles with inscription on ornamental 
panel between Corinthian columns supporting en- 
tablature with obelisks and broken pediment above ; 
enriched centrepiece in pediment with shield-of- 
arms; on S. side, (2) of Margaret (Gerrard), wife 
of Sir Peter Legh, 1605, gilt alabaster monument 
(Plate 60) with panelled base and Corinthian 
columns supporting carved entablature ; between 
columns, semi-circular arched recess with effigy of 
seated lady in widow’s hood, etc., holding with 
her right arm a swaddled infant ; on left of figure 
another swaddled child, and on right an hour-glass 
stand; above entablature, enriched rectangular 
panel with moulded cornice and carved wreath 
enclosing shield-of-arms. In N. transept—on E. 
wall, (3) of Katherine (Powell), wife of John Hart, 
1605, alabaster tablet (Plate 62) with kneeling 
figures of woman and two sons and two daughters, 
and two shields, flanked by enriched pilasters 
supporting entablature surmounted by winged 
skulls and cartouche-of-arms; (4) to Thomas 
Bonde, 1600, alabaster tablet (Plate 62) with en- 
-riched apron and flanking pilasters supporting 
entablature with circular achievement-of-arms ; 


(5) of William Payne [1626] and Jane, his wife, 
1610, alabaster and coloured marble wall-monu- 
ment (Plate 62) with figures of man and wife 
kneeling at prayer-desk in double arched recess 
carried on central corbel and side responds with 
flanking Corinthian columns supporting entablature 
and round centre-piece with achievement-of-arms ; 
on N. wall, (6) to William Plumbe, 1593, and 
Elizabeth, his wife, wall-monument of various 
marbles, with panelled base surmounted by Corin- 
thian columns supporting an entablature with 
damaged side shields on cartouches and centre- 
piece with achievement-of-arms. Monuments (3-6) 
were restored after the fire of 1923. In N. aisle, 
(7) to Sir William Butts, 1545, physician to 
Henry VIII, small alabaster and black marble 
tablet, restored by Leonard Butts in 1627; (8) to 
Anthony Nours and Katherine, his wife, both 1704, 
white marble draped tablet (Plate 62) with winged 
skull at foot and cherub-heads at top supporting 
cartouche with shield-of-arms; (9) to Edmund 
Gresham, 1593, small square tablet with achieve- 
ment-of-arms. In S. aisle—on S. wall, (10) to Sir 
Thomas Kinsey, 1696, alderman, also his grand- 
children, Robert and Elizabeth, by his only child 
Mary, wife of Richard Atkyns, white marble tablet 
with shield-of-arms ; on W. wall, (11) to William 
Earsby, 1664, plain alabaster and slate tablet with 
architrave. In W. tower—on N. wall, (12) to 
Dorothy (Hyliard), 1695, wife of William Clarke, and 
to her first husband, Samuel Barrow, 1682, white- 
veined marble wall-monument (Plate 62) with pro- 
jecting base supporting sarcophagus surmounted 
by carved vase with drapery ; behind, panel with 
entablature and cherub-heads supporting lozenge- 
of-arms (see floor-slab (4)); in N.W. corner, (13) to 
Thomas Winter, 1681, and Anne (Swinglehurst), 
his wife, 1689, white marble wall-monument with 
projecting base supporting vase on pedestal and 
panel at back with shaped head surmounted by 
cartouche-of-arms; onS. side, (14) of John Mordaunt, 
Viscount Mordant of Avalon, 1675 (Plate 61), black 
and white marble monument with effigy of man 
in semi-Roman costume holding in right hand a 
baton ; figure stands on pedestal of exaggerated 
baluster shape with half-balusters of similar design 
at sides supporting wall-tablets and detached 
balusters in front supporting gauntlets and coronet 
respectively ; in recess behind figure, shaped slab 
with cartouche-of-arms. In N.W. porch—on E. 
wall, (15) to Edward Limpany, 1662, and Margery, 
his wife, 1675, small stone wall-tablet with cross- 
bones ; on S. wall, mostly hidden by temporary 
war-shrine, (16) to [Elizabeth] daughter of Robert 
Limpany, 1694, white marble draped tablet with 
carved cherub-head and cartouche-of-arms set in 
enriched wood panel with carved pilasters and 
curved pediment surmounted by carved putti and 
a flaming urn. In churchyard—N. side, (17) to 
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Wash House Court, early 16th-century. 
Exterior of N. and W. ranges.

(2). THE CHURCH OF ST. ANDREW, at junction of 
Greyhound Road and Normand Road, 1} m. N. 
by E. of the Parish Church, is modern, but has one 
bell by Thomas Bartlet, 1628, brought from the 
church of St. Martin, Outwich. 


(3). THE CHURCH oF ST. Dronis, Parsons Green, 
1,000 yards N.E. of (1), is modern, but contains 
the following fittings from the demolished church 
of St. Dionis, Backchurch, Fenchurch Street. 
Font (Piate 2): octagonal, of black and white 
marble with upper part of bowl moulded, underside 
carved with cable-ornament and acanthus leaves ; 
baluster-shaped stem with moulded cap and base 
and lower part covered with four large acanthus 
leaves, late 17th-century. Plate (Plate 4): in- 
cludes a large flagon inscribed 1632, but without 
date-letter, a large flagon of 1642, cup, paten and 
spoon of 1671, and cup, paten and dish of 1674. 
Pulpit : hexagonal, of oak, with enriched moulded 
capping and plinth and panelled sides with enriched 
mouldings, carved cherub-heads and_ festoons ; 
underside of pulpit concave and supported by 
short hexagonal shaft (probably cut down), with 
capping and base, late 17th-century, stairs of

(4). THE CHURCH OF ST. ETHELDREDA, Fulham 
Palace Road, about $ m. N.N.W. of (1), ismodern, ‘ 
but has in the bell-cote one bell by James Bartlet, 
1679, brought from the church of St. Michael 
Bassishaw in the City. 


Secular :— 

(5). SANDFORD MANOR House, 1} m. N.E. of (1), 
is of two storeys with attics and a cellar. The 
walls are of brick, covered with modern stucco ; 
the roofs are partly tiled and partly covered with 
slates. The house faces the E. and was built in 
the latter half of the 17th century. It is rectangular 
on plan with a small modern addition on the N., 
but has been considerably altered and is now 
divided into two separate residences. 

The oak staircase and panelled hall are good 
examples of their period. 

The front elevation has been much altered. It 
is symmetrically designed and originally had 
three gables but is now finished with a low 
parapet. The two chimney-stacks have been 
rebuilt, probably on the original design, and each 
have diagonal projections at the angles and two 
projecting pilasters on each front and stand on 
rectangular bases. Inside the building the main 
staircase rises from a central entrance-hall. The 
walls of the hall are panelled and have a moulded 
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frieze and cornice. The staircase rises in short 
flights round a central well to the top storey and 
has richly moulded strings and handrail, square 
newel-posts with moulded pendants and _ball- 
finials, and turned balusters. The N.W. room 
was originally panelled but the walls are now 
covered with modern wall-paper. 


Condition—Good, much altered. 


(6). FuLtHAM PALACE, house, barn, garden-wall 
and moat, stand N. of Putney Bridge. The House 
is of two storeys; the walls are of brick, and the 
roofs are tiled. The western of the two quad- 
rangles was built by Richard Fitzjames, Bishop of 
London (1506-22), and a N.W. wing of the same 
date is said to have been taken down by Wren 
c. 1715. In the 18th century the eastern quad- 
rangle was added. Considerable alterations to the 


earlier, and additions to the later, buildings were — 


carried out in 1813. The W. quadrangle is entered 
through an archway in the middle of the N.W. 


front, the ‘ Great Hall’ being in the N. end of the 
opposite range. The ranges contain various living- 
rooms and domestic offices, but the whole of the 
internal plan has been much altered. 
Elevations—The elevations are faced with old 
red bricks but have considerable modern repairs, | 
and none of the windows, with the exception of 
that over the entrance-archway to the hall, are 
original. The walls of the quadrangle are completely 
covered with diapering in black headers. The 
N.W. Front is gabled at either end and has a central 
gateway with moulded brick jambs and a four- 
centred arch. The doors are original and of two 


-trellis-framed leaves each divided on the front into 


two tiers of five vertical panels by a horizontal rail 
and hollow-chamfered ribs. The handle and lock- 
plate are old and the doors are each hung on three 
heavy strap-hinges ; in one of the doors is a wicket. 
With the exception of one towards the centre of 
the range, the chimney-stacks are modern and the 
existing windows are mostly of the 17th century, 
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with solid frames. The S.W. Front (Plate 63) has 
towards the S.E. end three pointed gables with 
original, but much weathered, cusped and traceried 
barge-boards. Below the northernmost are two 
slightly projecting pilasters and, at the first-floor 
and eaves-levels, plain band-courses. There is one 
original doorway with a four-centred head and 
above a modern stone doorway a square moulded 
panel, cusped and containing a shield with the 
arms of a bishop under a moulded label. The 
brickwork on either side of the gables is modern. 
The N.E. Front is mostly hidden by modern 
additions, but has one old chimney-stack with 
angle pilasters and a capping formed by projecting 
brick courses. The S.E. Front now forms the 
N.W. side of the E. quadrangle and only a small 
portion of the original brickwork is visible. 


The old Quadrangle (Plate 64) has had the S.W. 
side refaced with modern brickwork. Elsewhere 
the windows are mainly of late 17th-century date, 
with solid frames. The entrance-archway in the 
middle of the N.W. side is similar to the corres- 
ponding one on the outer face of the same range, 
the connecting passage having a modern flat ceiling. 
Towards the S.W. end is a doorway with cham- 
fered jambs and a square head and, at the N.E. 
end, one which is partly blocked and partly filled 
by a modern window. TheS.W. side has a central 
projecting porch which opens into the ‘screens’ 
of the ‘Great Hall.’ It has diagonal buttresses at 
the angles and is carried up above the level of the 

“7% eaves of the adjacent buildings and finishes in a 
modern parapet carried on an original corbel-table 
of small trefoiled arches; it is surmounted by 
an 18th-century bell-turret. Above the modern 
entrance-archway is a shallow projecting oriel- 
window, of six four-centred lights with a corbelled 
and moulded sill and a moulded cornice. Over 
the window, carved on a stone panel, is an 
achievement of the arms of the See of London 
impaling those of Bishop Juxon, surmounted by 
a mitre and the date 1636. At the back and above 
the panel is a blocked window. The hall has, on 
this side, three late 17th-century windows with 
solid frame, mullion and transom. 

Interior—In the N.W. range is some exposed 
timber-framing and some of the ceiling-beams are 
exposed. A short flight of stairs on the first floor 
near the E. angle of the quadrangle has two lengths 
of early 16th-century handrail and there are a few 
balusters with a handrail and a newel with a ball- 
finial of mid 17th-century date. On the landing is 
a small early 17th-century door of six moulded 
panels. Two rooms on the first floor at the S. end 
of the S.W. range had the walls, until recently, 
lined with linen-fold panelling. About 50 panels 

have been removed from the southern room and 

are now fixed in the vestry to the S. of the hall. 


(14768) 


The other room still retains its panels, though not 
as originally fixed. In this room is a stone panel, 
probably from the centre of a stone overmantel, 
carved with an achievement of the arms of the See 
of London impaling those of Laud, with the initials 
W.L. below. The Hall has a plain plaster ceiling ; 
at the N. end is a framed panel of c. 1700, with 
carved frieze, pediment and carved scrolls at the 
sides with swags of fruit. The screen, at the S. end, 
has a central door-case incorporating carved 
consoles, cornice and pediment of c. 1700. The 
windows of the hall have a collection of ancient and 
modern glass, mostly heraldic. On the N.W. side, 
the second window has a number of 16th-century 
quarries with the arms of the English Sees and 
Universities. The third window has (a) Tudor royal 
arms with crown and wreath, (b) Tudor royal 
arms impaling the quartered coat of Katherine 
Howard, (c) a dolphin for Fitzjames, (d) Savage, 
(e) See of London impaling Savage, (f) Tunstall, 
with motto, (g) design with three wheat-sheaves 
and a monogram and date 1598, () large wheat- 
sheaf, (2) monogram as in (g), etc., (7) Draycot, 
(k) badge of two wings, (7) made-up shield, () 
Or three bends azure and a border gules impaling 
Fiizjames, In window in S.E. wall—(a) Tudor 
royal arms, with crown and wreath, (b) a pelican 
in her piety, (c) four quarries, each with a wheat- 
sheaf, (d) Tunstall, (e) Kemp, probably modern, 
(f and g) as (c), (h) as (a), (t) badge of two wings. 
All the above are of 16th or 17th-century date 
and much restored by Wailes in 1847. 

In the Porteus Library the three windows on 
the E. side contain a series of heraldic medaliions, 
formerly in the old chapel; in the first window 
are (a) See of London impaling Laud; (b) See 
of St. Davids and the Deanery of Gloucester, 
both impaling Laud, (c and d) See of London, both 
perhaps modern, (e) See of London impaling Savage, 
(f) Kemp, with a wreath of roses, (g) See of London 
impaling Fitzjames quartering Draycot, () See of 
Oxford impaling Compton, (2) See of London im- 
paling Compton, (7) See of Worcester impaling 
Fletcher, (k) See of Bath and Wells impaling Laud, 
(2) See of London impaling Compton. In the second 
window—(a) France and England quarterly with 
a label argent, a crown above, (b) See of London 
impaling Bonner, (c) See of London impaling 
Grindall, (d) See of London impaling Tunstall, with 
a motto, (e) See of London impaling Aylmer, (/) See 
of London impaling Fletcher, with the date 1595, 
(g) See of London impaling Abbot, () See of 
Bristol impaling Fletcher, with the date 15... 
(t) See of London impaling Montaigne, (7) See oi 
London impaling Laud, (#) See of London impaling 
Juxon, (J) See of London impaling Compton. In 
the third window—a red rose and a white and red 
rose dimidiated. All the above are of 16th, 17th 
or early 18th-century date. 
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The Chapel is modern but the Plate (Plate 4) 
includes inscribed cup and cover, the cup with a 
deep bowl, hexagonal stem with knot, and base 
with concave sides and cherub-heads at points, 
the cover surmounted by ball and cross, both 
without date-letter but of Restoration period ; in- 
scribed stand-paten with shallow bowland lid and 
base similar to above, stem dated 1653; two 
flagons, both with date 1653; alms-dish of 1670 
with date 1671 stippled on base. 


The Barn stands to the N. of the house and is 
a large rectangular building, timber-framed and 
weather-boarded with a tiled roof. It is of mid 
17th-century date but has considerable modern 
repairs ; the W. end has been converted for use as 
a house. 


The N.W. Wall of the kitchen garden, which is 
in the S. angle of the grounds, is of early 16th- 
century date from the foundations to a height of 
from 2 to 3 ft. Towards the northern end is an 
original brick archway with jambs and four-centred 
head of four chamfered orders on the N.W., and 
three on the S.E. side, with a moulded label. 
Above the arch is a crow-stepped gable; in the 
middle merlon is a square panel with a traceried 
quatrefoil enclosing a much weathered shield carved 
with the arms of the See of London impaling a 
defaced coat, probably that of Fitzjames. 


The Moat, which enclosed an irregular rectangular 
site measuring about 1,300 ft. by 1,200 ft., has 
been mostly filled in. It has been suggested that 
this is the site of the camp occupied by the Danish 
army in 870. 


Condition—Of buildings, good. Good. 


(7). HoLtLanp House, 110 yards E. of (1), is of 
two storeys with attics ; the walls are of brick and 
the roofs are covered with slates. It was built in 
the first half of the 17th century but much altered in 
the 18th and 19th centuries and is of L-shaped plan 
with the wings extending towards the S. and E. 
The W. wall has been covered with cement and all 
the doorways and windows have been renewed. 
The N. and E. chimney-stacks are original and 
have splayed offsets and grouped diagonal shafts ; 
the S. stack appears to have been rebuilt and is 
rectangular with a moulded brick course at the 
base of the shaft. Inside the building, in the ceilings 
of both the ground and first floors are some original 
moulded beams, and one room on the first floor 
has a moulded cornice and plain moulded dado 
with moulded rail of early 18th-century date. 
In the attics are two ledged and moulded batten 
doors of mid 17th-century date and an early 
18th-century fireplace with moulded shelf and 
bolection-moulded architrave. 


Condition—Fairly good. 


(8). LINDEN HousE, now shop and two tene- 
ments, on E. side of High Street, about 200 yards 
N.N.E. of (1), is of two storeys with attics; the 
walls are of brick and the roofs are tiled. It was 
built early in the 18th century. At the first-floor 
level is a projecting brick band and on both the 
front and back is a modillioned cornice surmounted 
by a later brick parapet; the windows have old 
flush-frames but the sashes have been renewed ; 
the chimneys have panelled sides. Inside the 
building much original panelling remains. The 
S.W. room on the first floor is completely lined with 
bolection-moulded panelling with a cornice and 
dado-rail. Another room has a panelled dado 
and the two back rooms have original fireplaces 
with bolection-moulded architraves and moulded 
shelves; the doors are panelled with raised 
mouldings. 


Condition—Good. 


(9). THE VINEYARD, house, on N. side of Hur- 
lingham Road, 600 yards E.N.E. of (1), is of three 
storeys with cellars; the walls are of brick; the 
roofs are tiled. It was built early in the 17th 
century and the original portion is L-shaped on 
plan with the wings extending towards the N. and 
E. It was altered in the 18th century, and 
alterations and additions include the building of 
a low W. wing and the raising of the main block 
one storey. The front and side walls are cemented 
and have plain bands at the floor-levels, a moulded 
cornice and plain parapet. On either side and at 
the back is an original brick chimney-stack, 
the side stacks having three and the back stack 
four detached shafts, two shafts in each case 
being set diagonally ; the upper parts of all the 
shafts have been rebuilt. Inside the building, in 
the ceilings of the front ground-floor rooms, the 
main beams are exposed and chamfered. The E. 
room is lined with moulded panelling and has 
a moulded cornice and dado-rail and a fireplace 
with bolection-moulded architrave and moulded 
shelf, all of early 18th-century date ; the cupboard- 
recess adjoining the fireplace is flanked by fluted 
pilasters supporting a keyed archivolt, and has 
shaped shelves. The W. room is lined with plain 
panelling with a moulded cornice and has two- 
panelled doors and a bolection-moulded architrave 
to the fireplace, and one room on the first floor is 
also panelled and has a fireplace similar to the one 
just described. The late 17th-century staircase 
has a continuous string and moulded handrail, 
square newels and turned balusters. In the cellar 
are two early 17th-century panelled doors. 


Condition—Good. 


(10). Rosamunp CotTraGE, block of three tene- 
ments, at Parsons Green, 60 yards N. of (3), is of 
two storeys with attics ; the walls are of brick and 
the roofs are tiled. It was built in the second half 
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HAMMERSMITH. 


of the 17th-century and has 18th-century and later 
additions. The front has a projecting brick band 
at the first-floor level and slightly projecting eaves ; 
the windows have single moulded frames with 
transoms and mullions and some of the original 
casements remain. The doors and hoods are of 
the 18th century. Inside the building, there are 
some exposed beams in the ceilings of the ground- 
floor rooms. The staircase is original but much 
multilated, and has a moulded string and handrail, 
square newels and large twisted balusters, many of 
which are missing. Below the stairs is a six-panelled 
door formed of pieces of early 17th-century 
panelling. 


Condition—Bad. 


(11). Housegs, Nos. 111 and 113, North End 
Road, and entrance gates, on N.E. side of road, 
13m. N. of the Parish Church. The houses are 
of three storeys with attics ; the walls are of brick 
and the roofs are tiled. Originally built as one 
house, the date 1714 on one of the rain-water 
heads on the back of the building is probably the 
year of erection, but the building has been altered 
and added to both in the 18th century and more 
recent years. The front of No. 111 has been 
plastered and much altered, but on the N.W. eleva- 
tion is an enriched modillioned eaves-cornice, 
possibly refixed from elsewhere. No. 113 has 
projecting brick bands at the floor-levels and 
pilaster-shaped projections at the angles; the 
windows on the front have brick key-blocks. On 
the S. parapet at the back is a painted sundial and 
the date 1723. Inside the buildings, No. 111 has 
two rooms lined with early and later 17th-century 
panelling refixed from elsewhere and a refixed 
chimney-piece dated 1649. No. 113 has some 
rooms lined with original panelling with wood 
cornices ; one room on the ground and one on the 
first floor have fireplaces possibly of the same date, 
and one fireplace on the ground-floor has been 
refixed from elsewhere. The early 18th-century 
staircase has a cut string with shaped brackets, 
turned balusters, column-shaped newels and a 
moulded handrail. Some of the panelled doors are 
original. 

The two wrought-iron entrance gates have rubbed 
brick piers with stone cappings; the stone vase 
surmounting the central pier is not 7m situ, but the 
terminals to the other piers are original, though 
surmounted by modern figures of cherubs. 


In the garden of No. 113 is a one-storeyed, 
timber-framed building with a tile roof and carved 
barge-boards; the front tie-beam is carried on 
brackets and dated 1625. The whole building has 
been re-erected in its present position in recent 
years. 


Condition—Good. 


5. HAMMERSMITH. 


(O.S. 6in. London Sheets @J. and ®N.) 

The borough of Hammersmith is conterminous 
with the civil parish formed in 1834 out of the 
E. part of the parish of Fulham. 


Prehistoric :— 

(1). PILE DWELLING in the Thames. Many 
late Celtic objects and an early Iron Age bronze 
fibula from the site are now in the Guildhall 
Museum.—Guwildhali Museum Catalogue. 


Ecclesiastical :— 

(2). PARISH CHURCH OF ST. PAuL, on the W. 
side of Queen Street, was entirely rebuilt between 
the years 1882 and 1891, but retains from the old 
church the following :— 


Fittings—Bells: eight; 3rd dated 1657; 4th, 
Sth and 7th, given by Nicholas Crisp, 1639; 6th, 
the “Town Bell,” 1639. Chairs: In chancel— 
two, with richly carved backs and _ baluster-legs 
connected by shaped framing, probably late 17th- 
century. Font: of marble with circular bowl and 
baluster stem, late 17th-century, modern surround 
and cover. Monuments and Floor-slabs. Monu- 
ments: In chancel—against N. wall, (1) of James 
Smith, Alderman of London, 1667, and Sarah 
(Cotton), his second wife, 1680-1, wall-monument 
(Plate 11), of black and white marble, upper 
part in form of a moulded sarcophagus surmounted 
by a pediment enclosing a shield-of-arms and sup- 
porting a bust of the man flanked by seated figures 
of women; lower part of monument in form of 
a base with acanthus enrichment; monument 
restored 1917. (2) to Rt. Hon. Edmond Lord 
Sheffield, Earl of Mulgrave, Baron Butterwick, 
K.G., 1646, restored white marble tablet with 
shield-of-arms, erected by his wife. In N. aisle— 
on W. wall, (3) to Sir Nicholas Crisp, Bart., 1665, 
cenotaph of black and white marble, in form 
of a pilaster with a broken pediment at the 
top supporting a bronze bust of Charles I 
ascribed to F. Fanelli, base brought out 
on carved consoles to support a pedestal and 
urn, and having a cartouche-of-arms in front. 
In S. aisle—on S. wall, (4) to Sir Edward Nevill, 
2nd Justice of the Common Pleas, 1705, and 
Frances, his wife, 1714, white marble tablet with 
Composite columns and a cartouche-of-arms. In 
churchyard and in shed—fragments of other 
monuments including: (5) to Mary (Trussell), 
wife of John Greene, 1657; (6) to Francis Wolley, 
1659, tablet, with shield-of-arms ; (7) to Elizabeth 
Lannoy, 1700-1. Floor-slabs: In churchyard 
—N. of chancel, (1) to Sir Nicholas Crispe, Bart., 
1665, with shield-of-arms (brought here from St. 
Mildred, Bread Street), (2) to Louis de St. Delis, 
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Marquis de Heucourt, 1703, with two shields-of- 
arms. Plate: includes two cups with cover-patens 
of 1656, each with inscription and_ shield-of- 
arms of Smith; two flagons of 1708 and beadle’s 
staff with metal knob dated 1704. Pulpit: (1) 
formerly in All Hallows the Great, Upper Thames 
Street (Plate 68); of oak, hexagonal, angles 
covered with foliage and cherub-heads, sides with 
elliptical inlaid panels, with frames of foliage and 
flowers, moulded and’ carved base on a restored 
Composite column as stem, stairs with turned 
balusters partly original, late 17th-century; (2) 
formerly in this church, but now at St. Mark, 
Hammersmith ; hexagonal with panelled and inlaid 
sides, late 17th-century. Mzscellanea : In N. porch 
—two carved stone panels with achievement of 
the arms of the City of London, and Crisp impal- 
ing Prescot, 17th-century, and a stone dated 1630. 


Condition—Good, rebuilt. 


4(3). CHURCH OF ST. KATHERINE, about 4m. 
S.W. of the Prison of Wormwood Scrubbs and 14m. 
N.by W. of Ravenscourt Park, is a modern building, 
but contains the following fittings removed from 
the dismantled church of St. Catherine Coleman 
in the City. Monuments and Floor-slab: Monu- 
ments: In S. chapel—on W. wall, (1) to Luke 
Lucy, 1663, and Anne, his mother, 1653, black 
marble tablet in moulded frame with borders of 
scrolls, cherub-heads and small medallions carved 
with female busts. Outside vestry door, cut down 
and relaid as pavement, (2) to Thomas Knight 
..., Mary, his wife, 1697, seven children and 
one grandchild, with skull and cross-bones at top, 
probably head-stone. Floor-slab: Used as lower 
step to door and with inscription partly covered up, 
to David Papillion and Anna Mary, his wife, 1675. 


Secular :— 


5(4) GARAGE, on the E. side of Queen Street, 

150 ft. E. of (2), is modern, but includes the former 
S. front of Bradmore House, re-erected facing the 
street. The front is of two storeys and is built of 
red brick and stone. It dates from c. 1700. The 
central bay is flanked by Composite pilasters, 
supporting an entablature, above which is a stone 
balustrade with vases. In the side bays the main 
cornice is ramped down and continued across to an 
angle pilaster with a separate entablature. Above 
the cornice is a wrought-iron balustrade following 
the ramp. The doorway and windows have round 
heads and the middle window on the first floor is 
flanked by Doric pilasters. Inside the building, 
one room on the first floor has original panelling 
refixed ; it has a richly carved entablature, and 
the window and door-openings are flanked by 
Corinthian pilasters; the round door-head and 
panels have carved spandrels. 


A niche of brickwork of c. 1700, formerly in the 
garden of Bradmore House, has been re-erected in 
Geffrye’s Garden, Kingsland Road, Shoreditch. 


Condition—Good. 


(5). PuBLic L1BRARY, Ravenscourt Park, about 
8m. N.W. of (2) (formerly Pallingswick Manor 
House), is of two storeys with attics and basement ; 
it is built of red brick and the roofs are covered with 
slate. The basement probably formed part of a 
late 16th-century house, but the superstructure 
was entirely rebuilt c. 1720. The librarian’s wing 
was added in the 19th century. The basement, 
originally the ground-floor, has in the middle of 
the E. front an original studded door with later 
hinges. Inside the building, in the basement, is an 
original doorway with moulded and stop-chamfered 
jambs and head and a moulded and panelled 
door ; two other doorways have frames and another 
has a moulded and battened door, all original. In 
the S.E. room is some original panelling with some 
of the 17th century. On the first floor the N.E. 
room has some early 17th-century panelling. On 
the second floor, refixed on the landing is a doorcase 
of c. 1640 with an eared and scrolled architrave 
enriched with carving and surmounted by an 
entablature and broken segmental pediment en- 
closing a blank cartouche. In the N.E. room isa 
fireplace of c. 1640 with moulded architrave and 
carved enrichments. 

Condition—Good. 


MoNuMENTS (6-18). 

The following monuments, unless otherwise 
described, are of two storeys with attics ; the walls 
are of brick and the roofs are covered with tiles or 
slate. Most of the buildings are of late 17th- 
century date. 

Condition—Good or fairly good, unless noted. 


QUEEN STREET. W. side :— 
(6). House, two tenements, Nos. 24 and 26, 
15 yards S. of (2); the windows have original 
frames and sashes. 


(7). House, now two tenements, Nos. 72 and 
74, 270 yards S.W. of (2), has at the back a projecting 
staircase-wing, carried up above the eaves, with a 
hipped roof. 

E. side :-— 

(8). Block of eight cottages, Nos. 65 to 79, 
220 yards S.W. of (2). Some of the windows have 
original solid frames. 

Condition—Poor. 


Lower MALL :— ; 


(9). House, two tenements, Nos. 11 and 12, 
430 yards S.W. of (2) has a brick band between 
the storeys. A passage at the W. end has an 
original moulded oak lintel and the first-floor 
windows have solid frames.

HAMMERSMITH. 
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(10). House, No. 21, now offices, 100 yards 
N.W. of (9), is of two storeys with attics and 
basement and of early 18th-century date with 
later additions. The front has a projecting brick 
band at the first-floor level and an enriched eaves- 
cornice of wood with carved modillions ; the back 
is of similar character but the cornice has plain 
modillions. Inside the building the first-floor rooms 
and the staircase are panelled and have moulded 
cornices and dado-rails and the back room has an 
original chimney-piece with moulded surround and 
shelf with pulvinated frieze. The doors generally 
are six-panelled, but on the top landing are three 
of moulded battens. Between the staircase hall 
and entrance passage is a round-headed opening with 
moulded archivolt, panelled pilasters with moulded 
cappings and carved key-block. The staircase 
has a moulded string and handrail, twisted balusters 
and square newels with terminal pendants and 
ball-finials to the upper flight. 


(11). West Lodge, No. 27, house, now offices, 
100 yards N.W. of (10), though of early 18th- 
century date, has been much altered. Inside the 
building one of the ground-floor rooms is lined 
with panelling and has a moulded cornice and 
dado-rail ; the fireplace is original and of marble 
with a bolection-moulded surround and shelf. 


(12). Cottage in Banners Yard, 600 yards W. 
of (2), has some original casement windows. 


; UprEeR MALL :— 


(13). House, now two houses, Nos. 22 and 24, 

on the N. side of the road, 730 yards W. of (2), 

is of three storeys with basement; it is much 

___ altered and was heightened late in the 18th century. 
‘Some windows at the back have original frames and 
sashes. Inside the building the late 17th-century 
a staircase has moulded string and handrail with 
turned balusters. On the second-floor landing is 
some moulded panelling and a panelled door with 
the old lock and drop-handle, all of the same date. 


— 414). Old Ship Inn, on the S. side of the road, 
about 1,000 yards W. of (2), has been almost 
- entirely rebuilt except for the porch which is of 
_ brick with rusticated pilasters at the sides and a 
_ rusticated semi-circular arch. 


3 Condition—Much defaced. 


(15). House, Nos. 8 and 9, Bridge Street, now 

two tenements on the E. side of the road, 660 yards 

W. of (2), has some original two-light windows with 
frames and transoms. 


16). House, No. 5, Western Terrace, nearly 
W. of (2), is of L-shaped plan with the wings 
tending towards the S.W. and N.W. On the 
side is an original window with solid mullion 


and transom. The staircase has moulded strings 


and rail, turned balusters below and shaped 
balusters at the top. 
4(17). House, two tenements, Nos. 205-207, 


Hammersmith Road, on S. side of road, 430 yards 
E.N.E. of (2), is of early 18th-century date, but has 
been much altered and has the lower windows 
converted into shop fronts; at the eaves-level is 
a wooden modillioned cornice. 


(18). Manor Hall, house on the N. side of 
Great Church Lane, about 360 yards E. of (2), 
is of two storeys with attics ; the walls are of brick 
and the roofs are tiled. It was built probably 
early in the 18th century and has modern additions 
on the E. and W. The original entrance in the 
S. front is flanked by Ionic pilasters supporting an 
entablature and pediment. Inside the building, 
the original staircase has carved stair-ends and 
turned newels and balusters. Some rooms have 
original panelling. 

Condition—Good. 


6. HAMPSTEAD. 
(O.S. 6 in. London Sheets F. ()J.) 


The borough of Hampstead includes only the 
parish of that name. Fenton House is the principal 
monument. 


Ecclesiastical :— 


4(1), PARISH CHURCH OF ST. JOHN was rebuilt 
in 1745 and enlarged in 1878, but retains the 
following :— 

Fittings—Monuments and Floor-slab. Monu- 
ments: In churchyard—S. side, (1) to Mrs. Dyer, 
1666, slab with inscription almost obliterated ; 
W. end, (2) to Elizabeth, wife of Richard Bull, 
1702, head-stone. Floor-slab: In N. aisle—to 
John Rixton, 1658, and Margaret, his wife, 1687, 
with shield-of-arms. Plate (Plate 36): includes 
large secular cup of 1629, richly embossed with 
scroll-work, birds, children and achievement-of- 
arms, and cover surmounted by figure of Roman 
soldier ; a plate, probably of 1628, given in 1701, 
and a stand-paten of 1642. Miscellanea: In N.E. 
porch—mural tablet relating to the charitable 
bequests of John Rixton, 17th-century. Balus- 
trade (Plate 100), with Jacobean balusters in the 
form of diminishing pilasters, made up with 
modern work. 

Condition—Good. 


42). CauRcH OF ST. Mary, Abbey Road, 


Kilburn, is modern but contains the following :— 


Fitting—Brass ; In S. transept—head of a nun, 
broken off and lower part of figure missing, dug 
up on site of Kilburn Priory, early 15th-century.

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Secular :— 

MONUMENTS (3-29). 

The following monuments, unless otherwise 
described, are of late 17th or early 18th-century 
date and of three storeys; the walls are of brick 
and the roofs are covered with tiles or slates. 


Condition—Good or fairly good. 


(3). Old Manston, 46, Frognal, 100 yards N.W. 
of the parish church, is of two storeys with 
basement and attics. It has been much altered 
and added to at either end; the S. front was 
probably refaced in the 18th century. On the N. 
front a plain brick band divides the storeys and 
at the eaves is a modillioned cornice carried up in 
a pediment in the middle of the main block. The 
windows have rubbed-brick dressings and segmental 
heads. Inside the building the walls are lined with 
painted panelling, some of which may be original. 


2(4). Houses and Shops, Nos. 61 and 62, Heath 
Street, 270 yards N.E. of the parish church, are of 
two storeys with attics. They have been much 
altered. The shops which occupy the forecourt are 
modern additions. At the eaves-level is a moulded 
wood cornice. The window-frames are set flush 
with the outer wall and may be original. 


4(5). The Mount, house on W. side of Heath 
Street, 130 yards N. of (4), is of Z-shaped plan with 
the end wings extending towards theS.and N. The 
W. wing is a later addition. The main block has 
an added top storey, the E. wing is of two storeys 
with attics and both have basements. At the 
first-floor level is a projecting brick band and the 
E. wing has a modillioned eaves-cornice of wood 
and a dormer-window with moulded cornice and 
curved pediment. Inside the building are two 
original staircases with moulded rails and twisted 
balusters. 


(6). Fenton House, (Plate 65) formerly known 
as the Clock House, garden-wall, gate, etc., on W. 
side of the Grove, 80 yards N.N.W. of (5). The 
date, 1693, scratched on the upper part of one of 
the chimneys with the initials ‘N.S.’ and ‘ E.B,’ 
together with a lead pump-head in the garden 
embossed with the same date suggest that the house 
was built in that year. The house is of two storeys 
with basement and attics, and is a complete and 
interesting example of a domestic building of the 
period. It is symmetrically designed and built on 
an almost square plan with a projecting wing at 
either end of the E. front connected on the ground- 
floor by an open loggia. The walls are of a brownish 
coloured brick with rubbed-brick dressings, and 
have plain projecting bands at the ground and 
first-floor levels and a wooden modillioned cornice 
at the eaves, carried up in a pediment over the 
middle of the S. front. The window-frames are 
set flush with the outer face of the walls and some 


have their original sashes. The roof is hipped and 
has flat-topped dormer-windows lighting the attics 
on the N. and S. fronts. On the E. front the loggia 
connecting the projecting wings has two Doric 
columns which support an entablature, and in the 
middle of the wall above is a brick recess with a 
blank circle in the centre which formerly contained 
a clock. The projecting wings are surmounted by 
modern balustrades and behind them are gabled 
projections from the main roofs, partly masked by 
the main chimney-stacks. On one chimney-stack 
besides the scratchings mentioned above is the 
date 1644. Inside the building the original plan is 
retained. The building of the four chimney- 
stacks, one in each corner of the house, some few 
feet from the outer walls, is unusual, but allows of 
small cupboards or bays to be framed off each room. 
Most of the rooms are lined with moulded panelling 
and many of the original doors remain ; some retain 
their old fittings. Most of the fireplaces have been 
replaced, but in the attics are two panelled over- 
mantels and one fireplace with a bolection-moulded 
architrave. In the basement the former kitchen 
has the upper part of an old dresser with carved 
brackets to the shelves. The main staircase 
(Plate 6) has moulded strings and handrail, 
square newels and twisted balusters. The back 
staircase is similar but of slighter construction 
and has turned balusters. 

At the S. end of the garden, set between two brick 
piers surmounted by stone cornices with carved 
ball-finials, is an elaborate wrought-iron grille with 
a central gate (Plate 66). An old wall surrounds 
the terraced garden to the N. of the house. In the 
garden is a sundial (probably imported), dated 
1675, and a lead pump-head with the embossed 
date 1693. 


4(7). Old Grove House, on the E. side of the 
Grove, 20 yards N.E. of (6), is of L-shaped plan 
with the wings extending towards the N. and E. ; 
both wings were extended c. 1730. The E. wing 
and S. end of the main block are of three storeys, 
being carried one storey lower than the N. wing 
and fronting the garden, which is below the level 
of the street front. The windows to the original 
building have rubbed-brick dressings with seg- — 
mental or flat arches and some retain their original 
frames and sashes. The doorway to the garden is 
flanked by Doric columns which support an entab- 
lature and pediment. A plain projecting brick 
band marks the floor-levels and at the eaves is a 
modillioned wood cornice. The roof is hipped 
and on the S. front has a lead flat in the middle 
with a wooden balustrade. Inside the building 
some of the rooms are lined with early 18th-century 
panelling. The cut string to the main staircase is 


‘old and on the topmost floor are a few twisted 


balusters with moulded handrail and plain string 
of c. 1700. ,

HOLBORN : (5) LINCOLN’S INN. 
Gatehouse, W. side of Chancery Lane, 1518, with later repairs. 
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Chapel, consecrated 1623. 
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(8). Vine House, on the N. side of Hampstead 
Square, 130 yards N.E. of (7), is a symmetrically 
designed rectangular building with later additions 
on the N.E. At the first-floor level is a projecting 
brick band and at the eaves a modillioned 
wood cornice. The lower windows have segmental 
heads while those to the top floor have flat 
brick arches. 


4(9). Elm Lodge, house on S. side of Elm Grove, 
80 yards E.S.E. of (7), is of three storeys with 
basement. It is symmetrically designed and built 
on a rectangular plan with a hipped roof; small 
one-storeyed additions have been made at either 
end of the house and the upper part of the walls 
and chimney-stacks have been rebuilt. The 
dressings are of moulded bricks; the windows 
have flat arches and at the floor-levels are plain 
projecting bands. On the N. elevation are two 
shaped rain-water heads. Inside the building 
many of the rooms are lined with original panelling, 
and one room on the first floor retains its original 
fireplace with a bolection-moulded architrave, 
deep frieze and moulded shelf. The walls of the 
staircase are panelled ; the stairs have a cut string 
with shaped brackets at the ends of the risers, 
turned and twisted balusters grouped in fours to 
form newels at the half-landings, a column-shaped 

~ newel at the ground-floor, and moulded handrail ; 
the balusters to the basement stairs are of heavier 
section; the stairs from the first to second floor 
are of mid 18th-century date. 


4(10). White Bear Inn, New End, 120 yards 
S.E. of Christ Church, is of two storeys with attics. 
It has been much altered and added to but has an 
original chimney-stack. On the N.W. front are 
two dormers with hipped roofs and in the middle of 
the wall is a small panel with the initials and date 
M.S. 1704. 


4(11). Burgh House, New End Square, 68 yards 
S.E. of (10), is of three storeys with a basement. 
It has been added to on the S.W. but remains a 
complete and almost unaltered house of early 
18th-century date. The S.E. front of the house is 
slightly narrower than the back which has two 
projecting wings extending towards the N.W. 
The windows are square-headed but with the 
exception of one in the back block all have modern 
frames and sashes. The entrance-doorway has a 
projecting hood with a modillioned cornice. The 
front block has a modillioned wooden cornice 
and plain brick string-courses marking the floor- 
levels. Inside the building, the rooms on the ground 
and upper floors are lined with plain panelling and 
_ have moulded cornices. The cornice round three 
__ sides of the hall is carved and some of the rooms have 
carved friezes.

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HicH Street. N.E. side :— 


4(12). House and Shop (No. 36), 100 yards 
S.E. of Heath Street, is of three storeys with attics. 
It has been much altered but retains its original 
wooden eaves-cornice. 


*(13). Two Houses, now shop (Nos. 25 and 26), 
80 yards S.E. of (12), is of three storeys with attics 
but has been much altered. The front has an 
original modillioned eaves-cornice. Inside the 
building some of the rooms on the upper floor have 
plain panelling and one room retains an original 
fireplace with plain bolection-moulded architrave. 
The staircases in both houses have turned balusters, 
moulded rails and shaped strings. 


4(14). Old Bank House (No. 14), house and shop, 
60 yards E. of (13), is of two storeys with basement 
and attics. It is a rectangular building of mid 
17th-century date to which modern additions have 
been made at the back and a shop added in 
front. At the back the brickwork is exposed and 
at the first-floor level is a plain brick band. The 
windows have segmental arches and flush-frames. 
Inside the building the upper part of the staircase 
is original and is built round a square well. It is 
of massive design and has turned balusters, moulded 
string and handrail and square newels with ball- 
finials. The lower part of the staircase is of early 
18th-century date and has twisted balusters, 
circular newel and plain panelled dado. 


4(15). King of Bohemia, inn, 15 yards E. of (14), 
was built possibly as part of that building but has 
been completely altered. 


S.W. side :— 


4(16). House and Shop (No. 68), opposite (12), 
is of three storeys with attics and basement. At 
the back are modern additions. The front wall 
has a projecting brick band at the level of the 
second floor; the windows have rubbed - brick 
quoins, flat brick arches, and old frames; in the 
roof are two flat-topped dormers. Inside the 
building, the front room on the first floor has plain 
original panelling, with a moulded wood cornice. 
The staircase is original and has a panelled dado, 
turned balusters and moulded string and handrail ; 
the lower flight appears to have been rearranged. 


#(17). House and Shop (No. 73), 35 yards S. of 
(16), is of three storeys with attics and basement. 
It has been added to and altered. The front wall 
has a plain brick parapet and a projecting brick 
band at the level of the second floor. The windows 
have flat brick arches and flush frames which are 
probably original. The dormer-windows have flat 
tops. Inside the building, one of the rooms is 
panelled to the full height of the room and has a 
moulded cornice. 
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2(18). House (No. 74), adjoining (17) on the 
S.E., is of three storeys with basement and attics. 
The front wall is plastered and has a plain parapet ; 
on the back wall is a wooden eaves-cornice. In 
the front of the roof is a flat-topped dormer, that 
at the back is hipped and gabled. 


4(19). House and Shop (No. 75), adjoining and 
similar to (18), has had the ground-floor altered. 
Inside the building one of the rooms has a 
moulded cornice and a small corner-cupboard with 
pilasters having moulded caps and archivolt. The 
staircase has a plain panelled dado, moulded string 
and handrails, square newels and twisted balusters 
of 18th-century date. 


4(20). Row of Houses and Shops (Nos. 79 to 
81), 50 yards S.E. of (19), is of two storeys, 
timber-framed and plastered. It has been 
much altered. 


“(21) House (Nos. 82 and 83), now two tene- 
ments, 5 yards S.E. of (20). At the floor-levels are 
plain projecting bands of rubbed bricks and the 
front windows have quoins of lighter coloured 
bricks and flat arches; the side windows have 
segmental heads. Along the S. half of the main 
front is a moulded eaves-cornice which returns 
partly along the S.E. wall but the N. half of the 
main front has a plain parapet ; the roof is hipped. 
On the S.E. front is a mullioned and transomed 
window but the others have hung sashes, all 
modern, except one, though most of the frames 
are probably original. The two original rooms on 
the ground-floor of No. 82 are lined with original 
panelling and have moulded cornices and dado 
rails. There is an original staircase in No. 83 with 
moulded strings and handrail, square newels and 
twisted balusters. Some of the upper rooms have 
moulded cornices and some original panelled doors 
remain. 


(22). Stanfield House, at corner of High Street 
and Prince Arthur Road, 30 yards S.W. of (21), 
is of three storeys and basements and has later 
additions on the N.W. and S.W. The front 
elevation has plain projecting brick bands at the 
floor-levels and an eaves-cornice; the windows 
to the ground and first floors have segmental arches ; 
those to the top floor are flat; the S.E. wall is 
covered with cement. Inside the building, the 
entrance-hall is panelled and the staircase is 
approached through an elliptical arch with key- 
block and panelled imposts with moulded caps. The 
lower stairs to the basement have a continuous 
string and moulded handrail, square newel-posts 
and slender turned balusters. In the ceiling of 


the kitchen is a large exposed beam; the wide . 


fireplace has a moulded architrave and moulded 
shelf above. 


RossLtyn Hiri. N.E. side :— 


4(23). Houses (Nos. 14 and 16), 360 yards S.E. 
of (15), are of three storeys and basement. They 
were built in 1702 on a rectangular plan under one 
roof with symmetrical elevations ; later additions 
have been built on the N.W. and N.E. and bay 
windows to the lower part of the S.W. front. The 
elevations have moulded brick bands at the floor- 
levels and a modillioned eaves-cornice; the 
dressings are of rubbed brick. The windows to the 
three lower floors have segmental brick arches ; 
those to the top floor are square-headed ; some 
retain their old sashes. On the N.E. and S.W. 
fronts the windows to the southernmost house are 
blocked. In the S.W. wall are two stone tablets, 


one inscribed ee May 7th 1702, the other oe 


1702. Inside the building both houses have original 
staircases (Plate 6) with panelled dados, moulded 
strings and handrails and turned balusters. The 
hall to the southernmost’ house is panelled and 
has a wood cornice. Some of the rooms have 
original panelled window-shutters, doors and 
moulded architraves. 


(24). George Inn, 380 yards S.E. of (23), is 
of two storeys. The walls are of brick covered with 
cement. It has been added to and much altered. 


CHurRcH Row. _N. side :— 


(25). House, No. 5, about 110 yards E. of the 
church, is partly of weather-boarded timber-fram- 
ing. The front of the ground-floor is faced with 
boarding in imitation of rusticated ashlar; the 
floors above have a large three-sided bay-window 
of weather-boarded timber-framing. Inside the 
building the front room has original panelling. The 
early 18th-century staircase has slender turned 
balusters, square newels and moulded rails and 
strings. The upper rooms have plain panelling. 


(26). Row of three houses, No. 6, 7 and 8, W. of 
(25), is brick-faced and has flush frames to the 
windows; the doorways are all of mid 18th- 
century date. No. 8 has moulded brick bands 
between the storeys and the gate has wrought- 
iron standards and a scrolled overthrow. 


(27). House, No. 9, W. of (26), is of brick with 
a band between the first and second storeys and 
a later parapet. The front is symmetrically 
arranged but has a later doorway. The gate has 
scrolled standards and overthrow of wrought-iron. 


Inside the building several rooms have original — 


panelling but the staircase is of later date. In the 
basement is a dresser with shaped ends and above 
a cupboard is a range of flat shaped balusters. 


(28). House, No. 10, W. of (27), has a brick 
front with moulded bands between the storeys. 
The doorway has two carved brackets to the hood. 
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Inside the building most of the rooms are panelled. 
The staircase appears to be of later date but the 
upper flights have close moulded strings. 


(29). House, No. 12, about 10 yards W. of (28), 
has a front of brick with moulded bands between 
the storeys, pilasters at the sides with entablatures 
and the main cornice continued across the front. 
The windows have aprons, heads, and reveals of 
tubbed brick. Inside the building several of the 
rooms are panelled. 


7. HOLBORN. 
(O.S.6in. London, Sheet K.) 


The borough of Holborn includes the parishes of 
St. Andrew Holborn without the bars, St. George 
Bloomsbury, and St. Giles in the Fields, the extra- 
parochial areas of Lincoln’s Inn, Gray’s Inn and 
Staple Inn, and the Liberty of Saffron Hill. The 
principal monuments are Ely Chapel, the three 
Inns and Newcastle House. 


Ecclesiastical :— 


(1). PARISH CHURCH OF ST. GILES IN THE FIELDS 

_ was rebuilt from the designs of Henry Flitcroft in 

1731-33; it contains from the old church the 
following : 

Fittings—Chest: In N.W. vestibule—of iron, 
bound with straps and with openwork between 
the straps, large iron handles at ends, and four feet 
in the shape of large birds’ feet ; on top initials 
ieee?)

[1669], altar- 
tomb with black marble slab and white marble 
recumbent effigy in shroud, monument re-erected 
in 1738. At W. end of aisle—(4) monument in 
form of Roman upright tomb with modern inscrip- 
tion to George Chapman, 1634, monument erected 
by Inigo Jones. In S.W. vestibule—(5) to Richard 
Pendrell, Preserver of Charles II, 1671, part of slab 
‘table-tomb, removed from churchyard ; restored 
table-tomb in churchyard. Organ : originally built 
Bernard Schmidt in 1671, but much altered and 
vlarged. Table: In large church-room—oval, 
ith turned and twisted legs, early 18th-century. 
cellanea: In N. aisle—on W. wall, (1) oval 
- recording benefaction of Hon. Robert Bertie, 


1677. In N.W. vestibule—(2) stone tablet record- 
ing benefaction of Sir William Cony, 1672. In 
S.W. vestibule—(3) stone tablet recording bene- 
factions of Richard Holferd, 1658, and (4) John 
Pearson, 1707. 

The gateway on W. side of the churchyard 
incorporates a carved oak lunette representing the 
resurrection of the dead. It formed part of a 
gateway erected in 1687 on the N. side of the 
churchyard and taken down in 1800. 


Condition—Good, rebuilt. 


(2). PArisH CHURCH OF ST. GEORGE THE MARTYR, 
on the W. side of Queen’s Square, Bloomsbury, was 
built in 1706 as a chapel-of-ease to St. Andrew, 
Holborn, and consecrated in 1723. In 1868 the 
building was almost entirely altered externally and 
largely faced with stucco; probably at the same 
time the interior was remodelled and the present 
columns and roof-system inserted. 


Elevations—The elevations have no ancient 
features except on the S.E. front, where the 
original stock brickwork is exposed and has two 
plain band-courses, and the round relieving-arches 
of two original windows. The three square-headed 
windows in the S.W. wall may also be original. 

The Interior (853 ft. by 60} ft.) has no ancient 
features. 

Fittings—Plate : includes two flagons, two cups, 
two plates, two small and one large paten and a 
spoon, all of 1705, and all except the spoon bearing 
the date 1706. Reredos ; said to have been moved 
from the S.E. wall, of mahogany and of three bays 
with two round-headed panels in middle with the 
Commandments and two cherub-heads from which 
hang clusters of fruit, etc. ; flanking the panels are 
coupled Corinthian pilasters supporting an entabla- 
ture ; side bays each with a panel and surmounted 
by a small pediment, probably early 18th-century. 

Condition—Good, much altered. 


(3). WEsT STREET CHAPEL stands on the N.E. 
side of the road 250 yards S. of St. Giles’ Church. — 
The walls are.of brick, partly rendered in cement 
and with some stone dressings ; the main roof is 
tiled and the lantern covered with slates. It was 
built in 1700 as a chapel for French Protestant 
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refugees ; it was repaired in 1759, refitted in 1799, 
used as a school for boys in 1824, and after further 
repairs reused again as a chapel in 1840. 


In consequence of the various repairs and altera- 
tions the building presents few original features. 


It is rectangular on plan with the main axis 
running from N.W. to S.E., and is in four bays 
with a lantern over the middle of the second bay 
from the N. The church has buildings against it 
at either end and the front to West Street has been 
completely restored or rebuilt, but probably repro- 
duces the original design. The front is of brick 
with cement plinth, stone cornice and stone coping 
to a brick parapet ; in the upper part of the wall 
is a range of four round-headed windows in modern 
recesses, the jambs of which are continued down 
to form doorways below the first and fourth 
windows and plain recesses under the two middle 
windows, each pierced by a small rectangular light. 
The N.E. elevation is cement-rendered. 

Interior—The building is divided into a nave and 
side aisles by square columns of wood with moulded 
bases and Doric capitals supporting an entablature 
with square panelled gallery-front finished with a 
moulded capping; the gallery is carried across 
the S.E. end of the nave between the third and 
fourth bays. and is here supported by an inter- 
mediate column. Above the gallery, on either side, 
are circular columns corresponding with those below 
and having capitals of Greek Ionic type, apparently 
late 18th-century restorations. The ceiling is flat 
and the lantern square ; in each side of the lantern 
is a three-light window ; the round-headed middle 
light has a moulded archivolt and plain key-blocks 
and the square-headed side-lights are surmounted 
by a moulded cornice. The sides are finished with 
a moulded cornice and the ceiling is flat. 


Fittings—Plate : includes two cups, now at the 
Wesleyan Kingsway Hall, without date-marks but 
each with an inscription recording the gift by 
Pierre Fenowillet ‘““MDCIIIC” to the French 
congregation. 


Condition—Good, much restored. 


(4). CHAPEL OF ST. ETHELDREDA, on the W. side 
of Ely Place. The walls are of rag-stone with 
limestone dressings; the roofs are tiled. The 
chapel, with its undercroft, was built c. 1300, 
perhaps by Bishop William of Louth (1290-98), and 
formed part of the town house of the bishops of 
Ely, the rest of which has been destroyed. 

The chapel, though much restored, is an inter- 
esting example of a large private chapel of the 
period. 

The Chapel (803 ft. by 30 ft.) has been refaced 
externally, and the external dressings are modern. 
The E. window is of five trefoiled lights with inter- 
secting tracery in a two-centred head ; the splays 


and mullions are moulded and shafted and the 
rear-arch is moulded; flanking the window are 
two wall-arches with shafted jambs and trefoiled 
head under a crocketed gable with a cinquefoil in 
the tympanum. In the N. wall were five windows, 
each of two trefoiled lights with tracery in a two- 
centred head and with detail similar to the E. 
window ; the easternmost window has been blocked 
and the sill cut away to form a side chapel ; between 
the windows are wall-arches similar to those flank- 
ing the E. window; at the W. end of the wall is 
a blocked doorway with shafted splays and moulded 
segmental-pointed rear-arch ; above the doorway 
is a panel of blind tracery of two trefoiled lights 
with a quatrefoil in a two-centred head and other- 
wise similar to the windows. In the S. wall 
(Plate 67) are five windows and wall-arches similar 
to those in the N. wall; the easternmost is blocked 
and has a doorway cut through below it ; between 
the windows externally are the restored trefoiled 
heads of small niches.; at the W. end of the wall 
is a partly restored doorway (Plate 67) with a two- 
centred arch of three moulded orders ; the modern 
jambs have each three attached shafts with moulded 
capitals and bases; the splays and rear-arch are 
similar to those of the N. doorway, and above it 
is blind tracery similar to that in the N. wall. In 
the W. wall is a window of five trefoiled lights 
with semi-geometrical tracery in a two-centred 
head ; the details are similar to those of the E. 
window, and flanking the window internally are 
two wall-arches similar to those in the E. wall. 


The Undercroft (784 ft. by 254 ft.) has a row of 
modern columns down the centre. In the E. wall 
is a two-light window, all modern except the splays 
and rear-arch ; further S. is a doorway, all modern 
externally. In the N. wall are six windows similar 
to that in the E. wall, but the easternmost is of 
two original trefoiled lights and is now blocked. 
In the S. wall are two single-light windows, all 
modern except the splays and segmental-pointed 
rear-arches ; further W. is a doorway with cham- 
fered jambs and two-centred head. In the W. wall 
are two blocked windows or recesses similar to the 
window-recesses in the N. wall. In the N.W. angle 
is a doorway with chamfered jambs and two- 
centred head to the turret. At the western external 
angles are octagonal projections or turrets, that on 
the N.W. containing a blocked staircase. The 
ceiling has old joists laid flat, and the floor appears 
to have been lowered about 24 ft. 


Fittings—Lockers : In N. wall of upper chapel 
—rectangular, with moulded edge, 14th-century. 
In S. wall of undercroft—two, each double and 
with two two-centred heads rebated for shutters, 
14th-century. Mortar: In S. porch—large mortar

Royal Arms (Plate 68): In S. porch—Stuart arms 
carved in oak, late 17th-century.

In 1791 
the E. window of the chapel was renewed and 
in 1794 a new roof was put on. The existing ceiling 
was inserted in the hall in 1819, when the building 
was lengthened. The carriage-way between the 
New Square and Carey Street was altered in 1843, 
when the side walks were converted into shops. 
In 1843-5 the New Hall was built. In 1882 a 
block W. of the hall was pulled down, the end 
of the hall rebuilt, and the chapel restored, 
reroofed and lengthened westward one bay, the 
old W. window being re-erected in the new W. wall. 
Various alterations and restorations have been 
made to the chambers during the 18th and 19th 
centuries, including the taking down and rebuilding 
of a block on the N. of the gatehouse, with an 
extension which ran W. from it, and the rebuilding 
of Nos. 2 and 10 New Square. 

The buildings round the Old Square are interest- 
ing as a survival of mediaeval planning and the 
chapel and crypt are remarkable specimens of early 
17th-century Gothic. Amongst the fittings the 
stained glass and the seating in the chapel are 
noteworthy. The photographs, here reproduced in 
Plates 75, 231-5, of the glass were taken before the 
work was partly destroyed during the Great War. 


The Gatehouse is H-shaped on plan ; the central 
block has a carriage-way with a room above and 
is of four storeys on either side; the cross-wings 
are each of five storeys. The walls are of brick 
with some stone dressings ; the roofs are covered 
withlead. The E. front (Plate 69) has a projecting 
plinth of late 17th-century date with Portland stone 
capping and a plain parapet. The central archway 


has cemented jambs of two hollow-chamfered 


orders on to which die the moulded orders of the 
four-centred arch. On the N. side is a small 
modern doorway opening into a side passage. 
Above the central archway are three stone panels, 
allrenewed ; the middle one is taller than the others 
and has a shield of the Tudor royal arms with 
crown and garter ; the S. panel has a shield of the 
arms of Henry de Lacy, Earl of Lincoln, a lion 
rampant within a circular label, and the N. a 
quartered shield of the arms of Sir Thomas Lovell 
K.G. (Lovell a cheveron between three squirrels 
with a ring for difference quartering Muswell two 
cheverons each charged with a cingfoil) within a 
garter ; below, carved on a raised scroll in Lom- 
bardic capitals, is ‘‘Anno Doni 1518.” Under 


this is a stone panel inscribed “ Insignia haec 


Refecta et Decorata Johanne Hawles Armig.. . 
1693.” The entrance-gates are original and in two 
leaves hung on massive iron strap-hinges ; each 


leaf is divided into three tiers of four vertical and 
moulded panels; in the southernmost leaf is a 


small wicket. A small single-light window to the 
ground-floor of the S. cross-wing and one partly 


rebuilt, are the only original windows remaining on 
this face. The chimney-stacks on either side are of 
grouped diagonal shafts. The carriage-way has a 
flat ceiling, but the side walls retain the deep 
toothing for an intended vault of brick. In the 
S. wall is an original stone doorway with a four- 
centred head. The W. front is generally similar 
to the E. front, but has a considerable amount 
of diaper-work. The central arch is of stone with 


_a cemented label and above is a small stone panel 


carved with a quartered shield of the arms of 
John Hawles and the date and initials I.H. 1695 
E.S. With the exception of the small square- 
headed lights to the staircases in both the cross- 
wings, all the windows are late 17th-century or 
modern. On the E. face of the S. cross-wing to the 
top storey is a small recess with a four-centred 
head. 

The chambers (Plate 70) to the S. of the gate- 
house and on the S. side of Old Square (Nos. 25 
to 21) are of three storeys with attics, and the 
polygonal staircase-turrets in the S.E. and S.W. 
corners of the square are one storey higher. The 
walls are of brick ; the S.W. stair-turret is covered 
with cement ; the roofs are tiled. The walls have 
a series of pointed gables over the attic windows. 
The doorways are of late 17th-century date and 
are square-headed with painted cement rustications 
and flat arches ; over the doorways of Nos. 23 and 
24 are four-centred brick relieving-arches, and over 
the doorway of No. 25 is a small square panel with 
enriched brick jambs and head. The walls have 
been much repaired and renewed and have had later 
chimney-stacks added on their outer faces; the 
parapets to the gables and the plinths are of modern 
brickwork and all the windows are later insertions 
except those to the staircase-turrets, which are 
mainly of two square-headed lights with moulded 
jambs, heads and mullions finished in cement. The 
S.E. staircase-turret has a plain parapet and 
moulded string below the topmost storey; the 
S.W. turret has a modern string and modern 
embattled parapet. 

The L-shaped block (Plate 71) S.W. of the old 
hall, consists of chambers Nos. 16, 18, 19 and 
20 Old Buildings, and Nos. 12 and 13 New 
Square; the W. wing is of three storeys with 
attics and the S. wing is of four storeys with the 
S.E. stair-turret one storey higher. The walls are 
mostly of brick, but partly of timber-framing 
rendered in cement ; the roofs are tiled. They are 
generally of similar character to the chambers in 
the Old Square and, like them, have been con- 
siderably renewed and altered. The S. range 
at front and back has a plain parapet. The two 
upper storeys on the N. front at the W. end of 
this range project, as does also the whole of the 
topmost storey at the back; all the projecting 
portions are rendered in cement. The parapet wall 
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to the W. range on both the E. and W. fronts is 
carried up in a series of pointed gables, but much 
of the upper part of these walls has been rebuilt. 
The windows to the stair-turret (No. 20 Old 
Buildings) are original and similar to those in 
the corresponding turret in Old Square ; the stair- 
turret to No. 16 has some original single-light 
windows and some old windows with wood frames ; 
all the others in both ranges are either of late 
17th-century, 18th-century, or modern date. Ex- 
cept on the W. front to New Square the dcorways 
are similar to those in Old Square. On the 
W. front (Plate 80) the doorway to No. 13 New 
Square is of late 17th-century date and has a 
moulded architrave and cornice and broken pedi- 
ment supported on console-brackets. The lower 
part of the chimney-stacks with grouped diagonal 
shafts at the S. end of the W. range is original, 
but the upper part has been rebuilt and the greater 
part of each of the three external stacks, one on 
the N. front and two on the W. front, is also 
original. On the S. wall is a stone tablet (Plate 83) 
with the date 1693, initials 1.G.T. and a lion 
rampant. 


The interiors of the gatehouse and chambers 
have been much altered. In some of the rooms 
fragments of late 16th or early 17th-century panel- 
ling remain, and rooms A and B in No. 13 New 
Square have overmantels of that period. The 
overmantel in Room A has the upper part divided 
into two bays by three carved half-figures of 
crude caryatid form which support a cornice with 
shaped dentils; in the middle of each of the 
Jacobean panels between the figures is a carved 
cartouche with a shield of the arms of Thomas 
Saunderson on one side and a carved boss on the 
other. Under the figures is a convex moulding 
with arabesque enrichment with a long arabesque 
panel below, and immediately above the mantel- 
shelf are three panels with lozenge-shaped centres ; 
the whole is of painted oak. This room has a cased 
ceiling-beam with similar panelling. The chimney- 
piece in Room B has a late 17th-century bolection- 
moulded architrave round the fireplace-opening. 
The overmantel is divided into two bays by three 
Doric pilasters, enriched with arabesque work ; 
the pilasters stand on consoles carved with leaves 
and supporting a cornice with shaped dentils ; 
between the consoles are raised panels with a 
dentilled moulding above, and between the pilasters 
are four L-shaped panels with a rectangular one 
in the middle; one has a carved cartouche with 
the arms of Thomas Saunderson, and the other a 
similar cartouche with his crest. In one of the 
ground-floor rooms of No. 19 is a chimney-piece 
with moulded shelf supported on carved brackets 


with carved swags in between. The circular stair- 


cases have octagonal or round oak newels; the 
steps have in some cases been renewed. Most of 


the original doorways opening to the chambers 
off these staircases remain; they have moulded 
jambs and square heads and some retain their 
original panelled doors. 


The Chapel (Plates 72, 73) finished in 1623, 
stands on the N. side of Old Square. The walls 
are covered with cement; the modern parapet 
and some of the dressings are of Portland stone ; 
the roof is covered with slates. 


Architectural Description—The Chapel (904 ft. 
by 403 ft.) is now of four bays, but before 1882 
was of three only. The bays are divided by plain 
buttresses of six stages finished with plain square 
pinnacles, but all the stonework now showing is 
modern. The parapet is also plain. The E. window 
is of two tiers of seven cinquefoiled lights with 
tracery in a two-centred head ; it was renewed in 
1791, but probably reproduces the old lines. The 
N. and S. walls have both four windows, each of 
four cinquefoiled lights with tracery under a two- 
centred head; the jambs, splays and mullions are 
all moulded. The windows in the westernmost bay 
are modern. The reset window in the W. wall is 
uniform with the E. window. 


The Crypt (904 ft. by 40 ft.) under the chapel 
(Plate 74) is of four bays in length and two in 
width ; the westernmost bay and W. wall are 
modern. The buttresses of the chapel are pierced 
at the base with four-centred arched openings of 
two plain orders, the outer continuous, the inner 
springing from flat Doric pilasters. The walls and 
buttresses have a moulded plinth. In each bay of 
the E., N. and S. walls is an archway with a four- 
centred arch of two orders, the outer moulded 
continuously and stopped, the inner chamfered and 
springing from attached, semicircular Doric shafts 
with moulded capitals and bases. Down the centre 
of the crypt, supporting the vaulted roof, is a row of 
three rectangular piers. The bays of the roof from 
E. to W. are divided by two bands of flat cusped 
panelling ; a single band of similar panelling divides 
the bays from N. toS. The vault itself has moulded 
ridge, diagonal, wall and numerous intermediate 
and lierne ribs with bosses at the intersections 
carved with leaf-rosettes, blank shields, and shields 
of the arms of England, a chevron ermine between 
three cingfotls, and the present arms of the Inn. 
The main ribs spring from semicircular attached 
Doric shafts with moulded capitals and bases ; two 
of these shafts are set against each face of the 
rectangular piers, two against the side walls between 
each opening. The intermediate ribs between the 
panelled bands spring from moulded corbels, and 
there are similar corbels at the angles of the piers. 
Similar vaulting is reproduced in the modern W. 
bay. 

Fittings—Communion Ratls (Plate 1): with 
turned and twisted balusters, moulded rails and 
panelled standards, late 17th-century. Glass : In 
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E. window, in cartouches of decorative scroll-work 
with plain panels bearing inscriptions below, small 
shields of the following arms with names and dates 
—first light, Luke Astry, 1680; William Coward, 
1689 ; Henry Long, 1690 ; Nicholas Martyn, 1691 ; 
Patrick Crawford, 1707; Sir James Montague, 
Solicitor General, 1708; Robert Eyre, 1709; in 
second light, William Guidott, 1682 ; John Green, 
1692; Edward Byde, 1693; Sir John Hawles, 
1694; Fleetwood Dormer, 1710; Charles Coxe, 
1711; Sir Robert Raymond, Solicitor General, 
1712; in third light, Thomas Jones, 1684; Sir 
‘Richard Holford, 1695; William Dobyns, 1696 ; 
James Wittewrong, 1697 ; John Hungerford, 1713 ; 
William Rogers, 1714; in centre light, modern 
shield within old cartouche ; within large cartouche, 
large shield with the arms of Lincoln’s Inn with 
cherub below, inscription and date, 1703; in fifth 
light, John Eldred, 1685; Edwin Griffin, 1698 ; 
Henry Penton, 1699; Eld. Lanc. Lee, 1700; in 
sixth light, Sir Thomas Powys, 1686; Robert 
Dormer, 1701; John Weddell, 1702; Sir James 
Butler, 1703; in seventh light, Sir Samuel Eyre, 
1687 ; Peter Warbuton, 1704 ; Henry Poley, 1705 ; 
Edmund Bridges, 1706. In N. wall, in each of 
the main lights of the second and third windows, 
is a figure of a prophet with canopy above and 
name below; figures stand on pedestals with 
shields-of-arms, Latin inscription and name, and 
are as follows—in second window, (a) St. Peter 
with keys ; a quartered shield of Henry Wriothes- 
ley, K.G., Earl of Southampton ; (0) St. Andrew 
with books and cross; a quartered shield (Plate 76) 
of William Herbert, K.G., 3rd Earl of Pembroke ; 
(c) St. James the Great with staff and book ; 
quartered shield of John Egerton, Ist Earl of 
Bridgewater, and date 1623; (d) St. John with 
chalice ; shield-of-arms of James Hay, Earl of 
Carlisle ; by apostle’s foot the artist’s cypher R.B. 
The shields are held by angels and surmounted by 
coronets ; in tracery, in six principal panels, angels 
holding medallions, four lower ones bearing crests ; 
four spandrels with cherubs playing musical in- 
struments; central spandrel, sun between two 
grotesque winged heads. In third window, (a) 
Zachariah, dated 16/24], below, arms of John 
Darcie; () Amos with shepherd’s crook and 
pouch, dated 16[2]4, below, arms of Sir Thomas 
Richardson ; (c) Ezekiel, robed as priest with 
mitre, etc., holding in left hand model of temple, 
below, arms of Sir Thomas Harrys (of Tong), Bart. ; 
(ad) Jeremiah, in robes and long mantle, in right 


hand a staff and in left an ewer, dated 1624; 


below, the arms of Sir Randal Crewe; in tracery 


above, six figures of kings, a crest of a griffon, 


a sun and strapwork ornament. The glass now 


in these two windows was inserted in 1921 and 


mainly modern, although such fragments of the 
iginal 17th-century glass as could be recovered

from the ruin caused by the air-raid of October, 
1915, and were usable, have been incorporated in 
the modern work. A considerable quantity of the 
old fragments so used were, before the air-raid, 
in the westernmost window on the S. side and 
they constitute the larger pieces among those 
fragments. In each of the main lights of the two 
middle windows in the S. wall is a figure of an 
apostle and a shield-of-arms similar to those in 
the N. windows and are as follows—in second 
window, (a) St. Philip with cross and book, below, 
quartered shield-of-arms of George Nevill, 5th Lord 
Abergavenny, impaling Stafford, for Lady Mary 
Stafford, his third wife, with date 1623; (6) St. 
Thomas with carpenter’s square and book, below, 
quartered shield of Francis Fane, Ist Earl of 
Westmorland, impaling Mildmay, for Mary Mild- 
may, his wife, with date 1626 ; by name of apostle, 
initials R.B. of artist R. Bernard ; (c) St. Bartho- 
lomew with knife; by apostle’s name, artist’s 
cypher R.B.; below, quartered shield (Plate 76) 
of Henry Neville, 6th Lord Abergavenny, impaling 
Manners, for Lady Frances Manners, his first wife, 
below, the date 1623 ; (d) St. Matthew with spear ; 
by name of saint, monogram probably representing 
R. Bernard Van Ling fecit ; below, shield-of-arms 
of Sir Thomas Fane impaling those of his wife 
Mary, Lady Le Despenser ; in six principal panels 
of tracery, angels, five with medallions bearing 
respective crests of the families with shields in 
bottom of window and one with a blank medallion ; 
in side spandrels, angels with musical instruments 
and in middle one IHS ; the shields in the bottom 
of the window are flanked by small figures repre- 
senting the Virtues. In third window—(a) St. 
James the Less with book and fuller’s club ; below, 
quartered shield of Robert, Ist Lord Spencer of 
Wormleighton with supporters; landscape back- 
ground ; (b) St. Simon with saw, background of 
chapel, hall and old buildings of Lincoln’s Inn; 
quartered shield of Sir Henry Compton ; (c) St. 
Jude with book, background of parts of London 
and Westminster from the river; the quartered 
shield-of-arms of Thomas Spencer of Claredon ; 
(d) St. Matthias with axe and book, landscape 
background with ruins of Oseney Abbey, at foot 
of figure, artist’s name “‘ Bernard Van Ling ’”’ ; 
quartered shield of John Spencer of Offly; in 
four principal panels of tracery, nude winged figures 
holding shields of the families mentioned; in 
spandrels, small figures playing musical instru- 
ments and, in two top lights, draped figures of 
angels. In the W. window is the following old 
glass, which, though protected from the weather 
has been left in the much damaged condition 
occasioned by the hostile air-raid of October, 1915. 
In the middle three lights, much damaged large 
achievement of royal arms of William and Mary ; 
in head of first light, shield with the name of 
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William Hackwell; in head of second light, shield 
with the name of Sir Peter Mutton ; in sixth light, 
broken shield and name of Thomas Thornton ; in 
seventh light, fragment only of shield and name of 
Richard Tayler ; in tracery above much of the old 
glass has completely gone, but fragments remain 
of the foliated designs and of the shields or names 
of the following: Thomas Spenser (complete), 
Anthony Irby, Thomas Wentworth (complete), 
Christopher Brooke (complete), William Ayloffe 
(complete), Hugh Pyne (complete), Jasper Salwyn 
(complete), Roland Wandesford, Robert Eyre, 
Nicholas Duckett(?), Edward Hadd, Hugh Cressie, 
Anthony Hevenden, Thomas Sanderson, Richard 
Digges, Giles Tooker, John Darcy (complete), 
John Briscoe, Thomas Woodward, William Noye 
(complete), and William Ravenscroft. Monu- 
ments and Floor-slabs : Monuments: In crypt, on 
N. wall—(1) to Mark Hilsby, 1693, stone tablet 
with inscribed Latin verse; (2) inscribed stone 
tablet with two lines of English and two of Latin 
verse and date 1692, both tablets taken from a 
window at back of No. 13 Old Square, destroyed 
in 1881. Floor-slabs: In crypt—(1) to enus 
Wynne, Sergeant-at-law, 16—; (2) to John Thurloe, 
Secretary of State to the Protector Oliver, 1667. 
Panelling : of oak, as dado to side walls of chapel 
extending as far as third window on each side, 
17th-century ; behind altar, early 18th-century. 
Plate : includes two cups, two flagons, and two 
patens, all of 1708. Pulpit: hexagonal, each side 
with an enriched and inlaid panel, enriched and 
moulded cornice and base mould, panelled stem ; 
stairs with carved brackets, turned and twisted 
balusters and moulded rail; carved, panelled and 
inlaid upright to sounding-board (against wall) ; 
sounding-board with cornice and inlaid soffit, all 
oak, early 18th-century. Royal Arms: See glass. 
Seating: (Plate 8). In chapel, pews, of oak, mainly 
original with carved and shaped heads to bench-ends 
and doors as follows : to both ends of ten eastern 
pews of middle block (except easternmost) ; to 
both ends of bench in front of middle block; to 
seven eastern pews of N. block; to eleven eastern 
pews of S. block; to all the quire-stalls and four 
stalls at W. end of modern screen. Below moulded 
pew-rails, panels of arabesque work. Tiles and 
Paving: paving to E. half of chapel, of black 
and white marble squares, set diagonally, 17th- 
century. Miscellanea: In crypt, part of recon- 
structed arch of wall-arcade, moulded and with 
dog-tooth ornament, moulded capitals to former 
side-shafts, 13th-century; moulded fragments 
of various dates. In case, in lobby of New 
Library, fragment of alabaster ‘table’ found 
under chapel. 


The Old Hall (Plate 77), is of one storey with 
cellars ; the E. and W. walls are entirely covered 
with plaster and painted, the N. wall is modern, 


the S. wall abuts on to the adjoining buildings ; 
the roof is covered with slates and has a modern 
Gothic lantern. 


Elevations.—The side walls are each of five bays ; 
the end bays in each case having a square pro- 
jecting ‘oriel’ and the intermediate bays are 
divided by massive buttresses of three stages ; 
there is a chamfered plinth and an embattled 
parapet, probably all modern. Adjoining the N. 
side of the S.W. projecting bay is a modern porch. 
The projecting bay-windows have each on the 
outward face four, and on the return faces two, 
cinquefoiled and transomed lights under square 
heads with moulded labels; the lights below the 
transoms are also cinquefoiled. The intermediate 
bays have each a window of three cinquefoiled 
lights under a four-centred head with hollow 
chamfered jambs and mullions, and a moulded 
label all much restored or modern. 


Interior (Plate 78)—The bay-windows have 
each a moulded four-centred arch springing from 
moulded corbels carved with angels holding blank 
shields. In the W. wall, immediately S. of the 
modern door from the porch, is the original 
doorway of which the S. half remains im situ; 
it has double-chamfered jambs and four-centred 
arch in a square head; the spandrels are cusped 
and have blank shields in the middle quatrefoil ; 
the N. jamb and part of the arch are reset at a 
lower level adjoining the S. jamb. 

The screen (Plate 78) is now set against the S. wall 
and is of early 17th-century date. A projecting 
Gothic gallery at the level of the main cornice is 
modern. The oak screen is of five bays divided 
by terminal pilasters standing on panelled pedestals 
and having male busts and strapwork ornament ; 
they support the main entablature, which has 
enriched straps over each pilaster; the two 
doorways occupy the second and fourth bays 
and have been entirely modernised; the end 
bays have each a large rectangular panel enclosing 
an oval rusticated one with enriched straps ; 
below is a single rectangular panel. The middle 
bay (Plate 79) has a similar panel at the base 
and above it is a richly ornamented panel with 
a perspective rusticated arch flanked by elaborately 
scrolled pilasters. The upper part of the screen is 
also of five bays divided by diminishing Ionic 
pilasters enriched with swags, etc., and standing 
on open arcaded pedestals ; the pilasters support 
a dentilled entablature with a strap above each 
pilaster. The middle and side bays have each an 
opening with diminishing pilasters to the jambs 
and flat shouldered arches with a curved pendant 
in the middle of each and carved spandrels; the 
second and fourth bays have each two openings — 
similarly treated with curved arches. The gallery- 
front below the openings has a series of rectangular 
panels enriched with scroll-work. Above the 
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entablature is a large panel enclosing a clock-face, 
flanked by Ionic pilasters and finished with 
Jacobean cresting and supporting consoles; this 
part is possibly a modern addition. 


The Basement under the hall is now divided into 
two by a cross wall; the main building has an 
elliptical vault of brick groined to the openings in 
each bay. All the openings are modern except one 
on the E. side, which has an original window of 
three lights with chamfered stone mullions and 
old iron uprights and saddle-bars. Under the S. 
bay of the hall is a segmental vault running E. 
and W. and there are other cellars running S. 
beyond it. 

The heraldic glass taken from the Old Hall and 
now fixed in the E. oriel window of the New Hall, 
consists of the achievements-of-arms, with names 
or inscription, of the following, each set within a 
coloured oval; in first light, Sir John Fortescue ; 
Sir Henry Hobart, Bt., 1613; Sir Wadham 
Wyndham; Sir Samuel Browne, 1673; Henry 
Powle, 1692, and the Rt. Hon. Robert Harley ; 
in second light, Sir Thomas More; Sir William 
Jones; Sir Harbottle Grimston; Sir Henry 
Bedingfield, 1686; Sir Giles Eyre, 1694, and 
Sir James Ley, Bart.; in third light, the Earl of 
Bedford, with supporters and motto (damaged in 
air-raid) ; Sir Henry Spelman; Sir Mathew Hale ; 

- Sir Thomas Jones ; Sir Samuel Eyre, 1694 ; Robert 
Dormer, 1705, and the Marquis of Halifax, 1685, 
with old inscription and later shield; in fourth 
light, the Earl of Derby, with supporters and motto 
(damaged in air-raid); Sir Robert Long, Bt. ; 
Sir Edward Atkyns, 1688; Sir Littleton Powys, 
1695 ; and Sir Robert Eyre, 1710; in fifth light, 
Sir Thomas Egerton; the Earl of Sussex, with 
supporters and motto (damaged in _air-raid) ; 
Sir Richard Raynsford, 1673 ; Sir Robert Wright, 
1688; Robert Price, 1702; and Sir James Mon- 
tague, 1714; in side light, Sir John Puckering, 
1593 ; Sir Peter Warburton ; Sir Edward Atkyns ; 
Sir Robert Atkins ; John Tillotson, Archbishop of 
Canterbury, 1694; Sir Thomas Powys; and 
Sir Christopher Wray. In lobby W. of the New 
Hall is a lead rain-water cistern (Plate 91) with 
elaborately ornamented panelled sides, the date 
/ 1675” and the initials ‘““N.W.A.’”’; and in the 
courtyard is another with the date “1703” 
_ and the initials ‘“‘ H.P.” on a cartouche. 
On the E. wall of the New Hall are hung seven 
_ framed canvas panels painted with the achieve- 
-ments-of-arms of the following, inscribed and 
dated “ Feb. 26th, 1671”: (a) Earl of Manchester ; 
Lord Henry Howard ; (c) James, Duke of York ; 
1) King Charles II; (e) Prince Rupert of the 
ne; (f) Lord Newport ; (g) Earl of Bath. 

The late 17th-century chambers in New Square 

31) are symmetrically designed and of four 

7s with basements. The walls are of brick. 


The roofs are covered with slates or tiles. The top 
storey is a later addition and other additions have 
been built along the back of the S. range. Slightly 
projecting brick bands mark the levels of the first 
and second floors, but these have in places been 
cut back. The windows have square heads with 
flat brick arches, but the sashes, with few excep- 
tions, are all 18th-century or modern. The door- 
ways have moulded architraves with entablatures 
surmounted by broken curved pediments sup- 
ported by curved console-brackets ; within the 
pediments are pedestals with balls, but many of 
the latter have been broken off. Under one of the 
first-floor windows of No. 11 is a rectangular 
boundary-stone panel with fruit swags carved at 
either side and a Latin inscription in the middle 
surmounted by a lion carved in low relief and the 
initials H.L. and date 1691 (Plate 83). Below 
the fourth window to the N. of this is a smaller 
boundary-stone of St. Clement Danes with the 
initials S.C., an anchor, and the date 1693. At 
the E. end of the S. range is an archway (Plate 82) 
opening into Carey Street. It was altered in the 
19th century, when the side footways were con- 
verted into shops; it is covered on both sides 
with painted cement. The arch towards the 
square is semi-elliptical and of two orders, the 
inner plain, the outer with an eared architrave 
and grotesque keystone; above the ears to the 
architrave are carved brackets supporting a broken 
curved pediment. The side openings are rusticated 
and are surmounted by scrolls rising to the main 
archway. Between the windows above are two 
cement panels with moulded cornices and curved 
pediments ; the face of each panel is ornamented 
with scroll-brackets, leaf, fruit and flower enrich- 
ments with a shield in the middle, the one charged 
with the arms of Henry de Lacy, Earl of Lincoln, 
the other with those of Serle; below the panels 
are shaped aprons with the initials and date W.T.D., 
1697. The passage between the square and 
Carey Street has a semi-elliptical groined barrel- 
vault of plaster divided into four bays by plain 
ribs; it is possibly modern. The archway to 
Carey Street is semi-elliptical and of two orders, 
the inner plain and slightly wider than the opening 
below, which has small brackets, the outer rusti- 
cated and with grotesque keystone and moulded 
and enriched imposts. Flanking the arch are 
panelled Doric pilasters with console-shaped tri- 
glyphs to the entablatures supporting a con- 
tinuous cornice and a broken voluted pediment. 
The archway to the former E. footway has a 
segmental head with a rectangular panel above, 
but on the W. side it is covered by later additions. 
On the N. end of the W. range is a stone tablet 
(Plate 83) between the first-floor windows ; it bears 
an inscription recording the completion of ‘ this 
terrace wall’’ in 1694, and has carved swags and 
moulded sill. ° 
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Interior—The entrance-hall to each block of 
chambers had a semicircular archway with moulded 
archivolt and key-blocks, responds with moulded 
caps and bases and panelled spandrels. The stair- 
cases, where original, rise in two flights to each 
floor and have panelled dados, moulded strings and 
handrails and turned balusters. On each landing 
solid panelled doors hung on heavy strap-hinges 
open into the chambers on either side. Most of the 
chambers retain their original staircases, which 
stop at the second floor, but some of the dados 
have been removed as has also much of the interior 
panelling and in some cases the archway in the 
entrance-hall. 


Condition—Good. 


(6) Gray’s Inn, hall, chapel, gatehouses and 
offices on the W. side of Gray’s Inn Road. 
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The Society appears to have first settled on the 
present site, in the 14th century. The earliest 
existing building is probably the Chapel, which has— 
early 16th-century windows, but the walls of which 
may be even older. The Hall was ‘ re-edified ’ in 
1556-60 at a cost of £863 10s. 8d., but apparently 
incorporates earlier work, including two doorways. 
The chapel was enlarged in 1624 and largely rebuilt 
in 1698-99. The Gatehouse to Holborn was built 
originally in 1593, but the existing structure seems 
to be of late 17th-century date and was covered 
with stucco in 1867. During the last quarter of 
the 17th century most of the Chambers were 
rebuilt, those on parts of the N. and W. sides of 
Coney and Chapel Courts (now Gray’s Inn Square) 
in 1676, and the rest of the square after two fires 
in. 1679-80 and 1683-84. The chambers on the 
W. side of Holborn Court (now South Square) were

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| rebuilt in 1685, and the chambers opposite are of 

“ about the same date. The Gatehouse to Gray’s 

"y Inn Road was built in 1688, and Gray’s Inn Place 

was begun in 1695, though apparently not com- 
pleted until 1714. 

The hall, with its screen and roof, is a fine 
example of early Elizabethan work and contains 
a good collection of 16th and 17th-century heraldic 
glass. 

The Hall (69 ft. by 35 ft.) is of red brick with 
stone dressings, and stands upon an undercroft. 
The N. and S. elevations (Plate 84) are generally 
similar ; they have a late 17th-century modillioned 
eaves-cornice and are divided into bays by but- 

tresses of two stages with tabled offsets. The 

easternmost bay on theN. side has a much restored 

bay-window with four lights on the N. face and 

two on each of the canted sides ; all have cinque- 
_ foiled heads, moulded mullions and a transom with 
- three-centred heads to the lights below. The re- 
maining bays on this side and each bay on the 
3 have a restored window of three transomed lights 
square head with a moulded label; all the 
é Tights have four-centred heads. Below the north- 
west window, projects a modern porch. The inner 
doorway is of the first half of the 16th century 
: and has stop-moulded jambs and four-centred arch 
in a square head; the spandrels are carved with 
conventional foliage and a shield with the arms 
Charles Brandon, Ist Duke of Suffolk, in a 


ilar, but has no carving in the spandrels ;

‘ter. The corresponding doorway in the S. wall 


porch, above the door of which is a 17th-century 


panel carved with the griffin. The undercroft is 
lit on the N. side by a window of four four-centred 
lights in the projecting bay ; further W. is a single- 
light window with moulded jambs and four-centred 
head and a two-light window, probably original, 
but with the mouldings cut away; the other 
openings in this and the S. wall are either modern 
or completely restored externally. 

The E. and W. ends of the hall have each a 
crow-stepped gable of brick and a large window 
of five pointed lights with two transoms and a 
four-centred head; below each transom the lights 
have three-centred heads; below the W. window 
is a modern doorway above which is a four-centred 
relieving arch, probably original. 

Interior (Plate 86)——The Hall has an oak roof 
(Plate 85) of six bays, the trusses are of hammer- 
beam form, each truss having moulded principals, 
hammer-beams, posts, wall-posts, collars, and 
curved braces below the hammer-beams and 
collars. The mouldings of the hammer-beams 
are in the form of a cornice and are continued 
along the wall-plates; under the posts they 
form a diagonal projection and the _ posts 

terminate below with an enriched pendant finished 
with a double cornice all set diagonally. The 
purlins also are moulded, together with the 
hexagonal framing round the louvre ; the spandrels 
below the hammer-beams have Gothic traceried 
heads, but the other spandrels are divided up by 
simple moulded mullions. The wall-posts stand on 
moulded stone corbels. The lantern of the louvre 
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is of Gothic form with buttresses and pinnacles at 
the angles and two lights in each face ; the external 
decoration is probably of 18th-century date and 
the lantern is finished with a lead-covered cupola. 
The walls of the hall have a panelled wainscotting 
to the lower parts, two panels in height and finished 
with a cornice. This panelling was put up in 1706. 
The oak screen (Plate 87) at the W. end of the hall is 
of late 16th-century date and of five bays divided by 
Greek Ionic columns with enriched shafts support- 
ing a continuous entablature, the frieze of which 
is richly ornamented with strapwork and large jewel 
ornaments; each bay has a round arch with an 
enriched and scrolled key-block and spandrels 
carved with reclining female figures holding palms 
and wreaths; two of the arches are pierced for 
doors, and have glazed tympana and panelled doors 
of two folds with a double border of strapwork 
ornament in the panels; the other bays have 
panelling similar to the doors and the tympana 
are filled with radiating flutings rising from a half 
rosette at the bottom. Above the main entabla- 
ture is a second frieze and cornice, the former 
enriched with strapwork and masks; above each 
column is a scrolled corbel with acanthus-ornament, 
supporting an enriched terminal figure with male 
and female busts alternately and supporting the 
moulded and enriched rail of the gallery-front. 
Between the terminal figures each bay has a 
separate architectural composition consisting of a 
fluted and enriched plinth, scrolls, double cornice 
and scrolled pediment.

The Chapel (554 ft. by 25 ft.) has no ancient 
features externally. In the E. wall is a modern 
window. In the N. wall are three modern or 
entirely restored windows and a doorway, also 
modern. In the S. wall (Plate 34) are two early 
16th-century windows each of three four-centred 
lights in a four-centred head ; they are now blocked 
on the outside face of the wall; further E. is a 
modern recess and doorway.

Gray’s Inn Square, (Plate 90) formerly Coney 
Court and Chapel Court, was rebuilt between 
1676 and 1688, the former range dividing the 
area into two courts being removed. The build- 
ings surround three sides, the E., N. and W., 
of the square and are of four storeys with 
cellars ; the walls are of brick and the roofs are 
tiled. The three ranges are generally of uniform 
design with brick bands between the storeys and 
a modillioned eaves-cornice of wood. The door- 
ways (Plate 99) opening into the square are also 
uniform and have moulded architraves, pulvi- 
nated frieze and cornice supported on scrolled 
brackets and surmounted by a broken segmental 
_ pediment and a ball. The windows generally have 

flush frames and double-hung sashes, mostly re- 
- newed; some of the basement windows have two- 

light windows with solid frames. Part of the wall 
of No. 4 was damaged by a bomb in the war 
14-18) and has been repaired. In the E. range 
the Gatehouse from Gray’s Inn Road. Exter- 
nally it forms a slight projection from the range and 


has rusticated stone quoins and stone bands ; the 
ground-storey is faced with rusticated masonry and 
the gateway has a flat arch with a griffin carved on 
the key-stone ; the heavy doors are of two folds 
with bolection-moulded panels and a wicket in 
the S. fold of the door. Towards the square the 
gatehouse is similarly treated; on this side there 
is an enriched pediment above the main cornice 
of the building and the key-stone of the arch is 
carved with a pegasus. 


Interior—No. 1 on the W. side of the square 
has an original dog-legged staircase with close 
strings, turned balusters and square newels and 
original panelling in several rooms. A fireplace 
on the first floor has a moulded surround and 
carved overmantel; a second fireplace has an 
original moulded surround and on the second floor 
is an archway with carved spandrels. 

No. 2 has a staircase similar to No. 1. In the 
N. front is a round arch with spandrels carved with 
foliage and flowers. Several rooms have original 
panelling and a fireplace on the ground-floor has 
a moulded surround. 

No. 3 has a staircase, similar to No. 2, but with 
different mouldings and turned pendants to the 
newels. Several rooms have original panelling, 
and there are some original panelled doors, some 
with strap-hinges. 

No. 4 has a staircase and doors similar to No. 3, 
a doorway on the ground-floor has a moulded 
architrave, and a fireplace on the first floor has a 
carved and moulded surround. 


No. 5 has a staircase of the well-type but other- 
wise similar to that in No.1. The passage through 
the house to the gardens behind has a square- 
headed archway with egg-and-tongue ornament 
and a fan-light over enclosed in a semicircular arch 
springing from panelled pilasters. Two doorways 
are flanked by panelled pilasters and have round 
panelled heads, spandrels carved with foliage 
and an acanthus key-block. Most of the rooms 
have original cornices and one on the S. has a 
raised panel over the fireplace. A room on the 
first floor has original panelling and an enriched 
cornice; the fireplace has a carved surround, 
panelled pilasters, carved frieze with a woman’s 
head in the middle, and a carved overmantel 
with swags of fruit and flowers and a painted 
landscape with ruins in the panel; flanking the 
fireplace are cupboards with egg-and-tongue en- 
richment to the architrave, carved frieze and 
dentilled cornice and pediment. In the adjoining 
room is another fireplace having a somewhat similar 
overmantel also with a painted landscape with 
ruins in the panel but finished with a broken 
pediment, in the middle of which is a basket of 
flowers; the cornice is similar to that in the other 
room, and the doors of both have overdoors with 
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pediments. On the second floor are some old 
panelled doors, some original panelling and a fire- 
place with a moulded surround. 


No. 6 has a staircase similar to that in No. 1 
and some doors similar to those in No. 3. Some 
rooms have original panelling. On the ground-floor 
one room has an original moulded wood surround 
to the fireplace with egg-and-tongue enrichment ; 
another room has a fireplace witha marble surround. 
On the first floor a room at the back has two 
doorways with original architraves and a large 
fireplace with carved mantelshelf and overmantel 
carved with swags of fruit and flowers ; a corner 
fireplace has a moulded surround and shelf and a 
raised panel above. On the second floor a corner 
fireplace has a mantelshelf carved with acanthus 
foliage. 

No. 7 has a staircase similar to No. 1. Some of 
the rooms have original panelling and a fireplace 
on the ground-floor has a moulded surround with 
egg-and-tongue enrichment and a raised panel 
above. 

No. 8 has a staircase similar to No. 1. Some 
of the rooms have original panelling. On the 
ground-floor one fireplace has an original moulded 
surround with egg-and-tongue ornament and a 
carved frieze ; another fireplace has a raised panel 
above. 

No. 9 has a staircase similar to No. 2 but with 
turned pendants to the newels. Some of the 
rooms have original panelling. On the ground- 
floor the fireplace of the front room has a moulded 
surround with egg-and-tongue enrichment, moulded 
mantelshelf, fluted frieze and overmantel with 
cornice and side pilasters; the fireplace in the 
back room has a moulded surround. On the first 
floor, the back room has a large enriched panel 
above the fireplace; on each side is an old cup- 
board. On the second floor, two fireplaces have 
original surrounds, one with a raised panel above ; 
another fireplace has a carved mantelshelf and 
frieze, with acanthus bracket and a raised panel 
above. 


No. 10 has a staircase similar to that in No. 7. 
Several of the rooms have original panelled doors 
and doorways with architraves. Three fireplaces 
have original surrounds, two of these with a 
mantelshelf in addition and one with a raised 
panel above. 


No. 11 has a staircase similar to that in No. 10. 
Several of the rooms have original panelled doors 
and one is lined with original panelling. A fire- 
place on the ground-floor has a moulded surround. 


No. 12 has a staircase similar to that in No. 11, 
several original panelled doors and some original 
panelling. On the first floor is a fireplace with 
carved surround. On the second floor is a round 
archway with panelled pilasters and a panelled 
key-block. 


No. 13 has a staircase similar to that in No. 12, 
several original panelled doors and some original 
panelling. Three fireplaces have moulded or 
enriched surrounds; one has a carved frieze and 
raised panel above. On the second floor are two 
round archways, now blocked, with panelled 
pilasters and soffits and key-blocks. 

The gateway has on the S. side some original 
panelling and one old sash-window. 

No. 14 has a staircase similar to No. 13. The 
room on the ground-floor is said to have been the 
library and has a doorway with an elliptical arch 
between the two rooms. On the first floor are 
two round-headed archways, and two fireplaces 
with enriched surrounds and mantelshelves. 
Several of the rooms have original panelling and 
there are two old cupboards. 


South Square (Plate 88) has elevations on the 
E. and W. sides generally similar to those of Gray’s 
Inn Square, but the block on the E. side has lost 
its eaves-cornice. On the W. side, the southern 
block returns round the S. side of the square and 
retains its eaves-cornice. The next block to the 
N. is lower and has a plain parapet, while the block 
in the N.W. corner (No. 4 Field Court) is the 
same height as the middle block but retains its 
eaves-cornice. The doorways are generally similar 
to those in Gray’s Inn Square, but that of No. 4 
Field Court has a segmental pediment and hood, 
supported on carved brackets. In the N. wallof the 
kitchen under the modern building on the N. side of 
the square is a stone inscribed “‘ T.H.C.S. 1708.” 


Interior—No. 5 South Square has an original 
dog-legged staircase, with close strings, turned 
balusters and moulded rails. There are two 
original folding doors. 

No. 6 has a staircase similar to No. 5 and several 
original panelled doors and some of the rooms have 
original panelling. A fireplace on the second floor 
has a moulded surround with egg-and-tongue 
enrichment and in the passage is a round arch 
with panelled pilasters and a key-block. 

No. 7 has a staircase similar to No. 5 and some 
original doors and panelling. Two fireplaces have 
moulded surrounds, one with egg-and-tongue 
enrichment. 

No. 11 has a dog-legged staircase with close 
strings, turned or twisted balusters, and square 
newels with moulded pendants. Three rooms on 
the second floor have early 17th-century panelling 
refixed, and there is a panelled door of about the 
same date. In one room is a mid 17th-century 
moulded mantelshelf with a panelled overmantel 
flanked by pilasters and finished with a cornice 
having egg-and-tongue enrichment. 


No. 12 has some original panelling. A room on 


the third floor has a fireplace with a moulded | 


surround, carved mantelshelf and a raised panel 
above with bay-leaf enrichment and pendants on

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each side ; on either side of the fireplace is a carved 
over-door (Plate 89). On the S. side of the same 
room is an elliptical arch with carved spandrels. 
The ceiling has cased beams, panelled on the soffit. 

No. 13 has a staircase similar to No. 11 but 
with turned balusters. Some of the rooms have 
original panelling and doors and there are three 
fireplaces with moulded surrounds. 

No, 14 has a staircase similar to No. 13. Most 
of the rooms have original panelling, cornices and 
doors and there are several fireplaces with moulded 
surrounds, two with egg-and-tongue enrichment. 

No. 4 Field Court. The front room has original 
panelling (Plate 89), enriched cornice, two doors 
and a fire-place with a heavy moulded surround. 


The Gatehouse to Holborn is of four storeys 
with attics; the walls are covered with plaster 
and painted; the roofs are covered with slates 
and lead. The S. front has a ground-storey of 
rusticated masonry, with a flat elliptical arch in 
the middle and a footway on the W. with a round 
arch. The three upper storeys are divided by 
cornices, and have a wide bay-window of rectangular 
form, flanked by round-headed niches; all the 
details are apparently modern. The N. front has 

\been refaced in brick, about the middle of the 
18th century. 


Gray’s Inn Place. Nos. 1 and 2 were built 


- early in the 18th century and are of two storeys 


with attics and cellars; the walls are of plastered 
brick and the roofs are slate-covered. The entrance 
to No. 2 has a hood and pediment supported on 
two Ionic columns. Inside No. 1 is some original 
panelling and the N. room on the ground-floor has 
an elliptical archway. 

Nos. 7 and 8 were built c. 1697 and are of three 
storeys with attics and cellars; the walls are of 
brick and the roofs are tiled. The storeys are 
divided by plain brick bands, and between the 
two parts of No. 8 is a modern or recut stone 
inscribed “‘Gray’s Inn 1697”. The doorway 
(Plate 99) of No. 7 is original and has a moulded 
hood supported on carved brackets. Inside the 
buildings is some original panelling. No. 7 has an 
original staircase from the first floor upwards, with 
close string and twisted balusters. Gatehouse 
(part of No. 8) has an original doorway and a 
fireplace with an original moulded surround and 
a raised panel above. Warwick House (also part 
of No. 8) has some original ceiling-beams in the 


cellars, one of them being moulded. The staircase 


to the cellars and top floor is original and similar 
to that in No. 7. 
~ Nos. 10 and 11 were built late in the 17th century 


carved surround. The staircase to the cellar and 
the top floor is original and similar to that in No. 7. 
No. 11 has also an original staircase of similar 
detail and of dog-legged type. 


The Garden to the W. of Gray’s Inn Square has 
a lead cistern (Plate 91) with elaborate panels 
having raised mouldings, various devices and the 


Gafeendiitals 1702 RE. 
Condition—Good. 


(7). STAPLE INN, hall and chambers, stands on 
the S. side of Holborn, just without Holborn Bars. 
It became an Inn of Chancery early in the 15th 
century. The Hall was built in 1581 by Richard 
Champion, principal of the Inn, and in 1586 
another principal, Vincent Engham, rebuilt the 
western part of the Holborn front ; the remainder 
of this front no doubt followed in due course. The 
E. and W. ranges of the courtyard were built or 
rebuilt in the 18th century. The buildings have 
been carefully restored late in the 19th century. 

The hall is remarkable for its handsome roof and 
screen and the Holborn front as a survival of an 
important timber-framed building of the Age of 
Elizabeth. 

The block facing Holborn (Plate 92) is of three 
storeys with attics, timber-framed in front, but 
mostly faced with 18th-century brick at the back. 
The N. front is of seven bays of building of which 
the two westernmost are set slightly in advance of 
the rest ; all are finished with gables and the upper 
floors, including the attic, project ; the fairly close- 
set timber-framing is exposed throughout, but has 
been partly restored. The ground-floor is occupied 
by modern shops except the third bay from the E., 
which has a wide gateway (Plate 96) of stone, 
leading into the courtyard; the gateway is flanked 
by much-weathered diminishing pilasters and has 
moulded imposts and round arch with reeded 
ornament, panelled soffit and pendant key-block ; 
the doors are of two folds with moulded rails, 
muntin and frame forming rectangular panels ; the 
western leaf has a large wicket. Above the arch 
are semi-octagonal bay-windows to the first and 
second floors and the rest of the front has numerous 
smaller bay-windows of square projection ; most, 
if not all, of these bay-windows represent 
ancient features, but the detail work is largely 
modern as are the cornices masking the ‘ over- 
hangs’ and the barge and base-boards to the 
gables. 

The S. elevation of the same block (Plate 97) is 
mainly of the 18th century, but the timber gables 
rise above the later parapet, and near the E. end 
and at the W. end are projecting bays, also of 
timber-framing covered with rough cast. 

Inside the building, some original panelling 
remains in the upper rooms. 
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The Aalt (473 ft. by 28 ft.) on the S. side of the 
courtyard is of four bays with the ‘ screens’ at the 
W. end, and an‘ oriel’ projecting on the N. side. 
The walls are of brick with some stone dressings, 
and the roofs are covered with slates. On the N. 
side the semi-octagonal ‘ oriel’ has four lights on 
the N. and one on each return side, all with three 
transoms and square heads; E. of the ‘ oriel’ is 


a lead rainwater-head dated 1655; further W. is 
a square-headed window of four lights with one 
transom; the doorway to the ‘screens’ is of 
18th-century pseudo-Gothic character. The S. side 
(Plate 93) has original buttresses, each with three 
offsets ; the four bays have each a square-headed 
window of three transomed lights, but that in the 
easternmost bay is set much lower in the wall; 
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the doorway to the ‘ screens’ is of pseudo-Gothic 
character and is dated 1753. Over the second 
bay of the roof rises the square louvre or lantern ; 
it is of two low stages, the lower with four small 
transomed lights on the N. and S., and the upper 
with four untransomed lights in each face; both 
stages are finished with cornices and the lantern 
has an ogee lead cupola and a wrought-iron weather- 
vane. Near the W. end of the roof is a small 18th- 
century cupola containing a bell. 

Interior (Plates 94, 95)—The roof is of four bays 
with five hammer-beam trusses ; the timbers are all 
moulded, and the hammer-beams have curved 
braces and wall-posts springing from moulded 
brackets; the main uprights have carved and 
moulded pendants and from bracket-trusses on the 
uprights spring curved braces to the collar-beams 
and purlins, all with moulded and carved pendants 
at the apex of the arch; on the collars and 
hammer-beams stand curious posts or pinnacles 
of no structural use, with bands of ornament 
divided by pierced lozenges; the truss over the 
‘oriel’ springs from a richly carved pendant with 
a shield of the arms of Richard Champion, and on 
the W. side is a device with the initials 1581 R.C. ; 
the truss at the W. end has panels on the wall- 
posts, one with a shield-of-arms a fesse between 
three rings and the date 1581 and the other with a 

_ shaped shield bearing the initials I.E. inlaid in 
black composition. The screen (Plate 96) at the 
W. end of the hall is of five bays divided by square 
fluted Ionic pilasters supporting a carved and 
enriched frieze ; the three middle bays have door- 
ways with segmental arches enriched with egg-and- 
tongue ornament, carved voluted key-blocks and 
medallions with lions’ heads in the spandrels ; the 
side bays are panelled; above the frieze is a 
panelled gallery-front with a cornice or capping. 
In the N. window are four quartered shields-of- 
arms with strapwork or mantling—(a) of Charles 
Bagehot ; (5) Champion; (c) Thomas Trayle ; (d) 

Nicholas Brokus, principal, all 16th-century. In

Lincotn’s Inn Fretps, W. side :— 


(8). Powis or NewcasTLeE House, (Plate 98) 
Nos. 66 and 67, northernmost house at corner 
of Great Queen Street, is of three storeys with 
attics and half basement. The walls are of 
brick with some stone dressings and the roofs are 
covered with slates. The present house was built 
from the design of Captain William Winde, on the 
site of an earlier house, which was destroyed by 
fire in 1684 ; it, however, remained unfinished until 
1694, when it was completed by Sir Christopher 
Wren. The front block was rectangular on plan 
with two wings projecting westward from either 
end; various internal alterations were made in 
the 18th century and in 1771 it was divided into 
two residences and remained so until reunited in 
1906 ; the original N.W. wing has been demolished 
and rebuilt. The E. elevation is in seven bays, 
with the three middle bays slightly projecting ; the 
lowest storey is painted, there are painted stone 
bands at the floor-levels and at the angles rusticated 
quoins ; the walls were originally finished with an 
enriched eaves-cornice with a pediment over the 
three middle bays, but this has been removed and 
replaced by a low brick parapet ; all the windows 
have flat gauged brick arches except the middle 
windows on the first and second floors, which have 
moulded stone architraves with flat surrounds, and 
the lower has scrolled consoles supporting a 
moulded cornice; the doorway and the double 
flight of steps leading up to it were both altered 
in the 18th century; the northernmost bay is 
built over the footway on the S. side of Great 
Queen Street and is carried on a semi-elliptical 
arch in the basement wall with plain imposts and 
keystone. The N. elevation to Great Queen Street 
is in five bays and has rusticated quoins, projecting 
brick bands at the floor-levels, and plain parapets 
all similar to the E. elevation, but only the E. 
quoins are painted; the wall, which is built 
over the footway, is pierced by an arcade of 
five semi-elliptical arches with plain imposts and 
keystones and rectangular piers ; the windows are 
all similar to those on the E. front, but the eastern- 
most on the ground-floor and the two easternmost 
on the first floor are blocked. In the W. wall of 
the main block, facing an internal area, are the 
remains of an original three-light window, now 
partly blocked by an inserted window of mid 
18th-century date ; it is of stone, and two Corinthian 
pilasters, with parts of the entablature and moulded 
archivolt of the middle light remain. Inside the 
building no features earlier than the middle of the 
18th century remain except perhaps a carved 
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marble chimney-piece on the second floor; it is 
surrounded by an architrave carved with a key- 
pattern enrichment and flanked by long scroll 
brackets and surmounted by an enriched pulvi- 
nated frieze with a projecting panel in the middle 
and enriched cornice. 


Condition—Good. 


(9). LinpsEy House, (Plate 98) Nos. 59 and 60, 
60 yards S. of (8), is of three storeys with attics 
and basement. The walls are of brick and stone 
with portions of the cornice of wood and the whole 
front is covered with plaster; the roofs are 
covered with slates. It was built c. 1640 and the 
design is generally attributed to Inigo Jones, 
though there is no direct evidence for this. The 
house was divided into two in 1751-52, when the 
interior was much altered. The E. front is sym- 
metrical and in five bays; the walls up to the 
first-floor level are rusticated and the lower 
windows have flat rusticated heads ; a projecting 
string-course marks the first-floor level, above which 
the bays are divided by six Ionic pilasters which 
stand on pedestals and support a continuous 
entablature with pulvinated frieze and modillioned 
cornice surmounted by an open balustrade with 
moulded plinth and capping and turned balusters 
with pedestals over each pilaster ; the windows to 
the first floor have eared architraves and are 
surmounted by entablatures with pediments ; the 
middle window is of different design, the archi- 
traves not being eared but flanked at the head by 
scrolled consoles which support a moulded cornice 
and curved broken pediment terminating in scrolls 
with a panelled tablet and fruit swag in the 
tympanum ; the windows to the second floor are 
square-headed with moulded architraves; in the 
head of the middle window is a projecting panel. 
All the internal features of interest are of mid 
18th-century date except one room on the ground- 
floor of No. 59, which is lined with bolection- 
moulded panelling and has a fireplace with a 
moulded marble surround. Flanking the forecourt 
are two fine gate piers; they are of rusticated 
brick with moulded stone bases and enriched stone 
capping surmounted by octagonal stone vases with 
carved acanthus-leaf and egg enrichment and tall 
finials with ball terminals. 


Condition—Good. 


(10). House, No. 99, Great Russell Street, on 
N. side of the road, 90 yards E. of Caroline Street, 
is of four storeys and a basement; the walls are 
of brick and the roofs are tiled. It was built in 
the latter part of the 17th century and is half 
H-shaped on plan with the main block on the S. 
and two small wings projecting towards the N. 
The front has been altered, and various alterations 
have been made inside the building, but much of 


the original panelling remains. The front elevation 
has no old features. The back elevation is original 
and has projecting bands of rubbed brick, moulded 
on the undersides, at the floor-levels ; the windows 
have flat arches and quoins of rubbed brick, but 
the frames and sashes appear to be of 18th-century 
date. Inside the building, on the ground-floor, one 
large room occupies the whole of the back half 
of the main block ; it is lined from floor to ceiling 
with bolection-moulded panelling in two lengths, 
with moulded dado-rail and cornice, and has a boldly 
moulded architrave to the door from the hall and 
a moulded surround to the fireplace. On the first 
floor, the room immediately above is similarly 
panelled and has an enriched cornice ; the fireplace 
has a bolection-moulded surround and on one side 
is a cupboard with semicircular head and moulded 
architrave. Many of the rooms have moulded 
cornices and the rooms on the second floor are lined 
with plain panelling in two heights divided by 
moulded dado-rails. The main staircase has 
moulded strings and handrail, square newels and 
twisted balusters. The staircase in the entrance- 
hall, which rises from the ground to first floor only 
is similar in character but of slightly varied detail ; 
the opening to the landing on the first floor has a 
semicircular head with moulded archivolt, key- 
block and moulded caps to the imposts ; the ceiling 
(Plate 103) is painted with figures of Bacchus, Venus 
and Cupid, surrounded by. architectural details in 
perspective, probably of 18th-century date. 


Condition—Good. 


(11). House, Nos. 100 to 102, Great Russell 
Street, now two houses, on N. side of road, W. of 
(10), is of four storeys and basement. It was 
built in the latter half of the 17th century and 
was formerly known as Thanet House. Probably 
the shell of the original house remains, but the 
interior has been practically entirely rebuilt. The 
front wall, which is of brick, has been raised one 
storey and covered with plaster, but the lower 
window-openings are probably original. 

Condition—Good, much altered. 


(12). Houses, Nos. 4 to 10, excluding No. 8, 
on the S.E. side of Denmark Street, are of three 
storeys with basements and attics. The walls 
are of brick and the roofs are tiled. They were 
built towards the end of the 17th century 
but have been considerably altered at later dates. 
An additional storey has been added to No. 4, 
and No. 5 has been entirely rebuilt, with the ex- 
ception of the front wall, which has been heightened 
and has a modern shop-front inserted on the 
ground-floor. The houses have projecting stone 
bands at the first and second-floor levels and square- 


-headed windows with flat rubbed brick arches 


with plain key-stones. No. 4 has an original 
doorway with moulded architraves with a lion’s 
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mask in the middle of the square head and panelled 
pilasters at the sides with scrolled console-brackets 
supporting a moulded cornice; No. 7 has an 
original doorway with moulded architrave and 
an enriched panel in the middle of the head and 
flanking pilasters with console-brackets supporting 
a cornice with enriched bedmould and pediment. 
Inside the buildings some of the rooms, entrances 
and staircases are lined with panelling, and some 
of the old dado-rails, architraves and cornices 
remain. The staircase in No. 4 has one original 
flight from the ground-floor to the basement, 
with a moulded string and handrail, heavy turned 
balusters and square newel-posts, the bottom one 
of which retains part of a ball-finial and has panels 
on the sides carved with low-relief ornament. 
Most of the other houses have staircases of slightly 
later date with moulded strings and handrails 
and turned and twisted balusters. 


Condition—Fair. 


(13). House, No. 21, Little St. Andrew Street, 
on E. side of road, 45 yards N. of St. Martin’s 
Lane, is of three storeys with attics and basement ; 
the walls are of brick and the roofs are tiled. It 
was built c. 1700 but has been much altered, and 
a modern shop-front replaces the original wall on 
the ground-floor. The front has projecting brick 
bands at the floor-levels and the windows have 
flat rubbed brick arches; the southernmost on 
the two upper floors are blocked. 


— Condition—Fair. 


(14). OLD GLOUCESTER STREET, terraces of 

houses, Nos. 7 to 33 on the E., and Nos. 33 to 50 

r on W. sides of the street running N.N.W. from 
Theobald’s Road to Queen’s Square, are generally 

| of three storeys with attics and basements. The 
“ walls are of brick and the roofs are covered with 
tiles and slates. The street appears to have been 
designed as a whole and built early in the 18th 
century. On the E. side many of the houses have 
been refronted, and No. 10 has been rebuilt, and 
on the W. side, No. 46 has been refronted and 
the attics to Nos. 40, 44 and 45 have been rebuilt. 
The elevations to the street have projecting bands 
of brick between the storeys and square-headed 
windows with rubbed brick jambs and arches. A 

- wooden modillioned cornice originally ran along 
at the eaves-level, but this is only retained on 
Nos. 22 and 23, the front wall to the remaining 
houses having been carried up in a later brick 
parapet. Some of the houses have their original 
 flush-frames, but many of these have been renewed, 
and Nos. 7, 22 and 23 on the E. side, and Nos. 33, 
41, 48, 49, and 50 have their original hipped 
-dormer-windows lighting the attics. Several of 
old doorways remain and have slightly pro- 
ng hoods carried on carved consoles, and 
13 and 14, although refronted, have their 


-resting on carved and shaped brackets. 


original doorways flanked by rusticated Ionic 
pilasters supporting an entablature with modillioned 
cornice and keystones carved with lions’ heads. 
Inside the buildings many of the entrance-passages 
are lined with plain panelling with moulded cornices ; 
across some of the passages are round-headed 
archways with moulded archivolts, plain key- 
blocks and panelled pilasters with moulded caps. 
The majority of the houses have original staircases 
with moulded strings and handrails and twisted 
balusters. 


Condition—Fairly good. 


(15). DEVONSHIRE STREET, terraces of houses on 
both sides of the street, were built c. 1700. They 
are generally of three storeys with cellars and 
attics. The houses have been much altered and 
some of them refaced; No. 35 has a modillioned 
cornice and pediment. Many of the houses retain 
the original hoods to the doorways, resting on 
carved brackets; No. 14 has an enriched door- 
frame and above the doors of Nos. 4 and 15 are 
panels with carved foliage. Inside, the buildings 
mostly have panelled entrance-halls and original 
staircases with twisted balusters, close strings and 
square newels. 


Condition—Fairly good. 


(16). House at the E. end of Ormond Yard, is 
of two storeys with attics; the walls are of brick 
and the roofs are covered with slates. It was 
built in the 17th century but has been very 
much altered. Some of the original brickwork is 
visible on the E. side. The front to the yard has 
an 18th-century gallery at the first-floor level. 
Inside the building are some original ceiling- 
beams. 


Condition—Fairly good. 


(17). GREAT ORMOND STREET was laid out and, 
at any rate partly, built in the early years of the 
18th century. The surviving houses of this period 
include Nos. 40, 42 and 44 on the N. side, and Nos. 
31 to 45 and 53 to 59 on the S. side. They are all 
of three storeys with attics and cellars; the walls 
are of brick and the roofs are covered with tiles 
and slates. 

The Houses, Nos. 40, 42 and 44 (Plate 66), 
about 150 yards E. of Queen’s Square, have 
red brick dressings to the windows, band-courses 
between the storeys and key-blocks. The door- 
way to No. 44 has a flat moulded hood 
There 
is a rainwater-head with the date 1709. The 
doorway of No. 42 has a round head with a 
key-block carved with the head of a faun; the 
opening is flanked by fluted Corinthian columns 
supporting a dentilled pediment. The doorway 
of No. 40 has similar columns supporting a seg- 
mental pediment, a round rusticated arch and a 
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carving of a phoenix rising from the fire, possibly 
that formerly over the main doorway of Thanet 
House. The elaborate front railings (Plate 109), 
of wrought-iron, are of early 18th-century date. 


Inside the buildings, Nos. 40 and 42 have each 
an original dog-legged staircase with turned and 
twisted balusters, cut strings with carved brackets ; 
the top flight has a close string, turned balusters 
and square newels with moulded pendants. The 
cornices of most of the rooms are original. No. 44 
has a front staircase inserted later in the 18th 
century, and most of the decorations are also of later 
date. The front room has two original doors with 
enriched architraves and overdoors. An enriched 
cornice on the first floor and a door and doorway 
on the second floor are also probably original. 


The eight Houses, Nos. 31 to 45, about 90 yards 
W. of Lamb’s Conduit Street, have red brick 
dressings and band-courses between the storeys ; 
the front of No. 31 has been plastered and No. 39 
refaced. Some of the original window-frames 
remain. No. 35 has a doorway with a pediment 
resting on small carved brackets. No. 41 has a 
doorway (Plate 99) with a flat moulded hood on 
elaborate carved brackets and Corinthian half 
columns and pilasters at the sides; the door- 
frame is moulded and enriched. The doorway of 
No. 43 has a flat moulded hood on carved 
brackets. The projecting bay at the back of No. 
39 has an original wooden eaves-cornice. 


Inside the buildings, Nos. 35 and 39 have each 
an original dog-legged staircase with turned and 
twisted balusters, close strings and square newels 
with turned pendants. In an office on the ground- 
floor of No. 35 are two fronts of lead cisterns, 
enriched with moulded panels, flowers and figures ; 
one has the initials and date R.M. 1670, the other 
D.W.S. 1709. No. 37 has an original panelled 
entrance-door with strap-hinges; across the 
entrance-hall is a round arch with panelled soffit 
and pilasters. The staircase is similar to those 
just described, but the balusters and rails of the 
lower flights are modern. A room on the second 
floor has an original moulded surround to the fire- 
place. No. 41 has some original panelling and 
cornices. The staircase is of later character and 
has a ramped hand-rail, scrolled at the bottom, 
turned and twisted balusters, and cut strings with 
carved brackets. No. 43 has a staircase similar 
to that in No. 35. No. 45 had a similar staircase 
but the lower flights are modern. 


The Houses, Nos. 53 to 59, have fronts generally 
similar to Nos. 31 to 45. The front of No. 53 has 
been entirely, and that of Nos. 55 and 57 partly, 
plastered. The last two houses have doorways 
with flat hoods and carved brackets. The door- 
way of No. 59 has a flat carved and moulded 
hood, carved brackets, enriched pilasters and 
door-frame and a panelled door. 


Inside the buildings, Nos. 53, 55 and 57 have 
each a staircase similar to that in No. 35, but the 
lower flights in No. 53 are modern. The entrance- 
hall of No. 55 has an elliptical archway with 
panelled soffit and pilasters. 


Condition—Good. 


(18). St. GEORGE’S COLLEGE, house on the S.W. 
side of Red Lion Square, 5 yards S.E. of Grange 
Street, is of four storeys; the walls are of brick. 
It was built probably early in the 18th century 
but the top storey is probably a later addition, 
and the front has been entirely refaced in modern 
times. 

Inside the building, the staircase is original and 
has close moulded strings, turned balusters and 
square newels with moulded caps. The main front 
room on the ground-floor has three original door- 
ways each with moulded and enriched architrave, 
carved frieze, cornice and pediment ; two of these 
doorways are fitted with original panelled doors ; 
the windows have panelled shutters and an enriched 
moulding round the opening ; the walls are panelled 
and finished with a cornice, dado and skirting. 
The hall and back room have doorways similar 
to those described above, but without pediments ; 
the back room has a panelled dado. On the 
first floor the main front room has doorways, 
panelling and dado similar to the room below; 
the doorways have each a frieze with swags and a 
raised panel in the middle carved with foliage ; 
the fireplace has an original overmantel with a 
large panel flanked by enriched terminal pilasters 
supporting an enriched entablature and broken 
pediment. The smaller front room is similarly 
panelled and the corner fireplace has a marble 
surround with enriched architrave and carved 
frieze; the fireplace in the back room has an 
enriched architrave. Two rooms on the second 
floor have each a moulded stone fireplace with a 
key-block. 


Condition—Good. 


(19). House, No. 4, on the S. side of Red Lion 
Passage, is of three storeys; the walls are of 
brick and the roofs are tiled. It was built probably 
in the 17th century, but has been much altered. 
The windows have flush frames and there is a 
brick band between the storeys. Inside the 
building is an original staircase with turned 
balusters and modern string. 

Condition—Poor. 


(20). House, No. 11, on the N. side of Red Lion 
Passage, is of three storeys; the walls are partly. 
of brick and the roofs are tiled. It was built 
probably in the 17th century, but has been entirely 
altered and turned into a shop. The upper storeys 
project in front. 


Condition—Poor. 
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(21). WAREHOUSE, at the S. corner of Streatham 
Street and Dyott Street, is of three storeys with 
attics; the walls are of brick and the roofs are 
covered with slates. It was built probably in 
the 17th century, and has a plain brick band 
at the first-floor level. The interior has been 
entirely altered. 


Condition—Good. 


(22). Houses, Nos. 12 and 13 Hand Court, on 
the W. side of the court, 99 yards N. of Holborn, 
are of three storeys with attics; the walls are 
partly of brick and partly of plastered timber- 
framing ; the roofs are tiled. The houses were 
built probably early in the 18th century and have 
brick band-courses between the storeys in front. 
Several of the flush window-frames and some of 
the sashes are original. The back is of plastered 
timber-framing. 

Condition—Good. 


(23). HATTON GARDEN, street extending from 
Holborn Circus to Clerkenwell Road, was laid out 
c. 1695, and though most of the houses have been 
rebuilt a certain number of the original ones, 
mainly on the E. side, are still standing. They 
were originally of three storeys with attics and 
cellars, but many have had a fourth storey added ; 
the walls are of brick and the roofs are covered 

with tiles or slates. 
: No. 15, on the E. side of the road, 80 yards S. 
Zz of Charles Street, has been much altered. Several 
of the rooms have original cornices, and there are 
remains of original work at the top of the staircase. 

No. 22, 50 yards N. of No. 15, has an original 
staircase with close moulded strings, square newels, 
one partly twisted, and balusters, some twisted and 
some turned. 

No. 29, 30 yards N. of Charles Street, has brick 
bands between the storeys at the back and some 
flush window-frames, possibly original. Some of 
the rooms have moulded cornices, probably original. 

No. 34, 30 yards N. of 29. Some of the rooms 
have original panelling, and opening on to the 
staircase is a round-headed archway with moulded 
imposts and key-block carved with a lion-mask ; 
_ the opening is flanked by panelled pilasters, lacking 

their capitals. 

No. 35, adjoining No. 34 on the N. The upper 
part of the staircase is original and has close 
ces, square newels and stout turned balusters. 
No. 51, 140 yards N. of 35, has a staircase, 
original from the second to the third floor and 
similar to that in No. 35; the newels have ball- 
terminals and turned pendants. On the third floor 
wo original panelled doors. 

Yo. 52, N. of 51, retains some original cornices 
an original staircase generally similar to that 
51. The staircase wall has a penclioe « dado. 


No. 83, on the W. side of the road, 60 yards N. 
of Charles Street, has an original staircase from 
the second floor and similar to that in No. 51. 
The lower flights are of early 18th-century date. 
One room has early 18th-century panelling, and 
the staircase has a panelled dado. 


Condition—Of all houses, good, much altered. 


(24). St. ANDREW’sS SCHOOLS, at the S. corner of 
Hatton Garden and Cross Street. The building 
is of two storeys ; the walls are of red brick with 
stone dressings and the roofs are tiled. It was 
built c. 1696. The W. front has rusticated stone 
angles and a modern parapet and pediment with 
inscription and date 1696. The middle bay projects 
slightly and has a doorway surmounted by a seg- 
mental pediment on scrolled brackets; above it 
are painted figures of a boy and girl standing on 
brackets ; the ground-floor windows are square- 
headed with keystones and the first-floor windows 
are round-headed with a roll-moulding to the 
reveals. The N. front is similar in general character 
to the W. front ; only one ground-floor window is 
criginal; there are five windows in the upper 
range. The E. end has a middle bay of deep 
projection and a moulded band between the 
storeys. There are several original rainwater-heads 
remaining. 

Condition—Good. 


(25). SCULPTURED SIGN on the Mitre P.H., 
Mitre Court, on the E. side of Hatton Garden. 
A triangular-shaped stone let into the S. wall of 
the building bears a mitre in high relief with the 
date 1546; the stone is apparently of the 17th 
century. 


8. ISLINGTON. 
(O.S. 6in. London, Sheet K.) 


The borough of Islington is conterminous with 
the civil parish of Islington. The principal monu- 
ment is Canonbury House. 


Ecclesiastical :— 

(1). Parish CHURCH OF St. Mary, ISLINGTON, 
on the E. side of Upper Street, was entirely rebuilt 
in 1751-54. It contains from the old church the 
following :— 

Fittings—Brasses : In chancel—(1) of [Robert 
Fowler, and Alice, his wife, 1540], plate with 
figures of man in armour and woman in pedimental 
head-dress, etc., palimpsest on back, part of a large 
15th-century French brass with rich canopy-work 
and censing-angel ; above, shield-of-arms a cheveron 
between three herons with three crosses paty on the 
cheveron, for Fowler, impaling a defaced coat, 
palimpsest on back, another shield lozengy on a fesse 
three birds ; 15th-century single cinquefoiled and 
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crocketed canopy re-used ; indents of inscription- 
plate and four other shields ; (2) of Henry Savill and 
Margaret (Fowler), his wife, 1546, figures of man 
in armour and woman in French cap, etc., two 
shields (a) on a bend three owls a molet for difference 
for Savill quartering a quartered coat with a 
crescent for difference 1 and 4 parted fessewise a 
horse-barnacle for Wyatt, 2 a fesse charged with 
three lions and 3 a bend charged with two cingforls 
within a border engrailed charged with roundels, 
all impaling Fowler; (0) as the first half of (a) ; 
all palimpsest, on back of male figure large part 
of priest in cope, c. 1370, on back of female 
figure, large part of an ecclesiastic in cassock, 
surplice and mantle fastened with a cord which 
terminates in an elaborate corded device, c. 1520, 
on back of inscription, inscription to Clement Byrd, 
John Skyper, 1519, and Agnes, their wite ; on back 
of shield (a) part of a lady in mantle and with dog 
at feet, c. 1520; at back of shield (b) fragment of 
English inscription, same date ; indents of figure 
of child and two roundels. Glass ; Set in back of 
quire-stalls on S. side of chancel—lozenge made up 
of a shield—gules a cheveron or between three combs 
argent for Robert Botyll, Prior of St. John of 
Jerusalem, 15th-century, a 17th-century crest and 
motto and other fragments, formerly in the S. 
aisle of the old church. Monuments and Floor- 
slabs. Monuments: In S. chapel—on E. wall, 
(1) to Alice (Wilkes), wife successively of Henry 
Robinson, William Elkin and Thomas Owen, 1613, 
two inscriptions on slate and two shields-of-arms, 
incorporated in a monument erected in 1754 by 
the Brewers’ Company. In N. gallery—(2) to 
William Cave, S.T.P., 1713, Vicar of the parish 
and Canon of Windsor, and Ann (Stonehouse), his 
wife, 1691, white marble oval tablet with cherub- 
heads, scrolls and cartouche-of-arms. In S. gallery 
—(3) to Mary, wife of David Woodrofe, 1705, white 
marble tablet with cherub-heads, drapery and 
cartouche-of-arms. Floor-slabs: In nave—(1) to 
Elizabeth, wife of Abraham Spooner, 1690 ; (2) to 
Richard Meredith, 1705, and George, his son, 1714 ; 
(3) to Robert Gery, 1707, vicar of the parish, with 
achievement-of-arms. Plate: includes large silver 
flagon of 1637, a stand-paten of 1636 with the 
achievement of Fowler, and a similar paten with 
the arms of Weld and the date-mark defaced. 
Condition—Rebuilt. 


Secular :— 


(2). CANONBURY HousE, tower, houses, walls 
and garden-houses, stands on the S. side of Canon- 
bury Place, 700 yards N.N.E. of St. Mary’s Church. 
The walls are generally of brick and timber-framing 
and the roofs are covered with tiles, slates and lead. 
The manor of Canonbury formerly belonged to the 
Priory of St. Bartholomew, Smithfield, and Prior 
William Bolton (1509-32) built or rebuilt a house 
here. Of this structure some re-used details survive, 


but there would not appear to be now any structural 
remains im situ. The property was granted to 
Thomas, Lord Wentworth, in 1556, and he evi- 
dently did some building here, as a stone dated 
1562 still survives; it is possible that the N.E. 
portion of the E. range (7) is of this date. The 
next owner, Sir John Spencer (1570-1609), however, 
practically rebuilt the house, no doubt on a very 
much larger scale. The new building probably 
formed three sides of a large courtyard open 
towards the N. and with a walled garden with 
summer-houses on the S. Spencer’s work is of 
various dates, the tower with the adjoining S. wing 
being perhaps the earliest portion. The Long 
Gallery with the wing projecting to the E. is dated, 
by the ceilings, 1599. In the first half of the 
17th century short wings were added to the E. 
and W. of the tower and rather later the staircase- 
block in the wing (9) was added or rebuilt. The 
main S. range, possibly containing the hall, no 
longer exists, but its eastern extension was refronted 
early in the 18th century. The remainder of the 
range was practically rebuilt in 1780 as a row of 
houses. The buildings are now in various occu- 
pations and are much obscured by modern additions 
and alterations. 


The staircase-tower, the fittings of the rooms in 
the wing adjoining on the S., and the ceilings in 
the main E. wing are all noteworthy. 


The Tower (Plate 101) (1) is of four storeys 
and of red brick with buttresses on the N. face. 
It was built c. 1580, or perhaps a little earlier, and 
contains only a staircase. The top storey appears 
to bea later 16th-century heightening. The windows 
have solid frames which have all been renewed 
except the lowest on the N. face, which has an 
original moulded frame. The staircase is carried 
round a square timber-framed enclosure forming 
a series of cupboards; these cupboards have 
moulded frames and square heads and are 
fitted with original doors with round ventilation 
holes; a moulded handrail is carried round the 
enclosure and returned down on either side of the 
cupboard-doors. The doorways communicating 
between the staircase and the adjoining S. wing 
have moulded frames uniform with those of the 
cupboards, indicating that the two buildings are 
contemporary. There are two old doorways com- 
municating with the W. wing, but the frames are 
differently moulded, and one is set in a splayed 
opening, probably a former window. One door- — 
way into the E. wing has an old chamfered frame, 
but this is not 7m situ and the roof of this wing 
blocks a former window-opening of the tower. 
Both these wings, therefore, are of later date. 
The top part of the staircase has open balustrading 
instead of the framed enclosure; the symmetri- 
cally-turned balusters are of late 16th-century date, 
but some of them have been renewed. On the

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wall of the top landing are two 17th-century 
painted inscriptions, one giving a list of the 
sovereigns of England from William I to Charles I, 
the other has the maxim “ Mors tua, mors Christi, 
fraus mundi, gloria coeli. Et dolor inferni sint 
meditanda tibi,”’ 

The wing E. of the tower (2) is of three storeys, 
with brick walls and a tiled roof. It was added 
probably early in the 17th century and has a 
door of that date in the N. wall; the door has 
a moulded and nail-studded frame, styles and rails 
dividing it into twenty panels. In the S. wall is 
an original window with solid moulded frame and 
square head. The wing W. of the tower (3) is of 
three storeys and of early 17th-century date. The 
ground-storey is of brick and the upper storeys 
are timber-framed and plastered. 

The wing S. of the tower (4) and contemporary 
with it is of three storeys with attics and basement ; 
the upper storeys are of plastered timber-framing. 
On the first floor the Spencer Oak Room (Plate 102) 
is lined with elaborate mitred panelling divided into 
bays by fluted Ionic pilasters on panelled pedestals 
and finished with a frieze of carved foliage and a 
cornice ; above the doorway is a fluted frieze. The 
fireplace in the N. wall has moulded jambs, head 
and frieze, all of stone and carved with conventional 
foliage ; it is flanked by oak pilasters with guilloche 
ornament, supporting an enriched entablature with 
similar guilloche on the frieze ; the overmantel is of 
two bays divided and flanked by rusticated terminal 
pilasters supporting an enriched entablature ; the 
bays have each mitred panelling in the lower part, 
a band of carving above and a shell-ornament at 
the top. The Compton Oak Room (Plate 102) on 
the second floor is lined with mitred panelling divided 
into bays by Corinthian columns with arabesque 
ornament and finished with an enriched entablature; 
the frieze is variously carved with conventional 
foliage, swags of fruit, running foliage and a length 
on the S. wall has four shields of the arms of Spencer 
and two crests of the same family. The fireplace 
is flanked by pilasters and has on the overmantel 
two richly carved panels each with a figure of a 
woman in high relief with the following inscriptions 
on the pedestals—(a) ‘‘ Fides via deus meta,” and 
(6) “Spes certa supra.” Above the doorway is 
some strapwork cresting. The panelling on the 
E. side of the room has been moved forward to 
form a narrow apartment between it and the outer 
wall; embedded in the panelling on this side are 
two lead bullets. The room has original moulded 
ceiling-beams. One room on the attic-floor has 
some simple late 16th-century panelling. This 
range evidently continued further to the S. as the 
foundations of the W. wall have been traced for 
some distance and the lower part of the E. wall 
still forms the boundary of a garden; it retains 
the base of an original buttress. 


The main F. Wing of the house is of two storeys 
with attics; the walls are partly of brick and 
partly of timber-framing, but all are rendered in 
modern cement. The southern part (5), with the 
projecting wing (6) on the E., is of 1599, but the 
only surviving features of this date are the plaster 
ceilings. The largest of these, with a smaller one 
to the N., is on the first floor of the main block ; 
both have enriched bands forming a geometrical 
design (Plate 103) with square panels down the 
middle ; these and the smaller panels enclose a 
series of medallion busts with names and some of 
them repeated several times; they include— 
Tarquinius Priscus, Aegeria, Julius Caesar, Alex- 
ander the Great, Titus Vespasianus, Jovinianus, 
Augustus, Hersilia Sabina, and Crispina Augusta ; 
there are also the Tudor royal arms and the date 
1599 twice repeated. Some timbers in the attics at 
the S. end of this range have remains of a painted 
decoration of lines and circles. The projecting 
wing on the E. (6) has ceilings to the ground and 
first-floor rooms of similar character to those in the 
main wing; that on the ground-floor has moulded 
pendants at the intersections ; the upper one has 
the date 1599 and a series of medallions of 
Alexander, Tarquin and Lucrece, etc. ; there are 
also the Tudor royal arms, a ship within a wreath 
with a sea-horse pendant and the motto “ Deo 
re[i]pub. amicis.”” The northern part of the main 
E. wing (7) is perhaps of rather earlier date and 
has a simple collar-beam roof with struts and 
wind-braces. It was apparently widened on the 
W. side (8) late in the 17th century, but possibly 
incorporated two earlier wings W. of (7). The 
middle part of this extension contains a contem- 
porary staircase from the first floor, having heavy 
turned balusters, moulded rails and strings, square 
newels with turned pendants and a small well. 
The stair fromthe ground-floor to the first floor is 
modern. Below the lowest flight is a square-headed 
doorway, having a massive chamfered frame. Its 
sill was level with the ground-level of the 
courtyard. 


The surviving part of, the main S. Range (9) 
has an early 18th-century S. front of red brick ; 
set in it is a much weathered oblong stone with 
the date 1562. The N. wall of this range is old 
only where it encloses the staircase; here it is 
of red brick and contains two windows of the first 
half of the 17th century with square heads and 
solid moulded frames ; in the same wall is a reset 
early 16th-century doorway with moulded jambs 
and lintel of stone and four-centred arch apparently 
of wood ; the spandrels are carved with foliage and 
a bolt in a tun, the rebus of Prior Bolton; the 
whole is thickly painted ; the doorway is set ina 
17th-century opening with a round head and plain 
imposts, the latter apparently of wood. Inside this 
range the main room on the first floor is lined with 
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PLATE 103,

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early 18th century panelling with a dado and a deep 
wooden cornice ; in the F. wallis a mid 17th-century 
overmantel supported on diminishing pilasters, 
flanking the fireplace ; the overmantel has a large 
panel in the middle, with an oval frame now missing, 
and flanked by coupled Doric columns supporting a 
frieze with vertical enriched straps. The wall to 
the N. of the fireplace has contemporary panelling, 
seven panels in the height ; there is similar panel- 
ling to the S. of the fireplace, but this appears to 
be an imitation. The room above has a fireplace 
with a moulded surround of early 18th-century 
date. The staircase on the N. side of this range 
has been muchraltered, but has some late 17th- 
century turned balusters with moulded rails and 
strings; at the top are some early 17th-century 
balusters of pilaster form. 

There is a garden wall of old brickwork, on the 
N. side of the site, which may have formed part 
of the wall closing the N. side of the courtyard. 
Portions also remain of the late 16th-century wall 
bounding the rectangular garden to the S. of the 
house ; the garden is now built over, but the two 
octagonal garden-houses at its southern angles still 
remain ; they are of brick and of late 16th-century 
date. The S.E. garden-house has been rendered 
in cement, but that at the S.W. angle still has its 
brickwork exposed, though it has been considerably 
raised in height. Reset in the W. face is a 
cusped stone panel with the Bolton rebus. 


. Condition—Of tower, good ; of E. wing, poor. 


(3). WATCHHOUSE, on the S. bank of the New 
River, 200 yards S. of (2), is a small round building 
of brick with a pyramidal tiled roof. It is perhaps 
of late 17th-century date. 


Condition—Fairly good. 


(See also Stoke Newington (5) p. 92b). 
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9. KENSINGTON. 
(O.S. 6in. London, Sheet J.) 


~The borough of Kensington is generally con- 
terminous with the civil parish of the same name, 
but includes a portion of the parish of St. 
_ Margaret, Westminster. The principal monu- 
_ ments are Kensington Palace and Holland House. 
_ The former, built by William of Orange, became 
the normal residence of the princes of the House 
of Hanover and the birthplace of Queen Victoria. 
Holland House, a great Jacobean mansion, passed 
m Sir Walter Cope, the builder, to the Riches, 
Js of Holland and Warwick, and from them, 
descent, to the Earls of Ilchester. It was 
e that Addison died. 


Ecclesiastical :— 


(1) PArisH CHuRCH oF ST. Mary Assots, Ken- 
sington, was entirely rebuilt in 1869-72, but 
contains from the old church the following :— 


Fittings —Cofin-id: In churchyard —im- 
mediately S.W. of W. doorway, upper half of 
marble (? Bethersden) coffin-shaped slab, with 
remains of brass rivets, probably late 13th- 
century. Monuments and Floor-slabs. Monu- 
ments: In organ-chapel—on W. wall above 
arcade, (1) to Lionel, only son of William Ducket, 
1693, (he married Martha Ash), plain white marble 
tablet with cartouche-of-arms. In vestibule to 
vestry—S. wall, (2) to Henry Frohock, A.M., 
1692, white marble tablet with flowers and palm- 
border, oval form, with shield-of-arms. In S. 
transept—on W. wall, (3) to John Dickens, 1694, 
and Catherine, his widow, 1702, white marble 
draped tablet with two cherubs. In N. aisle— 
on N. wall, (4) to Laud D’Oyley, eldest son of 
Robert D’Oyley, 1709, white marble tablet with 
drapery, cherub-head, and shield. In S. aisle— 
on S. wall, (5) to Colin Campbell, 3rd son of 
John, Ist Earl of ‘Bread Albany’ and Holland, 
and Mary (Campbell), Countess Dowager of Caith- 
ness, his second wife, 1708, white marble tablet 
with cherubs, fruit, drapery and cartouche-of- 
arms; (6) to Thomas Henshaw, 1700, Gentle- 
man in ordinary of the Privy Chamber to 
Charles II and James II, etc., and Anne 
(Kipping), his wife, 1671, five sons and one 
daughter, black and white marble tablet with 
cornucopias and drapery: achievement-of-arms at 
top ; (7) to Aaron Mico, merchant, 1658 (he married 
Joanna Methold), black and white marble tablet 
with segmental pediment, moulded sill and achieve- 
ment-of-arms. On W. respond of S. arcade, S. 
side, (8) to Anthony Carnaby, 1678, and Mary, 
daughter of Anthony Carnaby, 1705, black marble 
tablet with plain white marble frame. In porch 
—on W. wall, (9) to William Courtens, 1702 (?), 
freestone tablet with cherubs and shield-of-arms. 
In churchyard—in passage N. of tower, (10) to 
Henry Dawson, M.P., alderman and twice mayor 
of Newcastle-on-Tyne, 1653, freestone tablet. 
with side pilasters and scrolled pediment, two 
shields-of-arms. Floor-slabs: In churchyard—W. 
of church, (1) to Dr. Thomas Hodges [1672], and 
Margaret, his wife, 1696, top part missing; (2) 
to Moses Giraudeau, 1712, born at Fontenay, and 
others of the same family added 1722 and later ; 
(3) to Christopher Bea(l?)e, 1675, with shield- 
of-arms ; (4) to Mark Gray, 1710; (5) to Isabella, 
wife of John [Hartstonge], Bishop of Ossory, 1713. 
Plate: includes cup of 1683; a cup of 1769, with 
a foot of 1683; a flagon, silver-gilt, of 1619, 
embossed with fruit, flowers, etc., and with panels 
of dolphins, a winged cherub-head on top of 
handle; a seal-topped strainer-spoon of 1657. 
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The rest of the old plate (Plate 104) is now 
lent to the Victoria and Albert Museum and 
includes: (a) a standing-cup embossed with 
scallop-shells and with a baluster stem, 1599, 
silver-gilt; (>) a large plain flagon of 1684, 
inscribed ‘“‘ This Flaggon was bought in ye year 
of Our Lord 1685—John Dickins, William Munden, 
churchwardens’”’; (c) standing-cup of 1697, with 
baluster stem, inscribed ‘‘ Christiana Verney,” 
with shield-of-arms and crest; (d) paten of 1697, 
with crest of Verney ; (e) a plate of 1697, inscribed 
“The gift of Eliz. Knightley to Kensington 
Church April 98”, with the Knightley arms ; 
(f) circular rosewater dish, possibly of 1537, 
ornamented with fruit, etc. Pulpit: hexagonal, 
with moulded foot, panelled stem and moulded 
base enriched with flutings ; angles enriched with 
foliage, moulded and carved cornice. Each side 
with panel with carved border enclosing inlaid 
work, with the monogram of William and Mary, 
variously designed, accompanied by crown, Tudor 
rose, star, etc., and on one panel the date 1697 ; 
painted and grained, stairs modern. Mrscellanea : 
In vestry—fragment in stone or plaster, gilt, of 
irradiated triangle with Hebrew word Jehovah, 
late 17th or early 18th-century. 


Condition—Rebuilt, present condition good. 


Secular :— 


(2) KENSINGTON PALACE, house, outbuildings, 
orangery, etc., stands at the W. end of Kensington 
Gardens, about 300 yards N. of Kensington Road. 
The walls are of brick and the roofs are covered 
with slates and tiles. In 1661 Sir Heneage Finch, 
afterwards first Earl of Nottingham, bought 
from his younger brother a house which stood 
on the site and appears to have rebuilt it. 
In 1689 Nottingham House was purchased by 
William III and renamed Kensington House. Work 
was begun at once on the new palace of which the 
building accounts have been preserved. From 
these it would appear that Nottingham House 
stood on the N. side of Clock Court, and was 
altered and transformed into lodgings. The new 
buildings begun in 1689 consisted of the main 
block at the E. end of Clock Court, called ‘‘ the 
five new pavilions”’ (referring to the central and 
four angle blocks of which it consisted), the S. 
range of Clock Court called the “ Long Gallery 
Range ’”’ and the W. range of the same court 
called the ‘‘ building next the road.” The portico 
on the road was completed in 1690. The Queen’s 
Gallery, being the range running N. from the main 
block, was finished in 1691. In 1695 the large new 
block at the E. end of the S. front was begun and 
with it the existing great staircase at the back ; 
the latter impinging on one of the angle pavilions 
of the building of 1689. The architect for the 
whole of this work was Sir Christopher Wren. 


Between 1718 and 1726 the palace was consider- 
ably altered ; the main block E. of Clock Court was 
rebuilt, its angle pavilions refaced or rebuilt, and 
the great staircase refaced. Nottingham House 
with Prince of Wales’ Court at the back was 
entirely reconstructed. Other additions included 
buildings of one or more storeys built against the 
N., E. and S. sides of the Princesses’ Court. The 
group of buildings to the W. of the old S.W. corner 
of the palace are also modern, though they 
incorporate some fragments of the older projecting 
W. wing. The roofs, more particularly those to 
the State Apartments, are for the greater part 
modern. 


The building is of interest as having been mainly 
built as a Royal Palace, but the elevations, except 
for those to the King’s Gallery block at the S.E. 
corner of the building, are of a character found in 
the smaller domestic building of the period, and 
the interior has been much altered in the 18th 
century and later times. 


The S. elevation (Plate 105) has at the E. end the 
King’s Gallery wing. This wing is of three storeys, 
with attics to the middle part, and is of rubbed 
brick with some stone dressings and is covered with 
a hipped roof of slates; it is in eleven bays with 
plain pilasters at the angles and to the three middle 
bays; at the first-floor level is a plain stone band, 
moulded across the three middle bays and pro- 
jecting round the pilasters as does also the entabla- 
ture below the eaves; the frieze is enriched with 
acanthus brackets; above the three middle bays 
is an attic with plain pilaster strips superimposed 
over the main pilasters, plain raised brick panels 
between and a plastered dentilled cornice and four 
ornamental stone vases. All the windows are 
square-headed with small roll-mouldings at the 
angles, and on the string above each of the three 
middle windows on the ground-floor are three 
key-stones, the middle one carved with a classical 
head. The W. end of the S. front, together with 
the projecting S.W. wing, is of two storeys with 
basement and attics. At the first-floor level is a 
projecting brick band, and at the eaves a modil- 
lioned cornice; the basement windows are seg- 
mental-headed, and those above have flat arches ; 
the dormers and chimney-stacks are modern, and 
the E. end of the wall has been considerably 
rebuilt and the first-floor windows enlarged. 
There are several rain-water pipes with the 
crowned W and M monogram. The E£. elevation 
of the return front of the King’s Gallery block 
is similar to the S. elevation of that wing. The 
remaining walls on the E. and return front 
of the S.E. block have been rebuilt. The S. 
end of the wall running N. from this block is of 
somewhat earlier date than the remaining wall 
and has a lower roof. The windows are square- 
headed and at the floor-levels are projecting 
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PLATE 108.

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bands of rubbed brick. The remaining block is 
of two storeys with attics and basement, and has 
square-headed windows, projecting brick bands 
at the ground and first-floor levels, and a modil- 
lioned eaves-cornice of wood. Brick pilasters 
accentuate the staircase-block at the N. end of 
this wing, and there are two similar pilasters 
towards the S. end of the wall. The lower part 
of the wall to the basement has been refaced, and 
the first-floor windows appear to have had aprons 
which have since been removed, the walls having 
been refaced with modern brick. The entrance door- 
way (Plates 99, 100) to the Queen’s Staircase at the 
N. end of the front is square-headed, and is flanked 
by panelled pilasters with fluted consoles support- 
ing a curved pediment enclosing in the tympanum 
carved swags of fruit and flowers and a foliated 
cartouche ensigned with the royal monogram of 
William and Mary; the doorway is of wood but 
rests on a stone plinth; the door itself is modern. 
Above the doorway, between the first-floor windows, 
is a round-headed niche, semi-circular on plan, of 
rubbed brick; the lower part is filled with a 
panelled pedestal with a carved scroll-bracket 
projecting from the front which supports an urn. 
There are four square rain-water pipes on this 
front with W and M monograms on the junction 
bands. The W. elevation has modern additions built 
against the southernmost end, and the buildings 
N. of the Clock Court are the work of Kent and 
his successors. The remaining buildings, with the 
exception of the Clock Tower (Plate 106), which 
forms a central feature to the entrance to the Court, 
are of two storeys with attics and basements. At 
the first-floor level is a projecting brick band and 
at the eaves is a wooden modillioned cornice ; 
the windows are square-headed and the attics are 
lighted by flat-topped dormers. To the S. of 
the entrance to the Court the lower walling has 
been refaced, and two windows to the basement 
have been inserted; N. of the entrance the wall 
has a plain plinth of brick. The Clock Tower is 
of three storeys, with a concave-sided roof sur- 
mounted by a cupola or bell-turret ; in the ground- 
stage is the entrance-archway of rusticated masonry, 
with a three-centred arch, moulded imposts and 
a scrolled key-stone surmounted by a moulded 
string at the first-floor level; the archway is 
flanked by brick pilasters which rise to the modil- 
lioned cornice at the attic-floor level; the cornice 
is carried across the front of the tower and is sur- 
mounted by a pediment; in the second storey, 
above the archway, is a square-headed window 
uniform with those in the wings on either side ; 
the attic-storey has brick pilasters at the angles, 
and is finished with a modillioned cornice of wood ; 
in the W. front is an oval window ; the bell-turret 
has in the lower part a modern clock-face, above 
which, on each side, is a round-headed opening 


with moulded archivolt and plain key and impost 
blocks ; each opening is flanked by plain pilasters 
with moulded caps and surmounted by a moulded 
cornice and pediment; the bell-turret is finished 
with a square lead-covered dome with a weather- 
vane of the William and Mary monogram. The 
bell in the turret is by William and Philip Wight- 
man, 1690. S. of the Clock Tower, and at right 
angles to the main W. range, is a projecting one- 
storeyed wing terminating at the W. end in a 
colonnaded portico; the wing has been largely 
rebuilt, but the lower part of the shafts to the 
columns and the moulded bases are old and of 
Portland stone. The WN. elevation is at the E. 
end similar to the return wall of the E. front, 
but has a modern doorway and some of the base- 
ment windows blocked, while the W. end is the 
work of Kent and his successors. 


Clock Court (Plate 65)—The elevations to the S. 
and W. ranges are generally similar to the respective 
external elevations of these wings; in the tym- 
panum of the pediment over the entrance-archway 
in the W. range is an oval-shaped shield of the 
royal arms of William and Mary within a garter, 
with supporters surmounted by a crown. Towards 
the E. end of the S. side the wall projects slightly 
to form a bay over which the cornice is carried 
in a pointed pediment; the entrance-porch to 
the ground-floor of the bay is modern, but the 
windows on this front retain their original wood 
frames, each window being divided into two lights 
by a solid mullion and transom ; the roof is tiled 
and the dormer-windows are original and have 
moulded cornices and pediments. The elevation 
to the E. block is mostly the work of Kent, but 
the block in the N.E. corner is of 17th-century 
origin with a modern second floor; the lower 
parts of the walls are plastered and the entrance 
porch is modern. The elevation to the N. range 
E. of the break towards the middle of the court 
is of 17th-century date, and is similar in character 
to the S. and W. ranges; the windows, however, 
have double hung sashes. The western half of 
the elevation is of 18th-century date. 


Princesses’ Court (Plates 107, 108)—The N. range 
is of three storeys, but has the lower part 
covered by a modern arched passage; at the 
first and second-floor levels are projecting brick 
bands, and at the eaves a wooden modillioned 
cornice; to the first floor is a range of five 
segmental-headed windows and to the floor 
above five flat-headed windows, one of which is 
blocked, while two retain their original frames and 
sashes. The E. range has had modern additions 
built against the whole of its length, of one and 
two storeys at the S. end, and of three storeys 
at the N. end; that part of the original wall 
which is visible has a projecting band of brick 
at the second-floor level, a wooden modillioned 
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cornice at the eaves and three segmental-headed 
windows to the second floor. The W. range from 
the N.W. corner of the courtyard to the break 
in the wall is modern; the middle part of the 
front is mainly of c. 1690, and has an original 
panelled door at the N. end and a flat projecting 
band of brick at the first-floor level. The S. end 
of the wall has a projecting brick plinth, a flat 
projecting band at the first-floor level and four 
gabled dormers to the attics; two rain-water 
pipes have the W and M monogram on the bands. 
The S. range is of three storeys with attic and 
basement at the E. end and one storey lower at 
the W. end; against the ground-floor has been 
built a modern passage; the eastern part of the 
elevation has a projecting brick band at the second- 
floor level and a wooden modillioned cornice at 
the eaves, as has also the W. end of the wall; one 
of the first-floor windows in the W. end, though 
now blocked, retains its original frame. 

Interior. Those parts of the palace which are 
now used as private residences have been exten- 
sively modernised, and little of the original work 
remains. 


Main S.E. block—On the first floor the King’s 
Gallery (96 ft. by 214 ft.) is the principal room 
(Plate 110) ; it has a dado with bolection-moulded 
panels with moulded rail and skirting and a moulded 
and enriched cornice, but the painted ceiling above 
is modern ; in the S. wall are nine windows with 
panelled shutters ; the doorways (Plate 100) have 
moulded and enriched architraves, carved friezes, 
and enriched cornices, and the doors are panelled 
and have enriched mouldings ; one of the doors in 
the E. wall is a dummy, and there are similar 
dummy doors in the N. and W. walls. Above 
the modern fireplace (Plate 111), within a square 
frame with enriched gilt mouldings, is a map of 
N.W. Europe, by Robert Norden, 1694; the map 
is surrounded by a circular band marked with 
the compass-points, and the spandrels are painted ; 
in the centre of the map is a pointer showing the 
direction of the wind and working in conjunction 
with the weather-vane which still exists above the 
roof. 


The Presence Chamber (263 ft. by 262 ft.) has 
a low panelled dado and a richly carved and 
moulded cornice; the fireplace (Plate 111), though 
now blocked, has a_ bolection-moulded marble 
surround, and the overmantel has applied carving 
of drapery, festoons and swags, with carved 
fruit, flowers, birds, cherub-heads, etc.; it is 
arranged round a panel for a picture, and 
is the work of Grinling Gibbons. The King’s 
Grand Staircase (Plates 109,113), in the S.E. angle of 
Clock Court, has had the walls, as built by Wren, 
refaced by Kent, who also inserted an arcade 
of two arches on the S. side supporting a gallery 
above; the steps themselves are of black Irish 


marble, and each of the three landings is laid 
out in squares of black and white marble; the 
balustrading is of open wrought-iron work, with 
panels of scroll-design and a moulded wood hand- 
rail. The projecting block in the N.E. corner of 
Clock Court on the first floor has a room with a 
panelled dado and moulded and enriched cornice 
and a fireplace with a moulded surround. 

Clock Court—In the W. range, part of the early 
staircase to the Tower remains; it has a moulded 
string and handrail and twisted balusters. In 
the 5.W. angle is a staircase of similar type which 
is said to have been removed (except the treads) 
from the S.E. corner of the Princesses’ Court. 
The S. range has towards the E. end an original 
staircase with twisted balusters, moulded string 
and handrail and shaped newel-posts and, above, 
rising to the attics, is another staircase with twisted 
balusters. The gallery on the first floor has two 
fireplaces with moulded surrounds, now covered 
with paint but probably original ; a few old panelled 
doors remain. The N. end has, at the junction 
of the original building with Kent’s later wing, 
an original staircase with square balusters and 
newels, moulded string and handrail. The walls 
of the hall and main staircase are panelled and the 
latter has moulded string and handrail, turned 
balusters and square newels with moulded cappings 
and ball-finials. On the first floor is a powder- 
closet with original panelling and cornice, and one 
room at the E. end of this range is also lined with 
panelling and has a fireplace with a moulded 
surround of marble and two original panelled 
doors. The attics above are lined with panelling, 
and the dormer-windows retain their old sashes. 


Princesses’ Court—Queen Mary’s Gallery (84 ft. 
by 214 ft.) occupies the greater part of the E. range 
on the first floor (Plate 112). It is lined with bolec- 
tion-moulded panelling divided into two heights by 
a moulded dado-rail, and has a moulded skirting 
and moulded and enriched modillioned cornice ; 
the doorways have bolection-moulded architraves, 
friezes carved with acanthus leaves and enriched 
cornices ; the northernmost fireplace in the W. wall 
has a bolection-moulded surround of coloured 
marble, but the S. fireplace is modern; above 
each fireplace is a gilded overmantel with Vauxhall 
mirror-plates divided by moulded glazing bars, 
and all within a frame of carved drapery and scroll- 
work ; they are the work of Gerard Johnson and 
Robert Streeter, executed 1689-91. The windows 
in the E. wall have two window-seats and 
panelled shutters. The Queen’s Closet (23 ft. 
by 12 ft.), which adjoins the Gallery on the S., 
has been considerably altered, but the windows 
have moulded architraves and panelled shutters. 
Queen Anne’s Dining Room (17} ft. by 14 ft.) 
has a panelled dado with moulded rail and skirting, 
moulded and enriched cornice, moulded architraves 
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to the doorways and a fireplace similar to that in 
the Gallery. Queen Mary’s Privy Chamber (254 ft. 
by 16 ft.) has a panelled dado and an enriched 
cornice carved with acanthus leaves alternating 
with the W and M monogram surmounted by a 
crown. The staircase to the W. of the Queen’s 
Closet has the original treads, but the balusters 
have been removed to the staircase by the S.W. 
corner of the Clock Court. The Queen’s Staircase 
(Plate 113) at the N. end of the range rises from the 
ground to the first floor in three flights ; the walls 
are lined with bolection-moulded panelling, and 
have a moulded dado-rail and skirting ; the doors 
to the staircase-hall are panelled, and have moulded 
architraves ; all the windows have panelled shut- 
ters, and those on the first floor have moulded 
architraves and window-seats with moulded edges; 
the first-floor windows on the E. side have original 
sashes ; the stairs have turned balusters, square 
newels, moulded handrail and moulded treads 
returned round the outer face of each step; the 
steps are of bracket-form and supported on a 
plain string, and the soffit below the third flight 
is panelled. The N. range has an early 18th- 
century staircase with moulded string and handrail, 
twisted balusters and square newel-posts; the 
walls have a panelled dado and are partly panelled 
above; some of the old doors and doorways 
remain, and at the N.W. corner of the Court is a 
staircase (Plate 7) taken from some other part of 
the palace and reconstructed; it has a heavy 
moulded string and handrail, turned balusters and 
square newel-posts with panelled sides. The W. 
wing has, in the older part, an early 18th-century 
staircase with moulded string and handrail and 
twisted balusters, and a fireplace with moulded 
stone surround. 


Outbuildings, etc—Two cottages, a few yards 
N. of the palace are each of one storey with attics ; 
the walls are of brick and the roofs are covered 
with tiles and slates. They are of early 18th- 
century date but have been much altered. The 
Stables stand to the S.W. of the palace and are of 
two storeys with attics; the walls are of brick 
and the roofs are tiled. They form a long rect- 
angular block facing the N., with gabled cross- 
wings at either end projecting slightly towards 
the S.; through the middle of the building is a 
passage. At the eaves is a moulded wood cornice, 
and at the first-floor level a projecting brick band. 
The central passage on both floors is entered through 
an elliptical arched opening with plain stone 
imposts ; the windows and doorways have rubbed 
brick dressings and are square-headed except 
those to the ground-floor on the S. front, which 
have segmental arches. There are flat dormer- 
windows lighting the attics at either end of the 
building and some of the window-frames at the 
back are original. There are two old panelled 


doors hung on strap-hinges and one lead rainwater- 
pipe has the W and M monogram. Inside, the 
building has been much altered, but a little old 
panelling and one old panelled door in the attics 
remain. 


At the E. end of the main stables is a brick 
building, probably the coach-house. The N. front 
has pilasters at the corners with Doric capitals, 
and both N. and S. wall have moulded cornices 
and pediments of wood ; the lower part of the S. 
wall has been cut away and has had modern doors 
inserted. 


N. of the cottages are two gate-posts, probably 
the work of Wren. They are square and built of 
brick with rubbed brick angles, stone plinth and 
moulded stone cornice; above the cornice each 
pier has a large stone acorn with acanthus-leaf 
base. 


The Orangery stands about 100 yards N. of 
the palace. It faces the S., and is a symmetrically 
designed building of one storey; the walls are of 
brick with rubbed brick and Portland-stone 
dressings, and the roof is covered with slates; in 
front of the building is a raised terrace of Port- 
land stone. It was built from the designs 
of Sir Christopher Wren in 1704 and, internally, 
consists of one long rectangular compartment 
with circular pavilions at either end. The S., or 
principal, front (Plate 114) has a central feature, 
marking the entrance to the main compartment, 
and slightly projecting features at either end; 
the central feature is of three bays with attached 
Doric columns of rusticated brickwork flanking 
the middle bay and corresponding square piers 
flanking the side bays; both columns and piers 
have plain stone bases and moulded capitals and 
support an entablature which is recessed over 
the middle bay; the entablature is partly of 
cement but the cornice is of wood and continued 
along the whole front at the eaves-level ; above 
the cornice is a stone blocking course, and over 
the middle bay is a semi-circular window flanked 
by brick piers above the columns with moulded 
caps and a curved pediment ; above the side bays 
are carved stone trusses flanking the piers to the 
pediment ; the lower part of the entrance has 
panelled doors, and above is a sash-window; 
there are sash-windows to the bays on either side, 
and between the heads of the windows and the 
entablature are wood panels. The end features 


are each of three bays; the middle bay projects 


slightly and has a large sash-window set between 


rusticated brick piers, recessed back with concave 


jambs to the windows and having plain stone 
bases, moulded imposts and a semi-circular arch 
with a carved mask key-stone; the tympanum 
above the window is of wood with radiating panels, 
and above the cornice is an attic recessed back in 
the middle in a curve and supported on either side 
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The Queen’s Staircase, c. 1690. 


(2) KENSINGTON PALACE. 


King’s Grand Staircase, c. 1695, altered 1723. 
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by carved stone trusses; the side bays have 
each a semi-circular niche with a round head and, 
above, a shallow round-headed recess with stone 
sill and brick apron. The walls between the 
central and end features are each pierced by a 
range of four large square-headed windows with 
moulded stone sills and plain triple key-stones. 


The E. and W. elevations have slightly projecting 
brick pilasters at either end round which the main 
cornice is returned and forming a base for the 
pediment of the gable. In the middle of each 
front is a large sash-window with panelled doors 
below and a semi-circular tympanum above with 
radiating panels; the jambs are of rusticated 
brickwork with plain stone bases, and the semi- 
circular arch is also rusticated with a plain key- 
stone and stone impost mouldings ; on either side 
are shallow round-headed recesses with square- 
headed recesses above having stone sills and brick 
aprons ; above the window in the gable is a shallow 
round-headed recess. 


The N. elevation has in the middle a plain semi- 
circular projection, and the walls on either side 
have each six plain brick panels. 

Interior (Plate 115).—The E. and W. ends of 
the main hall are similar ; each has a central round- 
headed opening of two orders; the inner has a 
panelled soffit and springs from responds panelled 
on the inner faces and with moulded and enriched 
imposts, and the outer is panelled and springs from 
panelled pilasters with enriched imposts and 
moulded bases; above the archway are carved 
festoons of flowers with a central cherub-head, 
and the archway is flanked on either side by a 
round-headed, semi-circular niche with moulded 
archivolt, enriched imposts and seats. Below 
the ceiling is an enriched modillioned cornice 
which is continued round the side walls. 
N. wall is panelled to more than half its height, 
the panelling having an enriched cornice; in 
the middle is a central feature divided and 
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flanked by fluted Corinthian columns supporting 
an enriched entablature ; in the middle bay is a 
square-headed doorway with enriched architrave, 
entablature and pediment; the door is in two 
leaves with raised panels; the side bays have 
each a round-headed niche similar to those in 
the end walls. The S. wall has in the middle a 
central feature of three bays generally corres- 
ponding to that in the N. wall; the windows 
have moulded and enriched architraves and window- 
seats, and between the four windows on either 
side of the central feature are bolection-moulded 
panels. The end blocks are internally circular on 
plan; in the S. and external side walls are com- 
bined doors and windows ; in the N. walls square- 
headed recesses and in the wall adjoining the 
main hall round-headed openings ; between these 
features are round-headed niches similar to those 
in the main hall and flanked by attached and fluted 
Corinthian columns supporting an_ enriched 
entablature. The semi-circular chamber at the 
back of the main hall has a semi-circular niche and 
a blocked window. 


The Terrace is approached by two flights of. 
steps, one at each end, and also one from the 
middle of the front; the front of the terrace has 
a plain projecting base and moulded capping. 

W. of the N. wall are two gate-posts flanking the 
path leading to the N. end of the garden; they 
are of brick with moulded stone bases and cappings, 
and are each surmounted by a carved stone vase ; 
they do not appear to be 7 situ. 

The lower part of the garden-wall running W. 
from these posts still remains, and there is also 
some original brickwork to the wall running S. 
The stables at the W. end of the N. garden-wall 
have been considerably rebuilt but the greater 
part of the E. wall still remains. 

The Alcove, at entrance to the gardens S. of 
the S.W. wing, is for the greater part modern, 
but incorporates, in the attic surmounting the 
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entablature, three panels probably of plastered 
wood and of late 17th-century date. The middle 
panel is the largest, and has a cartouche sur- 
mounted by a crown supported by two amorini 
who are sitting astride branches of foliage; the 
side panels have vases and conventional foliage. 


(3) Horranpd House stands nearly 4 m. W. 
of the parish church. The central portion is of 
three storeys with basement and attics, the E. 
wing is of three storeys, and the W. wing of two 
storeys and basement. The walls are of red brick 
with stone dressings; the roofs are covered with 
tiles or slates. It was built for Sir Walter Cope, 
of Kensington, early in the 17th century, and an 
original plan (now in the Soane Museum) shows the 

side wings drawn in different ink to the main block 
and bears a note by John Thorpe that it was 
“ perfected’ by him. The central block was begun 
in 1605 and completed in 1607, and the side wings, 
including the towers, were designed and perhaps 
added soon after. Surviving building-accounts of 
1638-40 relate to an extensive addition to the house 
and to the erection of new stables, etc. It is uncertain 
if the addition referred to was a large wing formerly 
projecting to the W. of the house and destroyed 
in 1704, or to the existing E. wing. In any case 
the existing E. front appears to be of about the 
date of the accounts. These works were done for 
Henry Rich, K.G., first Earl of Holland and son-in- 
law to the original owner, to whom the decoration 
of the Gilt Room, the fireplace and chimney-piece 
“ in the China Room, and the panelling in the 
White Parlour may be attributed. The house was 
repaired in 1748 and 1796, and during the 19th 
century a large addition was made adjoining the 
W. wing, and both wings were altered and much 
repaired. 

Though 18th-century and modern additions and 
repairs have to a great extent destroyed the original 
character of the building it yet remains a good 
example of the larger type of Jacobean mansion. 
To-day (1925) it is the finest remaining example 
of the country-house in the county of London. 
The main staircase, the Gilt Room, the White 
Parlour and the chimney-piece in the China Room 
are noteworthy. | 


Elevations—The elevations throughout have 
been greatly restored; many of the walls have 
been almost entirely refaced, others patched and 
in places renewed, and the whole of the stone 
dressings completely renewed or restored in cement. 
The windows throughout,unless otherwise described, 
are square-headed with moulded jambs, heads 
and mullions; the larger ones are divided by 
transoms ; those in the gables are modern. 


>" _ The S. Front (Plate 116) is symmetrical ; in the 
middle is a projecting block of three bays with 
a central semi-hexagonal feature of three storeys 
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surmounted by an ogee-shaped roof and flanked 
on either side on the ground and first floor 
by bay-windows, each of four lights with four- 
centred heads on the front and one similar light 
on the return. The semi-hexagonal bay forms 
a porch on the ground-floor and has at the 
angles enriched Doric, Ionic and terminal pilasters 
standing on panelled or enriched pedestals and 
supporting entablatures which are continued 
across the bay-windows of the two lower floors ; 
the porch has round arches, enriched key-stones 
and oval panels; the first floor has round- 
headed windows and the top floor an enriched 
blind balustrade below the windows. All the 
dressings below the first-floor level are of cement, 
and, above, of modern stone, but probably 
reproducing the original design. The walls on 
either side of the projecting bay are carried up 
in shaped gables in which are windows to the 
attics, and the return walls have pointed gables. 
In the angles between the central projecting block 
and the main building are small bays which stop 
below the second-floor level. The walls behind 
are carried up in shaped gables and have, on the 
first floor, bay-windows surmounted by cresting. 
Above the staircase-blocks at either end of the main 
building are square towers having pyramidal roofs 
with concave sides covered with modern slates. 
The S. fronts of the side wings have each a three- 
sided stone bay with enriched Ionic pilasters at 
the angles and pierced cresting to the two upper 
floors; on the ground-floor in the middle of the 
bay is a round-headed arch with moulded imposts ; 
the bay to the top storey is of less projection than 
to the floors below; it is of brick from the floor 
to sill-level. Flanking the central block and 
returned along the side wings is an open loggia 
with round-headed arches carried on enriched 
Doric piers and pedestals ; the arches have shaped 
key-blocks, and, above, is a frieze surmounted 
by an entablature with pierced cresting of large 
attached fleurs-de-lis; the arches at the S. ends 
of the side arcades have on either side enriched 
Doric pilasters rising the full height, and there is 
a similar pilaster on the return faces of the southern 
angle piers. The whole work has been thoroughly 
restored in cement, though it probably reproduces 
the original detail. The walls within the arcade 
are cemented, and below the ceiling on the W. wall 
of the E. wing is a corbelled cornice of arcaded 
form, possibly of 17th-century date. The paving 
in the arcade next the E. wing is possibly original 
and of stone flags set diagonally with small squares 
at the corners; against the W. wall of the E. 
wing is a portion of a 17th-century bench with 
shaped front and turned legs. 


The £. Front is of three storeys ; it is divided 
into eight bays by enriched Doric, Ionic and 
Corinthian pilasters, superimposed, which stand on 
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pedestals and support continuous entablatures at 
the floor-levels ; above the top cornice each bay 
is carried up in a shaped gable, one dated 1888. 
With the exception of the southernmost, each 
bay on the ground-floor has a round-headed opening 
with ‘jewelled’ key-blocks, moulded archivolts 
and panelled imposts. 


The W. Front, in consequence of later restora- 
tions and additions, has practically no original 
work visible. 


The N. Front (Plate 117) is of three storeys, 
with attics to the central portion and with the 
projecting side wings of two storeys each; the 
storeys are divided by moulded string-courses, and 
the walls are finished with stone copings and have 
shaped gables to each of the projecting bays and 
two similar gables over the recessed central portion. 
The bay-windows to the end wings and adjoining 
blocks are each of two storeys; that to the E. 
wing on the ground-floor has been rebuilt square 
on plan ; those to the projecting ends of the central 
block are surmounted by Jacobean cresting. 
There are six lead rainwater-heads of various 
shapes and possibly all of early 17th-century 
date; one bears the date 1607, and another the 
initials W.D. 


Interior. The Breakfast Room (41 ft. by 184 ft.), 
formerly the Entrance Hall (Plate 118), has an orna- 
mented plaster ceiling with intersecting quatrefoils 
of flat bands of ‘ strapwork ’, and scroll-enrichment 
in low relief; in the middle of the alternate 
quatrefoils are pierced pendants and square panels 
containing the letter H and a coronet. The 
doorways have semi-circular heads with moulded 
archivolts divided into sections by square, panelled 
blocks and console-shaped key-blocks ; the jambs 
have long and short raised panels. The doorways 
(Plate 119) in the side walls are filled with elaborate 
wooden screens having in the middle a round- 
headed door with carved arabesque head, fluted 
jambs, archivolt with carved key-block and span- 
drels filled with arabesque carving; the door is 
flanked by coupled and fluted Doric pilasters 
standing on panelled pedestals and supporting a 
continuous entablature ; the frieze is carved with 
arabesque ornament and the tympanum above the 
cornice is filled with carved strapwork. The door- 
way (Plate 119) into the Journal Room is round- 
headed and has applied decoration in the form 
of an enriched arch, flanking pilasters, enriched 
entablature and cresting. In the window-re- 
cesses are portions of original benches with 
segmental-headed arched fronts and _half-turned 
baluster legs. The Journal Room contains no 
original work. The China Room (24 ft. by 13 ft.) 
has an original oak chimney-piece (Plate 120), 
refixed in its present position in the 19th century ; 
the stone fireplace is modern; it is flanked 
by tapering Ionic pilasters; above the fireplace 


is an arabesque frieze surmounted by a fluted 
cornice with lion-head masks; the overmantel is 
divided into three bays by coupled Doric columns 
standing on panelled pedestals, each carved with 
a mask and supporting an entablature with 
arabesque frieze and dentilled cornice; between 
the columns the middle bay has an elaborate 
panel enclosed within a carved frame and having 
in the centre an inlaid H; the side bays have 
each an enriched round-headed niche containing 
carved figures representing Peace and Plenty. 
The E. doorway is round-headed with architrave 
and archivolt similar to that on the side to the 
Breakfast Room ; the door on the inside is plain 
and is flanked by pairs of enriched Doric pilasters 
supporting an architrave and frieze with triglyphs ; 
the tympanum above is filled with radiating 
fluting with carved half rose in the centre. The 
White Parlour (28 ft. by 20 ft.) is lined with 
panelling for three quarters of its height (Plate 
121); it is divided into bays by fluted Doric 
pilasters standing on pedestals and supporting a 
continuous entablature with arabesque frieze and 
dentilled cornice, and in the middle of each bay is an 
architectural composition enclosing the letter H. 
The doors are of similar character to the panelling, 
and over the doorway to the staircase is a convex 
shelf with strapwork surmounted by small pedestals 
with vases. The fireplace has a black marble 
surround with moulded head and jambs; it is 
flanked by tapering Doric pilasters; they stand 
on panelled pedestals and are enriched with 
arabesque work and support a continuous entab- 
lature with enriched straps. The overmantel is 
in three bays, the middle one similar to a bay of 
the wall-panelling ; the side bays are narrow and 
have pairs of enriched Ionic columns standing on 
carved and shaped pedestals and supporting a 
continuous entablature with a dentilled cornice, 
and enriched frieze; beneath the columns are 
shallow niches and round recesses containing vases. 
The bay on the E. side of the room is lined with 
modern panelling. The Staircase Hall has on the 
N. and W. sides remains of continuous seating 
with arched fronts and turned legs; it is now set 
close to the walls and forms a base to the panelling 
above ; this is in two heights, the lower rectangular, 
the upper with semi-circular arches and ‘jewelled’ 
imposts ; it is divided into bays by Doric pilasters 
carrying a continuous entablature. The door- 
frame to the White Parlour has a moulded head, 
jambs and stops. 


Basement. The Servants’ Hall has panelling 
similar to that in the Staircase Hall. In the W. 
wall is a round-headed alcove (Plate 119) of 
black marble ; it is set within a rectangular sur- 
round of rusticated slabs and has a semi-domed 
head ; in the alcove is a fountain-jet of white 
stone carved in the form of a lion’s head. In 
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the opposite wall is a wide semi-circular arched 
opening with jambs and head of similar rusticated 
blocks. 


First Floor. The Gilt Room (41% ft. by 22 ft.) 
is lined with panelling in four heights with fluted 
Ionic pilasters at intervals standing on panelled 
pedestals and supporting a continuous entablature 
(Plate 122); the panels have cut and shaped 
borders, and in the middle of each are quatrefoils 
charged alternately with crosslets (from the arms 
of Rich) and fleurs-de-lis (from the arms of Cope) ; 
each quatrefoil is set within two palm-branches 
surmounted by a coronet; the main cornice is 
enriched with triglyphs and the frieze between 
them with ornamental panels in relief ; the doors in 
the E. and W. walls are formed out of the panelling 
and are without architraves ; the doors in the N. wall 
are in two leaves each of six panels similar to those 
lining the walls; the semi-circular arch has the 
soffit painted with scroll-work panels with female 
figures, the spandrels have painted angels, and 
in the tympanum is a fan of radiating fluting ; 
the opening to the recess opposite is of similar 
character ; the two chimney-pieces in the N. wall 
are of slightly different design; the W. fireplace 
is flanked by attached and coupled Doric columns, 
standing on pedestals and supporting a shelf of 
convex section ornamented with cross palm- 
branches and cartouches enclosing painted female 
figures; the overmantel is in two bays with 
attached coupled Doric columns at either end and 
two single columns in the middle flanking a narrow 
rounded-headed panel with painted enrichment 
surrounding the letter H ; in each of the side bays 
is a round-headed panel with the painted figure of 
a woman (probably Peace and Justice) seated on 
a pedestal; the pedestals below the columns are 
painted with female figures and a group of dancers ; 
the enriched panels between the pedestals are 
painted and have in the middle of each a small 


medallion painted with the heads of James I | 


and Charles I; the painting on the E. fireplace 
differs slightly from those on the western one ; 
in the angle of the room, on the middle of the side 
walls and above the N. doorway, are carved 
cartouches, surmounted by coronets and painted 
with the following shields-of-arms, etc.—(a) Rich 
impaling Cope, (6) Rich quartering Baldry, (c) the 
wyvern crest of Rich, surrounded by a garter, (d) 
Rich, (e) Rich impaling Cope, (f) the motto “‘ DITIOR 
EST QUI SE”’, and (g) Cope. The room is painted a 
creamy stone colour, blue and gilt, and the 
decoration is attributed to Francis Clein. 

Lady Holland's Sitting Room, in the E. wing, 
has a fireplace of early 17th-century date, but 
apparently much restored. 

The Long Gallery (1003 ft. by 17} ft.), now the 
Library (Plate 123), has in the W. wall two original 

-chimney-pieces alike in design and detail; the 


surround to the fireplace is enriched and the lintel 
carved with arabesque work; it is flanked by 
enriched and tapering Doric pilasters on either side 
which support an entablature with a convex cornice- 
shelf; on the shelf are two medallions painted 
with cherubs; the overmantel is divided into 
two bays by fluted Ionic columns supporting an 
entablature enriched with strapwork and arabesque 
ornament ; between the columns are four panels 
enclosing an elliptical cartouche painted with a 
female figure. In the passage next to the Library 
are two panels made up of fragments of glass 
including two shields-of-arms, a fleur-de-lis, two 
quarries with badges, a round box or trunk, and a 
wheatsheaf, two Dutch inscriptions and fragments ; 
all 16th-century and of English work except the 
inscriptions. On the second floor one of the bed- 
rooms is lined with early 17th-century panelling 
with two original doors, and in the attic is another 
door of the same date. 


The Principal Staircase (Plate 124) is in three 
flights from floor to floor and rises from the ground 
to the second floor; the strings and handrail are 
moulded, the newels are square and rusticated and 
have shaped and pierced pendants and the balusters 
are in the form of rusticated piers with raking 
capitals and bases and support small arches with 
shaped key-blocks; the newels were originally 
surmounted by finials, but only one, on the second 
floor, remains. On the first-floor landing, the 
doorway to the Gilt Room has a moulded frame 
and is flanked hy Ionic pilasters, standing on 
pedestals and supporting an ornamental entabla- 
ture ; the doorway on the N. side is similar but 
has no pilasters. 


The Gate Piers (Plate 125) in the garden near 
the E. side of the house are of Portland stone, 
and were built from the designs of Inigo Jones 
by Nicholas Stone in 1629; each pier has on 
the S. side two attached Doric columns, standing 
on panelled pedestals and supporting an entabla- 
ture and pediment; between the columns is a 
semi-circular niche surmounted by a plain 
recessed panel and a carved cartouche and 
coronet ; above each pediment is a pedestal with 
a carved griffin, the one holding a shield of 
the arms of Rich impaling Cope and the other 
Rich quartering Cope, and the cartouches above 
the niches are carved with the same shields; the 
N. sides of the piers are similar to the S. sides 
but have pilasters in place of columns. 

At the W. end of the formal garden, to the W. 
of the house, is a range of round brick arches, 
partly of the 17th century, but much repaired 
with modern brick. They formed part of the 
old stables, probably those built in 1638-40. 


Condition—Good, much altered. 
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(4) KENSINGTON SQuaRE. Houses, Nos. 11 
and 12, at. Ej. end@ot Sassiderot thes square, 
300 yards S.S.E. of the parish church, are 
of three storeys with attics and basements; 
the walls are of brick and the roofs are tiled. 
They were built in 1700, each on a rectangular 
plan with small blocks projecting on the S. The 
front wall of each house has been covered with 
stucco up to the level of the first floor and 
the windows have modern stucco architraves ; 
between the storeys are projecting bands and, at 
the eaves, is an enriched modillioned cornice ; 
the attics are lighted by dormer-windows with 
moulded cornices and pediments; the doorway 
to No. 11 has an enriched coved hood supported 
on carved brackets. Inside the building many 
of the rooms are panelled and retain their original 
coved or moulded cornices. The staircase to 
No. 11 is original and has moulded string and 
handrail, square newels and turned balusters, 
and the staircase to No. 12 is similar, but the 
ends of the steps of the lower flights have 
carved brackets. 


Condition—Good. 


Some of the other houses in the square are 
probably of about the same date but, with the 
exception of those described above, they have 
been so extensively altered both internally and 
externally as to present no original features. 


(5) Houses, Nos. 10 and 12, Holland Street, on 
N. side of road, 100 yards N. of the parish church, 
are of three storeys with cellars. They were 
built early in the 18th century but have since 
been altered and the ground-floors have been con- 
verted into modern shops. The front elevation 
has a projecting brick band at the level of the 
second floor and a brick parapet; the ground- 
floors have modern shop-fronts, but, above, the 
windows have flat brick arches and No. 10 retains 
its old flush frames. Inside the buildings many of 
the rooms retain their original panelling. No. 10 
has an early 18th-century staircase with moulded 
string and handrail, turned balusters, and newels 
in the form of small Doric columns. 


Condition—good. 


(6) Row or Five Corraces, Nos. 8-12, King 
Street, on W. side of road, 200 yards S. of the 
parish church, are of two storeys with cellars ; 
the walls are of brick and the roofs are tiled. 
They were built early in the 18th century but 
have since been restored and altered. The front 
windows to Nos. 8-12 have segmental-heads and 
those to Nos. 11 and 12 have flat arches; some 
of the windows retain their old frames. 


Condition—Good. 


10. LAMBETH. 
(O.S.6in. London Sheet O.) 


The borough of Lambeth is conterminous with 
the parish of Lambeth. The Palace is the principal 
monument. 


Ecclesiastical :— 


(1). THe ParisH CHURCH oF ST. Mary stands 
on the N. side of the approach to Lambeth Bridge. 
The walls of the tower are of Kentish rag with 
limestone-dressings ; the roof is covered with lead. 
The West Tower was built late in the 15th century, 
but the rest of the church was rebuilt in 1851 ; 
some of the old stones have been incorporated 
in the lower walls, where, in places, the old 
core may also exist; the top stage of the tower 
is also modern. 


Architectural Description—The West Tower 
(15 ft. by 13% ft.) is in four stages (Plate 126) with a 
S.E. octagonal stair-turret. The tower-arch has been 
partly rebuilt with old material; it is two-centred 
and of two moulded orders, the outer continuous 
and the inner resting on attached shafts with 
moulded capitals and mutilated bases. In the S. 
wall of the ground-stage is a doorway with a four- 
centred head. The second stage has in the S., E. 
and W. walls a single-light window with a trefoiled 
head; that in the E. wall is blocked. The third 
stage has in the E. walla blocked window, originally 
of two cinquefoiled lights with a quatrefoil above, 
but the mullion and a large part of the head are 
missing ; in the W. wall is a similar window and in 
the S. wall is a two-light window, all modern 
except the rear-arch, splays and some reused 
dressings. The bell-chamber is modern. 


Fittings—Brasses and Indents. Brasses: In 
organ chamber—on E. wall, not im situ, (1) of 
[Katherine (Broughton), first wife of Lord William 
Howard, 7th son of Thomas, 2nd Duke of Norfolk, 
1535], figure wearing pedimental head-dress and 
long mantle with the arms of Howard, with the 
Flodden augmentation, quartering Brotherton, 
Mowbray and Warenne, impaling a cheveron between 
three molets, for Broughton, quartering (a) on a 
cheveron three fleurs-de-lis, for Pever (b) on a cross 
five escallops, and (c) two leopards ; at feet of figure a 
squirrel holding a nut ; on N. wall, (2) to Margaret 
Chute, 1638, inscription only; (3) of [Thomas 
Clere, 1545] figure in plate-armour, and shield-of- 
arms, on a fess three eagles for Clere, quartering 
a muill-rind cross, for Uvedale, with a crescent 
for difference. Indents: see Monuments (1) and 
(2). Communion Ratls; (Plate 1) with square 
panelled posts carved with flowers, double gates in 
middle, moulded and enriched top rail, moulded 
bottom rail, turned and carved balusters, late 17th- 
century, said to have come from All Saints, 
Maidstone. Similar rails across E. end of W. 
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Tower. Door: to S.E. vestry—with hollow- 
chamfered ribs planted on, forming four-centred 
head, and three panels, two strap-hinges, early 
16th-century, backing modern. Glass: In S 
chapel—in small window, figure of a pedlar with 
his dog; portions of glass possibly of c. 1700 but 
mostly modern. Monuments and Floor-slabs. Monu- 
ments: In chancel—against N. wall (1) to Hugh 
Peyntwyn, LL.D., 1504 (Plate 126), altar-tomb and 
recess with three sub-cusped quatrefoiled panels on 
front of tomb, each containing shield with the arms 
of Peyntwyn, gules three thistles or leaved vert, 
colouring modern, plinth cut away and range of 
quatrefoiled panels with blank shields inserted ; 
Purbeck-marble slab with moulded edge; recess 
at back with moulded jambs, flanked by semi- 
octagonal shafts, cusped and traceried reveals with 
four-centred arch and traceried spandrels, foliated 
cornice with three shields of the arms of Peyntwyn 
and cresting of Tudor flowers; at back of recess 
three traceried panels and indents of two figures and 
a Trinity (?) with painted inscription-plate below, 
mostly illegible and probably modern ; against S. 
wall (2) to John Mompesson, 1524, altar-tomb and 
recess, of limestone with Purbeck-marble slab, 
generally similar to (1) but with original moulded 
plinth to tomb, and shields in quatrefoils of 
tomb; spandrels of main arch to recess and frieze, 
carved with the arms of Mompesson, argent a 
lion sable charged on the shoulder with a pinson 
(chaffinch) argent impaling ermine a lion passant 
gules for Drew; in centre panel over tomb, in- 
dent of kneeling man and two scrolls, with below 
a modern copy of pre-existing brass with inscrip- 
tion. In S. porch—-on E. wall (3) to Judith, 
wife of Cap. George Ralegh, 1701, white marble 
tablet with shield-of-arms and _ inscription ; 
(4) to Sir Peter Rich, 1692, Alderman of London, 
shaped marble tablet (Plate 10) with cherub- 
heads and scrolls ; on N. wall (5) of Robert Scott, 
Quartermaster-general to the King of Sweden, etc., 
1631, bust with inscription-plate below; on 
S. wall (6) to Elizabeth, wife of John Baylie, 1629, 
plain tablet. Floor-slabs: In chancel—below 
altar (1) to Richard Bancroft, 1610, Archbishop of 
Canterbury ; partly hidden by altar-steps (2) to 
John Alsop, 1611; (3) to Anne, wife of Robert 
Roberts, 1665, with lozenge-of-arms ; (4) to Robert 
Thompson, LL.D., 1683-4, with shield-of-arms. 
In S. chapel—(5) to Elias Ashmole, 1692, donor 
of the Ashmolean Museum, Oxford, with achieve- 
ment-of-arms ; (6) to John Butcher, 1696. In N. 
aisle (7) to a girl, 1672, white marble slab, broken. 
Organ: (Plate 68) originally in two bays with 
semi-circular towers carried on continuous and 


elaborately carved and moulded cornice, and 


panelled casing to the manuals. Cornice and wood- 
work below with some of the upper carved casing 
original, built by Renatus Harris, c. 1701, enlarged 


and considerably rebuilt in the 19th century. 
Plate (Plate 4): includes two cups of 1638, one 
with cover of same date, the other with cover of 
1668, a paten of 1638, and three flagons of 1664. 


Condition—Good, much restored. 


Secular :— 

(2). LAMBETH PALACE, house, chapel, gatehouse, 
etc., stands N. of the church. Archbishop 
Baldwin acquired the site in 1189-90 for a 
college of secular canons. Most of the buildings 
erected by him and his successor, Hubert Walter, 
were however demolished before the end of the 
12th century, and it was not until the time of 
Archbishop Langton (1207-29) that the new 
palace was begun; it was perhaps continued 
under Archbishop Boniface (1240-70). All that 
remains of this work is the Chapel, which 
appears to be of mid 13th-century date, but the 
Crypt and the W. doorway are of an earlier 
character and it is probable that the former is part 
of Stephen Langton’s work and the latter a re-use 
of older material. The Water, or Lollards’, Tower 
was built on the site of an earlier building by 
Archbishop Chicheley, the work being completed 
in 1435. Cardinal Morton built the Entrance 
Gateway (known as Morton’s Tower) in 1490; the 
tower at the N.E. of the chapel is ascribed to 
Archbishop Cranmer (1533-56), or Cardinal Pole 
(1556-1558), and the smaller tower which adjoins 
the Water Tower on the S. was added by 
Archbishop Laud about the year 1635. The 
Great Hall was destroyed under the Common- 
wealth but rebuilt by Archbishop Juxon, 1660-63, 
who also restored the chapel. A two-storeyed 
cloister with an eastern range of buildings, which 
included the ‘Guard Room,’ connected the hall 
with the chapel, and E. of the latter and off 
the E. walk of the cloisters ran two ranges contain- 
ing domestic apartments. The whole of this 
cloister, guard-room, and adjoining ranges was 
demolished by Archbishop Howley in 1829-33 
who erected modern buildings in its stead. The 
plan of the ‘Guard Room’ was retained and 
portions of the old timbers re-used in the roof. 
The archway and cottage connecting the S. end 
of the hall with the main entrance gateway, 
the stables and various outbuildings lying to 
the S.E. were erected at the same time. The 
buildings have been restored at various times 
during the 19th century. 


The Chapel. The walls are of pudding-stone and 
freestone partly faced with ashlar; the dressings 
are of Reigate-stone and Purbeck-marble ; the roof 
is covered with lead. The Undercroft (Plate 127) 
(704 ft. by 232 ft.) is in four double bays divided 
down the middle by a row of columns. In the E. 
wall of the N. bay is a window of two trefoiled 
lights (the foiled heads being blind) in a two-centred 
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outer order, the splays have each a window-seat and 
the window is rebated internally for shutters, of 
which hinge-hooks remain. The corresponding 
window in the S. bay has been cut into to make a 
doorway. In each bay of the N. wall are two win- 
dows, each of a single light and similar to those in 
the E. wall; the westernmost has been altered and 
a square-headed window inserted. All these win- 
dows have wrought-iron grates. The S. wall has, in 
the third bay from the E., a 14th-century doorway 
with chamfered and moulded jambs and two- 
centred segmental head with the initials I.O. 
carved on the apex. In the westernmost bay is a 
rough square-headed doorway with a wooden 
lintel; W. of the doorway, externally, is a small 
niche, much patched with cement and of doubtful 
purpose. The W. wall has in the N. bay a window 
similar to that in the corresponding bay in the E. 
wall. In the S. bay are the sill and the lower parts 
of the chamfered jambs of a blocked doorway. 
Each bay of the crypt has a quadripartite vault 
with chamfered ribs springing from moulded 
corbels with Purbeck-marble abaci; the Purbeck- 
marble columns have moulded capitals and bases. 
Much of the original plaster remains on the walls 
and vaulting. : 

The chapel itself (72} ft. by 254 ft.) is in four 
bays (Plate 130) with a screen between the third 
and fourth separating the westernmost, which 
forms an ante-chapel with a gallery at the 
W. end. The E. window is of five graduated 
lancets with moulded rear-arches carried on 
attached shafts of Purbeck-marble with moulded 
capitals and bases; at the sill-level is a moulded 
string. In each bay in the N. and S. walls is a 


window of three graduated lancets under a two- 
centred outer order springing from the buttresses ; 
the windows are of similar character and detail to 
the E. window ; the lower part of the easternmost 
window in the N. wall is blocked and has a doorway 
with a two-centred head opening into a vestry in 
Cranmer’s Tower ; it is apparently much restored ; 
the upper part of the window opens into the 
first floor of Cranmer’s Tower and has a modern 
stone gallery-front. The upper parts of the windows 
in the bay opposite are blocked. The W. doorway 
(Plate 128) is of three moulded orders, the inner 
forming two trefoiled arches and the outer two 
enclosing a tympanum with a sunk moulded 
quatrefoil now containing a 17th-century cartouche 
of the arms of the See impaling Laud; the jambs 
have each two free and two attached shafts, and 
the middle pier has three attached shafts all 
with moulded capitals and bases; the moulded 
rear-arch is segmental and carried on detached 
shafts with moulded capitals and bases; the 
early detail and the slight irregularity in the 
setting of the main arch with the awkward 
termination of the label suggest that the work 
has been reset. The W. window is similar to the 
E. window but the sill is at a higher level and 
the lights were blocked when the Lollards’ Tower 
was built. The vault is modern. The roof was 
carried by king-post trusses between each bay, 
and some of those remaining may be of 15th- 
century date, but at a later period, probably 
in the 17th century, additional trusses have been 
inserted and the roof reconstructed to form a 
flat, the parapets being raised at the same time. 
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Fittings—Communion Rails: brought back from 
Addington, have moulded rails with carved consoles, 
symmetrically turned balusters, early 17th-century, 
and gates (Plate 1) carved with pierced acanthus 
leaf scrolls, c. 1660. Doors: to W. doorway, with 
trefoiled-heads and each of four battens with trellis- 
framing and plain strap-hinges, possibly 13th-cen- 
tury, framing later; in gallery, occupying outer 
lights of original W. window, two, of two panels 
with upper panel in three cinquefoiled lights, 
quarry-glazed, probably 15th-century, reset. 
Gallery : over W. end of ante-chapel with shallow 
extensions at either end along W. wall, of wood, 
supported on two Ionic columns standing on high 
octagonal pedestals, and having short panelled 
posts above with quadrant brackets carved with 
imitation voussoirs, stopping against dentilled 
cornice of gallery-front; gallery-front panelled, 
with semi-hexagonal bay in centre of middle part 
and small fluted pilasters of the Ionic order between 
panels, supporting continuous entablature with 
carved grotesques on frieze ; below the front, under 
pilasters, pierced carving below panels on part of 
projecting bay ; middle panel carved with archi- 
tectural composition flanked by female half-figures 
and scrolls, panelled soffit, early 17th-century. 
Monument : in ante-chapel, to Archbishop Matthew 
Parker, 1575, altar-tomb, cut down and altered, 
with moulded plinth round N. and E. sides panelled 
with quatrefoils and Purbeck-marble slab moulded 
on three sides; moved in 1648 and replaced by Arch- 
bishop Sancroft, with brass inscription recording 
same. Oriel window: in middle of blocked light 
of W. window, semi-octagonal, with three cinque- 
foiled lights having rosette points to lower cusps, 
with moulded cornice above supporting an ogee- 
shaped capping, and moulded sill below carried on 
carved half-figure of an angel holding shield of the 
arms of the See impaling Juxon, mid 17th-century. 
Panelling : in ante-chapel round lower parts of 
walls, in two heights, 17th-century. Paving: of 
black and white marble squares set diagonally ; that 
in centre part of ante-chapel set square; possibly 
late 17th or early 18th-century ; pavement within 
altar-rails, modern. Plate: includes a cup, cover- 
paten and flagon of c. 1634-6, an alms-basin of 1635, 
a paten of 1677, a flagon of 1660, a pair of pricket 
candlesticks of 1660-70 and a Portuguese cup 
given to the abbey of Alcobaga in 1690, probably 
brought to this country about the time of the 
Peninsular war. Screen (Plates 8, 131) : between 
chapel and ante-chapel, of seven bays including 
doorway ; close lower panels divided by Doric 
pilasters, moulded and carved middle rail with 
cartouches-of-arms, upper panels each with oval 
opening with carved surround and cherub-heads in 
the spandrels ; bays divided by enriched terminal 
pilasters with Ionic capitals, supporting entablature 
with carved straps ; doorway with round head and 


spandrels carved with half-angels holding cartouches 
of-arms and central cartouches on both sides of 
screen above head of doorway carved with the arms 
of the See impaling Laud ; doors in two leaves with 
two solid panels in lower part and pierced carving 
above. On E. side the first bay S. of the doorway 
forms back of archbishop’s stall, with pierced 
scrolled arms, shaped pieces below seat and canopy 
formed by projection of the main cornice carried on 
long console-brackets terminating in carved pen- 
dants; semi-elliptical arched head with carved 
key-block and spandrels, mid 17th-century, arch- 
bishop’s seat, late 17th-century. Seating: Against 
N. and S. walls of two westernmost bays of chapel 
and E. side of screen, with desks having panelled 
fronts with moulded plinth and capping and four- 
teen (two against screen partly cut away) bench- 
ends (Plate 8) having heads of irregular cartouche- 
form carved with winged cherub-heads, swags, etc., 
mid 17th-century, stalls modern. In front of side 
stalls, six benches with turned baluster-legs and 
moulded rails. In ante-chapel, five forms of similar 
character, mid 17th-century. 


Cranmer’s Tower (20 ft. by 17 ft.) stands on the 
N. side of the easternmost bay of the chapel and has 
at the N.E. corner a staircase-tower (13 ft. square). 
It is of five stages, including a half basement, and 
is of brick with stone dressings. It is of mid 16th- 
century date, but the windows have been restored 
throughout and the parapet and chimneys rebuilt. 
On the W. Front is a completely restored or modern 
doorway to the ground-floor and corbelled out at the 
first-floor level is a chimney-stack. The E. Front 
has on the first floor a blocked doorway with an 
external wood-lintel. The staircase-tower is lighted 
by small single-light windows. 


Interior—The tower and staircase have several 
original doorways, some with old oak doors. The 
bottom storey has in the E. wall two large screens on 
either side of the doorway, and across the ceiling 
is a large beam. The ground-floor is used as 
a vestry and has an original oak ceiling with moulded 
cornice, cross-beam and joists. The walls are 
lined with late 17th or early 18th-century bolection- 
moulded panelling. The doors into the chapel- 
staircase and that in the W. wall are similarly 
panelled, and the two former have bolection- 
moulded architraves. In the W. wall is an original 
fireplace with hollow-chamfered jambs and four- 
centred arch, but it is now blocked and surrounded 
by an early 18th-century bolection-moulded archi- 
trave with a moulded cornice above. The casements 
in the N. window with their fastenings may possibly 
be of 17th-century date. The first floor, sometimes 
called ‘ Cranmer’s Parlour,’ now contains a modern 
organ. The ceiling is similar to that in the room 
below and the S. side opens through the original 
window into the chapel. The walls of the room 
on the second floor are lined with plain panelling 
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of 18th-century date, and across the ceiling is a 
narrow moulded beam. In the E. wall is an original 
fireplace with hollow-chamfered jambs and four- 
centred head with sunk spandrels, to the S. of which, 
in the thickness of the wall, is a cupboard with a 
recess on the S. side lighted by a small square- 
headed window having 16th or 17th-century 
glazing. The third floor has one large moulded 
beam across the ceiling. The stairs are built round 
three sides of a central square pier, scratched in 
places with initials, words, etc. ; the landings are of 
square red tiles and the stairs are of stone up to the 
first floor and of wood above. In the E. wall of each 
landing is an original window, blocked by the modern 
additions ; that on the first floor retains its crossbars 
and old lead casement with fasteners. The central 
pier stops at the third floor and is surmounted on the 
N. and E. sides by a low panelled enclosure 
(Plate 129). The panelling is original and has 
moulded angle-posts and top rail with the panels 
moulded towards the staircase and chamfered on 
the inside. From the third floor to the roof the 
stairs are of solid balks of triangular section. 


The Water, or Lollards’, Tower (29 ft. by 28 ft.) is 
built on the W. end of the chapel and has, projecting 
from the E. end of the N. wall, a smaller rectangular 
tower containing the staircase and garde-robes, 
which appears to have been added at a slightly 
later date. The main tower is of four storeys with a 
half basement ; the staircase is of five storeys, and 
both are surmounted by rebuilt embattled parapets. 
The walls are faced with roughly coursed Kentish 
rag with ashlar quoins, except on the upper part 
of the S. and E. walls, which are of brick ; the roofs 
are covered with lead. On the W. front the windows 
are symmetrically arranged; all have moulded 
labels and those to the three lower floors have 
cinquefoiled heads to the lights ; the upper windows 
have four centred heads to the lights. Between the 
second-floor windows is a vaulted niche with 
moulded jambs and two-centred cinquefoiled arch 
under a crocketed and finialled ogee head; it is 
flanked by small buttresses with moulded bases and 
crocketed pinnacles; the projecting shelf is sup- 
ported on the half-figure of an angel holding a much 
defaced shield probably of the arms of the See 
impaling Chicheley; the niche formerly contained 
an image of St. Thomas of Canterbury. On 
the return, or N., wall are similar windows and 
a slightly projecting chimney-stack on plain 
corbels. The E. front has, above the chapel 


roof, two long niches with segmental heads. 


The staircase-tower is lit by narrow rectangular 
lights, but on the E. wall are two with four-centred 


_ heads, and on the ground-floor is a low, wide 
~ window with two old casements with moulded 
_ frames and lead-glazing. On the N. wall, corbelled 


out on three shaped corbels, is a small chimney- 


stack. The turret-staircase rises a little above the 


parapet of the tower and is finished with a roof of 
ogee shape with widely projecting eaves; on the 
S.E. front is a gabled bell-cote, with shaped sides 
and moulded cornice ; it originally had cusped and 
traceried barge-boards but the right-hand board is 
missing; the bell is dated 1687; the northern 
faces of the turret are of rag-stone, the others of 
brick with ashlar quoins. Interiov—The half- 
basement has exposed joists and moulded wall- 
plates on shaped stone corbels. The window 
jambs and mullions are rebated for shutters and 
the recesses have stone seats. In the N. wall is a 
large fireplace-recess with a modern arch, and in 
the W. jamb is an old stone shelf carried on two 
stone corbels ; further E. is a circular stone oven 
with a tiled arch and domed top of brick; the 
doorway at the E. end of the wall has stone 
jambs and four-centred brick arch. The ‘ Post 
Room’ (Plate 128) on the ground-floor has a 
boarded ceiling divided by heavy moulded cross- 
beams, supported by a 17th-century or later 
central octagonal post with moulded capping 
and braces; the main divisions of the ceiling 
are divided into panels by original moulded 
ribs with carved bosses at the intersections and 
extremities ; some of the bosses are carved with 
half figures of angels holding shields, scrolls, 
crown, etc.; one boss is carved with the head of a 
bearded man wearing a head-dress of turban-form, 
another is carved with a woman’s head and the 
others with conventional leaves. In the S. wallisa 
doorway with moulded jambs and two-centred 
head. Further W. is a restored square-headed 
window of two cinquefoiled lights and probably 
inserted in the 17th century when Laud’s addition 
was made. The N. wall has a blocked doorway at 
the W. end only indicated by marks on the internal 
plaster ; further E. is the doorway into the stair- 
turret. The doorway to the small vice in the S.E. 
angle has moulded jambs and a two-centred head. 
The walls of the ‘post room’ have a high 17th- 
century dado, with a moulded and dentilled cap- 
ping. Against the E. and S. walls are contemporary 
benches with small Tuscan columns as posts between 
the rails. The first floor has exposed ceiling-beams 
and a plain post with a simple capping in the middle. 
There is some early 17th-century panelling, two 
late 17th-century doors and a fireplace of the same 
date with a bolection-moulded architrave and 
moulded cornice. The S. room has an original 
stone fireplace with hollow-chamfered jambs and 
low four-centred arch. In the S. wall of the lobby 
formed in the S.E. vice is an early 17th-century 
ledged door with moulded battens, above which is 
a small square-headed light. The upper floors have 
exposed ceiling-beams and original fireplaces with 
four-centred heads. On the top floor there is an 
original doorway with a four-centred head and an 
early 17th-century panelled door. The Staircase 


tower had garde-robes on the W. side. The staircase

is entered on each floor through original stone door- 
ways with hollow-chamfered jambs and _ four- 
centred heads; the door from the ‘ post room’ is 
framed and ledged and divided on the outside by 
vertical ribs into three panels, one cut to form a 
wicket with a four-centred head ; on the first floor 
the door is of feathered battens, with long strap- 
hinges and an old shaped handle-plate. The door- 
ways to the garde-robe on the first and second floors 
have hollow-chamfered jambs and _ two-centred 
arches and batten-doors ; that on the top floor is 
similar but with a four-centred arch; the door is 
hung on old strap-hinges. From the third floor, off 
the S.E. corner, a similar circular stair rises to the 
Prison on the floor above. The prison has a stone 
doorway with chamfered jambs and four-centred 
head rebated for a massive door, three inches thick 
and made up of three thicknesses of planks enclosing 
hinges and strongly riveted. There is an inner 
wooden doorway with a square head and door of 
similar construction. This has two long hooks and 
staples for padlocks and, in the upper part, a wicket 
for observation, now covered on both sides by broken 
iron plates. The ceiling has one large beam and is 
lined with wide planks as are also the walls. The 
latter are laid horizontally and have iron hooks and 
rings. In the N. wall is a stone fireplace with 
plain jambs and lintel and in the N.W. corner of 
the room is a stone flag with a circular opening 
over the garde-robe pit. The planks have a large 
number of incised inscriptions including the names, 
John Fysche, Farley, Jhon Worth, etc., 15th to 
17th-century. 


Laud’s Tower stands on the S. side of the Water 
Tower. It is of four stages, including the lower 
ground-floor or half-basement, and is surmounted by 
an embattled parapet. 
roughly coursed Kentish rag with some flint in the 
lower part ; the quoins are of larger stones and the 
parapet is of brick witha stone coping, but the upper 
part of this has been rebuilt. At the S. end is a 
projecting chimney-stack. The lower part of the E. 
front is faced with similar masonry but above the 
sills of the ground-floor windows it is of much 
restored brick-work with stone dressings; the E. 
wall has been refaced, above the roofs, with modern 
brick but retains an original lead rainwater-pipe 
and head bearing the arms of the See impaling 
Laud, with the date 1635 above and the initials 
W.L. below. Interior: The kitchen, in the 
basement, is entered through a stone doorway with 
chamfered jambs and four-centred head; _ the 
ceiling has exposed and chamfered beams, and in the 
W. wall a stone fireplace with early 18th-century 
panelled sides and head with key-block. The win- 
dows have wood lintels, and in the W. wall is a 
small recess with a four-centred head. In the N. 
wall is a doorway with moulded jambs and 
two-centred head opening into the Water Tower. 


The W. wall is faced with _ 


A small cellar in the N.E. corner of the tower has 
in the S. wall a small square-headed window with 
moulded stone jambs and an iron grate. The 
Dining Room, on the ground-floor, has a moulded 
wood cornice and cross-beam and the timber- 
construction is exposed in the E. wall. The late 
17th-century doorway has panelled wood pilasters 
with carved consoles supporting a moulded cornice 
and a panelled door. The door to the cupboard is 
similar and has a single moulded architrave. The 
chimney-piece is of painted stone with panelled 
pilasters and lintel with the date 1680, The 
Entrance Hall has a moulded wood cornice, ceiling- 
beams and joists. On the W. side is a late 17th- 
century staircase (Plate 129) with moulded handrail 
and string, square newel-posts and turned balusters. 
The two upper floors have moulded or chamfered 
ceiling-beams and several original doors. One 
fireplace is of similar character to that in the 
dining room. In the S. and W. windows on the 
first floor are two 17th-century oval sun-dials of 
glass in yellow stain (Plate 3). The walls of both 
rooms on the second floor are lined with early 
18th-century panelling. The fireplace in the W. 
room has a simple moulded surround and old blue 
and grey tiles of various designs and that in the 
E. room has a moulded architrave, frieze with a 
panelled tablet, and moulded cornice as shelf. The 
early 17th-century staircase (Plate 129) has moulded 
strings and handrail, square newel-posts with ball- 
finials and square pendants, and symmetrically- 
turned balusters of various proportions. 


The Great Hall (93 ft. by 38 ft.), now the Library, 
was built in 1660-63 and is of seven bays with two 
projecting ‘ oriels’ on the W. side. The walls are 
of red brick with Portland-stone dressings; the 
roof is covered with slates and is surmounted by 
a central timber lantern covered with lead. 


The W. Elevation (Plate 132) has at either end the 
square projecting ‘ oriels,’ and between the other 
bays are buttresses with moulded offsets. The 
walls are finished with a moulded plinth and a stone 
entablature with modillions and a frieze enriched 
with carved swags and masks; over the ‘ oriels’ 
are pointed pediments. Above the cornice the but- 
tresses slope back to square pedestals surmounted 
by ball-finials, and between them the main wall is 
finished with an embattled parapet. The ‘oriels’ 
have rusticated quoins and the parapets have 
pedestals with carved masks and shaped finials. 
The ‘ oriels’ have each a large three-light window 
divided into three ranges of cinquefoiled lights, 
with moulded jambs and a two-centred head. The 
lower part of the window in the S. bay is modern 
and replaces a large doorway. The windows in the 
five intermediate bays are of similar design to that 
in the S. bay, but of two ranges of lights only ; the 
lower lights are square-headed and uncusped. The 
E. Elevation is similar in general design to the W. 
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Cranmer’s Tower, mid 16th-century. 
Outer face of enclosure at top of staircase.

front but the entablature is replaced by a deep 
stone string, the intermediate buttresses have 
pyramidal tops, and the parapet is not embattled 
but finishes in a simple moulded stone coping. At 
either end is a wide buttress, rising from plinth to 
string without offsets ; cut on the string round the 
southern one is the date 1685. Under the southern- 
most window is a blocked doorway with a round 
arch and with moulded and carved architrave 
returned round the key-stone; the spandrels are 
panelled and the doorway is surmounted by a 
moulded cornice and pediment. The N. and S. 
walls are each carried up in a pointed gable with 
stone copings which terminate at the apex in a 
stone finial with an arched recess in each face and 
a ball-terminal. In each gable is a three-light 
window, similar to those in the side walls, but 
wider and without transoms; below the labels 
are console-brackets of Renaissance design. The 
Lantern (Plate 129) is in two stages with an ogee- 
shaped cupola supporting a weather-vane, pierced 
with the arms of the See impaling those of Juxon. 
The lower stage is hexagonal on plan with square- 
headed glazed openings, quadrant shoulders and 
key-blocks ; at the angles are Ionic pilasters sup- 
porting an entablature. The upper stage is round 
on plan with six round-headed openings divided by 
buttress-scrolls each finished with a Corinthian 
capital supporting entablatures and cornice similar 
to the lower stage. Interior (Plate 133): the 
openings into the two ‘oriels’ have coffered reveals 
and soffit with large rosettes of varying design. 
The E. wall has in the northernmost bay a round- 
headed stone doorway (Plate 134) with voluted key- 
stone, moulded imposts and bases; flanking it are 
Corinthian pilasters supporting an entablature and 
broken curved pediment ; in the entablature is a 
raised panel with the date 1663, and, in the pedi- 
ment above, is a cartouche of the arms of the See 
impaling Juxon and supported by cherubs. The 
roof is of seven bays with elaborate hammer-beam 
trusses of Gothic form and construction though 
the mouldings and ornament are of Renaissance 
design. The main beams are moulded and the 
main spandrels are filled with pierced acanthus 
foliage with mitres and palls ; the pendants, below 
the side posts, have acanthus terminals and Doric 
capitals and the longitudinal braces spring from 
masks and fruit-branches on the side-posts; the 
main wall-plate is covered by an entablature with a 
band above it, carved with swags and shields-of- 


arms of the See and Juxon and the two impaled ; 


above the main purlins are similar bands carved 
with guilloche-ornament with masks or mitres in 
the larger circles ; the smaller spandrels of the roof 
have pierced filling of semi-Gothic character and 


above the collar-beams is a range of open panels 
with semi-Gothic cusped heads ; the stone corbels 


are carved with masks, lion-heads, cartouches and 
angels holding shields. The interior of the lantern is 
enriched with masks and pendants of foliage. 


Fittings— Benches : two or three, of oak with 
moulded top and foot rails, turned legs, 17th- 
century. Glass: In hall, in northernmost window, 
in W. wall, (a) shaped shield with the arms of the 
See impaling Juxon with scroll-work and mitre, 
second half of the 17th century ; (0) fully quartered 
crowned shield (Plate 3) of Philip II of Spain, 
within a Garter, 16th-century; (c) two roundels 
each with globe encircled by a serpent and sur- 
mounted by a dove and having a quotation from 
the Vulgate round edge, and a border of con- 
ventional foliage, 16th-century ; (d) a vesica-shaped 
panel with head and shoulders of an Archbishop, 
possibly Chicheley, in chasuble, pall and mitre, 
set in border of fragments of Cranmer’s motto, 
NOSCE TE IPSUM ET DEV, 16th-century; (e) a 
shield (Plate 3) of the arms of the See impaling 
a quartered shield of Cranmer, set within a scrolled 
border with grotesque heads and at bottom a 
roundel with an illegible date, 16th-century ; 
(f) shield with the arms of the See of London 
(restored) impaling Bancroft with motto below, 
17th-century ; (g) seven oblong panels with the 
arms of the See of Canterbury impaling respectively 
those of the following Archbishops with dates, 
Cranmer, 1534, Parker, 1559, Bancroft, 1603, 
Laud, 16.., Juxon 16.., Tillotson, 1691, each 
shield with a scroll-border and mitre, all 17th- 
century; () oblong panel with painting of St. 
Jerome in his study and a rhyming inscription, late 
16th or early 17th-century ; (7) shield of the arms 
of the See of Canterbury impaling Bancroft, 17th- 
century ; (7) six shields, corresponding to (g), with 
arms of the See of Canterbury impaling respect- 
ively, Grindall, 1576, Whitgift, 156 ., Abbot, 1611, 
Sancroft, 16.., Sheldon, 1663, Tenison, 1694, all 
17th-century; (Rk) panel of St. Gregory, with 
rhyming inscription below, late 16th or early 17th- 
century; (/) bands with motto of Archbishop 
Cranmer, as (d), 16th-century; (m) two shields, 
one probably modern, the other the See of Canter- 
bury impaling Laud. Tables : two, of massive oak, 
with moulded top rail, shaped and carved trusses 
at each end and above middle strainer, dated 1664. 


The Entrance Gateway, or Morton’s Tower 
(Plate 63), has a middle block of two storeys 
and cross-wings of five storeys. The walls are 
of red brick, diapered with black headers and 
with stone dressings. On the S. Front the 
towers or wings have windows of one or two 
four-centred lights in square heads, all much 
restored. The outer archway has moulded jambs 
and four-centred arch with a restored label; 
to the E. of it is a similar but much smaller arch 
over the foot-way. The upper floor of the main 
block has a restored window of four four-centred 
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lights in a segmental-pointed head, and with 
rounded heads below the transom. On the N. 
front the windows of the side wings or towers are 
also much restored. The single inner archway is 
generally similar to the main outer archway and the 
window above is generally similar to the corre- 
sponding window on the S., but of three lights 
only and entirely restored externally. In the 
angle between the E. turret and the middle block is 
a square rainwater-pipe and head bearing a tun 
above an archbishop’s pall for Cardinal Morton. 
The side elevations are similar in character to the 
front and are lighted by single and two-light 
windows. Interior: The gateway has a plastered 
vault with moulded stone ridge, wall and 
diagonal ribs springing from angle shafts with 
moulded capitals and bases ; at the junction of the 
ridge and wall ribs are carved bosses. In the W. 
wall are two doorways with four-centred heads, 
and in the E. wall is a similar doorway with 
an early 18th-century door and two single-light 
windows. Against E. wall of the gateway is a 
late 16th-century settle with framed back, shaped 
arms and turned legs. The large room over the 
gateway is on the same level as the second floors 
of the side blocks. It has original moulded ceiling- 
beams, cornice and joists ; the walls are lined with 
thin vertical boarding and the doorways and fire- 
place have stone jambs and four-centred heads, the 
latter with carved spandrels. The lobby in the 
N.E. corner is formed of linen-fold panelling with a 
door (Plate 129) of similar panelling. The side wings, 
generally, have moulded or chamfered ceiling-beams 
and stone doorways and fireplaces with four-centred 
heads ; there are many 16th and 17th-century doors 
and some linen-fold and later panelling. In the E. 
wing the S. room on the ground-floor (called the 
prison) has a small square-headed cupboard with a 
perforated wood panel. On the stone jambs to the 
windows are many scratchings including the name 
“Jhon Grafton’ in black-letter. Fixed on 
the walls are two iron rings. The room on the 
first floor of the W. wing has the N.W. corner divided 
off by a late 17th-century partition. The walls are 
lined with flush boarding, painted to represent 
panelling, of late 17th-century date. Above the 
fireplace the boarding is painted in imitation of a 
marble overmantel with a cartouche bearing the 
date 1691 below the mantelshelf and above, 
supported by two winged putti, is a shield of the 
arms of the See of Canterbury impaling Tillotson ; 
the painting is much faded. On the jambs of the 
doorway from the staircase are various scratchings 
and initials in court-hand and black-letter including 
the following inscription—‘“‘ 1575 May 17 Alexandr 
Nevyl Secrtr ”’ with a shield of Nevill below. 


The ‘ Guard Room’ (Plate 135) is modern but 
has a reset mid 14th-century roof of four bays 
with two-centred arched trusses springing from 
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carved corbels. The timbers are all moulded and 
the spandrels of the main beams and also of the 
curved wind-braces and the wall-braces below the 
plates are filled with pierced tracery; the wall- 
plates are embattled. 


Condition—Good, but considerably restored. 


MONUMENTS (3-5). 

The following houses are of late 17th or early 18th- 
century date, and are of two storeys with attics; 
the walls are of brick and the roofs are tiled. All 
have brick bands between the storeys and all had 
eaves-cornices. 


Condition—Fairly good. 


(3). Block of three tenements (Nos. 20-22) on 
the E. side of High Street, 220 yards S. of St. Mary’s 
church. The N. tenement retains its modillioned 
eaves-cornice. 


(4). House (No. 23), S. of (3), is of L-shaped plan 
and has an altered eaves-cornice in front. 


(5). House (No. 14), on the S. side of Old 
Paradise Street, 170 yards S.E. of St. Mary’s 
church, has a modillioned eaves-cornice on the N. 
and W. sides. The entrance - passage has some 
17th-century panelling and opening on to the 


staircase is a panelled early 18th-century archway. 


11. PADDINGTON. 
(O.S. 6in. London Sheet J.) 


The borough of Paddington consists of the 
parish of Paddington and a detached portion of 
the parish of Chelsea. 


Ecclesiastical :— 

PARISH CHURCH OF ST. MAry stands on the N. 
side of Harrow Road. It was entirely rebuilt in 
1788-91, but in the churchyard are the following :— 

Monuments: On W. side—(1) to John Moore, 
1710, also to Sarah, wife of Thomas Moore, 1725, 
and Cowsey and Richard Moore, 1716, head-stone 
with skulls, etc.; (2) to John Hubbard, 1665, 
aged 111, Elizabeth, his wife, 1666, Richard, their 
son, and Ann, wife of Richard, 169-, flat slab. 


12. ST. MARYLEBONE. 
(O.S. 6 in. London Sheet K.) 


The borough of St. Marylebone is conterminous 
with the parish of the same name. 


Ecclesiastical : 
(1) Orp Parish CHURCH OF ST. MARY was 
entirely rebuilt in 1741, but contains from the old 
building the following :— .

of-arms ; (3) to Frances (Forcett), wife of Matthew 
Howland, 1668, and to their daughter, Elizabeth, 
wife successively of Thomas Roberts and 
Humphrey Scott, 1658, black and white marble 
tablet with broken pediment, cartouche and four 
shields-of-arms. At W.end—(4) to John Crosbie, 
1699, plain oval tablet of white marble; (5) to 
Edward Guynn, 1644, plain black marble tablet 
with shield-of-arms. In churchyard—(6) to William 
Sowtherne, 1704, head-stone with skull and cross- 
bones ; (7) to Edward Hudd, probably early 18th- 
century, head-stone, Miscellanea : On front pew— 
plate with inscription : ‘‘ These : pewes : unscrud :

Condition—Rebuilt. 


Secular :— 


(2) Ctock and Ficures (Plate 101) at St. 
Dunstan’s, Regent’s Park, about 3m. N.W. of 
Marylebone church. 


The Clock was removed here from St. Dunstan’s 
church, Fleet Street, when that building was 
demolished in 1829. It is said to have been the 
work of Thomas Harrys, and was originally set up 
in 1671; the structure was altered and bells 
renewed in 1738-9. The existing clock-turret is a 
square wooden structure standing on a modern 
base; the front has a recess with an elliptical head 
and flanked by Ionic columns supporting an 
entablature and pediment; the entablature is 
continued round and the pediment repeated at 
the back; within the recess are two carved figures 
of ‘woodmen’ with clubs, which strike the hours 
and quarters on two bells; at the back of the 
recess is a panelled door. The clock itself is 
set on a square beam supported on a scrolled 
bracket and projecting from the lower part of the 
turret. 


The Figures (Plate 170) of Lud and his two 
sons originally occupied niches on the outer face 
of Ludgate, erected in 1586, and demolished in 
1760; they were thence removed to St. Dunstan’s 
church, where they remained until 1829. The 
figures, of freestone, painted, now occupy three 
niches below the clock-turret ; they are in Roman 
military costume with long hair and moustaches. 


Condition—Of clock-turret, good; of figures, 
somewhat damaged. 


13. ST. PANCRAS. 
(O.S. 6 in. London @G. ©) K.,) 


The borough of St. Pancras is conterminous 
with the old civil parish of the same name. The 
fittings of St. Katherine, Regents Park, are of 
unusual interest. 


Ecclesiastical :— 


7(1). Orp CHURCH oF ST. PANCRAS stands on 
the E. side of Pancras Road. The walls are of 
ragstone-rubble with freestone dressings; the 
roofs are covered with slates. There is little 
evidence of the date of the Chancel and Nave, 
the earliest detail being a late 13th-century piscina 
in the chancel. The average thickness of the 
walls (24 ft.) is against a much earlier date for the 
structure. A W. tower and S. porch of uncertain 
date were destroyed in 1847-8, when the W. 
extension of the nave was built, the North Vestry 
and South Tower added, and the whole building 
remodelled in the ‘ Norman’ style. 


Architectural Description—The Chancel (23 ft. 
by 17} ft.) has no ancient features. Under the 
E. end, and extending eastwards into the church- 
yard, a cavity was found in 1923. 


The Nave (42 ft. by 21 ft.) has no ancient 
features. 


The Roof, above the plaster ceiling, is said to be 
ancient but is not now visible. 

Fittings— Altay: let into modern communion 
table, small slab, 14 ft. by 94 in., with five conse- 
cration crosses. Brass and Indent: In chancel 
—on N. wall, to Mary (Glover), wife of John 
Beresford, 1588, inscription, shield-of-arms and

cover: of wood with moulded base, enriched drum 
and ogee-shaped capping, terminating in a crown, 


-early 18th-century, base probably later. Gallery : 


modern front, incorporating several panels with 
carved scroll-work, early 18th-century. Monu- 
ments and Floor-slabs—Monuments: In chancel 
on N. wall, (1) to John Offley, 1667; Elizabeth 
(Moore), his wife, 1678; and Robert, 1678; 
Thomas, 1667; Edward, 1668; Stephen, 1673; 
and Ann, 1669, their children, marble wall- 
monument (Plate 10) with enriched apron, 
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scrolled sides and double pediment, two shields- 
of-arms. On S. wall—(2) to Daniell Clarke, 
1626, master-cook to Elizabeth and James L., 
and Catherine, his wife, 1613, marble tablet with 
architrave, cornice and cartouche-of-arms ; (3) to 
Richard Fitz-Gerald, 1702, plain white marble 
tablet ; (4) of William Platt, 1637, and Mary 
(Hungerfoord), his widow, and wife of Edward 
Tucker, 1687, wall-monument of two bays divided 
and flanked by pilasters and each with oval recess 
enclosing bust, enriched sides and cresting, and 
thirty-seven shields-of-arms, removed from High- 
gate Chapel, in 1833, and renovated. In nave— 
on E. wall, (5) to Thomas Doughty, 1694, oval 
marble tablet with wreath, vase, festoons and 
shield-of-arms ; (6) to Samuel Cooper, 1672, (minia- 
ture painter) and Christina, his wife, 1693, shaped 
marble tablet with scrolls, cherub-heads, palette 
and brushes, and shield-of-arms ; in N. wall, (7) 
recess with moulded and shafted jambs, flat head 
with rounded angles, frieze of quatrefoils and em- 
battled cornice, reveals and head of recess panelled, 
with cinquefoiled heads to the panels; at back, 
indents of two men with two and three sons respec- 
tively, woman with eight daughters, scrolls and 
three shields, early 16th-century, now painted; on S. 
wall, (8) of Philadelphia, wife of Thomas Wollaston, 
early 17th-century, marble wall-monument with 
curtained recess containing reclining effigy of 
woman, recess flanked by figures of women, 
entablature with pedimented centre-piece, and two 
obelisks, lozenge and cartouche-of-arms. In 
churchyard—against S. wall of chancel, (9) to 
Elizabeth Green, 1698, and Thomas Green, her 
husband, 1715, head-stone. Floor-slabs: In 
chancel—(1) to Richard Nicolls, 1612, and Isabell 
(Clarke) Nicolls, 1652, slabs with white marble 
insets with five shields-of-arms. In nave—(2) to 
Catherine, wife of Richard Sare, 1706, and others 
later; (3) to William Talbot, 1660, with defaced 
shield-of-arms; (4) to Frances (Tirwhitt), wife of 
Anthony Monson, 1658; (5) to Mary [Frances] 
(Monson), wife of Henry Tasburgh, 1706; (6) to 
Ann and Isabell, 1680, daughters of Sir Valentine 
Brown, with defaced lozenge-of-arms. Prscina : 
with moulded jambs and trefoiled head, 13th- 
century, but completely restored. Sedile: with 
hollow chamfered jambs and four-centred head, 
15th-century. 


Condition—Good, much restored. 


4(2). St. KATHERINE’S HOSPITAL was transferred 
to the E. side of Regent’s Park in 1827, when the 
old buildings were destroyed on the formation of 
St. Katherine’s docks. The existing building is 
therefore entirely modern but contains the 
following :— 

Fittings—Brass: see Monument (5). Chairs : 
(Plate 68). In the chapter-room and church— 
one with pierced and carved back, carved arms 


and turned legs; two with pierced and carved 
backs, scrolled legs and carved front rails, four 
similar to last but with lower backs, all late 
17th-century. Font: hexagonal and made up 
of six carved Renaissance panels separated by 
pilaster-strips and finished with carved cornice, 
carved cylindrical stem, early to mid 16th-cen- 
tury. Gallery: incorporated in front of organ 
gallery, three large pierced panels, carved with 
scrolls, cherubs and musical instruments, late 
17th-century. Lamp: (Plate 160) hanging from 
gallery-front, hexagonal and of bronze, consisting 
of moulded and embattled base with trumpet- 
shaped crocketed pendant terminating in a lion’s 
head and six pinnacled uprights with traceried and 
crocketed supports to moulded centre-piece on 
which is a lion holding a shield, 15th-century, 
said to have come from the Holland chantry, six 
curved branches for candles, added to uprights, 
17th-century. Monuments and _  Floor-slabs— 
Monuments : Against N. wall—(1) of John Holand, 
K.G., Duke of Exeter, etc., 1447, and Anne 
(Stafford) and Anne (Montagu), his first and 
third wives (Plates 136, 137), altar-tomb of stone 
with alabaster effigies and elaborate canopy ; 
the altar-tomb has a plain front with a 
moulded cornice enriched with male heads with 
varying head-dresses; effigy of man in civil 
costume with long cloak and coronet, head on 
crowned helm’ and feet on lion; effigies of two 
wives with horned head-dresses and coronets, 
angels supporting heads and at feet of one a hound 
and at feet of the other two small dogs ; the canopy 
has an open arch in front of four-centred form, 
elaborately cusped and sub-cusped; the main 
spandrels are carved with large draped angels 
blowing trumpets and on the smaller spandrels 
angels with censers, foliage and doves; the 
cusp-points have leaf-ornaments and _ heads, 
alternately, except the main points, which are 
carved with half-angels holding shields of (a) 
Montagu quartering Monthermer and (0) Stafford ; 
the moulded responds of the arch have each a 
moulded shaft on the front face with a foliated 
band at the springing level and an attached 
buttress with crocketed pinnacles; the hollow- 
moulding of the responds is carved on the E. side 
with foliage, birds, Bohun swans, monkey, fox, etc., 
and on the W. side with a stag-hunt, hare coursing, 
and four fox and goose groups including a fox 
being hanged by a goose; the main S.W. angle 


has carved human figures; the main cornice is 


carved with six crouching figures of angels and 
three coloured achievements of the arms of Holand 
—England with a border of France; each has a helm 
crested with a crowned leopard standing on a hat 
of estate; above the cornice rises a lofty attic with 
thirteen niches each with a foliated pedestal and a 
vaulted canopy of tabernacle work; the middle

ST. PANCRAS: (2) ST. KATHERINE’S HOSPITAL, REGENT’S PARK.

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Elbows of Stalls in the Chapel, late 14th-century. 
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niche is larger and taller than the rest and rises 
above the top cornice ; this cornice is carved with 
square flowers ; the W. end of the canopy is mainly 
modern but may incorporate some old work; the 
N. side of the canopy has an arch of similar form 
to that in front with original carving in spandrels 
and at sides ; the four-centred soffit of the canopy 
has two rows of sub-cusped quatrefoils each 
enclosing a leaf-ornament; at the E. end of the 
canopy internally are three niches with panelled 
and foliated pedestals and vaulted canopies of 
tabernacle work; above them are a coloured 
achievement similar to those on the S. front and 
two shields-of-arms (a) France and England 
quarterly with a label and (b) Holand, impaling 
or a cheveron gules for Stafford. On N. wall, 
(2) to Joanna (Caesar), wife of John Rampayne, 
1694, oval marble tablet with cartouche-of-arms ; 
(3) to Frederic Becker, 1663, rectangular black 
marble tablet with architrave and cartouche- 
of-arms. On S. wall, (4) to the Hon. George 
Montagu, 1681, Master of the Hospital, black 
and white marble wall-monument (Plate 11) with 
Corinthian side columns, entablature, broken 
pediment and cartouche-of-arms; (5) of William 
Cuttinge, 1599, dark marble tablet with side 
pilasters, pediment, and achievement-of-arms, and 
round arch with guilloche ornament and shields- 
of-arms in the spandrels enclosing copper-gilt plate 
with kneeling figures of man and woman at prayer- 
desk and achievement-of-arms in colour; (6) to 
William Waterson, 1710, and Edmund, his son, 
1713, black and white wooden tablet with cornice, 
drapery, festoons and cartouche-of-arms. Floor- 
slabs: (1) to John Hickox, 1706, with achievement- 
of-arms ; (2) to members of the Dummer family, 
probably early 18th-century, with achievement-of- 
arms; (3) to Susanna, wife of Emmanuel Dudson, 
1690 ; (4) to the Hon. George Montagu, 1681, with 
achievement-of-arms. In W. lobby, (5) to Eleanor 
Dudson, 1703, and John Dudson, with defaced 
shield-of-arms. Plate; includes two cups of 1652, 
(Plate 138) and two stand-patens and a salver 
of 1707, given by Lewis, Earl of Feversham. 
Pulpit: (Plate 5) of oak, hexagonal, with Ionic 
pilasters at angles, quadrant-shaped cornice and 
arched panels in each face all with arabesque 
ornament; in panels six perspective views in 
low relief of buildings, churches, castles, etc. ; 
raised lower panels with scrolled brackets at the 
angles; on rail painted text (from Nehemiah 
chap. viii, verse 4); book-rest supported by two 
carved and pierced scrolls with eagle-heads ; stem 
modern, pulpit given by Sir Julius Caesar before 
1636. On S. of chapel is a twisted Corinthian 
column (Plate 139) with vine enrichment and a 
drum carved with conventional foliage and figures 
of St. Blaise and St. Katherine ; it is said to have 
supported the sounding-board. Stalls: In chapel

—four on each side and six at W. end with 
cinquefoiled and sub-cusped canopy-heads with 
ogee crocketed gables and embattled cornice and 
pinnacles ; spandrels carved with grotesque beasts, 
foliage, etc. ; panelled backs with similar heads and 
ribbed vaults to canopies ; stall-fronts (Plate 139) 
with cusped and traceried heads and spandrels 
carved with grotesque beasts, angels, sunflowers, 
vine-ornament, etc. ; seats at W. end with moulded 
arm-rests and shaped haunches (Plate 140) with 
carved foliage, beasts, mitred heads, etc. ; miseri- 
cords (Plate 143) at W. end carved with (a) a 
hawk striking a duck, leaves at sides ; (6) elephant 
and castle, beasts with men’s heads at sides; 
(c) lion fighting a dragon, snake-monsters at sides ; 
(d) wyvern, leaves at sides; (e) bearded head, 
man-headed monsters at sides; (f) woman riding 
on a man-headed beast, grotesque faces at sides ; 
in chapter-room, seven more stalls of the same 
series with heads of king and queen, beasts, etc., 
on arms (Plate 141) and misericords (Plate 142) as 
follows :—(a) bearded head, leaves at sides; 
(6) grotesque head, leaves at sides; (c) pelican in 
her piety, swans with crowns round necks at sides ; 
(d) winged devil over two women’s busts, demon 
holding deed and centaur-like figure at sides ; 
(e) angel with bag-pipe, lions’ faces at sides; 
(f) bearded head, roses at sides; (g) large leaf, 
leaves at sides; all late 14th-century. Stall-fronts 
at sides of chapel incorporate eight carved 
Renaissance panels (Plate 139) with enriched frames 
and each enclosing a medallion with a man’s bust, 
one also on N. wall, early to mid 16th-century, 
foreign. Miscellanea: In chapel—incorporated in 
altar, three traceried panels similar to those on 
stall-fronts ; at W. end, carved group (Plate 139) 
in the round, with five angels playing musical 
instruments, late 15th or early 16th-century ; on 
ends of stalls—four small figures in the round, 
possibly Faith, Hope, Charity and a man with a 
scrol, early 16th-century. Incorporated in two 
chairs, panels of flamboyant tracery, etc., c. 1500; 
painted cartouche-of-arms of Montagu, late 17th- 
century. In chapel—wooden bands of pierced 
carving with drapery, fruit, foliage, birds, serpents, 
etc., mid 17th-century; in chapter-room—panels 
from standard of former sounding-board of pulpit, 
incorporated in cabinet, including cartouche with 
shield-of-arms. 


Condition—Rebuilt. 


4(3). CoLUMN, etc., in St. Dominic’s Church, 
Southampton Road. The column is of the 13th- 
century and of Purbeck-marble with moulded 
capital and base and formed part of a building on 
the E. side of the cloister of the Blackfriars convent, 
near Ludgate ; there are also fragments of shafting, 
etc., from the same place. 
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Secular :— 

HIGHGATE :— 

(4). LAUDERDALE House, on the S. side of 
“The Bank,” nearly 24 m. N.N.W. of Old St. 
Pancras Church, is of two storeys with attics ; 
the walls are partly of brick and partly of timber- 
framing ; the roofs are tiled. It was built probably 
early in the 17th century and is of half H-shaped 
plan with the wings extending towards the N.W. 
The upper storey projects on the S.E. front and 
on this side there is an original doorway with a 
stop-moulded frame and square head. The other 
fronts have no ancient features. Inside the 
building, the entrance hall has two original door- 
ways with round heads, radiating panels and two- 
fold doors, one of which was altered early in the 
18th century. At the N.W. end of the room is a 
late 17th or early 18th-century recess (Plate 100) 
flanked by fluted Corinthian pilasters supporting an 
enriched entablature ; the lower part of the recess 
has marble facing and a shaped marble shelf. The 
main room on the S.E. side has an original ceiling- 
beam and doorway with a moulded frame and four- 
centred arch in a square head with enriched 
spandrels on the outside ; the walls are lined with 
panelling, largely original, and there are 17th and 
early 18th-century doors. The main staircase 
(Plate 6) is of late 17th-century date with turned 
and twisted balusters and heavy moulded hand- 
rail and string ; above it rises an octagonal lantern 
with a coved plaster cornice enriched with fruit 
and flowers and with a raised panel in each face ; 
in the S.W. wall of the staircase is a round- 
headed doorway, similar to those in the hall. 

In the garden S.W. of the house is a brick wall 
with a recess having a roughly four-centred head ; 
S.E. of the house is a terraced garden with 18th- 
century wrought-iron gates and brick and stone 
gate-piers and vases (Plate 170). 


Condition—Good, much altered. 


(5). ENGLEFIELD House, on the S. side of 
High Street, and about 300 yards W.N.W. of (4), 
is of two storeys with attics and cellars ; the walls 
are of brick and the roofs are tiled. It was built 
probably at the end of the 17th century. There 
is a moulded brick band between the storeys and 
a modillioned eaves-cornice. Inside the building 
the original staircase (Plate 6) has square newels, 
turned balusters and straight string. Some of 
the rooms have early 18th-century panelling and 
cornices, and the front door is original, with large 
strap-hinges. 

Condition—Good. 


(6). THE OLD HALL, about 270 yards W.S.W. 
of (5), is of three storeys with cellars; the walls 
are of brick and the roofs are tiled. The N.E. 
end of the house was built possibly in the 16th 
century, but the remainder of the house was rebuilt 


early in the 18th century. Inside the building 
is some original and later panelling, and in the 
basement one room has a 17th-century ceiling-beam 
and cornice. 


Condition—Good. 


5(7). House, next S.W. of St. Michael’s Church, 
is of three storeys with cellars; the walls are of 
brick and the roofs are covered with slates. It was 
built probably late in the 16th or early in the 17th 
century but was refronted and altered in the 18th 
century. Inside the building the upper flights of 
the staircase have early 17th-century turned 
balusters and straight string. 


Condition—Good, much altered. 


MonuMEnNTs (8-11). 


The following monuments were all originally of 
two storeys with attics and cellars, and were built 
late in the 17th century on the site of Dorchester 
House. The walls are of brick and the roofs are 
tiled. 


Condition—Good or fairly good. 


(8). 1 and 2, The Grove, has a brick band 
between the storeys and a modillioned eaves- 
cornice. Both houses have original staircases, 
with twisted balusters and straight strings, and 
several rooms have original panelling. In the 
gardens at the back is a brick retaining wall, 
possibly of the 16th century. This wall extends 
behind the other houses in the row, and has 
various arches with four-centred heads and 
recesses, one with a rough pediment above it. 


(9). 3 and 4, The Grove. The first of these 
houses was much altered in the 18th century, 
the second house has a modern eaves-cornice. 
Inside No. 4 is an original staircase similar to those 
in (8). There are also some original doors and 
panelling, and in the kitchen is a large dresser 
with moulded uprights. 


(10). 5, The Grove, has an added storey. Inside 
the building is some original panelling, and a 
terrace at the end of the garden has a bastion-like 
projection of trefoiled plan. é 


(11). 6, The Grove, has an original modillioned 
eaves-cornice, and inside the building are some old 
battened doors. 


Unclassified :— 


(12). Mound, known as Boadicea’s Grave, in 
Parliament Fields, 400 yards W. of the second 
from the S. of the Highgate ponds. It is about 
118 ft. in diameter and 10 ft. high and has a berm 
on the slope ; round it is a dry ditch. The mound 
was excavated in 1894-95. All trace of the 
original burial had disappeared, leaving only a 
hole full of charcoal; it was thought that the 
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burnt bones had entirely decomposed and, because 
there was no furniture, that it was the grave of a 
poor person, probably of the early Bronze Age. 
A mound of bluish much burnt earth had been 
added on the N. side within the last 200 years, 
and is probably the result of beacon fires. C. H. 
Read, in Midd. and Herts. N.and Q. 14 f., and 
Soc. of Ant. Proc. xv, 240-5, with plan. 
Condition—Fairly good. 


14. STOKE NEWINGTON. 
(O.S. 6 in. London Sheet G). 


The borough of Stoke Newington consists of 
the parish of the same name with part of the parish 
of Hornsey. 


Ecclesiastical :— 

(1). OLD ParisH CHURCH OF St. Mary stands 
on the N. side of Church Street. The walls are 
covered internally and externally with cement ; the 
dressings are of limestone and the roofs are tiled ; 
the W. tower is of brick. The date of the Nave 
is uncertain but in the 16th century, probably 
c. 1563, the West Tower appears to have been 
built within the W. end of the earlier nave, the 
S. arcade was built and the outer wall of the 
South Aisle added at the same time, leaving 
standing part of the earlier South Porch. It was 
apparently intended to remove this porch, but for 
some reason or other this was not done and cross- 
walls were erected instead connecting it with the 
outer wall of the aisle and thus forming an outer 
porch. The Vestry is of the same date. In 1716 
the wide North Aisle was added and in 1723 the 
Chancel was extended to the E. The church was 
restored in 1806, and the clearstorey is modern. 


Architectural Description—the Nave (48 ft. by 
17 ft.) has a modern N. arcade. The S. arcade is 
of mid 16th-century date and of three bays with 
moulded four-centred arches, the responds are 
semi-octagonal with moulded capitals, and the 
piers are formed of two responds set back to back 
with the top member of the capitals continuous. 
E. of the arcade is a doorway with chamfered 
jambs and two-centred head, probably modern. 


_ The clearstorey is modern. 


The Vestry has in the E. wall a 16th-century 


window of two pointed lights with a spandrel 
“under a segmental-pointed head with a moulded 


label. In the S. wall is a similar window with a 
square head, 


(14768) 


The South Aisle (24 ft. wide) has the W. bay 
cut off by a cross-wall to form a double porch. 
In the S. wall are two much restored 16th-century 
windows each of two cinquefoiled lights in a 
segmental-pointed head with a moulded label; 
further E. is a doorway with hollow-chamfered 
jambs, two-centred arch and a moulded label ; 
above it is a panel with the initials W.P. and 
a shield-of-arms. 

The West Tower (9 ft. square) is of brick and of 
three stages, with an embattled parapet and a 
modern timber spire. The tower-arch is concealed 
by the organ but has semi-octagonal responds. 
The W. window is modern; above and to the S. 
of it is a small modern window contrived in the S. 
side of the large 16th-century W. window of 
which the rear-arch remains. The second stage 
has in the N.W. wall a window of one four-centred 
light. In the S. wall are traces of a round brick 
window. The bell-chamber has in each wall a 
window of two pointed lights in a four-centred 
head with a moulded label. 

The South Porch is divided into two by a cross- 
wall and both are included under the aisle roof. The 
16th-century outer doorway has moulded jambs 
and a two-centred arch in a square head with a 
moulded label and traceried spandrels; above it 
is an 18th-century inscription ‘‘ 1563 Ab alto”. 
The inner doorway is of similar form but has 
blank shields in the spandrels. The room to the 
W. of the porch has in the S. wall a window similar 
to the S. window of the vestry. In the N. wall is 
a blocked four-centred arch of brick. 

The Roof of the nave has been reconstructed, 
but incorporates the 16th-century tie-beams with 
curved braces and traceried spandrels. 

Fittings—Brass Indent: In nave—of figures 
of man and woman, scrolls, inscription-plate and 
of two small figures of saints at top. Glass: In 
E. window—five large panels of figure-subjects, 
two smaller panels, three shields-of-arms and 
tabernacle-work, presented to the church early in 
the last century ; large panels, (a and 6) of interior of 
church with figures of high priest and kneeling 
man and of woman and man at back, early 16th- 
century ; (c) the Virgin and Child with the Holy 
Dove above, late 17th-century; (d and e) interior 
with two male figures, also woman and boy, 
possibly the Presentation in the Temple, 15th- 
century ; smaller panels of Christ in Gethsemane, 
with sleeping disciples and a scene with a bed and 
figure of woman, etc., possibly birth of the Virgin, 
17th-century ; a crowned shield of the Tudor 
royal arms with a garter and shields of the city of 
London and the Drapers’ Company, 16th-century ; 
in the tracery various architectural fragments. In 
vestry—two oval panels with figures of SS. Peter 
and Paul, 17th-century. Monuments and Floor- 
slabs: Monuments: In nave—against S. wall, 
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(1) of Elizabeth, wife successively of John Dudley 
and Thomas Sutton, 1602, on the frieze is the date 
of a death, 1580, probably that of John Dudley, 
wall-monument of various marbles consisting of 
high panelled base with reeded capping, upper 
monument of two bays divided and flanked by 
Corinthian columns and having kneeling figures of 
man in armour and woman with one daughter 
behind, entablature with broken pediment and 
cartouche with achievement-of-arms. In N. aisle 
—on E. wall, (2) to John Taverner, rector, 1638, 
black and white marble tablet with side pilasters, 
cornice and cartouche-of-arms, decoration of open 
and closed books, etc. Floor-slabs: In chancel— 
(1) to Judith, wife of John Taylor, 1713, James, 
their son, 171[3], and John Taylor, 1729, with 
shield-of-arms. In nave—(2) to John Leigh, 1652, 
with shield-of-arms ; (3) slab with defaced inscrip- 
tion and shield-of-arms. In N. aisle—(4) to James 
Porter, 1693, Ann, his wife, 1693, and George, 
their son, 1678, with shield-of-arms. Pavement : 
In chancel—of black and white marble squares 
set diagonally, possibly late 17th-century. Plate : 
includes cup of 1634, given in 1634; cup of 1656, 
bought in 1657; flagon of 1638, given in 1639 ; 
plate of 1710, given in 1711; two stand-patens 
of 1634 and 1657 respectively, and two brass 
alms-dishes dated 1713. Recesses: In S. aisle— 
one in S. and three in W. wall, with four-centred 
heads. 


Condition—Good, much altered. 


(2). THE MerrtinG House stands on the N. 
side of Newington Green. The walls are of brick 
and the roof is covered with slates. The chapel 
was built in 1708 as a Presbyterian Meeting House. 
It then formed a simple square with an eaves- 
cornice and small pediment on the S. front. In 
1860 the apse was added on the N. side and the 
building much altered. 

The outer walls are now mostly covered with 
plaster, and the doorways and windows show no 
evidence of antiquity. 


Condition—Good, much altered. 


Secular :— 
(3). CaurcH Row, now Nos. 166-180, Church 


Street, range of eight houses on the N. side of the. 


street, E. of the old church. The houses are of two 
storeys with cellars and attics; the walls are of 
brick and the roofs are tiled. The range was 
begun at the E. end in 1706 and added to at 
intervals. No. 178 was rebuilt late in the 18th 
century, and Nos. 176 and 180 have been refaced, 
but otherwise the range is much as it was 
constructed. 

The S. front has bands between the storeys and 
plain parapets, possibly not original. No. 166 
has a shell-hood over the doorway supported on 
carved consoles. The back elevation is similar 


to the front except that the houses at the E. 
end retain their modillioned eaves-cornices. On 
No. 168 is a roughly cut design with the date 1706 
and the initial S.; on No. 170 is a panel with 
the date 1709 and three feathers. 

Interior—The plan of the houses is generally 
uniform, with a central passage and staircase at 
the back. The staircases are mostly original 
and have turned balusters and straight string ; 
that in No. 170 is, however, of later date. Many 
of the rooms have original panelling, cornices, 
doors and fireplaces. 


Condition—Good. 


(4). HatsteEAD House and adjoining houses 
(Nos. 199, 201, and 203) on the S. side of Church 
Street, 60 yards S.E. of (1), are of three storeys 
with basements; the walls are of brick and the 
roofs are covered with slate and tiles. The 
building forms a central block with side wings and 
dates from early in the 18th century. The main 
block has been altered externally ; the side wings 
have bands between the storeys, and a wooden 
eaves-cornice. Inside the building the staircases 
are original and have twisted balusters and straight 
moulded strings. Much of the panelling and many 
of the doors, cornices, etc., are original. 


: Condition—Good. 


(5). Houses, Nos. 52-55, Newington Green, 
Islington, on W. side of green, nearly # m. 
S. of (1). The houses are of three storeys with 
attics and basements; the walls are of brick 
and the roofs are tiled. They were built c. 1658 
but altered during the 18th and 19th centuries 
and the ground-floors have been converted 
into modern shops. Each house is gabled and 
divided above the ground-floor into two bays 
by brick Doric pilasters supporting a moulded 
brick entablature at the attic-floor level con- 
tinued along the front; the window in the 
gable to No. 55 is flanked by narrow brick 
pilasters and this is the only house which retains 
its cornice. The gables have been restored, and 
on No. 54 the wall above the pilasters has been 
raised to form an additional storey to which a 
second attic has been added. The first-floor 
windows are set in recesses and have square 
heads surmounted by a plain brick band with 
semi-circular arches above, plain key-blocks and 
square recessed panels in the tympana; the 
second-floor windows are square-headed, and in a 
panel in the frieze over the central pilaster is the 
date 1658; below this pilaster on the ground- 
floor is a round-headed arch giving access to a 
passage continued through to the back. The back 
elevations are gabled and have projecting brick 
bands at the floor-levels, and the windows have 
segmental heads ; in the gable of No. 55 is a case- 
ment window with a moulded frame, but the other

renewals ; the chimneys are grouped in large plain 
stacks. Inside the buildings a few of the rooms 
are panelled and one room has an early 18th- 
century fireplace with panelled pilasters on each 
side supporting a frieze and dentilled cornice. 
The staircases in Nos. 53 and 55 are original and 
have moulded strings and handrail, turned balusters 
and square newels with ball finials and turned 
pendants; the staircase in No. 54 is of early 
18th-century date and has moulded string and 
handrail, turned balusters and square newels. 


Condition—Fairly good. 


15. WANDSWORTH. 
(O.S. 6 in. London, Sheets @N, 0, OR, @S.) 


The borough of Wandsworth includes the 
parishes of Clapham, Putney, Streatham, Tooting 
Graveney and Wandsworth. 


Ecclesiastical :— 

®(1). THE CHURCH oF St. PAUL, CLAPHAM, 
stands at the N. end of the parish. It was built 
in 1815, but contains from the old church of Holy 
Trinity the following fittings. 

Brasses : In N. aisle—on N. wall, (1) to William 
Tableer, 1401, inscription only; (2) to William 
Glanvill, 1647, with shield-of-arms. Monuments 
and Floor-slabs. Monuments: In N. transept— 
(Plate 144) against N. wall, (1) of Sir Richard 
Atkins, Bart., 1689, and Rebecca (Wright, 
alias Bunckley), [1711], his wife, recumbent 
effigies in white marble of man in armour 
of the period wearing peruke, and woman in 
contemporary costume, now separated and on 
draped altar-tombs with three shields-of-arms 
attached; (2) of Henry, 1677, Annabella, 1670, 
and Rebecca, 1661, children of above, marble 
effigies; the son and elder daughter seated, the 
younger daughter standing and holding skull ; 
the son in Roman costume and peruke and the 
two daughters in costume of the period ; originally 
part of large architectural monument of which only 
the cornice to a large curved pediment now remains, 
with an achievement-of-arms; on W. wall, (3) 
of [Bartholomew] Clerke, 1589, and Elenor, his 
wife, small kneeling figure of man, two inscriptions 
and remains of monument. In churchyard—N. 
side, (3) to Sir Richard Atkins, Bart., 1689, Rebecca, 
his wife, and Henry, Annabella and Rebecca, 
their children, table-tomb, with moulded top, 
panelled sides, clasping angle buttresses and iron 
railing; (4) to Rebecca Dixie, daughter of Sir 
Richard Atkins, 1714, table-tomb, generally similar 


to (3) but with shield-of-arms ; on N. wall of church, 


(5) to Hannah Lister, 1695, tablet with shield-of- 
arms ; (6) to [Dr. Martin Lister, 1711], tablet, with 
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shield-of-arms ; on W. wall of S. transept, (7) [to 
Samuel Rush, 1710, Elizabeth, his daughter, 1703, 
and four children of Samuel Rush, junr., 1713] 
cartouche with shield-of-arms; W. of church, 
(8) to William Sheldon, 1700, Elizabeth, his wife, 
1708, and William Chambers, 1714, slab. Floor- 
slabs: In nave—(1) to [Sir Laurence Bromfeild] 
1668, and his grandchildren, Charles Corbett, 1660 
and Thomas Corbett, 1667, (2) to Abraham 
Babington, 1681, and Elizabeth, his wife, 1689, 
(3) to John Thompson, 1665. 


4(2). PARISH CHURCH OF ST. MARY, PUTNEY, 
stands on the S. bank of the Thames and on the 
E. side of the approach to Putney Bridge. The 
walls of the tower are of rubble, with limestone 
dressings ; the roof is covered with lead. With 
the exception of the West Tower, which is probably 
of early 15th-century date, the church was entirely 
rebuilt in 1836, when Bishop West’s Chapel, which 
was erected in the reign of Henry VIII on the 
S. side of the church, was removed from its former 
site and re-erected in its present position on the 
N. side of the chancel. 


Architectural Description—The West Tower 
(12 ft. by 11 ft.) is in three stages, with an em- 
battled parapet. At the N.E. angle is an octagonal 
stair-turret and on the W. are diagonal buttresses. 
It has been completely restored and most of the 
dressings are modern. 


Bishop West’s Chapel (143 ft. by 10 ft.) is in 
two bays, (Plate 146) faced externally with modern 
stock bricks with limestone dressings ; the internal 
walling and vaulting are of limestone. In the 
E, wall is one, and in the N. wall two, windows, 
each of three ogee cinquefoiled lights with moulded 
jambs and splays and tracery under a four-centred 
head; they are almost entirely modern, except 
the splays and rear-arches. In the S. wall are two 
large openings with a central pier, moulded responds 
and four-centred arches; the responds and piers 
have moulded bases and the jambs and soffit are 
panelled as is also the N. face of the pier to half 
its height, above which the wall is corbelled out. 
In the W. wall is a four-centred opening with 
moulded jambs and four-centred arch. Dividing 
the bays on the N. and S. walls and in the angles 
of the chapel are vaulting shafts, all with moulded 
capitals and bases, except the middle one on the 
S. wall, which rises from a carved corbel. The roof 
of the chapel is fan-vaulted with radiating traceried 
panels between the moulded ribs; the two flat 
spaces between the cones have each a quatrefoiled 
and sub-cusped circular panel containing a shield 
of the arms of the See of Ely impaling argent a 
cheveron sable between three roses gules seeded, stalked 
and leaved proper for West. In the middle of the 
panels to the E. and W. of the circles are carved 
rosettes with the letter W. superimposed. 
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Fittings—Brackets: In chapel—built into W. 
angles, two with carved foliated corbels and 
moulded semi-octagonal shelves. Brasses and 
Indent. Brasses: In chapel—on N. wall, (1) of 
John Welbek, 1476, and Agnes, his wife, 1478, 
figure of man in armour of the period with feet 
resting on a hound, inscription mutilated ; palimp- 
sest on back, complete inscription to John Thorp 
and Isabella, his wife, parents of Sir William Thorp, 
formerly “ Master of this College”’ [St. Laurence, 
Pountney], 15th-century, inscription flanked by 
three drops at each end; (2) figure of woman 
wearing hat, c. 1600; indents of this figure, sons, 
daughters and inscription-plate in nave. In nave, 
(3) portions of two shields—(a) a cheveron between 
three harts’ heads cabossed, a crescent for difference for 
Whorwood impaling a quartered shield of Brooke, 
a cross engratled and parted palewise and Parker, 
a cheveron between three harts’ heads cabossed, a 
martlet for difference; (b) Whorwood impaling a 
quartered shield of Grey (i) barry of six in chef 
three roundels ; (ii) quarterly (1) and (4) Hastings, 
(2) and (3) Valence; the lower parts of both shields 
are missing; they belonged to the tomb of William 
Whorwood, Attorney General to Henry VIII, who 
died 1545; (4) to Lady Katherine Palmer, 1613, 
inscription only. Indent: Innave—of two figures 
and inscription-plate, one figure covered. Monu- 
ments and Floor-slabs. Monuments: In N. aisle— 
on N. wall, (1) to Mary (Scott), wife successively of 
Richard Lusher and Thomas Knyvett, 1623, black 
and white marble tablet ; (2) to Sir Thomas Dawes, 
1655, and Judith, his wife, 1657, marble bracket 
with skull and two cartouches-of-arms. In nave— 
on W. wall, (3) to Margaret (Diggs), second wife of 
Sir Antonie Palmer, 1619, and Philadelpha, 
daughter of Sir Antonie and his first wife, Katherine, 
1621, alabaster and black marble monument with 
inscription-tablet within enriched circular band 
and flanked by Doric columns supporting an 
entablature with pediment; on pediment, skulls 
and hour-glass and on frieze three shields-of-arms. 
In S. aisle—on E. wall, (4) to James Martin, 1651, 
black and white marble tablet with moulded 
architrave and carved console, brackets flanked by 
Ionic pilasters supporting an entablature with 
carved pediment containing cartouche-of-arms ; 
below, moulded shelf with console, brackets and 
shaped apron with shield-of-arms. On W. wall, 
(5) to Robert Gale, 1659, oval marble tablet with 
cherub-heads at top, bottom and sides. In N. 
gallery—on N. wall, (6) to Daniel, son of Sir Thomas 
Belt, 1697, white marble oval tablet (Plate 10), 
with achievement-of-arms below; (7) to Thomas 
Payne, 1698, white marble cartouche (Plate 10) 
surrounded by drapery and festoons and _ sur- 
mounted by vase and shield-of-arms; (8) to 
Leicester Burdet, 1691, white marble cartouche 
with shield-of-arms at head. In S. gallery, (9) 


to Andrew Welch, 1704, white marble cartouche 
with achievement-of-arms at head and _ shield 
at foot. In W. gallery, (10) to Sir Robert 
Wymondesolde, 1687, and his infant sons, Thomas, 
William and Robert, large marble tablet flanked 
by scrolls with festoons and surmounted by 
moulded cornice with segmental pediment with 
urn, weeping cherubs and swags above, and 
apron with winged sculls, etc., below; (11) to 
Edward Martin, 1655, white and grey marble 
tablet, by John Stone, with Doric side columns 
and surmounted by cartouche-of-arms. In W. 
tower—on N. wall, (12) to Katherine, daughter of 
Sir William Kingsmill, wife of Sir Anthony Palmer, 
1613, alabaster and black marble tablet (Plate 147) 
with inscription in frame of fruit and strapwork 
with cherub-heads, flanked by Corinthian columns 
resting on a corbelled shelf and supporting an 
entablature with panelled soffit and broken pedi- 
ment with shield-of-arms; on S. wall, (13) to 
Richard Lussher, 1615, alabaster and black marble 
tablet (Plate 147) with frame of strapwork, ribbands 
and fruit, flanked by obelisks and Corinthian 
columns with an entablature and broken pediment 
with female reclining figures and a shield and 
achievement-of-arms. In churchyard—S. side, (14) 
to Nathaniel Lodington, 1707, and Jane, his wife, 
1732, table-tomb with moulded top slab and panelled 
sides ; on slab, inscription and achievement-of-arms, 
and later inscription to wife ; (15) to Mary Folwell, 
1711, head-stone ; (16) to Mary Rogers, late 17th- 
century, head-stone; (17) head-stone with un- 
decipherable inscriptions, late 17th or early 18th- 
century. Floor-slabs: In nave—(1) to Sir Gerrard 
Dutton Fleetwood, 1699, Mary (Holt), his wife, 
and two sons and daughter ; (2) to Simon Monger, 
1699, [his sister, Triphena, 1700], and Elizabeth, 
sister of Triphena. In N. aisle—(3) to Godfrey 
Woodward, 1701. Recess : In chapel—in W. wall, 
with moulded jambs and four-centred arch, in it a 
moulded rectangular panel with a shield carved 
with the arms of the See of Ely impaling West 
surmounted by a mitre, and the initials N.W. and 
flanked by a rose and a pomegranate, panel reset. 


Condition—Good. 


4(3). PARISH CHURCH OF ST. LEONARD, 
STREATHAM, stands in the middle of the parish. 
The West Tower is built of flint and limestone- 
1ubble with limestone dressings and is of late 15th 
or early 16th-century date; the rest of the church 
has been rebuilt in 1831 and at subsequent dates. — 

Architectural Description—The West Tower 
(11 ft. square) is in three stages, but the upper 
part of the third stage has been rebuilt. The 
tower-arch is mostly modern but retains a few 
old stones. The second stage has in the N., S. 
and W. walls the remains of single-light windows 
with two-centred heads. In the E. wall are parts 
of the jambs of an opening to the roof. ; 
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Fittings—Brasses : In S. chapel—(1) of William 
Mowfurth, 1513, rector of Streatham and Mykleham, 
figure in mass-vestments. InN. aisle—on W. wall, 
(2) to Anne (Crompton), wife of Gabriell Livesey, 
1598, inscription only. Door: In tower—in 
turret-staircase, in second stage, nail-studded with 
four-centred head, and hung on two shaped 
strap-hinges, 16th-century. Font: octagonal, with 
moulded top and underside and quatrefoiled 
panels containing flowers on sides of bowl, moulded 
base, 15th-century; rim of bowl and stem modern. 
Monuments and Floor-slabs. Monuments: In. N. 
gallery—on N. wall, (1) to Susannah, daughter 
of Sir Richard Amcotts, Ist wife of Thomas 
Hobbes, 1623, and Amye and Hannah, her infant 
children, also Margarite, daughter of Sir George 
Younge, and wife successively of . . . Chiborne 
and Thomas Hobbes, 1628, and her children, 
Catherine (Chiborne) and Samuel (Hobbes), 
black marble panel with alabaster shelf with 
strapwork apron and cherub, carved flanking 
pilasters and moulded cornice supporting two 
shields-of-arms ; (2) of Thomas Hobbes, c. 1630-40, 
white marble bust with ruff and cloak, on cor- 
belled pedestal terminating in cherub, cartouche- 
of-arms above; (3) to Robert Livesaye, 1608, and 
Amye, his wife, 1617, black marble slab flanked 
by alabaster terminal caryatides, with cherub- 
heads and cornice with shield-of-arms. In S. 
gallery—E. end, (4) to Sir Matthew Howland, 
tablet in frame with achievement-of-arms above, 
apparently part of a larger monument, mid 17th- 
century; on S. wall, (5) to Walter Howland, 
alias Roberts, 1692, and John Howland, his son, 
1674, oval-shaped tablet of white marble within 
carved frame surmounted by achievement-of-arms ; 
(6) to Cecilia (Goodwin), wife of George Lee, 1664, 
marble tablet in moulded frame flanked by weeping 
children, with cornice, carved skulls, defaced 
achievement-of-arms above and _ shield-of-arms 
below. In W. tower—on N. wall, (7) to John 
Howland, 1686, and Jeffery Howland, his father, 
draped marble monument on black marble back- 
ground with round-headed niche containing urn and 


two seated cherubs, the niche flanked by carved 


pilasters resting on cherub-heads, moulded cornice 
and curved pediment with cartouche-of-arms and 
two lamps and an urn; on S. wall, (8) of John 
Massingberd, 1653, and Cecilia, his wife, alabaster 
and black marble wall-monument with figures 
of man and wife, in civil costume of the period, 
kneeling at a prayer-desk in recess with two 
round arches, flanked by Corinthian columns with 
entablature, achievement and two shields-of-arms. 
In S.W. porch—on E. wall, (9) to Edmund Tyllney 
[1610] Master of the Revels to Queen Elizabeth 
and James I, and his parents, Phillip and Malin, 
alabaster and black marble tablet with eight 
shields-of-arms on flanking pilasters and achieve- 
ment-of-arms above cornice; on S. wall, (10) to 


Rebecca (Gerrard), wife of William Lynne, 1653, 
black marble tablet with freestone border carved 
with cherub-heads, skulls, crossbones, etc., and 
two shields and achievement-of-arms; against 
N. wall, on modern cement base under canopied 
recess, (11) upper part of much-mutilated alabaster 
effigy of man in armour with bascinet, camail, 
jupon with arms, on two bars three martlets, and 
hip belt ; head on broken helm; arms, sword and 
legs below thighs missing ; recess with cusped and 
sub-cusped trefoiled arch divided into three by 
buttresses, the two middle buttresses rising off 
carved bosses; crocketed and finialled ogee 
canopy with traceried tympanum over middle 
part and at sides traceried spandrels ; frieze sur- 
mounted by an embattled cornice carved with 
flowers ; above the last, row of quatrefoiled panels, 
partly hacked off; upper part of buttresses and 
lower part of monument missing and existing 
portion much damaged; all late 14th-century. 
Floor-slabs. In N. aisle—(1) to Cecilia (Goodwin), 
wife of George Lee, 1664; (2) to Thomas Holt, 
A.M., 1710, rector of the parish, with achievement- 
of-arms. In S. aisle, (3) to the Hon. John Peers, 
1688 ; (4) to Elizabeth, wife of [Mark] Wiseman, 
1643; (5) name hidden, 1626 (?); (6) to Alice, 
daughter of Sir Giles Howland, 1609. Pulpit: 
hexagonal with angle pilasters carved with strap- 
work ornament, continuous cornice and deep 
frieze carved with arabesques and flowers, panelled 
sides; on upper part of W. side achievement of 
the arms of Howland impaling another coat ; 
c. 1640-50, stem and steps modern. 
Condition—Good, mostly rebuilt. 


(4). PARISH CHURCH OF ST. NICHOLAS, TOOTING 
GRAVENEY, stands about the middle of the parish. 
It was entirely rebuilt and added to at various 
times in the 19th century but incorporates from the 
old church the following :— 

Fittings—Bell : one—by Matthew Bagley, 1705. 
Brass: see monument (2). Funeral-helm: In tower 
—funeral-helm, gilt, with Bateman crest, late 17th- 
century ; below helm, short sword with gilt hilt. 
Monuments : In nave—on N. wall, (1) to Sir John 
Hebdon, 1670, black marble tablet with much- 
worn achievement-of-arms. In S. transept—on 
W. wall, (2) of Elizabeth Fitzwilliam, 1582, and 
her husband, William, 1597, freestone tablet with 
pilasters and entablature; within tablet, brass- 
plate of man and woman in costume of the 
period, kneeling at prayer-desk, with achieve- 
ment-of-arms above. In tower—on E. wall, (3) to 
Esther (Searle), wife of Sir James Bateman [Lord 
Mayor of London], 1709, large white cartouche 
with drapery and cherub-heads, surmounted by 
cornice with cherubs, urn and shield-of-arms, all 
on black marble background. In churchyard— 
(4) to William [Turner], 1714, black marble slab 
with achievement-of-arms ; (5) to James Turner, 
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1709, stone slab; (6) to Sir John Hebdon, 1670, 
stone slab; (7) to Sept )  Scrivensis | eae 
1707, black marble slab; (8) to Sir John 
Maynards, K.B., 1658, and his son, Sir John, 1664, 
stone slab with partly defaced achievement-of-arms. 
Plate: includes a cup and cover-paten of 1669 
and a bowl or alms-dish of 1672. 


4(5). PARISH CHURCH OF ALL SAINTS, WANDS- 
WORTH, stands on the N. side of the High Street, 
about 100 yards W. of the bridge over the River 
Wandle. The walls of the W. Tower are faced with 
modern brick. The W. tower was rebuilt in 
1629-30 and the N. aisle added to the old building 
in 1724. With these exceptions the whole church 
was rebuilt in 1779-80. Subsequent alterations 
include the refacing and rebuilding of the top stage 
of the W. tower which now has no ancient features. 


Fittings—Brasses and Indents. In chancel— 
on N. wall, (1) of Nicholas [Maudyt], serjeant- 
at-arms to Henry V, 1420, figure in full plate- 
armour of the period, with sword and mace, 
head and part of marginal inscription missing ; 
indents of four shields. In N. aisle to chancel— 
(2) to Robert Knaresbrough, 1611, inscription only. 
In nave—(3) to Henry Smith [1627], Alderman of 
London, two inscriptions only ; (4) to John Powell, 
1611, inscription only. Monuments and Floor-slab. 
Monuments: In N. aisle to chancel—(1) of Henry 
Smith, 1627, painted mural monument (Plate 11) 
of marble, with kneeling figure of man in 
long fur-lined robe, holding skull in hands 
and kneeling at prayer-desk in round arched 
recess flanked by Ionic columns supporting an 
entablature with two putii and cartouche-of- 
arms above; (2) of Susanna (Hayward), wife 
of John Powel, 1630, wall-monument of alabaster 
and black marble retaining traces of gilt and 
colour, with figure of woman, in long cloak, 


ruff and widow’s veil, kneeling at prayer-desk in 
recess draped with curtains and flanked by Corin- 
thian columns supporting entablatures with cornice 
carried over shield-of-arms; above, strapwork 
panel with lozenge-of-arms. In N. aisle—on E. 
wall, (3) to John Powell, 1611, alabaster and black 
marble tablet with flanking pilasters supporting 
entablature, and flanked by defaced figures of 
children, cartouche-of-arms at top; on W. wall, 
(4) to Thomas Moseley, 1681, his son-in-law, William 
Taton, and grandchild, white marble tablet. 
Floor-slab : In S. aisle—to Elizabeth Plume, 1703. 
Plate : includes cup, of 1707, repaired or remodelled, 
with inscription on foot dated 1634, cover-paten 
inscribed with date 1634, cup of 1707 with cover- 
paten, paten of 1703, and two flagons of 1630. 


Condition—Good. 


4(6). HUGUENOT BURIAL GROUND, between East 
Hill and North Side, Wandsworth Common, about 
4 m. E. of All Saints’ Church, contains the 
following Monuments—(1) to Matthew Hebert, 
1703, table-tomb of brick with moulded stone top; 
(2) to Daniel Torin, 1700, John Malegoe and others, 
table-tomb of brick with recessed stone panels at 
sides and ends, and stone top; (3) to William and 
George Pearce, both 1687, head-stone; (4) to 
Elizabeth Stables, 1714, stone slab ; (5) to Andrew 
Mayer, 1691-2, head-stone. 


Secular :— 


4(7). ROEHAMPTON HousE and garden wall are 
in the parish of Putney and stand on the E. side 
of Roehampton Lane, about 14 m. S.W. of (2). 
The house is of three storeys with basement ; 
the walls are of brick, with some freestone dressings; 
the roofs are covered with modern slates and lead 
flats. 
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The house is a handsome example of early 18th- 
century work. The details of the saloon and great 
staircase are noteworthy. 

The house was built from the designs of Thomas 
Archer between 1710 and 1712, and originally 
consisted of a central rectangular block connected 
on either side by graduated arcades to advanced 
pavilions standing at right angles to the main 
block, the whole forming three sides of a courtyard. 
Large modern wings have been added on either side 
of the central block behind the quadrants, which 
are convex towards the garden, but only slight 
evidence remains of the pavilions. (Plate 145). 

The W. Front is symmetrically arranged and is of 
seven bays with the three middle bays grouped in 
a slightly projecting central feature. The angles 
are rusticated, the windows, generally, have pro- 
jecting: key-blocks and aprons, and there are brick 
bands between the storeys. In the middle is a 
stone entrance approached by two flights of stone 
steps with an elaborate wrought-iron handrail ; 
the doorway is flanked by Doric pilasters supporting 
an entablature with a broken curved pediment ; 
above, is a semicircular window with moulded 
archivolt, carved keystone and fluted Corinthian 
pilasters on either side supporting an entablature ; 
the two windows to the top floor are round; the 
main cornice is dentilled and surmounted by a 
stone balustrade with square moulded balusters 
and panelled pedestals surmounted by balls. 
Over the side bays only the upper members of the 
cornice are continued and have a plain stone band 
below; above is a plain brick parapet with a 
stone capping, and at either end are stone vases. 
The arcaded corridors on either side have round- 
headed arches with moulded edges and rectangular 
brick piers with plain imposts. Above each arch 
is a plain recessed panel. The walls are finished 
with a moulded stone cornice. The inner walls 
have plain pilasters and the corridors are covered 
with plastered barrel-vaults. A few yards to the 

S.W. of the southern arcade is part of the S. wall 
of the S. pavilion, with the lower jambs of a door- 
way. The E. Front (Plate 148) is generally similar to 
the W. front, but in place of a window on the 
first floor of the middle bay is a semicircular niche 
with a round head and the cornice above has a 
small pointed pediment. 

The N. and S. Elevations were largely rebuilt 
when the modern additions were made. Such of 
the original elevations which remain at either end 
have a shallow round-headed recess on each of 
the two lower floors and a flat-headed one to the 
top floor. The chimney-stacks are rectangular, 
with a capping of projecting brick courses. 


Interior: The main staircase was placed cen- 
trally on the S. side of the house, and a secondary 
staircase on the N., but both have been removed. 
The Entrance Hall has each wall divided into 
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bays by fluted Corinthian pilasters which support 
an entablature, but only the cornice is continued 
round the room, and has modillions above the 
pilasters. The walls are panelled and have a 
moulded dado-rail; the doorway and windows 
have moulded architraves and the doors and 
shutters are panelled. The other original rooms 
on the ground-floor are panelled in painted deal. 
The room above the Entrance Hall is carried up to 
the top of the second floor. The walls are com- 
pletely lined with paintings by Sir James Thornhill, 
representing landscapes in architectural frame- 
work, and the painting is continued over a cove 
to the ceiling, on which is a large subject-piece, 
the Gods on Olympus, with trophies-of-arms 
in the corners. Over the doors are semi-circular 
tympana, enclosed within the moulded architraves 
and also painted with trophies. The fireplace 
is modern but has an original overmantel shaped 
like a truncated pediment with incurved sides and 
painted with a trophy. The other rooms on the 
first and second floors are lined with painted deal. 
A short staircase leading to the roof has a moulded 
handrail and turned and moulded balusters. An 
old staircase (Plate 7) has been refixed in the 
modern N. wing, and is apparently a combination 
of the original main stairs and another, probably 
the secondary stair, of a slightly later date. The 
two flights from the basement to the ground-floor 
are the oldest, and have moulded handrails wreathed 
on plan at the foot of the stairs and ramped 
at the head of each flight, a plain string, turned, 
twisted and column-shaped balusters and newels, 
at the angles of the landings, of small Doric 
columns. The detail of the upper flight is 
slightly different. The moulded handrail is of 
the same section, but the balusters are more 
slender and turned and twisted; the moulding of 
the brackets of the string is continued under the 
soffit of the staircase, and the end of each riser 
is faced with marquetry work; the newels are 
similar to those to the lowerflights. The walls have 
a panelled dado with moulded capping and fluted 
pilasters to correspond with the handrail and newels. 
Where this passes across a window space at the 
landings it has an open balustrade. Much of the 
balustrading in the upper flights is of modern 
restoration or addition and the whole of the top- 
most landing appears to be modern. 

The Garden Wall leading E. from the S.E. 
corner of the modern S. wing is of early 18th- 
century date with some modern repairs. 

Condition—Of house, good. 


MonvumEnNTs (8-24). 

The following monuments, unless otherwise 
described, are of late 17th-century date and of 
two storeys with attics. The walls are of brick 
and the roofs are tiled. 

Condition—Good, unless otherwise stated. 
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Clapham :— 

(8). House, Nos. 25-26 Clapham Common, N. 
side, $ m. S.S.W. of (1), was built as a small 
rectangular house with a central chimney. It has 
been added to on the S.E. and W., and converted 
into two residences. The N.E. half of the front 
elevation is plastered; the chimney-stack is 
original. 


29). Range of three houses, Nos. 39-43 Old 
Town, on E. side of street, nearly 600 yards S. of 
(1), was built c. 1710. The front elevation has 
a projecting plinth, a projecting brick band at 
the level of the first floor and a wooden eaves- 
cornice with carved modillions; the windows 
have ribbed brick jambs and flat arches; the 
entrance doors are modern but the doorcases are 
original and of wood with rusticated jambs and 
heads and flanking Doric pilasters which support 
entablatures and curved pediments ; the doorways 
of Nos. 41-43 are adjacent and combined under 
one pediment ; the attics have flat-topped dormer 
windows and the chimney-stacks have been partly 
rebuilt. Inside, the houses have been slightly 
altered but the entrance passages and some of 
the rooms have their original panelling with 
moulded cornices and dado rails, and the stair- 
cases have cut strings with shaped brackets at 
the ends of the steps, moulded handrail, twisted 
balusters and newels in the form of fluted Doric 
columns. 


(10). Range of houses and shops, Nos. 45-51 
Old Town, on E. side of street, immediately S. 
of (9). The northernmost house has been much 
repaired and altered, the portion adjoining rebuilt, 
and the ground-floors of the southernmost end 
converted into shops. The S. end has on the W. 
front a modillioned eaves-cornice and in the roof 
two hipped dormers ; the S. front has brick bands 
at the floor-levels; the E. end of this front has 
been refaced. Inside the building are some cased 
beams. 


%(11). Shop, 61 Old Town, E. side of street, 
50 yards S. of (10), is of plastered timber-framing. 
It was built probably early in the 17th century 
on an L-shaped plan, with the wings extending 
towards the S. and W., and has modern additions 
in the angle and on the E. side. A chimney- 
stack in the N. end of the building is original. 
Inside the building the ground-floor at the N. 
end has two chamfered ceiling-beams and a spiral 
staircase. 


Putney :— 

(12). House and shop, Nos. 55-57 High Street, 
about 200 yards S.S.W. of (2), was built as a small 
house in the 17th century, the attic was added 
at a later date, and it has since been much altered. 
At the N. end is an old chimney-stack. Inside 


the building is a small length of late 17th-century 
balustrading with moulded string and turned 
balusters. 

Condition—Good, much altered. 


(13). The Castle Inn, on N. side of Putney 
Bridge Road, at E. corner of Brewhouse Lane, has 
a wooden modillioned cornice at the eaves. 


2(14). Memel Place, range of three tenements, 
25 yards N. of (13), has projecting bands of rubbed 
brick between the storeys, rubbed brick arches 
to the lower windows and wooden modillioned 
eaves-cornice. 

Condition— Poor. 

Streatham :— 

4(15). Russell House, a few yards S.W. of (3), 
is of two storeys with attics and basement. It was 
built on a rectangular plan with a central staircase- 
hall, but has been much altered internally and 
had a modern chapel added on the S.E. The 
elevations have been, in places, refaced with modern 
brick. The S.E. front had a portico with two 
Doric columns supporting an entablature with 
curved pediment; it has been partly cut into 
by the modern chapel; the front is carried up 
in two shaped gables. The N.W. front has a 
shaped gable with a flat parapet, and at the floor- 
levels are brick bands. Inside the building one 
of the ground-floor rooms has some panelling, an 
original overmantel, and a panelled door with 
moulded architrave. The staircase (Plate 7) 
rises to the first floor in three flights and has 
moulded strings and handrail, twisted balusters 
and square newel-posts surmounted by carved 
half-boars, each holding a shield charged with 
a wheat-sheaf. 


4(16). Houses, now shops, Nos. 115-117 High 
Street, 60 yards E.N.E. of (3), have been much 
altered. 


4(17). House, now two tenements, No. 131 
Greyhound Lane, 1,000 yards S. of (3) ; the walls 
are partly of weather-boarded timber-framing and 
partly of brick. It is a small 17th-century cottage 
of the central-chimney type with a later S.W. 
wing and modern additions at the back. 


Tooting Graveney :— 

(18). House and shops, No. 9 The Broadway, 
550 yards N.W. of (4), is of plastered timber- 
framing partly weather-boarded at the back. 
It has been much altered, partly rebuilt, and has 
a modern addition at the back. The back elevation 
has three gables ; the chimney-stack is old. 


Wandsworth :— 

4(19). Swan Inn, 120 yards W. of (5), was built 
on a rectangular plan. Alterations include the 
addition of a third storey, the refacing of the S. 
and E. fronts with modern brick and extensions 
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Monument (27) of Marie (Howard), wife of Edward Sutton, Lord Dudley and afterwards 
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at the back. There is one original, but much 
restored, chimney-stack. Inside the building the 
ground-floor room has a cased ceiling-beam. 


4(20). Rose and Crown Public House, on the N. 
side of High Street, 30 yards W. of (19), is of 
L-shaped plan with a modern addition in the 
angle between the wings. The front to High 
Street has been refaced, but the modern door-hood 
has two original carved and scrolled brackets, 
reused. Inside the building a room on the ground- 
floor has an original fireplace flanked by panelled 
pilasters and with a shaped panel on the frieze ; 
the overmantel has panelled pilasters at the sides 
and a large panel in the middle, painted with a 
pastoral scene. 


4(21). Factory, on W. side of Frogmore Road, 
130 yards N. of (5), is built on an L-shaped plan 
with the wings extending towards N. and W. 
The walls have plain parapets and a brick band. 
The E. front has four windows to the ground-floor, 
with original frames and a central doorway with 
panelled side pilasters. At the N. end is an old 
chimney-stack. 


4(22). Cottage, on E. side of Wandsworth Plain, 
opposite (21), was built in the second half of the 
17th century on a rectangular plan, and has a 
modern addition at the back. The N.W. front 
has been much refaced and has projecting eaves ; 
the sides are gabled. At the first-floor level is 
a projecting band. The N.W. front has two 
transomed and mullioned windows to the ground- 
floor and five similar windows to the first floor ; 
in the roof are three hipped dormers. 


4(23). House and shops, No. 61 High Street, 
on S. side of road, 260 yards E.S.E. of (5), was 
originally of central-chimney type but has been 
much altered. The chimney-stack is original. 


4(24). House, now laundry, Nos. 225-227 
Putney Bridge Road, on S. side of road, about 
550 yards S.E. of (2), was built early in the 18th 
century on an L-shaped plan with wings extending 
towards the S. and E., but has been much altered 
internally and added to on the S. and W. and at 

the W. end of the N. front. The N. front has a 
moulded brick band at the first-floor level and a 
wooden modillioned eaves-cornice carried up over 
the original projecting central bay in a triangular 
pediment with enriched mouldings. The central 
entrance doorway has a moulded frame, an original 
panelled door and a semicircular coved hood 
carried on carved brackets. The windows have 
flat brick arches and flush frames. 


Unclassified :— 

(25). Mount Nop, mound in garden on E. 
side of Wix’s Lane, on the N. side of Clapham 
Common, is about 10 ft. high. 
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16. WESTMINSTER. 
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The city of Westminster comprises eight civil 
parishes :—St. Clement Danes ; St. Mary le Strand ; 
St. Paul Covent Garden; St. Martin in the Fields; 
St. Anne Soho; St. James Piccadilly; St. George 
Hanover Square; St. Margaret and St. John 
Westminster; with the liberties of the Rolls and 
the Savoy, and the precinct of the college of 
Westminster. The principal monuments, apart 
from Westminster Abbey (dealt with in a separate 
volume), are the palaces of St. Stephen, St. James 
and Whitehall, the churches of St. Clement Danes 
and St. James Piccadilly, with York Gate and the 
monument of Charles I. 


Roman :— 


(1). Westminster Abbey Precincts. (a) In dig- 
ging the foundations of new Canons’ houses in 
the Abbey garden in 1883, remains of a Roman 
“ dwelling’ were found at a depth of 14ft.; 
they consisted of slabs of concrete flooring, roof 
tiles and other rubbish. Arch. Journ., XLII, 274. 


(6) Similar remains to those last described are 
said to have been discovered also in the cloister. 
Arch. Journ., XLII, 274. 

(c) In 1878, when digging the grave of Sir 
Gilbert Scott, Roman building material was found 
under the nave of the Abbey church, said to have 
been remains of the pilae of a hypocaust.

(2). Strand Lane, E. side, about 80 yards S. of 
the Strand, plunge-bath of brick with a round N. 
end, 154 ft. by 6$ft. This bath was formerly lined 
with modern marble slabs, and has only recently 
been stripped; the actual walls and floor, where 
they can be tested, are built of red bricks, 9 in. by 
42 in. by 12in. The bath is fed by a spring which 
now enters at the S.E. corner, and there are remains 
of the former feed-pipe or overflow in the middle 
of the S. end. The date of this bath is at present 
uncertain; the bricks are unlike any Roman 
bricks yet discovered in this country, but, on the 
other hand, they do not resemble in form or 
texture the normal bricks of the 17th century, 
which seems to be the alternative date. 
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(3). Old Bond Street.

Ecclesiastical :-— 


(8). PARISH CHURCH OF ST. MARGARET, WEST- 
MINSTER, stands on the N. side of Westminster 
Abbey (Plates 149, 152). The walls are of rag-stone, 
with Portland and other lime-stone dressings ; the 
roofs are lead-covered. Nothing now remains of 
any structure earlier than the last quarter of the 
15th century, when the rebuilding of the existing 
church began; the Nave, with its Aisles, were 
finished about 1504 according to the church- 
wardens’ accounts. In 1515 the foundation-stone 
of the N.W. Tower was laid; the Chancel, with its 
Chapels, continuous with the nave, was rebuilt 
by Abbot Islip in 1518 and two stones with his

WESTMINSTER: (10) PARISH CHURCH OF ST. CLEMENT DANES, 1682. 


Interior, looking E. 
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rebus were found in the E. wall; the altars were 


hallowed in 1523 and the bells hung in the 
tower. In 1532 the rood-loft staircase was built. 
The church was restored in 1735-37 and the 
three upper stages of the tower were rebuilt 
either at that time or later in the same century. 
Sometime in the 18th century the E. wall was 
taken down and an apse added; in 1778 the 
ankar-hold and dark vestry were demolished, 
and the existing S. Vestry built on the site. Early 
in the 19th century the apse was removed and 
the E. wall rebuilt on the old site. The E. and W. 
Porches were added late in the 19th century, and 
in 1905 the E. wall of the chancel was again rebuilt 
about 6 ft. further E. 

The church has been too much restored to be of 
much architectural interest, but amongst the 
fittings the 16th-century glass and the Howard 
monument are noteworthy. 


Architectural Description—The Chancel and 
Nave are without structural division (139 ft. by 
233 ft.) and of nine bays, of which the three eastern 
form the ritual quire. The E. wall and window are 
modern. The N. wall has an arcade of eight bays 
with moulded four-centred arches with moulded 
labels on the S. side having angel-stops, all modern, 
from which rise three grouped shafts, supporting 
the roof-principals and having moulded bases and 
capitals; the spandrels are filled with cusped 
panelling ; the columns have each four attached 
shafts divided by wave-moulding and have moulded 
bases and capitals. The work is very largely 
modern restoration, but some stones appear to be 
original and many are no doubt only scraped. 
The easternmost bay is entirely modern. The S. 
wall and arcade is uniform with the N., but E. 
of the E. respond is a rectangular opening or 
squint with a modern cusped head on each face. 
The responds have attached half-columns. The 
clearstorey has on each side eight pairs of coupled 
windows above the main arches, each window of 
two cinquefoiled lights with tracery in a four- 
centred and segmental-pointed head ; all apparently 
modern; the easternmost bay has on each side a 
modern window. Below them is a moulded string- 
course mitreing with the labels of the arcade. In 
the W. wall is a window, apparently all modern. 
Below it is the modern W. doorway. 


The North Aisle (18 ft. wide) has, in the E. wall, 
a blocked window with a four-centred head, modern 
externally but apparently old inside. Below it isa 
modern doorway. In the N. wall are seven windows, 
each of three cinquefoiled ogee lights with tracery 
in a four-centred head, and all modern except the 
moulded internal jambs and rear-arches, which are 
partly original. The easternmost is entirely blocked, 
and the second is blocked on the inside. Further 
W. is the blocked doorway of the former stair- 
turret of the tower; it has moulded jambs and a 


four-centred arch formerly in a square head, now 
cut away ; the eastern half is concealed or cut away 
by a modern buttress. Further W. is the late 
15th-century N. doorway opening into the tower ; 
it has moulded jambs with a moulded plinth and 
attached shafts with moulded capitals ; the moulded 
four-centred arch is set in a square head with cusped 
panelled spandrels and a moulded label. In the W. 
wall is a window similar to those in the N. wall, 
but of four lights. 


The South Aisle (18 ft. wide) has, in the E. wall, 
a modern three-light window, but, internally, there 
are traces of the jambs and head of the original 
window. Below it is a modern doorway. On the 
S. side of the E. respond are traces of the former 
existence of a wooden partition or screen against 
it. In the S. wall are eight windows all uniform 
with those in the N. aisle except the easternmost, 
which has different tracery in a _ two-centred 
head; the three easternmost windows have the 
lower part blocked (for the adjoining vestries) 
and the E. internal reveal of the third window is 
stepped out to avoid a blocked doorway; the 
similar stepping on the other side E. of the 
doorway ismodern. Below the easternmost window 
is a doorway, apparently all modern. Between 
and below the second and third windows is a blocked 
doorway with a two-centred arch and a segmental- 
pointed rear-arch, all much restored; the lower 
part is concealed by a monument. It apparently 
opened to the rood-loft turret, and high in the wall 
above it is another blocked doorway with a four- 
centred arch and a square rear-arch; both these 
doorways have the rebate on the outside of the 
wall. Below the third window is a modern blocked 
doorway only visible in the vestry. In the W. 
wall is a window uniform with that at the W. end 
of the N. aisle. 

The North Tower (14 ft. square) is of four stages, 
with octagonal projecting turrets at the angles and 
finished with pinnacles and an embattled parapet. 
The ground-stage is of early 16th-century date, 
but the rest of the tower was rebuilt in the 18th 
century. The ground-stage has, in the N. wall, a 
doorway all of the 18th century except the hollow- 
chamfered splays and segmental-pointed rear-arch. 
In the S. wall the wall is carried on a moulded 
four-centred arch above the N. doorway of the 
church ; the mouldings aré turned-in in ogee form 
at the spring. In the E. abutment or respond of 
this arch is an 18th-century doorway to the 
turret-staircase. In the W. wall is a three-light 
window all 18th-century or modern except the 
moulded internal splays and four-centred rear-arch. 
Round the walls are remains of a stone bench. 

Fittings.— Brasses and Indents. Brasses: In 
S. aisle—on S. wall, of Thomas Cole, 1597, two 
rectangular plates, upper one representing room, 
with kneeling figures of man and wife at desk, one 
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son and two daughters, with shield-of-arms. See 
also Monument (21). Indents: In N. aisle—under 
organ, (1) of inscription-plate and scroll; (2) of 
three figures and inscription-plate. In S. aisle— 
on N. wall, E. of arcade, (3) of kneeling figure, four 
shields and inscription-plate, early 16th-century ; 
see also Monument (12). Fonts: In S. aisle— 
(1) of white veined marble with circular moulded 
bowl and square baluster stem, black marble 
moulded base, by Nicholas Stone, and c. 1630. 
(2) Now in vault under nave, of white marble 
with baluster stem, late 17th or early 18th- 
century. Glass: In E. window (Plate 153), said 
to have been given by the magistrates of Dort 
(Netherlands) to Henry VII. It was given by 
Henry VIII to Waltham Abbey, and passed thence 
to New Hall and afterwards to Copt Hall, Essex. 
It was bought by St. Margaret’s parish in 1758. 
The composition fills the five lights and the tracery 
of the window. The tracery-lights contain sun, 
moon, Tudor rose and pomegranate and angels with 
the instruments of the passion. The northernmost 
main light has an armed figure of St. George stand- 
ing in a Renaissance niche with an ogee head and 
puttt at the top. Below it another niche with an 
elliptical head filled with Gothic tracery and 
having a vault in perspective; the side shafts 
are of enriched Renaissance character; in it is 
a crowned figure (said to be Prince Arthur) with 
ermine tippet and ermine-lined robe, kneeling at a 
prayer-desk. The southernmost light has two 
similar niches, and in the upper one is a crowned 
figure of St. Katharine with a sword and book, 
and having the broken wheel and the figure of 
the Emperor at her feet. In the lower niche is 
a crowned figure in rich robes and a pedimental 
head-dress (said to be Katharine of Aragon) 
kneeling at a desk. The head of this figure 
is modern, the original head is leaded into one 
of the north windows of Henry VII’s Chapel, 
Westminster Abbey. The three middle lights 
are occupied by the Crucifixion; the central 
figure is surrounded by three angels receiving the 
blood from the five wounds in four chalices; at 
the foot of cross is a kneeling woman ; and in the 
foreground is the Virgin, two women and St. John. 
In the left light is the repentant thief bound to the 
cross, with an angel receiving his soul ; at foot isa 
group of soldiery, three on horseback and one 
thrusting his spear into the side of the central 
figure. In the right light is the unrepentant thief 


with a demon bearing away his soul; below is a- 


group of soldiery, two on horseback, one with the 
hyssop-pole, and one with a banner with a crescent 
and stars ; also below is a greyhound. The back- 
ground has mountains, trees, and a walled city. 
The foreground has scattered bones and skulls. 
The whole has been much restored andfrepainted. 
Image: In S. chapel, in upper doorway of former

gallery, life-size headless figure, made up of parts 
of two draped figures, one apparently holding 
object in hands, remains of colouring, 15th or 
early 16th-century, much damaged. Monwu- 
ments and Floor-slabs.

Stalls: In chancel—parts of three bench- 
ends of oak with moulded top edge, also one 
bookboard (on N.), all made up with modern 
stalls, 15th-century. Miscellanea: Reset in modern 
string-course in E. wall (internal), two lengths of 
moulded string-course, each with the monogram 
I.S. with a foliage sprig—the rebus of John Islip, 
Abbot of Westminster, early 16th-century. In S. 
aisle on S. wall at E. end, part of a plinth (?) 
consisting of seven square cusped panels, each 
containing a shield, and part of a trefoiled panel ; 
at one end is part of the return face, also with a 
trefoiled panel, Purbeck-marble, 15th or early 
16th-century. 


Condition—Good, much restored. 


(9). PARISH CHURCH OF ST. ANNE, SOHO, stands 
on the W. side of Dean Street. The parish was 
formed in 1678, the church being built shortly 
afterwards and consecrated in 1686. It is of 


Renaissance style and is rectangular on plan with 
a projecting W. tower. The walls are of brick, 
and, except the W. wall, are covered with cement ; 
the quoins are of stone ; the roofs are covered with 
lead and slates. The West Tower was rebuilt about 
1802 and the steeple added in 1806. The church 
has been repaired at various times and was in 1866 
remodelled and redecorated; the roof has been 
extensively repaired owing to its destruction by 
dry rot. 

Architectural Description—The church consists 
of a continuous nave and chancel (82 ft. by 31 ft.) 
undivided structurally and terminating at the E. 
end in an internal apse and having a gallery at 
the W. end, North and South aisles (144 ft. wide) 
with galleries over, and vestibules (144 ft. by 11 ft.) 
at the E. end of each aisle. The E. elevation has 
rusticated stone quoins; the central projecting 
bay is surmounted by a modillioned cornice and 
pediment ; the E. window has a semi-circular head 
with moulded stone architrave and sill; the wall 
below the sill projects and has a moulded plinth ; 
the walls of the side bays are lower and have 
moulded cornices surmounted by balustrades ; the 
doorway to each vestibule is square-headed, with a 
moulded architrave surmounted by a cornice and 
pediment carried on plain brackets; above each 
doorway is a round-headed window with continuous 
architrave and plain sill; the lower part of the 
window is blocked by a plain panel. The N. and

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3: elevations are similar to one another and each 
of six bays with plain plinth, moulded cornice and 
plain parapet continued from the E. end; at the 


gallery-level is a plain band and above it a range 


of six windows uniform with those in the E. wall; 
below the band, except in the westernmost bays, 
is a range of similar windows with semi-elliptical 
heads ; in the westernmost bay is a round-headed 
doorway, with rusticated jambs and arch flanked 
by rusticated pilasters across which the impost 
mouldings are carried; the arch has a plain key- 
block and the doorway is surmounted by a 
moulded capping. The two easternmost bays of 
the S. wall are covered by modern school buildings 
and the two easternmost windows on the N. 
are blocked. 

The W. elevations of the aisles are generally 
similar to the side elevations; the angles have 
clasping pilasters with modillions to the cornice 
over ; there are plain blocked windows with round 
heads to the galleries. 

Interior—The body of the church is of five bays 
separated from the aisles by square piers with 
panelled Doric pilasters of wood on each face of 
the piers and on the corresponding face of each 
respond ; they support an entablature surmounted 
by the gallery-front which is carried with quadrant 
corners across the W. end of the nave on two 
Doric columns. Above each pier is an Ionic 
column with an engaged column to each respond ; 
they stand on panelled pedestals formed by pro- 
jections in the gallery-front and are surmounted 
by an enriched entablature with a pulvinated 
frieze, the whole being continued across the W. end 
of the church and round the apse to the E. window. 
The aisles have panelled Doric pilasters separating 
the bays and supporting panelled beams under the 
gallery ; the wall above has plain pilasters with 
simple moulded caps. The doorways between the 
aisles and the vestibules and the nave and the 
tower are square-headed with moulded architraves ; 
those between the galleries and the staircases are 
similar but with a cornice on the staircase side. 
Over the body of the church is a semi-circular 
barrel-vault of plaster divided into bays by bands 
enriched with rosette ornament; each bay has 
three square panels with borders of acanthus 
enrichment, and in the central panel of the end 
and middle bays is a large circular rose of modelled 
plaster. Over the apse is a coffered semi-dome, 
with enriched borders, and each panel containing 
gilt plaster ornament of leaves, scrolls, etc. The 
arch between the nave and the apse is divided 


.into seven panels with raised mouldings and has 


moulded and enriched architraves and an enriched 
key-block on the E. vertical face; the recess of 
the E. window has a modelled plaster architrave 
and seven enriched panels on the soffit. Over each 
bay of the gallery is a transverse segmental vault 
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carried on panelled beams and having a panel with 
an enriched border and a central flower-ornament. 


Fittings—Bell: two; 2nd by James Bartlett, 
1691. Chaivs: in sacrarium, with richly carved 
backs with twisted posts, carved arms, carved 
front legs and modern back legs, probably early 
18th-century. Communion Rails: of oak with 
square panelled standards, carved and_ twisted 
balusters and moulded rail and plinth, late 17th- 
century. Doors and Door-cases: in E. wall, to 
vestibules, each in two leaves with raised panels ; 
to galleries from E. vestibules, each of two leaves 
with six raised and two glazed panels with 
moulded architraves and cornice; N. and S. 
external door-cases, of wood with carved scroll 
brackets and moulded cornice supporting flat roof ; 
semicircular-headed fan-light above transom with 
radiating and concentric sash-bars, and carved 
scroll-work in spandrels ; doors below transom in 
two leaves, each with inverted segmental head 
with carving above of scroll-work and cherub- 
heads; splayed jambs of inner doorway with 
panelled linings, early 18th-century, inner lobbies 
and doors modern. Font: octagonal and of white 
marble, moulded, fluted and reeded bowl, long 
octagonal baluster-shaped stem and moulded base, 
late 17th-century. Galleries: over N. and S. 
aisles and W. end of nave, with plain fronts with 
moulded skirting and capping continued from 
pedestals of columns; four stairs from vestibules 
and aisles with close moulded strings, square 
newels, twisted balusters and moulded handrails, 
late 17th-century. Monuments and Floor-slabs. 
Monuments :—On wall N. of apse, (1) of Diana, 
daughter of Charles Farrell, 1686, white marble 
tablet with carved foliage, cherub-heads and 
scrolls ; above cornice a female bust between two 
flaming urns ; cartouche with lozenge-of-arms on 
base ; (2) of Grace, daughter of Henry Pierrepont, 
Marquis of Dorchester, 1703, white marble wall- 
monument with draped standing figure on convex 
shaped pedestal flanked by putt: and twisted 
composite columns supporting entablature with 
pediment, urns and hour-glass; above figure, 
drapery and cherubs and on apron lozenge-of-arms ; 
(3) of Grace, wife of Hender Maddsworth, Governor 
of Jamaica, 1687, white marble tablet with flanking 
Corinthian columns surmounted by entablatures 
and carved female bust between two flaming urns ;

1701, Francis Ball, 1705, and Rachel Dongworth, 
1735, widow of Peter Smith, white marble and 
slate tablet flanked by fluted pilasters supporting 
cornice and broken pediment and flaming urn ; 
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in lower part, achievement-of-arms. 
said to be beneath mosaic pavement, in aisles, 
(1) to Mrs. Diana Farrell, 1686; (2) to Elizabeth, 
daughter of John Pyncomb, 1706. Panelling : 
round church in three heights to underside of 
gallery with simple moulded panels. In gallery, 
panelled dado, late 17th-century. Pulpit: square 
with splayed angles and raised panels with carved 
borders on each face, enriched capping and carved 
base carried by square columns with panelled 
sides, moulded cap and base, early 18th-century. 
Seating : formed from old pews cut down, backs 
and ends with raised panels in two heights, late 
17th-century. Pews in N. and S. galleries, plain. 
Stalls, etc., to quire, modern but incorporating 
band of carving on front, late 17th-century. 
Prayer-desk, on N. side of sacrarium, partly made 
up with old material including moulded panel with 
cherub-heads and swags, carved and_ twisted 
balusters, etc., late 17th-century. 


Condition—Good. 


(10). PARISH CHURCH OF ST. CLEMENT DANES, 
stands in the middle of the Strand opposite the 
S.E. end of Aldwych. It is in the Renaissance 
style with a West tower ; the walls are of Portland 
stone and the roofs are covered with lead. It was 
finished in 1682 from the designs of Sir Christopher 
Wren, who incorporated the lower stages of the 
15th-century W. tower, the top of which was 
removed and replaced by the present spire by 
James Gibbs in 1719. 


Architectural Description—The church consists 
of a chancel (17 ft. by 23 ft.) with an apsidal E. end, 
a nave (73 ft. by 40 ft.) with a curved E. end and 
galleried aisles (114 ft. wide), and a West tower (12 ft. 
by 11 ft.) with N. and S. vestibules (144 ft. square). 
The Elevations (Plate 156) of the main building E. 
of the tower and vestibules have a continuous 
plinth, a string at the gallery level, moulded cornice 
and plain parapet, except on the S., where it is 
panelled and with moulded capping. The windows 
are symmetrically spaced in two tiers, the upper 
lighting the galleries, the lower the aisles. The 
E. end of the chancel projects slightly in a square 
bay against which the lower members of the main 
cornice are returned and carried on scrolled 
brackets and the upper members continued round 
in a curved pediment. In the lower part of the 
bay is a large recessed panel ; the plinth is moulded 
and at the level of the string is a moulded cornice. 
In the upper part of this bay is a semi-circular- 
headed window with moulded architrave and 
cherub-head keystone and in the pediment above 
are carved festoons and swags ; above the parapet 
is a cartouche carved with the anchor of St. Clement, 
palm-leaves and cherub-head. The windows on 
either side of the E. window are square-headed and 
flanked by half pilasters with moulded bases and 
carved caps supporting a moulded architrave ; 
below the sill is a raised panel and the whole is 
enclosed within a moulded and eared architrave 
with semi-circular head and keystone; the S.E. 
window has a carved cherub-head keystone, swags 
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and festoons in the spandrels and laurel-wreath in 
the tympanum. The lower windows on either side 
of the central bay are segmental-headed and have 
moulded architraves with plain key-blocks and 
plain sills. The N. and S. elevations are generally 
similar, but on the latter, which originally faced 
the main thoroughfare, the detail is more elaborate. 
The upper windows have semi-circular heads and 
are similar to the S.E. window of the chancel, but 
the small inner pilasters with the tympanum above 
are omitted. The lower windows are uniform 
with the corresponding windows to the apse. In 
the westernmost bay on the S. elevation is a square- 
headed doorway with moulded architrave and 
cornice and pulvinated frieze, and in the corre- 
sponding bay on the N. side is a round-headed 
doorway with moulded architrave and keystone 
carved with an anchor and the letters S.C. ; it is 
flanked by projecting rusticated blocks with 
moulded bases and surmounted by a triangular 
pediment. On the N. elevation, below the eastern- 
most window of the lower range, is a blocked 
doorway. The architrave of the window is carried 
down enclosing a recess with three-quarter Doric 
columns supporting an architrave. The W. vesti- 
bules stop below the level of the main cornice with 
a small cornice and blocking course, and are 
surmounted by small lead domes terminating in 
stone finials. The vestibules are divided into two 
stages by a cornice continuous with the string- 
course of the main walls. The lower windows in 
the side walls are uniform with those in the main 
front ; and the upper windows are circular ; each 
vestibule has on the W. front a segmental-headed 
doorway with eared architrave and scrolled key- 
stone, plain frieze and moulded cornice supported 
on either side by plain brackets. The return W. 
walls of the main building have plain pilasters at 
the angles and are carried up in shaped half-gables 
to the W. tower, each containing a circular window. 


The West Tower is of five stages and is sur- 
mounted by the stone steeple of later date; the 
walls of the mediaeval tower have been entirely 
recased. The western angle-buttresses are in three 
stages surmounted by obelisks at the level of the 
third stage of the tower. On the W. front, between 
the buttresses, is a projecting porch with a round- 
headed doorway having moulded architrave and 
archivolt, scroll keystone and plain imposts and 
bases ; it is flanked by rusticated masonry on which 
are imposed Doric pilasters and is surmounted by 
an entablature with pulvinated frieze and moulded 
cornice, above which is a pedestal flanked by scroll 
brackets carried back as a roof over the porch ; 
on the pedestal is the date 1820, and above a 
carved and fluted vase. The second stage has in 
the W. wall a window of semi-Gothic character 
and of two pointed lights under a round arch with 
a moulded label. The third stage has in the W.

wall a circular window, and on the S. wall a sundial 
on a square tablet flanked by scrolls supporting a 
pulvinated frieze and narrow cornice with broken 
pediment and a cartouche carved with the anchor 
and initials of St. Clement ; below the tablet are 
three scrolled consoles and carved swags. The 
fourth stage has in each wall a two-light window 
generally similar to those in the second stage, but 
with plain architraves terminating on the S. and 
E. in carved scrolls. At the level of the fifth stage 
is a modillioned cornice. The fifth stage has a 
modillioned cornice and is divided into two unequal 
heights by a narrower cornice. In each wall of 
the lower is a clock-dial on a square panel flanked 
by scrolls; the upper stage has in each wall a 
round-headed louvred opening with moulded and 
rusticated architrave. 


Intertor (Plates 154, 155)—The walls and ceilings 
are all plastered. Above the main window of the 
apse is a moulded arch with a cartouche in place 
of keyblock; between the windows are Corinthian 
pilasters supporting an architrave. The two piers 
on the W. wall of the nave support a semi-circular 
arch rising to the ceiling; the soffit, tympanum, 
and piers above the imposts have enriched plaster 
panels, as have also the upper part of the walls 
on either side. The body of the church is in 
seven bays; the easternmost is occupied by the 
W. end of the chancel. The arcades are in two 
stages ; the lower have square piers with a panelled 
Doric pilaster on each face supporting a continuous 
entablature and a panelled gallery-front; the 
upper arcade has Corinthian columns supporting 
square architrave-blocks from which springs the 
barrel-vaulted ceiling. The semi-dome over the 
apse is divided into diagonal panels, each with a 
rose ornament. Over the W. end of the chancel 
is a semi-circular barrel-vault with three enriched 
panels. The ceiling over the easternmost bay of 
the nave is in one panel with an enriched leaf 
border containing an achievement of the royal 
arms of the Stuarts, surrounded by roses, thistles, 
leaves, etc., with a draped tablet supported by 
cherubs, and inscribed, ‘‘ Dr Gregory Hascard, 
Rector, Thomas Cox and William Thompson, 
Churchwardens, Ao. Dom. MDCLXXXI.”’ Above 
the chancel-arch and the arches of the main arcade 
are cartouches, two with an anchor and the letters 
C.D.; the spaces on either side are filled with 
swags and festoons hanging from cherub-heads ; 
the soffits of the arches to the main arcades have 
enriched guilloche ornament. The five western- 
most bays of the main ceiling are each divided into 
five enriched panels, two filled with leaf scrolls. 
Each bay of the gallery over the aisles has an 
enriched groined vault and the bays are divided 
by arches with enriched soffits. Over the gallery 
staircases are domes with central flower-ornaments, 
enriched cornices and leaves and scroll-work in the 
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spandrels. The interior of the tower is of finely 
faced stone ashlar work. The ground-stage has 
in the N., S. and E. walls a semicircular-headed 
opening with attached Doric columns on the 
jambs supporting an inner and moulded arch with 
a plain keystone ; the columns are without bases. 
The opening in the E. wall is flanked by two 
panelled Doric pilasters supporting a cornice, all 
in cement, and in the W. wall is a plain round- 
headed doorway. In the second stage are two 
doorways with four-centred heads, but they appear 
to be late 17th-century work. The belfry has an 
internal stone dome to carry the steeple. 


Fittings— Altar: modern but surmounted by 
moulded slab of rough mottled marble of uncertain 
date, said to have been brought from Italy and 
of pre-Reformation date. Bells: ten and sanctus, 
Ist and 2nd modern, the 5th recast, 3rd, 4th, 6th 
to 10th by William and Philip Wightman, 1693 ; 
Sanctus by Robert Mot, 1588. Brasses: On wall 
of N. staircase, (1) to Elizabeth (Benskin), wife of 
Thomas Brown, 1705; (2) name and date obliter- 
ated. Chest: In N. gallery—heavily bound with 
iron, small hutch door in front with ornamental 
handle, 16th-century. Doors: In N. doorway, 
semicircular-headed and in two leaves, each with 
four raised panels and mouldings. In S. doorway 
and in W. doorways of vestibules, similar to N. 
door, but with segmental heads and each leaf 
of five panels. In tower, opening into vestibules, 
each of three panels, upper glazed, lower raised. In 
galleries at W. end, each with four-panelled leaves, 
all late 17th-century. Fonts and Cover. Fonts: 
(1) of white marble, octagonal, with shallow bowl 
having upper part moulded and lower part reeded, 
baluster-shaped stem and moulded base, late 17th- 
century ; (2) at the end of the N. aisle is another 
font with octagonal bowl, moulded and foliated 
and a square baluster-shaped stem, probably early 
18th-century. Font-cover: of font (1), of oak, 
varnished, in two stages with fluted dome; lower 
stage octagonal with small pedestals supporting 
diminutive vases at angles, upper part circular 
and of cavetto section with moulded cornices, small 
carved consoles and small vases at base of dome, 
late 17th-century. Galleries: Over aisles and W. 
bay of nave, with bolection-moulded panelled front 
incorporating plinths to columns of upper arcade, 
and surmounting entablature of lower arcade ; 
central projection over W. end of nave with 
quadrant angles supported on two Doric columns 
and with brass rail above book-rest and seven 
standards terminating in crowns; underside of 
gallery plastered with half-saucer domes opposite 
each window of aisle. The staircases up to the 
galleries have continuous moulded strings, moulded 
handrails, turned balusters and square newels. 
Monuments and Floor-slabs. Monuments: On 
wall of N. staircase, (1) to Samuel Tatham, 1691, 


tablet with moulded frame, segmental pediment 
and apron with blank shield; at head of stair, 
(2) to Sir Edward Leche, [1652], carved and 
draped tablet. In gallery—on S. wall, (3) to 
Richard Dukeson, D.D., 1678, and Ann (Hickman), 
his wife, 1670, tablet flanked by pilasters and 
elongated scrolls surmounted by cornice and 
broken pediment ; apron below carved with open 
book, scrolls and cherub-heads, on pediment two 
cherubs supporting achievement-of-arms. Floor- 
slabs : In S. aisle, (1) to John Mason, 1710-11, and 
others; (2) to JaneC...., date and shield-of-arms 
obliterated. Organ (Plate 155) : Over W. gallery, by 
Bernard Schmidt, 1690, with modern additions and 
alterations ; central portion in three divisions with 
four towers of pipes, the two middle carried on 
cherub-head corbels, the side on corbels of carved 
acanthus-leaves connected by band of carving with 
continuous cornice ; towers surmounted by pierced 
carving and semi-circular entablature with flaming 
urns ; middle towers taller than side ones; con- 
necting panels of pipes in two heights with bands 
of pierced carving; upper band to side divisions 
ramped up to middle towers and surmounted by 
carved palm leaves; above middle division 
elliptical panel charged with an anchor and sur- 
mounted by royal monogram G.R., and crown. 
Modern enlargement by addition of one bay on 
either side with towers possibly incorporating old 
work. Casing to lower part of organ probably 
reused panelling from upper part of gallery. 
Panelling: Of oak, on either side of reredos, in 
four heights with carved scrolls abutting against 
reredos and flanked by Doric pilasters with en- 
tablature uniform with those supporting galleries. 
Behind and on either side of the quire-stalls. 
To walls of aisles, in three heights, the two 
upper and the panels in the window jambs 
with bolection mouldings ; plain boarding below 
level of former seats. In gallery, to walls and 
window recesses, dado in three heights with 
raised panels and mouldings. To backs of church- 
wardens’ pews, on W. side, in five heights. To 
walls of staircases, panelled dado. In second 
stage of tower, a few portions, all late 17th-century. 
Paving: In chancel, centre of nave and round 
font, of black and white marble squares set 
diagonally. Plate: includes two cups, a paten 
and flagon of 1652, a cup of 1656, a paten of 1657, © 
a cup of 1669, a flagon of 1672, a paten of 1684, 
a large and a smaller paten and two flagons of 
1685, and a small hexagonal chalice and paten of 
foreign character of 1694. Also a seal-top spoon 
of 1609, a rat-rail spoon of 1684 engraved with 
an anchor and initials S.C. D., a tobacco-box of 
elliptical shape of 1680, and two silver-mounted 
boxwood hammers engraved with the names of 
successive parish officers, faces carved with crowned 
Tudor rose, and anchor and the letters E. R., one 
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dated 1577 the other 1598. Pulpit: (Plate 5) 
of oak, hexagonal, with richly carved and moulded 
capping and base, panelled pilasters at angles 
enriched with carved festoon and fruit swag, circular 
panel on each face enriched by border of foliage 
with cherub-heads and fruit swags above and carved 
wreaths and acanthus leaf below ; above capping, 
shelf with enriched edge supported by acanthus 
leaves at angles; pulpit stands on six-sided post 
with scroll brackets connected by festoons of 
leaves and flowers; all carving in high relief; 
circular panels on sides of pulpit originally inlaid 
now filled with carved modern heads; stairs in 
one flight up to a landing of oval form with moulded 
string, square newels and enriched handrail and 
balusters, late 17th-century. Reredos: In three 
bays with coupled and fluted Corinthian columns 
to middle bay and pilasters to side bays standing 
on panelled pedestals and supporting enriched 
entablature ; architrave ramped up to shouldered 
segmental head over middle bay and cornice, 
with panelled soffit. In middle bay two round- 
headed panels with cherub-heads in spandrels, 
carved pelican above ; modern carving in panels ; 
dado panelled with moulded shelf above of 
modern or made up work. Side bays each 
of three panels, upper and lower with carved 
swags, wreaths, wheatears, etc., in high relief, late 


17th-century, middle originally occupied respec- 
tively with Lord’s Prayer and Creed, now filled 
with modern stained glass. Royal Arms: see des- 
cription of ceiling under Interior p. 107b. Screen: 
under gallery—of bolection-moulded panelling on 
W. side. Seating: In nave—to churchwardens’ 
pews, four frieze panels of wrought-iron scroll-work, 
backs modern. Gallery pews of simple character 
with raised panels. S#alls: Modern, but incor- 
porating some old work, probably from doors of old 
pews ; in fronts of reading-stalls large pierced panel, 
late 17th-century. Miscellanea: Small rosewood 
box (20 in. by 6 in. by 6 in.) with brass plate on 
lid inscribed “ . for all the wrightings that 
doe belong to the poore of the Parish of St. Clement 
Danes,’ and dated 1660. In N. gallery—stone 
tablet commemorating completion of church in 
1684, cherubs supporting anchor at top. 


Condition—Good. 


(11). PArtsH CHURCH OF ST. JAMES (Plate 159) 
stands on the S. side of Piccadilly, 180 yards S.W. 
of Piccadilly Circus. It is in the Renaissance style 
with a West Tower ; the walls are of brick with 
dressings of Portland stone ; the roofs are covered 
with slates and lead. It was built from the de- 
signs of Sir Christopher Wren and consecrated in 
1684. The principal vestry was added c. 1690 
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and the spire in the latter half of the 18th century. 
In 1856 the original staircases were removed, the 
N. and S. vestibules added at the W. end of the 
church, and the original S. doorway in the centre 
of the S. wall was removed and a window inserted 
in its place. A small additional vestry was built 
at the E. end in 1884. 


Among the fittings the font, the organ-case and 
reredos, with carving by Grinling Gibbons, are 
exceptionally fine examples of their period. 

Architectural Description—The church consists 
of a Chancel and Nave (87% ft. by 36% ft.), struc- 
turally undivided, with a gallery at the W. end, 
N. and S. aisles (124 ft. wide) with galleries over, 
and a square West Tower (15 ft. square) with the 
angles cut off internally. 


Elevations.—A dentilled stone cornice is carried 
round the top of the walls of the main structure, 
except in the central bay at the E. end; this bay 
has a plain gable, across the foot of which a plain 
stone string-course continues the line of the 
cornice. The quoins are rusticated. 


E. Elevation.—The main wall is divided into 
three bays, of which the central bay slightly 
projects. In this bay is a window of three lights 
and of two stages divided by a heavy stone cornice, 
frieze and architrave which are carried by a 
Corinthian pilaster in each jamb and by two 
Corinthian columns forming mullions; the upper 
stage has a dentilled cornice carried: by Composite 
pilasters and columns, but interrupted over the 
central light, which has a moulded semi-circular 
head springing from the entablature on each side. 
In the end wall of each of the aisles is a dummy 
round window. 


N. Elevation—has nine windows arranged in 
two stages divided by a plain stone string-course ; 
this string-course is carried entirely round the 
main structure and the tower. The five windows 
in the upper stage have moulded and eared archi- 
traves, and semi-circular heads with large key- 
stones, all moulded except that of the central 
window, which is carved with a cherub-head. 
Beneath the four westernmost of these upper 
windows are the four smaller windows of the lower 
stage. These have moulded and eared architraves 
and segmental heads with large plain keystones. 
At the W. end, against the tower, is the modern 
N. vestibule and entrance. The principal vestry 
of c. 1690 covers the E. end below the first upper 
window and is returned for a short distance round 
the E. end of the church. On the W. side it has 
two windows and a doorway, all with semi-circular 
heads of brick ; on the E. side three square-headed 
windows. 


S. Elevation—has ten windows, five in each svage, 
similar to those in the corresponding stages on the 
N. elevation, except that the central window in 


the upper stage has small carved side-brackets. 
Below this window was the original S. entrance, 
which was removed in 1856 (when the vestibules 
were built) and was replaced by a window made 
to match the others in the lower stage. At the 
W. end is the modern S. vestibule and entrance. 


The W. Tower is of four stages divided by plain 
stone string-courses and surmounted by a wooden 
balustraded parapet and a spire of later date. 
In the W. wall is a semicircular-headed doorway 
with a deep keystone carved with a floriated 
and scrolled cartouche of the arms of Henry 
Jermyn, Earl of St. Albans. In the second stage 
in the W. wall is a semicircular-headed window, 
partly blocked; before the modern vestibules 
were built, there was probably a similar window 
in the N. and S. walls. In the third stage in 
each wall is a circular window, and in the fourth 
stage in each wall is a round-headed opening. 
The spire of c. 1760 is octagonal and is carried by 
a small octagonal chamber upon a rectangular 
clock-chamber; the octagonal chamber has in 
each face a semicircular-headed opening. It is 
built of wood and lead. 


Interior : (Plate 157). The splays of the E. win- 
dow are carried up to the plaster barrel-vault, thus 
forming a segmental-headed recess, the soffit of 
which is divided by mouldings into seven panels, 
each containing a rosette. The cornice of the 
entablature which divides the window into two 
stages is carried across the E. wall and forms the 
cornice of the entablature on the E. wall of each 
aisle. 


The two aisles are each of five bays divided by 
rectangular piers which, together with the responds, 
support the gallery and carry colonnades, each of 
six Corinthian columns. The columns are painted 
to imitate marble, and the piers are painted and 
each have a cornice with egg-and-dart moulding. 
Over each column, and running back to the wall, 
is an entablature with egg-and-dart and other 
enrichments; the soffit of the entablature has 
moulded panels and a rosette. On the wall 
beneath each entablature is a decorative corbel 
with a cartouche or a scallop-shell of St. James 
set in floral and scroll ornament. From the 
entablature over each column spring the transverse 
ribs of the barrel-vault which forms the ceiling 
of the main body of the church. The ribs are 
marked by elaborate guilloche and foliage patterns, 
and the soffit of the vault is divided by enriched 
mouldings into square panels; three of these at 
the apex of the vault contain large and elaborate 
rosettes. The main barrel-vault is intersected in 
each bay by a small transverse barrel-vault, which, 
carried by the transverse entablatures, forms the 
ceiling of each bay of the aisles. On the soffit of 
the main vault above each of these intersections 
is a narrow panel adapted to the curve of the 
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intersecting vault ; in the centre of each of these 
panels is a cherub-head between swags of fruit 
and flowers. The small vaults have each two 
ornamental transverse ribs similar to those of 
the main vault, and a large rosette. 

At the E. end of the N. aisle is a doorway 
opening into the returned part of the vestry, and 
in the N. wall of this aisle is a doorway opening 
into the vestry. At the W. end of each aisle is 
a doorway, originally external, but now opening 
into the modern vestibules. 


The Gallery is carried round the W. end, where 
it is supported by two Doric columns. The front 
of the gallery is moulded and enriched with egg- 
and-dart, floral and other patterns. 


The W. Tower is entered from the nave by a 
plain semicircular-headed arch and has an external 
doorway in the W. wall. The doorways in the 
N. and S. walls were originally external but now 
open into the modern vestibules. The central bay 
of the original structure at the W. end projects 
similarly to that at the E. end ; but this projection 
is now masked externally by the vestibules. The 
vestibules contain the present staircases up to the 
gallery ; the original staircases were at the W. ends 
of the aisles. 


The Vestry has an original moulded wood cornice, 
and an original fireplace with a moulded marble 
architrave. 


Fittings—(all of late 17th-century date, unless 
otherwise described). Bell: one, by William and 
Philip Wightman, 1686. Chest: in vestry, iron- 
bound chest with ornamental keyhole. Com- 
munion Ratls : of white marble with moulded base, 
rail and intermediate uprights and square piers 
with sunk panels filled with carved fruit and 
flowers ; panels, between piers and uprights, of 
cast bronze with festoons of foliage and flowers. 
Communion Table: of oak, with front of three 
panels divided by carved and twisted Composite 
columns standing on an enriched chamfered base 
and supporting enriched entablature with carved 
cherub-heads and fruit and flower swags between ; 
sides of one panel each with large carved rosette 
incentre; table enlarged by addition of side panels 
and standing on modern plinth ; top modern. Font: 
(Plate 2) of white marble, with round bowl carved 
in low relief with scenes representing Baptism of 
our Lord, the ark floating on the waters, and the 
baptism of the eunuch of Candace by St. Philip ; 
stem carved to represent a tree entwined by 
serpent, and, on either side, nude figures of Adam 
and Eve. Gallery : see Architectural Description. 
Monuments: In chancel—on E. wall, (1) to 
Theodora, wife of Richard King, 1693, oval tablet 
with carved drapery, laurel-wreath, cherubs and 
shield-of-arms ; on N. wall, (2) to George, Earl of 
Huntingdon, 1704, tablet with fluted Corinthian 
columns at sides supporting entablatures, with 


achievement-of-arms and pediment with carved 
urn; at sides and base carved trophies-of-arms ; 
(3) to Sir Theophilus Oglethorpe, 1701, and Lewis 
[his son], 1704, white marble tablet with carved 
laurel, skull and drapery; on E. wall, (4) to 
Susanna, daughter of John, Earl of Clare, and 
widow of Sir John Lort, 1710, large tablet with 
carved cherub-heads under canopy of drapery, 
flanked by Corinthian columns supporting entabla- 
ture with broken curved pediment containing 
lozenge-of-arms ; (5) to Mary (Smith), wife of 
Archibald Hutcheson, 1698, tablet with carved 
drapery, palm branches and shield-of-arms; on 
S. wall—(6) to Henry Sidney, Earl of Romney, 
1704, monument with semi-circular niche having 
fluted coved head and containing urn and two 
cherubs; niche flanked by twisted and partly 
fluted Corinthian columns supporting entablature, 
cherubs and painted achievement-of-arms; in 
bottom part of monument, inscription-panel and 
carved trophies, etc. In N. aisle—on second pier 
from the E., (7) to John Haines, 1691, and Mary, 
his widow, 1719, tablet with carved drapery, 
cherubs and blank shield; on third pier, (8) to 
Arthur Johnson, 1703, and Martha, his widow, 
1721, carved tablet with drapery and cherub-heads ; 
on fourth pier, (9) to John Combes, 1711, and 
Damaris, his wife, 1707, tablet with carved drapery 
and shield-of-arms. In S. aisle—on first pier, (10) 
to Elizabeth (Hodson), 1698, wife of Col. Benjamin 
Fletcher, ‘“‘ late Captain-general and Governour-in- 
cheife of his Majesties Province of New Yorke,” 
tablet with cornice, crown and palm-branches and 
shield-of-arms ; carved figure of angel on one side, 
and, on the other, a reversed torch; on second 
pier, (11) to Lucy (Fuller), 1710, wife of Edward 
Gaunt, also to Edward Gaunt, 1716, tablet sur- 
rounded by scrolls and palm branches with shield- 
of-arms above; on third pier, (12) to Anne, 
daughter of the “ Rt. Hon. Anthony de Bey, Lord 
Barron of Batilly, Major-general to Louis 13th 
and 14th, Kings of France’”’ and wife of Major- 
general Sir William Douglas, 1709, tablet with 
carved scroll-work, cherub-heads and cartouches- 
of-arms ; on fourth pier, (13) to Mary (Caley), 1714, 
wife first of Sir Samuel Marow, Bart., secondly of 
Francis Fisher, plain tablet. Organ (Plate 157) 
and Organ Gallery over W. gallery—of oak, with 
gallery full width of nave and in three bays sup- 
ported on four Tuscan columns with entablature 
and bolection-moulded panelling ; ends of gallery 
convex, and middle bay projecting with concave 
sides and supported on curved brackets under 
cornice ; projecting from middle of central bay, 
and carried on carved brackets, small quire organ, 
in two bays, with three projecting towers of pipes 
on carved corbels and surmounted by entablature 
connected at top by ramped cornice over inter- 
mediate panels of pipes. Main organ over middle 
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bay of gallery and in two stages, lower cased with 
bolection-moulded panelling surmounted by en- 
tablature with carved frieze projecting on semi- 
circular carved cherub-head corbels under central 
and side towers of pipes dividing the upper stage 
into two bays; towers surmounted by carved 
entablatures with pierced foliage below, enclosing 
heads of pipes ; intermediate panels of pipes open, 
with carved bands across middle and surmounted 
by segmental-shaped cornices ; over side towers, 
standing cherubs blowing trumpets; over central 
tower, two kneeling cherubs supporting crown ; 
and, over intermediate panels, winged female 
figures holding trumpets. Organ by Renatus 
Harris, 1678, for James II and intended for his 
chapel in Whitehall, given to St. James’ church by 
Queen Mary, 1691; organ rebuilt but original 
pipes retained, 1852. Plate: includes cup of 
1662 with representation of Last Supper in repoussé, 
four cups and patens, large stand-paten, an alms- 
dish, with representation of Last Supper in centre 
and four panels on border—(a@) the Annunciation, 
(6) the Nativity, (c) the Crucifixion, (d) the 
Resurrection—all in repoussé work, and two 
flagons and one larger flagon; all the above, 
except the first, of 1683 and enriched with 
acanthus-leaf ornamentation, cups with cherub- 
heads, etc.; two small cups with cover-patens 
of 1693, a spoon of early 18th-century date, a 
flagon, with representation of St. Paul in Malta, in 
repoussé work, 17th-century, and a small cup and 
cover-paten of 1683. Reredos: (Plate 158), extending 
full width of chancel and divided into three bays 
by panelled pilasters supporting enriched entabla- 
ture continued from gallery-fronts and cornice 
carried in curved pediment over centre bay ; side 
bays each with two raised and bolection-moulded 
panels ; middle bay with modern picture framed 
in bolection-moulding, with surround of elaborate 
carved limewood, in high relief, pelican in her 
piety above, with ribbon and swags and festoons 
of fruit, sea-shells, wheat-ears, foliage, etc. ; 
entablature and cornice over pediment not original, 
but altered to present condition in 19th century. 


Condition—Good, but tower out of perpendicular. 


(12), PARisH CHURCH OF ST. MARTIN IN THE 
FIELDS, at the N.E. corner of Trafalgar Square, 
was entirely rebuilt in 1721-26 from the designs 
of James Gibbs. It contains from the 16th-century 
church the following :— 


Fittings— Font: in form of an urn and pedestal, 
moulded oval bowl of veined marble, stem of same 


form, enriched with acanthus and with spiral — 


flutings above and a cornice. Cover, oval, with 
enriched concave top with festoons of flowers and 
two small doves; modern inscription recording 
gift in 1689. Monuments: In crypt—on S. wall, 
(1) to Thomas Evans [1612], inscription only, 


bust now on Monument (8); (2) to Margaret 
(Faldo), 1677, wife successively of John Berkehead 
and Stephen Knight, inscription only ; (3) to John 
Throckmorton, 1664, fragment of inscription. On 
E. wall, (4) to Benjamin Collinge, 1700, and 
Catherine (Ollivers), his wife, 1719, marble tablet 
flanked by scrolls and finished with a cornice and 
cartouche ; (5) to Sir Thomas Woodcock, 1679, 
Barbara, his wife, 1673, and three sons, Charles, 
1673, Edward, 1699, and John, 1703, marble tablet 
with cornice, broken pediment and cartouche ; 
(6) to Utrecia Tompson, 1691, and her husband, 
John, 1700, plain tablet ; (7) to Utrecia, 1684, and 
Frances, 1686, daughters of John Tompson, head- 
stone with lozenge-of-arms ; (8) to Sir Theodore 
Mayerne [1655], restored monument with achieve- 
ment and lozenge-of-arms at sides and surmounted 
by bust of T. Evans (see Monument 1). On piers, 
(9) to Catherine (Wingfield), wife of Francis Bacon, 
1660, tablet with scrolls and defaced shield-of-arms ; 
(10) to Frances, daughter of Arthur Jones, Viscount 
Ranelagh, 1672, inscription only ; (11) to Nathaniel 
Hardy, S.T.D., 1670, (the cartouche-of-arms from 
this monument is separated from the inscription) ; 
(12) to John Steward, 1633, inscription only ; 
(13) to Jane Jackson, 1670, draped tablet with 
cherub-head and skull; (14) to Thomas Bilson, 
1652; (15) to Edith (Bettesworth), wife of [Thomas] 
Bilson, 1651, oval tablet with scrolls, cherubs and 
shield-of-arms ; (16) to Elizabeth (Jolly), wife of 
Andrew Macdowall, 1670, cartouche with cherubs, 
scrollwork and head of woman at top, shield-of- 
arms below ; (17) to Joanna (Miller), wife of Lord 
Henry Powlet, 1673, tablet with scrolls, swags and 
cartouche with blank lozenge; (18) to Robert 
Clayton, 1676, plain marble tablet; (19) to 
[Frances] (Gaudy), 1683, and John Troutbeck, 
her husband [1684], plain marble tablet. On N. 
wall, (20) to Margaret, wife of Joseph White, 1687, 
tablet with scrolls, skull, etc. All the above 
monuments were reset after the rebuilding of the 
church and many of them are in a fragmentary 
state; fixed on the walls are numerous other 
fragments of monuments, including a kneeling 
figure of a man of c. 1600, possibly part of the 
monument to William Cooke, 1589, whose arms 
appear on two other fragments, a fragment with 
figures of five sons and five daughters, and various 
other shields-of-arms of later date. Plate: (Plate 160) 
includes three cups of 1649; cup of 1653; cup 
of 1679 ; cup and cover-paten, the former of 1691 ; 
three cups of 1683, cover-paten of 1683, and a 
cover-paten, probably of the same date; paten of 
1691; paten of 1682; stand-paten of 1699, from 
Long Acre Chapel; flagon of 1634 with base © 
added 1726, flagon of 1700, given by Lady 
Mason to Trinity Chapel and with shield-of-arms, 
flagon of 1705, and an alms-dish of 1656. 


Condition—Rebuilt.

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(13). PArisH CHURCH OF ST. MARY LE STRAND 
stands in the middle of the Strand, N.E. of 
Waterloo Bridge. The walls are faced entirely 
with Portland stone and the roofs are lead-covered. 
The church was built from the designs of James 
Gibbs, the foundation-stone being laid on Feb- 
ruary 25th, 1714, and the building completed on 
September 7th, 1717; the steeple formed no part 
of the original design, its oblong plan being 
dictated by the pre-existing structure below. 

The church is a purely Renaissance structure 
consisting of a rectangular body with an apse 
flanked by vestries at the E. end, and a tower 
flanked by a staircase and vestry at the W. end; 
projecting from the W. front is a semi-circular 
portico. Under the church is a basement or crypt. 


Elevations (Plate 161)—The whole church is 
divided into two storeys, the lower of the Ionic, 
and the upper of the Corinthian order, with 
their appropriate entablatures and with columns 
or pilasters between the bays. 

The E. end has an apse of three bays ; each bay 
of the lower storey has a round-headed window 
with architrave and carved keystone ; the cornice 
of the entablature is carried over the head of each 
window in acurve ; flanking each window are large 
pendants of fruit and flowers and below each 
window is a large rusticated panel within which 
is a sunk panel carved with conventional foliage, etc. 
The upper storey of the apse has in each bay a 
large rusticated panel in which is set a round- 
headed niche with an architrave and a pediment 
supported on carved consoles ; below the pediment 
are cherub-heads and swags; higher up the wall 
in each bay is an apron-shaped projection, finished 
with a cornice. The balustraded parapet has 
pedestals with vases between the bays. 


(14788) 


The bays at the E. end of the main block have 
each a large rusticated panel, similar to those on 
the upper part of the apse, and a doorway with 
architrave and segmental pediment resting on 
carved consoles ; below the pediment are cherub- 
heads with swags; above the pediment is an 
apron-shaped projection with a cornice. The bays 
of the upper storey are similar to those of the apse 
except that there are windows in place of niches. 
The N. and S. elevations are uniform with one 
another and are each of seven bays, the alternate 
bays being finished with curved pediments, each 
with three pedestals and vases; the pediment to 
the middle bay is curved, and the intermediate 
bays have a balustraded parapet. The lower 
storey has in each bay, except the two end bays, 
a niche similar to those in the apse and set within 
large rusticated panels; the end bays have each 
a window of similar type. In the upper storey 
the five middle bays have each a round-headed 
window with moulded archivolt and key carved 
with a cherub-head; flanking the window are 
coupled Corinthian pilasters supporting an en- 
tablature which forms the impost of the arched 
head of the window; the spandrels above the 
window-head have sunk panels with foliage. The 
two end bays have windows similar to those of the 
side bays of the E. end; below each window is a 
sunk panel. 

The W. end has, in the middle of the lower 
storey, a projecting semi-circular portico with four 
free Ionic columns and two pairs of coupled 
columns against the wall; the roof is a saucer- 
shaped dome finished externally with an entabla- 
ture and crowned by a large flaming urn or vase, 
and finished internally with a coffered soffit with 
rosettes and a large central ornament of foliage. 
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The W. doorway within the portico has a round 
head with foliated panels in the spandrels above ; 
flanking the doorway are coupled Corinthian 
pilasters supporting an entablature. The side bays, 
both of the lower and upper storey, have windows 
similar to those in the side bays of the E.end. The 
middle bay of the upper storey has a window similar 
to, but wider than, the middle windows in the side 
walls; flanking it are coupled Corinthian columns 
supporting a pediment above the main entablature. 


The Steeple rises three stages above the parapet. 
The lowest stage has a high plinth surmounted by 
a moulded cornice; in the N. and S. sides is a 
circular window with moulded architrave flanked 
by consoles supporting a pediment, in the E. wall 
is a similarly treated round-headed doorway, and in 
the W. walla clock-face; above the plinth are round- 
headed openings on the E. and W., with moulded 
imposts and scrolled key; flanking each opening 
are coupled Corinthian pilasters supporting the 
continuous entablature at the top of the stage. 
The N. and S. faces are much narrower than those 
on the E. and W. and have each two Corinthian 
columns with an opening between them; above 
these columns are four vases. The next stage is 
similar in composition to that below, but each 
face has a carved pierced cartouche on the plinth 
and there is also carving above the window 
opening. The top stage forms a tall lantern and 
cupola; the plinth has supporting consoles; the 
lantern has a round-headed opening in each face 
and a pilaster set diagonally at each angle; the 
cupola has curved supports at the angles and on 
each face a pierced cartouche; below the domed 
top is a moulded cornice, and the cupola is sur- 
mounted by a gilded weather-vane. 


Interior : (Plate 162) The Chancel (20 ft. by 19 ft.) is 
apsidal and has three windows divided by Corinthian 
pilasters, supporting entablatures and pedestals 
from which spring moulded ribs forming part of 
the semi-domed ceiling; between the ribs are 
moulded panels enclosing suns, clouds and cherubs ; 
the windows have moulded and enriched archi- 
traves, splays with recessed and enriched panels 
and soffits with fret ornament; above each 
window is a cornice supported on scrolled brackets 
between which are cherub-heads and a Holy Dove 
over the middle window. The Corinthian pilasters 
flanking the opening to the apse support a round 
arch with recessed soffit and side panels enriched 
with palms and fruit. The W. bay of the chancel 


has in each wall a doorway with moulded and 


enriched architraves, entablature and pediment ; 
this bay is flanked by one Corinthian pilaster on 
the E. and two on the W., all with enriched entabla- 
tures and panelled attics from which spring three 
round arches with soffits enriched with foliage and 
fruit ; the ceiling between the arches is coffered 
and has enriched panels filled with rosettes. 


The Nave (64 ft. by 36 ft.) has walls of two 
storeys, consisting of the Corinthian and Composite 
orders respectively. The E. wall has coupled and 
engaged fluted columns in each storey, flanking 
the chancel-arch, each standing on a pedestal and 
supporting entablatures which are continued round 
the side walls. The spandrels of the chancel-arch 
have foliage enrichment and above the arch is a 
pediment with the royal arms of George I in the 
tympanum, The N. and S. walls are of similar 
general character to the E. wall, but the bays are 
divided by pairs of pilasters and the entablature 
of the upper storey is interrupted by the windows ; 
the lower storey has large plain panels with enriched 
mouldings between the pilasters. The W. wall 
has a round-headed doorway flanked by square 
fluted pilasters; above it is a gallery carried on 
two pairs of fluted Corinthian columns and an 
enriched entablature ; the gallery-front has square 
balusters, panelled pedestals with swags and ribands 
and a moulded cornice ; the soffit of the gallery has 
three coffered panels with flower-centres and the 
soffit of the entablature has a fret. The upper 
storey of the W. wall has a round-headed arch of 
two enriched orders with fluted pilasters to the 
responds. The ceiling of the nave forms a flat 
elliptical arch and is divided into five bays by 
coffered arches on the same plane as the ceiling ; 
the spaces between are divided by diagonal ribs 
into enriched coffered panels; the ceiling is 
groined back over the windows; above each 
window is a cherub-head and swags of fruit and 
foliage. 

The Crypt, beneath the nave, is divided by 
longitudinal walls into three parallel compartments 
each with a barrel-vault ; the walls are of brick. 


The N. and S. Vestries are each circular on plan 
and each has a blocked doorway in the E. wall and 
a window in the N. and S. walls respectively. 


The W. Porch, under the tower, has a panelled 
barrel-vault and corridors on the N. and S. leading 
to the tower-staircase on the N. and a small round 
vestry on the S. 


Fittings—All of early 18th-century date, unless 
otherwise described. Chair: with oval back, 
twisted side pieces, scrolled legs and twisted bars, 
late 17th-century. Chest: In nave—panelled with 
moulded edge to lid and moulded base. Com- 
munion Table and Rails. Table: with close 
moulded panels to front and sides, moulded 
capping and base. Rails: now enclosing quire- 
stalls, with fluted and enriched column-shaped 
balusters, carved and moulded rail and moulded 
base and double gates. Doors: In W. doorway— 
panelled doors of two folds with strap-hinges, 
glazed fanlight to head. In doorway to N. and 
S. vestries, W. porch and gallery—with moulded 
panels. Font; (Plate 2) of white veined marble, 
with moulded rim, circular bowl and baluster stem.

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Organ Case: modern, but incorporating portions 
of enriched capping similar to that of panelling 
round walls of church and small pilasters with 
carved Corinthian capitals. Panelling: Round 
walls of chancel and nave, panelled wainscot with 
moulded capping and skirting. In vestries— 
moulded panelling to walls. In W. porch— 
moulded panelling with fluted Corinthian pilasters 
at angles and moulded cornice ; similar moulded 
panelling and cornice in corridors. Incorporated 
in back of organist’s seat, two panels carved 
with acanthus foliage, flowers and corn. Plate : 
(Plate 104) includes cup, probably of 1713; 
cup, probably of 1702; large stand-paten of 
1711 or 1702; two flagons of 1708; all the 
above given by Edward Barker to the parish 
church of the Savoy; cup of 1711 with 
repoussé drapery; stand-paten of 1712 with 
long inscription; two flagons of 1711 given to 
St. Benet, Doctors’ Commons; two alms-dishes 
with repoussé work of c. 1660-70 and perhaps of 
Hamburg manufacture; the above four items 
given by Elinor James; two cover-patens, pro- 
bably of early 18th-century date but without 
marks ; and alms-dish of 1681 with date 1711. 
Pulpit: hexagonal, with sides of ogee section, 
each with an enriched and shaped panel, enriched 
cornice with cherub-heads and acanthus leaves, 
richly carved and moulded base; modern stem. 
Reredos: slightly curved frame with moulded 
panel, enriched capping and base. 


Condition—Good. - 

(14). Parish CHURCH OF ST. PAUL, COVENT 
GARDEN, stands in the middle of the S.W. side 
of Covent Garden Market. The first church was 
begun in 1631 and consecrated in 1638, and the 
design is attributed to Inigo Jones. It was 
entirely destroyed by fire in 1795 and rebuilt on 
the old lines by Thomas Hardwick. It retains 
the following fittings :—C/ock : In vestry—original 
movement of a Tompion floor-clock, early 18th- 
century. Monuments: On N. wall—(1) to Mary, 
wife of John Ffenn, 1648, plain stone tablet ; on S. 
wall, (2) to John Yarwell, 1712, plain marble tablet. 
Painting : on canvas, of Francis, Earl of Bedford, 
“who dedicated this church to God, Sept. 26th, 
1646,” in carved wooden frame of late 17th-century 
character. Plate: (Plate 4) includes two large 
cups of 1655, both inscribed and dated 1656 ; two 
stand-patens, probably of 1655, but with almost 
obliterated date-letter ; two large stand-patens of 
1668 ; an inscribed flagon dated 1661, but without 
date-letter ; a similar flagon of 1671; two large 
flagons of 1669 and 1670, respectively, both 
inscribed and dated; and a large inscribed and 
dated dish of 1668. 


Condition—Rebuilt, present condition good,

(15). THz Parish CHURCH OF ST. GEORGE 
stands on the E. side of George Street, 100 yards 
S. of Hanover Square. It was built from the de- 
signs of John James; the foundation-stone was laid 
in 1712 and the building was completed in 1724-5. 
In the E. window of the chancel and N. and S. aisles 
is the following Flemish stained-glass (Plates 163- 
165) representing a Jesse tree; it is of mid 16th- 
century date and was brought from a convent in 
Malines and adapted to fit its present position in 
1841. The tree is in the form of a vine with 
leaves and bunches of grapes, and forms the back- 
ground of each of the lights on which are repre- 
sented the figures of kings. In E. window of 
chancel, in bottom of middle light, (a) Jesse, with 
head resting on left hand, seated on throne of 
elaborate Renaissance design with piers at sides, 
one with modern medallion, the other with medal- 
lion of female head in circular border inscribed 
“Minerve la mére de/s arts ljibbral,’’ throne 
finished with carved head; above central figure 
small allegorical winged figure labelled “ Victorie,”’ 
at sides cherubs supporting shields; tablets 
above inscribed respectively (1) “Le fet lout 
loure’”’ (? Le fait loue l’ceuvre) and (2) “ Virtuti 
dia parent”; at bottom of light on N. side 
figures with medallion inscribed, Aaron and 
Esaias, pedestal inscribed “ J’espere’’ supporting 
cherub playing musical instrument; on S. side 
similar arrangement with two unnamed figures and 
corresponding cherub above on pedestal inscribed 
“Mieux’”’; in middle of upper part of light, 
large oval panel supported by cherubs and having 
outer border of blue clouds, inner border of cherub- 
heads and containing large figure of the Virgin in 
robes and jewelled crown, holding on left arm 
Child with halo and orb; above, in circle, a dove, 
and, in head of light, two angels with drapery ; 
robed figures on N. side of light with staves labelled 
Osias, Josaphat, on S. side Iechonias and Manasse, 
the two upper figures being seated and the two 
lower standing ; the lower parts of all figures in 
bottom of light have been cut off, probably when 
glass was reset. On either side of main light, 
three smaller lights divided by Corinthian columns, 
middle light on N. side with figure with staff 
labelled Isechias and David, with harp, middle 
light on S. side with figure with staff and labelled 
Ioram and Salomon, on robe the word “‘ Semper ”’ ; 
side light filled with continuation of vine. In E. 
windows of N. and S. aisles, set with modern 
border with vine background; in N. aisle, two 
robed figures, labelled respectively Aya and 
Roboam (Plate 166) ; in S. aisle, two similar figures, 
Tosyas and Achas. 


(16). PArisH CHURCH OF ST. JOHN THE EVANGE- 
LIST, Smith Square, was finished in 1728. In the 
E. window is some stained glass, probably of mid 
16th-century date and said to have come from 
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a church in Rouen; it was presented to the 
church in 1818. The glass is in one main and 
two side panels, divided by Renaissance pilasters, 
partly restored; the main panel represents the 
Bearing of the Cross, somewhat restored, and the 
side panels have figures of St. John the Evangelist, 
much restored and with a modern head, and St. 
Paul; each figure has a scroll with a black-letter 
inscription, (a) ‘‘Sanctus Johannes Evang” and 
(6) a dislocated inscription including the words 
“ Paulus Servus Christi.” 


(17). CHRISTCHURCH, VICTORIA STREET, was 
entirely rebuilt in 1843, but retains from the old 
church the following : 


Fittings— Bell: by John Clifton, 1639. Floor- 
slab; In churchyard—at E. end, to John Thurston, 
1713, with defaced achievement-of-arms; also 
other slabs, entirely defaced. 


Condition—Rebuilt. 


(18). CaurcH oF St. THomas stands at the N. 
corner of Kingly Street and Chapel Court, Regent 
Street. The walls are of brick, the E. wall is 
rendered in cement; the roofs are tiled. It was 
founded as a chapel by Archbishop Tenison late 
in the 17th century and was then known as the 
Tabernacle, but this was no doubt a temporary 
structure. The existing church was built in 1702 
and is a rectangular building with continuous 
Chancel and Nave (71% ft. by 34 ft.). North and 
South Arsles (114 ft. wide) with Galleries above 
the westernmost bays continued across the W. end 
of the nave, and a small West Tower; a modern 
front to Regent Street was built in 1823 by C. R. 
Cockerell, but this has now been pulled down ; 
the S.W. porch is modern. 


Architectural Description—The E. wall is ren- 
dered in cement; it has a projecting bay in the 
middle with a large round-headed window and is 
finished with a modillioned cornice and acute 
pediment having a round opening in the tympanum. 
The main roof is continued down on either side of 
the middle bay to meet the flat roofs of the aisles, 
which have a plain parapet with a band-course 
below it. The ends of the aisles have each a plain 
round-headed window. Projecting from the front 
on either side of the middle bay is a porch, probably 


added late in the 18th century. The S. side is of 
five bays and of two storeys divided by a band- 
course and with a band below the plain parapet. 
There are two ranges of plain windows, five in each 
range and all with segmental heads ; the eastern- 
most window of the lower range is blocked. 
Against W. wall of nave is a small brick tower 
with moulded wood cornice. It supports a hex- 
agonal bell-turret also of wood surrounded by a 
balustrade, partly modern. Each face is pierced 
by a segmental-headed and shouldered opening. 
Above the moulded cornice is an ogee-shaped and 
lead-covered cupola surmounted by a ball, wrought- 
iron scrolls and vane with the date 1702. 


Interior: The chancel and nave are five bays 
in length and are divided from the aisles by two 
ranges of superimposed orders ; the lower range 
is of the Doric order with the columns formed out 
of large balks of timber with simple moulded 
capitals and bases ; the columns support an entab- 
lature surmounted by the gallery-front which breaks 
forward over each column to form a plinth to the 
column above: these latter are of the Ionic order 
with moulded bases; the columns are probably of 
timber construction and are covered with painted 
plaster ; they support a moulded architrave,; which 
is carried across the E. wall and returns on to the 
reveals of the E. window. Against the E. and W. 
walls are pilasters of the same order as the responds 
and there are similar pilasters flanking the E. 
window. The E. window with its flanking pilasters 
is recessed back from the main wall, which, on 
either side, has square-headed panels with moulded 
architraves standing on panelled pedestals; the 
panels are now filled with modern mosaics. In the 
W. wall is a doorway, probably enlarged during 
the 19th century, and above, at the gallery-level, 
is a recess occupied by the organ with a square- 
headed window on either side, probably of later 
date. In the E. and W. walls of the aisles are 
round-headed windows with splayed jambs and 
sills and there are windows in the side walls; 
the windows to the gallery, except the western- 
most, have window-seats. The ceiling over the 
nave is segmental and rises from the architrave 
surmounting the upper range of columns; it is 
divided into bays by slightly projecting bands 
and each band has four long and three square 
panels, the latter with rosettes in the middle of 
each, probably of later date. The ceilings to the 
aisles are flat with architrave mouldings round — 
the walls as a cornice. 


Fittings—All of early 18th-century date unless 
otherwise described. Bell: inaccessible, said to 
be of same date as church. Galleries : over three 
westernmost bays of N. aisle and four westernmost 
bays of S. aisle, with panelled fronts and moulded 
capping ; entablatures form supporting columns 
returned along E. end of gallery-fronts and between

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fourth and fifth bay of N. aisle, partly modern. 
Organ-gallery modern, but probably incorporating 
portions of old front ; shafts of supporting columns 
apparently reused. Gallery probably originally 
extended full length of aisles. Painting: incor- 
porated in reredos of side altar, in oil, of Madonna 
and Child and St. John the Baptist, 16th-century, 
Italian. Panelling: in S. gallery, portion at W. 
end refixed as dado, early 17th-century. In both 
galleries dado in two heights, but incorporating, on 
N. wall, length with square channels cut on rails 
and styles; also two raised panels. Pulpit: 
probably of oak, painted, with moulded cornice 
and base, connected to hexagonal stem by deep 
cavetto moulding; large panels at sides eared at 
top and carved with cherub-heads and hanging 
swags of leaves and drapery; one panel pierced 
and fitted with wooden cross; stairs later and 
door missing. Rainwater-heads: of simple rect- 
angular form with moulded upper edge. Reredos : 
of polished mahogany and oak with gilt mouldings ; 
side pilasters with moulded bases and caps sup- 
porting an entablature and curved pediment ; 
flanking pilasters, elongated carved scrolls, and, 
in middle, oil painting. Seating: Pews in gallery 
with plain square edged panelling at backs and 
ends, possibly early 18th-century. Vestment: 
cope, of silk brocade, borders of gold thread 
embroidered with six figures, probably of apostles, 
and hood of same material embroidered with a 
coronation of the Virgin, of Italian character, said 
to be of 16th-century date. 


Condition—Good. 


(19). CHURCH OF ST. MARY THE VIRGIN, Charing 
Cross Road, 100 yards N. of Cambridge Circus, was 
completed in 1876 on the site of the Greek church. 
(see inscription below). It contains the following 
ancient :— 

Fittings—Glass: In the three windows in the 
S. wall, in the tracery and mixed up with modern 
glass in some of the main lights is a large number 
of fragments of borders, crowns alternating with 
coloured glass, tabernacle-work and ruby roses, of 
the 14th and 15th centuries, together with frag- 
ments of drapery and enamel-painted tabernacle- 
work of 15th to 17th-century date. Inscription : 
(Plate 170) On the W. wall of the nave is a stone 
slab inscribed with an inscription in Greek to the 
following effect :—‘‘ In the year of Salvation 1677 
this Temple was erected for the nation of the 
Greeks, the Most Serene Charles II being King 
and the Royal Prince Lord James being Com- 
mander of the Forces, the Right Reverend Lord 
Henry Compton being Bishop, at the expense of 
the above and their Bishops and Nobles, and 
with the concurrence of our Humility of Samos 
Georgeirenes from the Island of Melos.” 


(20). THE Rois CHapet of St. Thomas, which 
had been largely rebuilt in the 18th century, was 
demolished when the Public Record Office was ex- 
tended in 1896-1900. The chancel-arch was re- 
erected in the court-yard of the Record Office, and 
the site of the chapel is now occupied by the 
Museum. The arch is of early 13th-century date, 
two-centred and of two moulded orders, and springs 
from tapering corbels with moulded imposts and 
foliated bases; the crown of the arch is missing. 
In the Museum are preserved the following : 


Fittings—Bell : (Plate 170) with six canons and 
of the long waisted form, probably 14th-century or 
earlier. Glass: In S. windows—six achievements- 
of-arms as follows, (a2) Henry, Prince of Wales, 


dated 1611, (5) Sir Thomas Egerton; (c) Sir 
Edward Phelips, sergeant-at-law; (d) Robert 
Cecil, Earl of Salisbury; (e) Sir Harbottle 


Grimston, Bart., dated 1660; (f) H. Powle, M.R., 
1691, all 17th-century. Monuments: Against N. 
wall, (1) of Dr. John Yong, 1516, Master of the 
Rolls. Recessed arch in wall with architrave- 
moulding carried round semi-circular arch (Plate 
168). Under it is a moulded sarcophagus resting on 
a panelled base and supporting a recumbent effigy. 
The sarcophagus is entirely moulded, the two main 
hollows being fluted and having acanthus orna- 
ment at the angles. The two front angles have 


lions’ feet, and between them is a long scroll 


inscribed ‘‘ Dominus Firmamentum Meum.” The 
base has a moulded cornice and plinth with a 
panelled pilaster at each end. These panels have 
each a shield—lozengy a cheveron with three rings 
thereon and a chef charged with a goat’s head razed 
between two scallopbs—the background has carved 
ribbons. The middle part of the base has a raised 
moulding with carved ornament at the sides and 
enclosing a marble panel with gilt letters. The 
effigy (Plate 169) is vested in a red robe with 
a tippet of the same colour and a black hood. 
The hands are crossed over the breast and 
the head has a black baret-cap and rests on 
two cushions with remains of gilding. On the 
wall-space above the effigy are three heads— 
in the middle and issuing from clouds is a 
head of Christ, and on either side is a cherub- 
head with four wings. The monument is a remark- 
able example of pure Italian style by P. Torrigiani, 
the material is limestone, with the effigy, etc.. of 
terra-cotta. (2) of Edward, Lord Bruce, 1610, ala- 
baster altar-tomb and wall-monument (Plate 167), 
consisting of a panelled altar-base on which is a 
reclining effigy and in front of which are four 
kneeling children; at the back and above the 
effigy is a high ‘reredos.’ The effigy is bearded 
and reclines on the right hand; it has a wide 
collar and fur-lined robe and in the left hand is a 
roll. The base is simply panelled and before it 
kneel two sons, one in armour and one in civil 
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costume, and two daughters, one with a cloak 
and one with a hooped skirt ; between the sons 
and daughters is a panelled pedestal. The ‘ rere- 
dos’ has a shallow semi-circular arch enclosing 
two panels with egg-and-tongue enrichment. 
Flanking the ‘reredos’ are a pair of Corinthian 
columns of black marble standing on enriched 
pedestals and supporting the main entablature, 
which is enriched with two cherub-heads and two 
roses. Above the entablature, in the middle, is 
an enriched panel with an achievement-of-arms 
and surmounted by a winged skull, hour-glass, etc. 
Above each column is a cartouche with a shield-of- 
arms. (3) of Richard Alington, 1561, and his wife, 
wall-monument (Plate 171) of alabaster and black 
marble, consisting of a plain base of grey marble and 
two round-headed recesses, each enclosing a kneeling 
figure. The figure of the woman has a long robe 
and holds a book, that of the man is in armour 
and holds a helmet. The recesses have coffered 
soffits and on the keystones are carved heads of 
fauns with their brows garlanded with vine and 
fruit, which is continued as festoons on either side. 
Between the recesses is a panelled pier with an 
inscription, and below it a projecting panel with 
kneeling figures of three daughters in front and a 
shield-of-arms and carving below; below the 
recesses is a balustrade. Flanking the monument 
are black marble Corinthian columns and above is 
an enriched entablatuve. (4) to Edmund Keder- 
mister, 1607, one of the six clerks in Chancery, 
small tablet with cartouche-of-arms, erected by 
John Clapham in 1608. Plate: includes two 
patens, probably of 1713 and presented in 1818. 
Miscellanea: Loose, two fragments of a cornice 
carved with half-angels supporting a rose, etc., 
found behind Monument (1), early 16th-century. 


(21). THE CHAPEL ROYAL, Savoy, stands between 
Savoy Street and Savoy Steps. The walls are 
of rag-stone and other rubble with dressings of 
Reigate stone ; the roofs are covered with slates. 
The Chapel was built in 1505 and formed part 
of the buildings of the Hospital of St. John the 
Baptist, Savoy, founded by Henry VII. The 
chapel formerly extended several feet further S. 
It was restored in the reign of George IV, partly 
destroyed by fire and restored in 1843, entirely 
burnt out in 1864 and finally restored in 1865 ; 
the S. wall, S. Tower and E. Vestry are modern. 


iB. 
Architectural Description—The Chancel and 


Nave (894 ft. by 234 ft.) are without structural 
division and stand N. and S. The window in the 


N. wall and the five windows in each side wall are 
entirely modern, but probably follow the lines of 
the old work. Partly under the northernmost 
window in the W. wall is the four-centred head of 
an original doorway. 


Fittings—Brass : In chancel—to Thomas Hal- 
sey, Bishop of Leighlin, and Gavan Dowglas, 
Bishop of Dunkeld, 1522, inscription only. Monu- 
ments: Remains of former monuments—on S. 
wall, (1) of Alice, daughter of Simon Steward, 
1578, small kneeling figure of woman on modern 
corbel with modern inscription ; on N. wall, (2) said 
to be of Nicola (Moray), wife of Sir Robert Douglas, 
1612, similar figure with modern corbel and inscrip- 
tion. Painting: On W. wall—painted gesso on 
wood, of Virgin and Child, with eight saints, 
including SS. Peter and Paul, a bishop, St. John 
the Baptist (?) and four female saints, one probably 
St. Margaret, gilt base, frame and gable, Italian, 
14th-century. Pzscina: with moulded jambs, 
four-centred head, moulded bracket and defaced 
drain, early 16th-century. 


Condition—Good. 


(22). MARLBOROUGH CHAPEL (Plate i72) stands 
on the E. side of Marlborough Road. The walls are 
of brick, cement rendered, and with dressings of 
Portland stone; the roofs are covered with slates. 
The chapel is said to have been built in 1623 by 
Inigo Jones, but it can hardly have advanced far 
as it does not appear in Hollar’s view of the palace 
of c. 1660. It does, however, appear in a view of 
c. 1690, so it was, no doubt, the chapel erected 
or completed in 1662 for Catherine of Braganza ; 
this drawing shows an apsidal E. end which was 
perhaps removed early in the 18th century when 
Marlborough House was built; the existing E. 
wall is probably of this date as well as much of 
the internal decoration. The buildings adjoining 
the chapel on the S.W. stand on the site of 17th- 
century structures of the same character and 
may incorporate some walling of that period. 
Partitions have been erected in recent years to 
form a vestry and other rooms. 


Architectural Description—The Chapel (793 ft. 
by 28 ft.) has rusticated angles, a moulded stone 
band about 10 ft. from the ground and a heavy 
cornice with shaped modillions and a pediment at 
each end of the building. In the E. wall is a 
window of three lights divided and flanked extern- 
ally by fluted Corinthian pilasters, which support 
an entablature over the side lights; the middle 
light has a round head with a moulded architrave ; 
internally, this window is finished in a similar 
manner, and above the middle light are festoons 
of fruit and foliage and a cartouche of the royal 
Stuart arms impaling Portugal (for Catherine of 
Braganza) supported by two angels, all in modelled 
plaster. In the N. wall are two square-headed

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windows with external architraves and pediments 
supported on scrolled brackets; internally, the 
windows have an enriched and eared architrave ; 
near the W. end of the wall is a similar blocked 
window ; between the two eastern windows is a 
large round-headed recess with panelled reveals 
enriched with acanthus and other ornament in 
plaster. The S. wall is similarly treated, as con- 
cerning the easternmost window and the recess ; 
the western part of the wall is covered externally 
by the adjoining building, and corresponding to the 
second window is a round-headed recess, internally, 
of semi-circular plan and having a square-headed 
and eared architrave and cherub-head with swags in 
the spandrel. The main W. wall is in two storeys, 
the lower having a square-headed doorway in the 
middle with eared architrave and entablature ; 
flanking the doorway are square windows with 
architraves and small cornices ; the upper storey 
has three windows, the middle window having 
pilasters on the jambs and a round head with an 
architrave ; the side windows are square-headed 
and have eared architraves and plain entablatures. 


Internally, the building (Plate 173) is divided into 
two parts by a cross-wall in two stages of which the 
upper formed the royal pew or gallery ; the lower 
stage has three openings divided by wainscotted 
piers. and the upper stage three openings with 
plaster decorations of late 18th-century character. 
The interior of the chapel is finished with an entabla- 
ture having an enriched cornice from which springs 
the coffered ceiling of semi-elliptical form; the 
panels of the ceiling have enriched mouldings with 
plaster flowers at the intersections and in the 
middle of each panel. To the W. of the cross-wall 
the building is divided into two storeys and is 

cut up into rooms. In the S.W. angle and on the 
S. wall of the lower storey is part of the original 
cornice. In the N. wall of the gallery is a fireplace 
with shaped brackets to the shelf and a frieze 


enriched with acanthus ornament and a cartouche ; 
the overmantel has a border of overlapping circles 
and fruit pendants on the side pilasters. 


Fittings—The fittings are all of late 17th or 
early 18th-century date. Cvistern: (Plate 91) In 
yard on S. side—lead cistern with three shaped 
and moulded panels in front each with a rose and 
crown, date 1709 at top, at one end a similar 
panel. Communion Table and Rails. Table: 
with moulded top rails and stretchers and turned 
legs, subsequently heightened. Rails: with panel- 
led standards, coupled at each end, turned balusters 
and moulded upper and lower rails ; date as table. 
Door: In S. doorway—of two panelled leaves, 
opening with enriched architrave. Gallery : (Plate 
201) above S. doorway—front of three bays, middle 
bay projecting and having quadrant angles, five 
carved panels in all, middle one with drapery 
hanging from fleur-de-lis, carved panel with foliage, 
garters and a thistle and rose, respectively, side 
panels with foliage and the star of the garter over 
two crossed sceptres; enriched upper and lower rails. 
Gallery or royal pew—front with turned balusters 
to each opening and moulded rail. Panelling : 
panelled wainscot to side walls up to height of 
window sills and finished with enriched cornice. 
In recess on N. side, a dummy doorway with 
enriched architrave, cornice and pediment. Plate: 
see St. James’ Palace, Chapel Royal (p. 131b.) 
Reredos: forming also base to organ gallery and 
returned across the angles with a quadrant curve ; 
panelled lower part with enriched mouldings and 
cornice, round-headed doorways on projecting W. 
faces and similar round-headed niches in curved 
faces all with impost mouldings continued across 
reredos ; above cornice, panelled attic with enriched 
cornice and plinth and panels filled with acanthus 
foliage, garlands of fruit and flowers and two busts 
of bearded men. Stalls: (Plate 8) enclosed with 
panelled fronts moulded capping and base, doors

(23). FRENCH PROTESTANT HUGUENOT CHURCH, 
on N. side of Soho Square, 30 yards W. of Soho 
Street, is a modern building, but retains the 
following fittings. Painting: In room on S. of 
chancel, small portrait of head and shoulders of 
the “ Revd. John de Lepine, born at Amiens in 
Picardy, France, 1641, died 1714.’ Royal Arms: 
in library, over fireplace, achievement of the arms 
of the Stuarts, of wood carved in high relief. 


Secular :— 

_ (24). THE PaLacE oF WESTMINSTER stands 
between Westminster Abbey and the river. The 
only ancient parts remaining since the fire of 1834 
are Westminster Hall, St. Stephen’s Cloister and 
the crypt of the chapel. 

The Hall is probably the finest timber-roofed 
building in Europe, and the cloister and chapel, 
though much restored, have interesting stone 
vaulting with carved bosses. 

Westminster Hall (Plate 175) (2394 ft. by 674 it.) 
was built under William II at the end of 

’ the 11th century. At this period the hall 
consisted of twelve bays and was almost cer- 
tainly divided into three aisles by columns 
either of timber or stone. Large parts of the side 
walls of this building still remain. The recon- 
struction of the hall was begun by Richard II 
in 1394 and completed in 1402. The alterations 
consisted in raising the side walls, roofing the 
whole building in one span, the addition of flying 
buttresses to support the roof, the entire re- 
arrangement of the baying and windows, the 
addition of two towers at the N. end, and various 
other works. No further material alterations 
appear to have been made till modern times. 

__ The whole of the external, and much of the internal, 

____ stonework was renewed in the various restorations 

of Kent, Soane, Smirke, Barry and Pearson in 
the 18th and 19th centuries. Under the super- 

_intendence of Barry most of the S. wall was 

removed and replaced by an arch and the two 
towers flanking the N. entrance. The roof has 
been repaired and rendered safe by steel reinforce- 
ment in recent years.

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as a moulded rear-arch with a label; the 
label-stops are carved with (a) shield with the 
arms of the Confessor; (6) bearded man with 
falcon on wrist ; (c and d) couched harts ; (e) beast ; 
(f) lion, damaged; (g and A) beast (?) and lamb; 
(*) bust; (7) angel playing harp; () shield of 
France ancient quartering England, partly defaced, 
helm with lion crest; (/) defaced; (m) chained 
hart and tree; (w—v) harts, some with park- 
palings; the S. window is shorter than the 
others, three of which are blocked externally 
by modern buildings. During the recent repairs 
portions of the 11th-century windows and wall- 
passage (Plate 179) were uncovered; they had 
been cased in and built up in the late 14th- 
century alterations. The arrangement indicated 
by these remains consisted of twelve round- 
headed windows with splay and jamb-shafts, the 
shafts only half the height of the splay; at the 
base of the windows ran a wall-passage with a 
round barrel-vault and opening into the hall by 
a series of round arches, two between each window ; 
these arches and the window-splays rested on 
piers consisting of four grouped shafts with cushion 
capitals and moulded abaci and bases. The inner 
wall of the passage had remains of red and blue 
colour with black line and many of the stones bore 
masons’ marks. 

The N. wall (Plate 149) has a large modern 
window and a doorway below it, also modern but 
probably reproducing the old design. 

The W. wall has twelve windows similar to those 
in the E. wall, but all of the same size. The label- 
stops (Plate 177) are carved as follows—(a) angel ; 
(5) seated female figure, headless; (c) defaced ; 
(d@) angel playing lute ; (e) figure holding target ; 
(f) angel with shield; (g) defaced; (h) man in 
hood ; (#) man with lute; (7) figure as () with 
object on left shoulder; (Rk) figure of man; 
(1) man playing viol; (m) falcon with hare ; (m) 
angel holding crown; (o and #) men with helm 
and leopard-crest ; (¢ and 7) men with objects on 
shoulders ; (s) lion; (¢) beast; (w) man with target 
and sword; (v) man playing zither; (w) angel 
praying ; (v) woman, defaced. Below the windows 
are modern doorways. The modern buildings 
adjoining the outside of this wall stand on the 
site of earlier buildings of various dates from the 
13th century downwards; parts of the original 
external walling of the hall have been left un- 
covered and some stones bear masons’ marks. 

The S. wall has a large modern arch, and, 
flanking it, six modern niches, each containing a 
large late 14th or, early 15th-century figure of a 
king with sceptre, orb and crown; the relative 
positions of the figures were changed when the 
wall was rebuilt by Barry. 

The oak roof (Plates 176, 178) is of twelve bays 
and of the hammer-beam type. All the main

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timbers are moulded; the main principals are 
curved and form two-centred arches below 
the collar-beams ; the hammer-beams (Plate 163) 
have curved braces beneath and terminate in 
large figures (Plate 180) of angels vested in 
dalmatics, rising from clouds and holding shields 
of the royal arms (France ancient and England 
quarterly) ; from the side posts rise subsidiary 
curved principals meeting at the head of the main 
arch ; the main purlins, at the level of the collar- 
beams, have curved longitudinal braces springing. 
from embattled pilasters on the side posts. All 
the spandrels have pierced traceried filling, the 
larger spandrels being divided into lights with 
trefoiled ogee heads; there is similar filling above 
the collar-beams. 

In three of the window-recesses in the E. wall 
are as many large stone figures of kings, bearded 
and crowned, and each formerly holding a sceptre 
and orb; they appear to be of late 14th-century 
date. 

Nine early 12th - century carved capitals 
(Plate 177), said to have come from Westminster 
Hall, are now on loan at the Victoria and Albert 
Museum, S. Kensington. One has a representa- 
tion of Asop’s fable of the dog and the ass and a 
second, an assault on a castle or city. 


The Chapel of St. Mary, formerly called the Free 
Chapel of St. Mary the Virgin and St. Stephen, 
adjoins the S.E. corner of Westminster Hall. The 
“ King’s New Chapel’”’ was refounded in 1292, 
Michael of Canterbury being master-mason. The 
work was interrupted by the fire of 1298 and the 
lower chapel (that now surviving) was finished 
about 1320-27; the upper chapel was not com- 
pleted till after the middle of the century. This 
upper chapel was destroyed by fire in 1834, but 
the crypt was retained for its present purpose 
when the Houses of Parliament were rebuilt. It 
was then so much restored and internally covered 
with paint and gilding that it is now difficult to 
distinguish the original work. With the exception 
of the vaulting and possibly some of the supporting 
shafts the whole of the face-work of the building 
is modern. 


The Chapel (90 ft. by 26 ft.) is of five vaulted 
bays; (Plate 181) the vaulting over each bay has 
moulded main, subsidiary, lierne and ridge-ribs 
springing from grouped vaulting-shafts with carved 
and moulded capitals and moulded bases ; the wall- 
ribs are two-centred and trefoiled and the main ribs 
are enriched on the underside with running fret-like 
patterns, which are either modern or very much 
restored ; at the intersection of the ribs are the 


- following carved bosses (Plates 182, 183)—first bay,

foliage, two with dragons, one with foliage and a 
leopard’s face; second bay, (a) on background of oak 
foliage, St. John the Evangelist, in cauldron with 
fire below and figure of tormentor on either side ; 
(6) on background of conventional foliage, in 
quatrefoil of ogee foils, angel playing a psaltery ; 
(c) of foliage, two of leopards’ heads, one of a 
beast’s head, one of two lions’ heads and a dragon, 
one of an old man and two dragons; third bay, 
(a) on background of foliage, St. Katherine in long 
robe and cloak standing on the emperor and, on 
either side, figure of a man, a broken wheel, rising 
from clouds above two angels with swords; 
(0) a leopard’s head and foliage; (c) two of 
leopards’ heads, the remainder of foliage ; fourth 
bay, (a) with background of oak foliage in which 
are two doves, St. Margaret crowned and with 
nimbus, with book in left hand and crossed staff 
in right hand transfixing dragon, on which she 
stands; (b) within octagonal frame with concave 
sides and an outer wreath of roses, an angel 
playing a rebeck; (c) two of leopards’ faces and 
foliage, two grotesque human heads and foliage, 
one of foliage and one of double grotesque human 
head; fifth bay, (a2) on background of foliage, 
St. Laurence, lying on large gridiron with tor- 
mentor on either side, one with bellows, the other 
with long pole for stirring fire; on extreme left, 
figure of judge (?) with corbelled pedestal below, 
and, above the Saint, emerging from clouds, a 
hand in blessing ; (0) foliage ; (c) one of grotesque 
beasts, one of a grotesque human head, the 
remainder of foliage. 


St. Stephen’s Cloister (88 ft. by 75 ft.) was rebuilt 
shortly before the suppression by the last dean, Dr. 
John Chambers, c. 1526-29. It is of two storeys, 
but the upper one is almost, if not entirely, modern. 
Externally, the walls have been entirely refaced, 
as has also the inner walling between the vaulting- 
shafts; the doors, windows and fireplaces are 
modern. The N. andS. walks are each of five, and 
the E. and W. walks (Plates 179, 184) each of six, 
bays, excluding the angle bays. Projecting into the 
court from the fourth bay from the N. in the W. 
walk is the “ Oratory,” and from the centre of the 
N. walk is a shallow 19th-century addition ; both 
of two storeys. The elevations to the court have 
a continuous moulded plinth, a moulded string 
dividing the storeys and a moulded string at the 
eaves-level enriched with carved bosses and sur- 
mounted by a pierced traceried parapet, mostly 
modern; between the bays are panelled and 
canopied buttresses surmounted by crocketed 
finials. In the lower stage, to each bay, between 
the buttresses, is a large window of four cinque- 
foiled ogee-lights with tracery under a four-centred 
head. In the fourth bay from the N. in the E. 
walk, and the middle bay of the S. walk, is a 
modern doorway under an ogee-shaped crocketed 
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and finialled label opening into the court. The 
windows of the upper storey on the S. side are 
similar to those below, but on the other three sides 
the windows are square-headed. On the lower 
floor each bay has a fan-vault (Plates 185-191) with 
the cones springing from triple grouped shafts with 
moulded capitals and bases. The ribs are moulded 
and the spaces between them filled with traceried 
panelling ; the vault over each of the angle bays is of 
somewhat different design from the rest, from which 
they are divided by continuous four-centred arched 
bands of traceried panelling. In the N. and S. 
walks the cones have an extra horizontal rib 
enriched with brattishing. Each bay, except at 
the angles, has an elaborately carved central boss 
and smaller subsidiary carved bosses of con- 
ventional foliage, Tudor roses, portcullises, fleurs- 
de-lis, pomegranates, etc.; at the ends of the 
transverse ribs are half-angels holding carved 
shields; the central bosses and charges on the 
shields of the angels are as follows: N. walk— 
first bay, central boss, (a) on background of 
elaborate foliage, shield-of-arms of Henry VIII 
with supporters of a lion and a dragon, surmounted 
by a crown flanked by a rose and a pomegranate 
sprig; (b) a crowned Tudor rose; (c) a fleur- 
de-lis ; second bay, (a) a triple tower flanked by 
a rose-sprig and pomegranate-sprig ; (b) a Tudor 
rose; (c) a triple towered castle; third bay, 
(a) within a wreath of interlacing foliage, a shield 
charged with the Five Wounds ; (6) a fleur-de-lis ; 
(c) a cross cut off at the ends; fourth bay, (a) 
within a wreath of foliage a shield of the arms of 
Edward III (the founder of the college); (6) 
England ; (c) three crowns; fifth bay, (a) a rose 
set in a wreath of small roses; (0) a fleur-de-lis ; 
(@) I1.H.S. In E. walk—first bay, (a) on a ground 
of roses and pomegranates, a crowned I.H.S. ; 
(0) I.H.S.; (c) a cross cut off at the ends ; second 
bay, (a) a shield of the arms of Edward the Con- 
fessor ; (5) a triple tower; (c) a rose; third bay, 
(a2) within a wreath of foliage, a crowned shield of 
the arms of Henry VIII with supporters of a 
winged dragon and a leopard; (b) a fleur-de-lis ; 
(c) a pomegranate ; fourth bay, (a) on background 
of foliage, shield of the arms of Wolsey, on a cross 
engratled a lion passant between four leopards’ faces, 
in chief a rose between two Cornish choughs, sur- 
mounted by a cardinal’s hat; (6) a grotesque 
human face or leopard’s head, above a coronet ; 
(c) a cardinal’s hat; fifth bay, (a2) on a wreath a 
shield of the arms of Edward III ; () three crowns ; 
(c) I.H.S.; sixth bay, (a) on a boss of foliage, a 
large fleur-de-lis ; (6) a rose and sprig ; (c) a fleur- 
de-lis. In S. walk—first bay, (a) on background 
of foliage, a crowned shield of the arms of 
Henry VIII, with supporters of a dragon and 
leopard (?) rampant ; (6) and (c) I.H.S.; second 
bay, (a) in wreath of foliage, arms of Edward III 


encircled by a Garter ; (2) emblems of the Passion ; 
(c) the Five Wounds; third bay, (a) LHS., 
crowned and with background of roses and pome- 
granates ; (b) emblems of the Passion ; (c) a cross 
pierced with nails; fourth bay, (2) on ground of 
pomegranates and roses, a cross avellane with two 
birds on foliage below the arms of the cross ; 
(b) a fleur-de-lis ; (c) a cross cut off at the ends ; 
fifth bay, (a) a large rose with a wreath of smaller 
roses; (b) a rose(?); (c) three crowns. In W. 
walk—first bay, (a) on ground of oak foliage, 
I.H.S.; (6) and (c) rose and pomegranate sprays ; 
second bay, (a) a shield of the arms of Edward III ; 
(b) a triple rose; (c) ILH.S.; third bay, (a) St. 
Stephen robed as a deacon, with man on either 
side in 16th-century costume holding stones ; 
(6) and (c) as in first bay; fourth bay, (a) half 
figure of the Almighty with right hand raised in 
blessing, left hand holding orb, with irradiations 
above and clouds below; (5) three crowns ; 
(c) I.H.S.; fifth bay, (a) on background of foliage, 
seated figure of Virgin with Child; (6) and (c) 
as in first bay ; sixth bay, (2) on ground of foliage 
the pepper-sheaves and three interlaced sickles, 
forming a Hungerford and Hastings badge, 
encircled with a garter; (b) pomegranate spray; 
(c) fleur-de-lis. 

The ‘“ Oratory’ (18}+ ft. by 12 ft.) has a semi- 
octagonal E. end. It was greatly damaged in the 
fire of 1834, and with the exception of the vaulted 
roof to the ground floor has been practically 
rebuilt. The lower floor is in three bays, with a 
semi-hexagonal bay at the E. end and has fan- 
vaulting similar to that over the cloister walks. 
The main ribs spring from attached shafts having 
moulded capitals and bases and the horizontal 
rib marking the edge of the cones is enriched with 
a row of carved brattishing; the soffit of the 
vaulting is panelled and some of the quatrefoils 
enclose square paterae carved with I.H.S. in black 
letter. Externally, the “ Oratory”’ is of similar 
character to the walks, but the windows are 
of two lights each; the lower being pointed and 
the upper square-headed. The upper floor is 
generally similar to the floor below, but the roof — 
is entirely modern, all the stonework has been 
repaired, and little of the original work remains. 

Condition—Of hall, chapel and cloister, good, 
much restored. 


(25). THE JEWEL House stands to the S.E. of 
the Abbey—immediately E. of the Farmery 
Chapel. It is of three storeys; the walls are of 
Reigate and other limestone rubble, with later 
stone and brick repairs ; the roof is covered with 
lead. In 1377 the land on which it stands was | 
conveyed by the convent of Westminster to 
Edward III and the building was erected shortly 
afterwards. It is L-shaped in plan, with the 
wings extending towards the N. and E., and has 
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Chapel of St. Mary, c. 1320.

(24) PALACE OF WESTMINSTER. 


St. Stephen’s Cloister, 1526-1529. 


Part of N. walk, looking N.W. 
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on the N. end a projecting stair-turret ; modern 
buildings have been erected round the ground- 
storey on the N. and E. sides, and the lower part 
of the original staircase has been removed, access 
to the first floor now being obtained by a modern 
staircase leading to the E. wing of the building. 
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The building was much altered in the 18th century, 
and the parapet wall and the top of the stair-turret 
are of that period. On the ground-floor the room 
in the E. wing has a stone vault with hollow- 
chamfered diagonal and wall-ribs springing from 
attached octagonal angle-shafts with moulded 
capitals covered with plaster; in the E. wall is 
a blocked doorway with a four-centred rear-arch 
covered with modern slates and the windows in 
the N. and S. walls are round-headed, mostly 
rebuilt and partly repaired with modern brick. 
The room in the main wing (Plate 192) is vaulted in 
two bays and has hollow-chamfered main, inter- 
mediate and ridge ribs springing from octagonal 
wall-shafts with moulded capitals and bases, the 
latter being almost entirely defaced ; at the inter- 
section of the ribs are carved bosses (Plate 193), 
including some of conventional foliage, some of 
grotesque heads, one of four grotesque faces with 
wide-open mouths, meeting at the base, one of 
three intertwined birds, and one of grotesque heads 
above a triple rose. The E. wall has in the N. bay 
a window, modern except for the segmental-pointed 
hollow-chamfered rear-arch and the splays. In the 
S. bay is a doorway with chamfered jambs and recut 
segmental head and rear-arch. In the N. wall the 
doorway from the stair-turret has a modern brick 
head and chamfered jambs and the window in the 
S. wall is all modern except some recut dressings 
to the splays. The N. bay of the W. wall has 
been almost entirely refaced with 17th-century 
brick. On the first floor the E. wing has a rebuilt 
barrel-vault ; the doorway from the modern stairs 
has been made through an original window-opening 
and the windows in the N. and S. walls have been 
rebuilt, in the W. wall is a doorway with a cham- 
fered two-centred head, all covered with plaster. 
The room in the main wing has an 18th-century 
stone vault in which some old material may have 
_ been incorporated ; the windows have also been 


rebuilt ; the doorway in the N. wall has hollow- 
chamfered jambs and shouldered head and rear- 
arch ; all the dressings are covered with paint or 
plaster. The top storey has in the N. wall a 
doorway with a shouldered head and a 17th- 
century door having strap-hinges. The staircase 
from the first floor to the top storey has walls of 
ashlar. 
Condition—Good. 


(26). THE BANQUETING House, WHITEHALL 
(Plate 194), now the museum of the Royal 
United Service Institution, on the E. side of 
Whitehall, 600 yards N. of the Abbey, is of two 
storeys ; the side walls are faced with Portland 
stone and the end walls, where exposed, with cement ; 
the roof is covered with lead. It is built on the site 
of the former Banqueting House of the old Palace 
of Whitehall, and is the only part of the proposed 
new palace designed by Inigo Jones which was 
ever erected. The building, which cost £14,940, 
was begun in 1619 and completed in 1622 and, 
though never consecrated, was used as a Chapel 
Royal from 1724 to 1890. The N. annexe for the 
staircase and vestibule was added or rebuilt by 
James Wyatt in 1798, and the exterior stonework 
which had fallen into decay was recased by Soane 
in 1829-37, when the interior was refitted and 
restored under the supervision of Sir Robert 
Smirke. Work done in 1891 included the plaster- 
ing of the brick vaulting to the lower floor and the 
opening out of the lower windows. The ceiling to 
the upper room was painted by Rubens under a 
commission from Charles I. Sketches were made 
in England, but the actual painting was executed 
in Antwerp and completed in 1635. According to 
Sir Godfrey Kneller, Rubens was assisted in the 
work by Jordaens. It has been restored five 
times ; in the reign of George II by Kent; in 1785 
by Cipriani; in 1837 under Smirke ; again later 
in the 19th century, and lastly in 1906-7 under 
H.M. Office of Works. The whole ceiling was then 
taken down, the canvases taken off the old frames, 
cleaned, repaired, remounted on laminated boarding 
which was refixed to the original frames after they 
had been carefully restored and repaired. 

The building is beautifully proportioned and of 
peculiar interest as being the first erected in this 
country on purely Palladian lines. The fine 
painted ceiling is noteworthy. 

Elevations: The elevation to Whitehall is 
symmetrical and in seven bays, with the three 
middle bays slightly projecting. The lower storey 
is in the form of a rusticated podium with plain 
plinth and blocking course and square-headed 
windows with rusticated arches. The upper storey 
is in two stages of superimposed Ionic and Com- 
posite orders with continuous entablature having 
enriched members and modillioned cornices. In 
the central projection the bays are divided by 
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attached columns, and the two bays on either side 
by pilasters, the end pilasters being coupled. The 
windows to the lower stage are square-headed with 
eared architraves flanked by narrow panelled 
pilasters with shaped brackets supporting a cornice 
with alternate segmental and triangular pediments ; 
the windows to the upper stage are of similar 
character but the pediments are omitted. The 
windows originally had solid frames but are now 
fitted with sashes. The general wall-face to both 
stages is rusticated and below the level of the 
sills to the lower stage is a plain dado with 
moulded base and capping, and turned balusters 
below the three middle windows. Between the 
capitals to the upper order is a frieze with carved 
masks and fruit swags; the cornice is sur- 
mounted by an open balustrade with a double 
plinth and turned balusters. The elevation to 
Whitehall Gardens is similar to the W. front, the 
N. end is covered by the staircase annexe and the 
S. end by the modern buildings of the Royal 
United Services Institution, but along the upper 
part of both ends the open balustrade is continued. 
At the W. end of the building is a wrought-iron 
weather-vane, erected under James II. 

Interior : The lower room (108 ft. by 52 ft.) is 
divided into seven bays longitudinally and three 
bays across by two rows of square piers. Each bay 
has a groined plaster vault separated by flat ribs 
continued down as pilasters on the face of each pier 
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and with corresponding wall-pilasters. In the 
middle bay in the N. and S. walls is a segmental- 
headed doorway. The upper room (108 ft. by 
524 ft.) is in seven bays (Plate 196) and divided 
into two stages by a continuous gallery. Between 
the bays are fluted Ionic half-columns supporting a 
continuous entablature ; from the frieze project 
enriched brackets carrying a widely projecting 
cornice forming the gallery, which has a wooden 
balustrade with moulded plinth and handrail and 
symmetrically-turned balusters. The N. end is in 
three bays with the gallery to the middle bay 
projecting into the hall and supported at either 
end on coupled Ionic columns. In each bay is 
a square-headed doorway with moulded architraves 
flanked by panelled pilasters with shaped brackets 
carrying a moulded cornice ; above each is a sunk 
rectangular panel; the middle doorway is taller 
than those to the side bays and has an eared 
architrave. The S. wall is also in three bays but 
there is no central projection, the brackets support- 
ing the gallery are omitted, the frieze is pulvinated 
and the bed-mould to the cornice is enriched with 
egg-and-dart ornament. Above the gallery the 
bays are divided by Corinthian pilasters supporting 
an entablature with an enriched cornice ; between 
the capitals is a frieze painted with swags. Above 
windows of the lower range are recessed rectangular 
panels ; above the gallery in the S. wall is a large 
round-headed window, now opening into the stair- 
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case of the Royal United Service Institution ; the 
exterior is of stone and has moulded archivolt and 
plain pilasters with moulded imposts and bases. 
The doorways in the end walls of the gallery are 
square-headed with moulded architraves and 
cornices. The ceiling is divided into nine painted 
panels by deep false beams round which the main 
cornice is returned ; the middle panel is oval and 
the soffits and sides of the beams are enriched with 
gilded guilloche and scroll-ornament, and at the in- 
tersections, in the middle of the longitudinal beams 
and at either end of the oval panel are rosettes. 
The middle panel (a) represents the Apotheosis of 
James I (Plate 195); the King holds a sceptre 
and is seated in the lower end of the painting with 
one foot on a globe, the other on the wing of a 
flying eagle ; above him are angels with the crown 
and orb, others with trumpets, wreaths, etc., and 
attendant figures representing Religion, Zeal, 
Honour and Victory. The middle N. panel (0) is 
an allegorical representation of James I and the 
birth and crowning of Prince Charles ; the King is 
crowned and seated on a throne on the right of the 
painting with attendant figures and is pointing to 
Prince Charles, a nude boy-child supported by two 
female figures in drapery, with a third figure of a 
man in plumed helm behind; in the upper part 
of the picture are two cherubs holding a crowned 
cartouche of the Stuart arms and a garland of 
roses; the background is an architectural com- 
position. The middle S. panel (c) represents the 
King seated on a throne within an architectural 
composition attended on the right by Peace and 
Plenty embracing Minerva, and, on the left, by 
Wisdom in a plumed helm with a thunderbolt in 
her right hand and in her left a shield driving 
Rebellion in a cloak, body armour, helmet and 
flaming torch, down into hell; at the bottom of 
the painting is Mercury in winged helm and holding 
his caduceus, laying the figures to sleep. The side 
panels from N. to S. represent on the E. side, (d) 
oval painting of Heroic Virtue as Hercules with 
club upraised and foot on Envy and a female 
figure with snakes in hair and serpent round arm }; 
(e) oblong panel representing the Peace and Plenty 
of the reign of James I, with procession of cherubs 
carrying a cornucopia filled with fruit, Bacchus as 
a child riding on the back of a ram harnessed to a 
chariot laden with fruit drawn also by a monster ; 
in front, cherub riding a tiger; (f) oval painting 
representing Royal Bounty—a seated male figure 
with halo and flowing hair pouring largess from a 
cornucopia, at feet of figure Avarice; (g) oval 
painting representing Government as seated figure 
_ with bridle in hands and nude male figure of 
Rebellion at her feet ; (#) oblong panel representing 
Harmony and Happiness with chariot laden with 
cornucopia of fruit and seated children and drawn 
by lion with cherub tickling his ear and another 


drawing his tooth; in front are sporting cherubs 
with a thick rope of fruit ; (7) oval panel of Heroic 
Charity as Minerva in plumed helm and armour 
destroying with a spear Lust, a nude female figure ; 
above Minerva is an owl holding a wreath. 


Condition—Good. 


(27). MALMESBURY House, remains of York or 
Whitehall Palace, etc., 50 yards E. of (26). The 
18th-century house incorporates a vaulted under- 
croft of early 16th-century date. The walls are of 
brick with stone dressings and the exterior of the 
building is modern. 
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The Undercroft, formerly the Beer Cellar 
(Plate 197) is two bays in width; the original 
length is uncertain, but there are four complete 
bays and remains of a fifth. Each bay has 
a quadripartite vault of brick with chamfered 
ribs springing from moulded corbels against the 
walls and octagonal piers with moulded capitals 
in the middle. The vault was plastered, but a 
portion of the plaster has been removed to show 
the brick web. The original floor-level is said to 
have been 5 ft. 4in. below the present level. In 
the E. wall of the W. bay is a stone doorway with 
moulded jambs and four-centred arch in a square 
head ; the spandrels have much weathered carving 
of foliage and shields, one apparently bearing the 
ancient arms of the See of York impaling Wolsey. 
The vaulting cuts into the splay-mouldings of the 
arch in a way that implies that the vault is a later 
addition, probably of the time of Henry VIII. In 
the S. bay of the E. wall is.a shallow recess with 
chamfered jambs and four-centred head. 

A short distance E. of the N. end of the under- 
croft is a length of rag-stone rubble walling, part of 
the old palace, and still further E. again is a small 
water-gate or boat-house, probably of early 17th- 
century date. The E. front is of stone repaired 
with cement and divided into three bays by Doric 
columns with heavy rustications. The plain frieze 
and moulded cornice support a rather steep-pitched 
pediment with a blocked lunette in the tympanum. 


Condition—Good. 
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(28). THE TREASURY, on the W. side of White- 
hall, has been refaced and very largely rebuilt, but 
incorporates parts of a building erected by Cardinal 
Wolsey or Henry VIII, early in the 16th century. 
The rest of the block is of various dates, and is 
chiefly the work of W. Kent, 1733, Sir J. Soane 
1824-28 and Sir Charles Barry 1846-7. The sur- 
viving old work forms a two-storeyed corridor 
running E. and W. in the middle of the building ; 
the walls are of brick with stone dressings, much 
cut about and altered. The N. side has at the 
basement-level an original opening with a three- 
centred head and in the upper storey a window of 
three four-centred and transomed lights in a square 
head. In the S. wall is a similar window of two 
lights without a transom and now covered with 
cement. At the basement-level is an original 
doorway with chamfered jambs and four-centred 
head. The corridor is 10 ft. wide and is probably 
that shown on the old plans of Whitehall, leading 
to the Cock-pit. 


Condition—Good, much altered. 


(29). St. JAMES’ PALaceE (Plates 198, 199) stands 
on the N. side of the Mall. The walls are of brick, 
with some stone dressings, and the roofs are covered 
with lead, slates and tiles. The original house was 
built by Henry VIII on the site of the Hospital of St. 
James, dissolved in 1532. The house then consisted 
of ranges of building surrounding four courts (Colour 
Court, Ambassadors’ Court, Friary Court and 
another court W. of the last named) and probably 
subsidiary buildings in addition. During the 
second half of the 17th century extensive altera- 
tions were made, a new range, including the present 
Throne Room fronting the park, added, the range 
containing the Banquet Room and that containing 
the State Kitchen built, and a block built W. of 
the kitchen. The stables on the N. side of Stable 
Yard were built in 1661. Early in the 18th 
century the Banquet Room range was largely 
rebuilt and extended. In 1809 a fire destroyed 
the whole of the S.E. part of the house, including 
the E. and S. ranges of the Friary Court ; in the 
subsequent repairs the garden wing was extended 
further E. There are numerous other modern 
alterations and additions which are indicated on 
the plan and which it will be unnecessary to 
particularise. 

The buildings include the much altered remains 
of a large Tudor house, of which the ceiling of 
the chapel and the gatehouse are the most inter- 
esting features. 

The buildings are grouped round four courts 
called Colour, Friary, Engine and Ambassadors’ 
Court, respectively. The main entrance is by the 
Clock Tower, or great gatehouse, which stands on 
the N. side of Colour Court. The tower (Plate 200) 
is of four storeys, with octagonal turrets at the 


angles and an embattled and modern crow-stepped 
parapet to the front and back. The two front 
turrets are splayed out on to a square base which 
contains a small doorway with splayed jambs anda 
four-centred arch in a square head with a moulded 
label and foliated spandrels with a Tudor rose 
and the initials H.A. and a crown; at the angles 
of the base are much-restored octagonal shafts. 
The main archway has a four-centred head which 
has been raised. It contains the original doors 
of two folds each, with moulded styles and rails 
and nine linen-fold panels. The three -storeys 
have each a much restored window of three four- 
centred lights in a square head. The windows of 
the turrets were originally of one four-centred light, 
but have mostly been altered. The back elevation 
of the gatehouse is generally similar to the front, 
but the turrets do not rise so high and the windows 
in them are mostly original; the S.E. turret has 
a doorway similar to those in the outer turrets 
and with a crowned H. and crowned portcullis 
in the spandrels ; the doorway to the S.W. turret 
has chamfered jambs and four-centred head. In 
the bell-turret, over the gatehouse, are three bells, 
the largest by Samuell Owen, 1600. 

The N. and E. wings of the Colour Court 
(Plate 202) are part of the original structure, but 
have been largely refaced and have later embattled 
parapets. On the S. side of the N. wing are two 
rainwater-heads with the crowned initials of William 
and Mary. The old part of the E. wing terminates 
in two octagonal turrets; that on the inside has 
black brick diapering; the windows, where 
original, are similar to those in the turrets of the 
clock-tower; the outer turret has a modern 
passage-way pierced at the base. The E. range 
has two rainwater-heads, similar to those above 
described, but with the date 1696 in place of the 
crown. The S. side of the Colour Court is modern. 
On the W. side is the chapel-royal, an original 
building, much altered and restored externally. 
Against its E. side is an open colonnade, with 
stone columns of the Doric order and a plain 
wooden entablature, all probably of late -17th- 
century date. The chapel-royal has on each side 
a projecting bay or transept with octagonal shafts 
or pilasters at the angles; in each upper storey 
of the transept ends are two much restored windows, 
each of three four-centred and transomed lights ; 
between each pair of windows is a projecting stack, 
that on the E. having black brick diapering; in 
the base of the E. stack is a late 17th-century 
doorway of stone, with segmental head, eared 
architrave and small scrolls under the ears ; below 
the southern window in the W. transept is a third 
window of three lights in a square head. The N. 
end of the chapel has been largely refaced; it con- — 
tains a large restored window of five four-centred 
lights in a square head and with a transom; 
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WESTMINSTER: (25) THE JEWEL HOUSE, late 14th-century.

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the window has been continued down below a 
second transom in modern times and is flanked by 
two entirely modern windows. The range S. of 
the chapel has been much altered and has a late 
17th-century or later addition on the E. side ; 
at the four angles were octagonal turrets of which 
three still remain; they are similar to those on 
the E. wing of the Colour Court. Passing through 
this range is a corridor with an original arch 
(Plate 201) at each end, both with splayed jambs 
and four-centred heads; the opening to the colon- 
nade in Colour Court is flanked by late 17th- 
century pilasters. In 1925, under Colour Court, 
portions of the foundations of the N. wall of a 
building were found, with some mediaeval slip-tiles 
in situ. From the presence of burials both inside 
and outside the building it would appear that it 
was the chapel of the Hospital. 

The Ambassadors’ Court (Plate 203) lies to the W. 
of the Colour Court. The range on the N. side has 
some original brick work on both the N. and S. 
faces, but has been almost entirely altered, and the 
entrance-archway is modern; on the N. face are 
three original windows, two of three lights and 
one of a single light, all with four-centred heads. 
York House, which forms the continuation of this 
range is in part an original building, but has been 
entirely refaced and now has no ancient features. 
The range on the S. side includes the Banquet 
Room, but the side facing the court is probably an 
addition to the late 17th-century range, which 
appears to have been of less width. 

The state kitchen, standing W. of the Banquet 
House, is probably a late 17th-century building 
and has a deep band-course, above which the 
walls seem to have been refaced, probably in 1772, 
when the roof was rebuilt. On the W. side of 
the court is another 17th-century building, much 
altered. 

The Friary Court lies to the N. of the Colour 
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rebuilt in 1809. Parts of the W. and N. sides 
are original and the old brickwork remains with a 
later embattled parapet and a modern loggia 
against the W. wall. Under the loggia are three 
original windows ; one of a single light and com- 
plete with its four-centred head and the other 
two formerly of three lights but now lacking their 
mullions and cut square at the head. On the N. 
wall is a 17th-century rainwater-head with the 
crowned initials C.R. 

The State apartments form a long range fronting 
on the S. (Plate 204) towards the garden and 
St. James’ Park and on the N. chiefly towards 
the Engine Court. The range is of three storeys 
and of stock brick and was built late in 
the 17th century, except a part atmtiemee: 
end containing Queen Anne’s Room, which is 
modern. There are moulded band-courses, on 
the S. front, between the ground and first and 
above the second floor; above the second band 
is an attic with an embattled parapet and a range 
of blind window-panels. There are similar panels 
to the second floor, pierced for windows towards 
the western end only. The first floor has a 
range of tall square-headed windows, and the 
ground-floor a range of much smaller windows ; 
there are five lead rainwater-heads, with lions’ 
heads, on this side. On the N. front there are 
three ranges of window-panels of which only those 
to the ground-floor are pierced for windows, and 
two plain chimney-stacks with original tabled 
offsets of stone; there are also three rainwater- 
heads similar to those on the S. front. 

Intertor : The gate-hall of the Clock Tower has 
in the E. wall a wide recess with splayed jambs 
and four-centred arch of stone and a brick relieving 
arch ; in the narrow apartment to the E. of it are 
‘two original doorways, with chamfered jambs and 
four-centred and straight-sided heads respectively. 
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WESTMINSTER: (25) THE JEWEL HOUSE, late 14th-century.

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In the S.W. turret is a newel staircase with original 
steps of oak at the top. The turrets on the E. side 
of the Colour Court and in the S.E. angle of the 
Ambassadors’ Court also have original stairs. 

The Chapel Royal (70 ft. by 23 ft. and 50 ft. 
across the transepts) follows the normal form of a 
college-chapel, consisting of a rectangular presby- 
tery and an ante-chapel in the form of a transept 
across the W. end (Plate 205). The fittings and 
arrangements are all modern except the original 
ceiling, said to be painted by Holbein, and the 
plate. The ceiling, put up in 1540, has been 
repaired and most of the panels have been touched 
up and partly repainted from time to time. The 
ceiling is flat, with a cove at each side, and round 
the walls is a moulded cornice enriched with roses, 
fleurs-de-lis, leaves and conventional scrolled orna- 
ment ; the main area is divided up by moulded ribs, 
with similar conventional ornament, into a series 
of octagonal, cross-shaped and lozenge panels with 
larger panels in the coves; all these panels are 
painted with shields, devices, mottoes, etc., with 
conventional enrichments. The main panels in 
the coves from the N. end contain the following— 
E. side, (a) crowned initials H.R. and date 1540 ; 
(6) shield of France and England quarterly with 
lion and dragon supporters ; (c) a quartered shield 
of Cleves; (d) Tudor rose; (e) fleur-de-lis; (/) sun- 
burst ; (g) shield of France and England quarterly 
impaling the same lion and dragon supporters and 
motto “ Dieu et mon droit’; (%) portcullis with 
inscription ‘“‘ vivat rex’; (¢) as (g), but with 
motto of the Garter; (7) Tudor rose; (k) shield 
of France and England quarterly with motto 
as (g); (2) initials H.R. and inscription “ H.R. 
Aetatis 50 A.D. 1540”; (m) as (g). W. side, 
(a) shield of France and England quarterly impaling 
the quartered augmentation granted to Anne 
Boleyn ; (b) France and England quarterly with 
the Garter; (c) quartered shield of Cleves; (d) 
Tudor rose ; (e) fleur-de-lis; (f) a sun-burst with 
the inscription ‘‘ Henricus Rex’; (g) crowned 
shield of France and England quarterly ; (h) Tudor 
rose; (2) shield of France and England quarterly 
quartered with the same and the motto “ Dieu et 
mon droit”; (7) Tudor rose ; (k) as (g) ; (2) fleur- 
de-lis; (m) as (). The octagonal and cross- 
shaped panels bear the royal arms and badges, etc. 
—fleur-de-lis, harp, dagger, rose, sun-burst, crowned 
hart, Prince-of-Wales’ feathers, portcullis, a ram, 
initials, etc. ; the small lozenge panels mostly bear 
inscriptions, including the royal mottoes, “Stet diu 
felix,’ the date 1540, initials of Henry and Anne 
of Cleves, etc. Fittings—Plate (Plate 208) : includes 
the following pieces of gold—cup with baluster 
stem and hexagonal foot, bowl with arms of 
William and Mary; cup similar to above, but 
with the name Jesus in Greek capitals on the 
knot of the stem ; two patens with the same arms 
encircled by the garter; paten with a sexfoiled 
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sinking enclosing the arms of William and Mary ; 
all these are apparently of late 17th-century date. 
The silver-gilt plate includes—cup with pierced 
overlay of repoussé flowers, enriched baluster stem 
and hexagonal stem with cherub-heads at the 
points, Stuart arms with garter on bowl, temp. 
Charles II; cup of 1664 with Stuart arms and 
garter and initials A.R., cover with a crown and 
the same initials; two late 17th-century cups 
with the arms and initials of William and Mary, 
enriched baluster stems and scalloped base ; cup 
with Stuart arms, garter and initials D.L., baluster 
stem and hexagonal base with cherub-heads at 
points, temp. Charles II; two cover-patens with 
Stuart arms and garter, same period as last; two 
patens with rich border of repoussé flowers, in 
middle arms and initials of William and Mary; 
two cover-patens, with spiral design of repoussé 
flowers and acanthus edging, crowned initials of 
William and Mary; stand-paten of 1714, with 
arms and initials of George I; pair of candlesticks 
of 1661, with repoussé cherubs and festoons of 
fruit and flowers, stem chased with acanthus, 
triangular base with Stuart arms, royal crest and 
garter and D.L. monogram ; pair of candlesticks of 
repoussé work with richly moulded stem and 
triangular base, temp. Charles II; alms-dish 
(Plate 207) of 1660, with repoussé subject in middle, 
of Last Supper, with a small shield of the Stuart 
arms, rim with scrolled repoussé ornament and 
four panels with the following subjects—(a) Christ 
washing the disciples’ feet ; (>) the meeting on the 
way to Emmaus; (c) Christ appearing to the 
disciples after the Resurrection ; (d) the Pentecost ; 
alms-dish of 1660, with repoussé foliage and 
flowers, and a horse, stag, boar and cow, in middle 
a rose and crown with the initials A.R. altered 
from C.R.; two alms-dishes of repoussé work, 
with rose and crown in a wreath and four cherub- 
heads on rim, late 17th-century ; verger’s staff, 
a tapering rod probably of early 18th-century date ; 
two flagons of pitcher-shape with feather enrich- 
ment and a crowned rose on front ; two flagons, 
of 1660, of ordinary straight-sided form and 
decoration similar to last pair; two flagons of 
same form, but with repoussé ornament of foliage 
and flowers, both with a crowned rose and one 
with initials C.R. in addition, temp. Charles II ; 
plain flagon of 1660 with an incorrect shield of the 
arms of William III and the initials A.R.; two 
flagons with incised ornament on bases and with 
Stuart arms and garter and initials D.L., temp. 
Charles II; an urn-shaped pitcher of 1692 with 
lid, spout and handle, conventional foliage and the 
arms and initials of William III; the first silver 
cup and two of the flagons have stamped leather 
cases, probably of late 17th-century date. There 
are also the following pieces of plate used at 
Marlborough Chapel—a paten of 1698 with the

arms and initials of William III; a paten with 
the Stuart arms, garter and the monogram D.L., 
temp. Charles II and an alms-dish with the same 
arms, etc., as the second paten. The Panelling of 
the lower part of the E., S. and W. walls of the 
chapel is probably of c. 1700, but is thickly painted ; 
the S. door is of two folds and has applied ribs and 
tracery ; the upper angles have the initials W.R. ; 
above this doorway are the royal Tudor arms 
with lion and dragon supporters holding standards 
with the rose and portcullis badges. Royal Arms: 
over S. doorway—Tudor arms and supporters. 


The sub-dean's Vestry, between the chapel and 
the clock-tower, has an original fireplace with 
stop-moulded jambs and four-centred arch in a 
square head, with spandrels carved with foliage 
and a fleur-de-lis. The room above (the Marshal- 
man’s Room) has two original doorways with 
chamfered jambs and four-centred heads. 


The Guard Room in the N. range of the Friary 
Court has, in the N. wall, an original but restored 
fireplace, with stop-moulded jambs and straight- 
sided four-centred arch in a square head, with a 
frieze of quatrefoiled panels above. 


The Armoury Room in the W. range of the same 
court has a similar fireplace, now thickly painted ; 
the moulded cornice round the room is possibly 
of late 17th-century date. The Tapestry Room 
adjoins the Armoury Room on the S. and has a 
similar fireplace, but the quatrefoils of the frieze 
have the following carved badges, etc.—H.A. with 
a true lovers’ knot, Tudor rose, fleur-de-lis, port- 
cullis, and the crowned initial H.; the spandrels 
are carved with foliage and a beast’s head. The 
walls are hung with a series of seven early 17th- 
century panels or parts of panels of Mortlake 
tapestry (Plate 208), depicting the amours of Venus 
and Mars ; each panel, where complete, has a border 
with the monogram of two C’s with a crown, a 
cartouche with the Prince of Wales’ feathers, figures 
of Ceres, Plenty, etc., and heads of Pan; the main 
subjects represented are as follows—(a) Cupid and 
Neptune, with the horses of the latter in the back- 
ground ; (6) Venus and Cupid standing by a chariot 
drawn by swans ; (c) Mars with attendant, Cupid 
shooting from tree ; (d) Venus sleeping in a forest, 
Cupid creeping round tree ; (e) Vulcan, assisted by 
“ Jalosie ” and another woman, spreading the net 
on a bed; (f) part of panel showing Vulcan’s forge 
and another fragment with the head of Pan; 
(g) meeting of Mars and Venus in Vulcan’s house. 
In the modern Picture Gallery, adjoining this 
range, is a stone fireplace, formerly in the palace 
of Westminster, and with moulded and enriched 
architrave, having small scrolls at the angles and 
a richly carved frieze with fauns, foliage, the royal 
Tudor arms, crowned rose and initials E.R.; in 
the fireplace is an iron fire-back with the Tudor 


arms, lion and greyhound supporters, the initials 
E.R., and the inscription ‘“‘ Made in Sussex by 
John Harvy ”’ (?). 

The range containing the State Apartments has 
a basement with two late 17th-century barrel- 
vaults, and under the W. end are four rooms with 
groined vaults of the same date. The State Rooms 
have Renaissance decorations which may be partly 
of late 17th-century date, but the whole has been 
so altered and repaired that now it is not possible 
to distinguish the old from the new. 


In the E. wing of the Colour Court is a room 
lined with late 17th-century bolection-moulded 
panelling; the fireplace has a moulded marble 
architrave of the same date, and above it is a 
painted panel of the arms of William III, and, 
still higher up, a carved panel with swags. 


The Banquet House range, the state kitchen and 
the block to the W. of the kitchen have all late 
17th or early 18th-century groined vaults in the 
basement. In the ground-floor of the S. part of 
the Banquet House range is a late 17th-century 
fireplace-opening with rounded angles, flat arch 
and key-block. The state kitchen has three wide 
fireplace-openings, two of which are now blocked. 
In the upper part of the W. end are three tall 
round-headed windows; the coved cornice is 
pierced by fifteen round windows; in the middle 
of the roof is a skylight-opening with a deep 
moulded curb. 


The Stables, on the N. side of the stable yard, 
are said to have been built in 1661. The ground- 
floor has a loggia with brick piers and round 
arches, all refaced in the 18th century. The upper 
storey was added in the 19th century. 


Condition—Good. 


(30). MarLtBoroucH House (Plates 209, 210) 
stands on the N. side of the Mall, and is of four 
storeys with a basement. The walls are of red 
brick with Portland-stone dressings and the roofs 
are covered with slates and lead. The house was 
designed by Sir Christopher Wren for the first 
Duke of Marlborough, the foundation stone being 
laid by the Duchess in 1709. 


The house, as originally built, consisted of a 
rectangular main block of two storeys only, with 
wings at the E. and W. ends slightly projecting to 
the N. and S. On the N. side was a courtyard 
flanked by lower two-storeyed wings on the E. and 
W. The southern half of both these wings had an 
open loggia towards the courtyard. The blank 
wall closing the courtyard on the N. has an orna- 
mental alcove or recess in the middle and gateways 
at each side. Sometime, probably in the 18th 
century, an attic storey was added to the main 
block. In the 19th century the house was further 
altered, the main block again raised and a new 
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(29) ST. JAMES’ PALACE, 16th-century and later. 
N. Front from N.W. 
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WESTMINSTER: (29) ST. JAMES’ PALACE.

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block added covering the S. side of the courtyard 
and destroying the loggias of the side wings; the 
side wings were also raised. 


Though much altered the house is a good example 
of its period and the historical paintings and 
original staircase are noteworthy. 


The S. Elevation is in rubbed brick with rusti- 
cated stone quoins and plinth. The windows have 
roll-moulded angles and flat arches; in the side 
wings are round-headed niches with semi-domes of 
carefully rubbed brick. The two top storeys are 
modern, and the original part of the house is 
finished with a heavy stone cornice. The old parts 
of the N. Elevation are covered by a modern 
addition. The EF. and W. Elevations continue the 
main lines of the S. Elevation and are each divided 
up into three bays by rusticated pilasters. The 
lower wings flanking the courtyard are original to 
the top of the second storey, round which a stone 
cornice is carried. Several original rainwater- 
heads remain with the date 1709. The former 
loggias connecting these wings with the main block 
have been entirely removed. 

Interior—The interior has been so extensively 
altered and redecorated that it is difficult to 
distinguish the old work. The painted battle- 
scenes (Plates 213-224) in the saloon and on the 
two staircases are the work of Laguerre, executed 
soon after the completion of the house. 


The Saloon (Plates 211, 212) is of the full height 
of the original house and has a large cupola in 
the “roof. © theyS.) )Essand™ Wa. wallsmatuthe 
gallery-level are covered with large paintings 
forming a continuous subject—the battle of 
Blenheim ; the main picture, on the S. wall, 
represents the Duke of Marlborough surrounded 
by his staff and about to receive the surrender 
of Marshal Tallard; the subsidiary figures 
include a troop of horse, wounded soldiers, etc., 
and fighting still going on in the background ; 
the subjects on the side walls represent incidents 
of the battle, the principal figure on the W. being 
probably intended for Prince Eugene. On the N. 
wall, between the windows, are painted trophies-of- 
arms, etc. On the lower walls of the saloon are 
hung four panels of Gobelin tapestry representing 
scenes from the history of Don Quixote and 
Sancho Panza. The main cornice, dividing the 
room into two storeys, is probably original, and has 
a frieze of oak leaves. 


The Main Staircase, in the W. wing, is original 
and has black marble steps, ornamental wrought- 
iron balusters (Plate 109) and a mahogany hand- 
rail ; the panelled framing under the staircase has 
oval openings. The pavement forms a chequer-work 
of black and white marble and the panelled dado 
is also original. The paintings on the E. and W. 
walls are said to represent the battle of Ramillies ; 


the Duke and his staff, and probably Marshal Over- 
kirk, appear on the W. wall; the actual fighting 
is represented on the E. wall and in a panel on the 
S. wall. There are also several separate subjects 
including views of two large towns, probably 
Brussels and Antwerp; a third town; a bridge over 
a river, with a large round tower and a town in the 
background ; there are also monochrome figures of 
Mars, Hercules, Peace (?) and History, trophies-of- 
arms and an achievement of the arms of Marl- 
borough as a Prince of the Empire, the shield being 
set on an imperial eagle. 


The Visitors’ Staircase, in the E. wing, is original 
and has wrought-iron balusters (Plate 109) and 
mahogany hand-rail; the steps are of stone but the 
pavement is similar to that of the main staircase. 
The paintings on the E., N. and W. walls are said to 
represent the battle of Malplaquet; the Duke is 
shown on the N. wall and the battle on the E. and 
W. walls ; there are also two separate subjects, a 
landscape with a castle and a landscape with two 
mounted men fighting ; in the S. wall of the ground- 
floor is a landscape with troops, etc., and a town 
(? Mons) in the background. 


The other main rooms of the house have been 
much altered and remodelled ; the early plans of 
the building showing partition walls across both the 
existing drawing-room and dining-room. 

In the basement at the N.E. angle of the main 
block is the original foundation-stone inscribed 
“Laid by Her Grace the Duchess of Marlborough 
May ye 24th ” 

June ye 4th WN 

The Courtyard in front of the house is bounded 
by an ornamental enclosure-wall divided into bays 
by rusticated pilasters with a continuous cornice 
and an attic and balustraded parapet. The original 
openings have segmental rusticated arches and 
plain pediments, and these are repeated over the 
three recesses in the alcove on the N. side of the 
courtyard. (Plate 225). 


Condition—Good. 


(31). BucKINGHAM PaLace stands at the W. end 
of St. James’ Park, with the E. or main front facing 
the Mall. Built originally for Lord Goring, in the 
reign of James I, it was subsequently bought by 
the Earl of Arlington and called Arlington House. 
It was rebuilt by the Duke of Buckingham in 1703 
with the main block on the site of what are now 
the State apartments in the centre of the W. front. 
In the reigns of George IV and William IV the house 
was rebuilt on the old foundations. In recent 
years a part of the existing ashlar front to the N. 
side was removed, showing some dressings of rubbed 
brick, so that some parts of the early 18th-century 
walling above ground appear to have been incor- 


porated in this rebuilding. A part of the early 


basement exists below the main W. block and has 
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quadripartite vaulting of brick, carried on square 
brick piers with capping and base of projecting 
brick courses. The doorway leading to this part 
of the basement has the original frame and door 
with moulded panels. 


Condition—Good. 


(32). SCHOMBERG House (the old War Office), 
on S. side of Pall Mall, 160 yards E. of St. James’s 
Street, is of four storeys and a basement. The 
walls are of brick, with plastered stone dressings, 
and the roofs are covered with slates and lead. 
The house is now a rough T-shape on plan with 
the cross-wing at the W. end; a corresponding E. 
wing was pulled down in 1850. A house appears 
to have been built on the site about the middle of 
the 17th century, and the S. end of the W. wing 
is probably of that date; the remainder of the 
house was rebuilt at the end of the same century, 
c. 1698, by the third Duke of Schomberg ; shortly 
after 1765 the house was divided into three and 
the central porch added. 


The NV. Elevation (Plate 159) has a slight projection 
making a central feature to the main block; the 
angles to both this and the W. wing have rusticated 
quoins of plastered stone and the walls are finished 
with a coved cornice enriched with acanthus-leaf 
brackets. The central feature is in three bays, 
with the middle one slightly projecting, and the 
cornice is carried up in a pediment with a plastered 
tympanum; the entrance-porch is of the 18th 
century, and the window on the E. of it is modern ; 
the other windows are square-headed with rubbed 
brick arches and plain keystones. The W. wing 
has a square-headed doorway flanked by Ionic 
columns supporting an entablature with a modil- 
lioned cornice, the whole entablature being carried 
round the N. return wall. Between the central 
feature and the W. wing are two modern windows 
on the ground-floor, but all the upper windows are 
original and similar to those described above, 
except the three on the return N. wall of the W. 
wing, which are blocked. One lead rainwater- 
head is dated 1698 and a door to the basement has 
moulded panels. The S. front to the main block 
has square-headed windows with rubbed brick 
dressings and quoins of the same material. The 
wall is finished with a modillioned cornice and 
cornice and pediment, in the tympanum of which 
is a circular window. The projecting S. end of the 
W. wing is of three storeys and a basement, and 
is of brick with Portland-stone dressings; the E. 
wall has to each floor a semi-circular niche with 
keystone, moulded sill and panelled apron; that 
on the first floor has had a window inserted; the 
basement has a semi-circular headed doorway. In 
the S. wall is a segmental-headed window to the 
ground-floor with moulded architrave and moulded 

segmental pediment, the first and second floors 
have similar windows, but the former has a carved 


keystone and triangular pediment and the latter is 
without a pediment. In the angle made by this 
wing and the main block is a rainwater-head dated 
1698. The interior of the house has been greatly 
altered and contains little original work. The 
S.W. wing retains on the ground and first floors 
some original moulded cornices and above the 
middle of the building is a lead-covered cupola 
which probably marks the site of the original 
staircase. 


Condition—Structurally sound but, internally, 
much dilapidated. 


(33). NORFOLK House stands at the S. end of the 
E. side of St. James’ Square. The present house 
was built 1742-56 and stands to the W. of the 
former building, from which it is separated by a large 
courtyard. The remaining block of old Norfolk 
House is of three storeys with attics; the walls 
are of brick and the roofs are covered with slate. 
It was built in the latter half of the 17th century 
and the old remains are part of the front block of 
the original building. The old house appears to 
have been greatly altered in the middle of the 18th 
century, probably when the new house was built ; 
it was partly demolished and the front wall was 
entirely refaced and remodelled; the moulded 
wood cornice, however, was probably retained and 
refixed ; the interior was again altered at sub- 
sequent dates and little original work remains. 
Inside the building on the first floor at the S. end 
of the house was one large room, two storeys in 
height ; at the N. end later partitions have been 
inserted and the N. wall has been removed, but 
the whole of the ceiling, which was coved above 
the cornice, remains; the cornice is enriched and 
has dentils, and the ceiling, which is divided by 
enriched plaster-work of French character, was 
painted by Sir James Thornhill ; S. of the inserted 
partition most of this painting remains, though in 
a dilapidated condition, and along the partition 
the old cornice from the original N. wall has been 
refixed. The subjects of the paintings are scenes 
from the life of Hercules; the central depicts his 
apotheosis, with Jupiter, crowned with a wreath, 
in the middle and the other Olympians grouped 
round; other panels include (a) Hercules wrestling 
with Death for the body of Alcestis; (b) the fight 
with the Nemean lion; (c) the capture of the Cretan 
bull, and in one of the smaller panels the infant 
Hercules is represented strangling the serpents. 
In the N. room on the first floor is a square fire- 
place-opening with a bolection-moulded marble 
surround; three doorways on this floor have 
enriched architraves and six-panelled doors; all 
probably of early 18th-century date, but two have 
been refixed. 


Condition—Externally and structurally good, 
but painted ceiling in a poor state of preservation. 
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(34). BuRLINGTON HousE, on the N. side of 
Piccadilly, 200 yards W.N.W. of St. James’ church, 
was built by Sir John Denham in 1665. It was, 
however, rearranged internally and refronted by 
Lord Burlington about 1716, and again much 
altered in 1817-20 by Lord George Cavendish. 
The original block is that on the N. side of the 
quadrangle ; it retains its original general form of 
a main block with cross-wings at the E. and W. 
ends; the core of the main walls is probably 
original, but all the details now visible are of 18th- 
century or modern date. 


Condition—Good. 


(35). HARRINGTON HousE, on E. side of Craig’s 
Court, 50 yards E. of Charing Cross, is of three 
storeys with a basement and two-storeyed modern 
attics. The walls are of brick with painted stone 
dressings ; the roofs are modern. The house was 
built c. 1702; slight alterations were made later 
in the same century and within recent years two 
upper storeys have been added in place of the 
original attics, additions built on the back, and 
certain internal alterations made and partitions 
inserted. 

The front or W. elevation has a slightly projecting 
central block; the angles of this and the S.W. 
corner have rusticated stone quoins, and there are 
projecting stone bands at the first and second- 
floor levels and a heavy modillioned cornice at the 
original eaves-level ; this cornice is surmounted by a 
stone balustrade now cut into by the modern brick 
piers of the two top storeys. The porch and the 
window above form a feature in the middle of the 
front ; the former has flanking Ionic columns, with 
pilasters behind, and entablatures, the architrave 
and frieze of which return on to the main wall ; 
the upper part of the cornice is carried across as a 
roof to the porch and is surmounted by a balus- 
trade forming a balcony; the doorway is round- 
headed and was altered later in the century. The 
window above is square-headed and has a moulded 
stone architrave, flanked by Ionic pilasters support- 
ing an entablature. The remaining original win- 
dows to the middle block, one to each floor on either 
side of the central feature and three on the second 
floor, are all square-headed and have moulded 
stone architraves. There are three windows on 
each floor of the N. wing and two on each floor of 
the S. wing, all square-headed and with rubbed 
brick jambs and arches. TheS. elevation is covered 
with cement and the N. and E. fronts have been 
built against. Inside, the building has been 
considerably altered. The entrance hall in the 
front of the middle block contains the main stair- 
case ; it is two storeys in height and is lined with 
original panelling up to the dado on the first floor 
and above with later panelling surmounted by an 
original plaster cornice. The staircase, perhaps 
inserted after the building of the house, rises in 


three flights up to the first floor and has a moulded 
handrail, carved scroll-brackets at the end of each 
step, newels in the form of fluted Corinthian 
columns and alternating fluted and _ twisted 
balusters. In the W. end of both the N. and S. 
walls is a round-headed opening with moulded 
archivolt carried on panelled pilasters with moulded 
caps and bases. Some of the ground-floor rooms 
have original plaster cornices and the front room 
of the S. wing has a panelled dado and original 
fireplace with white marble bolection-moulded 
surround. On the first floor the large S.E. room is 
lined with original panelling, now partly covered, 
and has an original plaster cornice enriched with 
acanthus leaf. The northernmost room is also 
lined with original panelling and has an original 
fireplace with square head and bolection-moulded 
surround. The adjoining room has a panelled 
dado and a similar fireplace to the one just described 
with some old Dutch tiles reset round a modern 
grate ; the doorway between the two rooms has a 
bolection-moulded architrave. Portions of the 
original panelling are retained on other parts of the 
first floor and on the second floor the northernmost 
room is lined throughout with plain panelling and 
has an original cornice and fireplace. One other 
room has an original fireplace and some of the 
rooms retain portions of panelling. One flight of 
the secondary staircase is original and has a 
moulded handrail and turned balusters. 


Condition—Good. 


(36). YoRK GATE, formerly the water-gate of 
York House, stands 260 yards E. of St. Martin in 
the Fields and at the S. end of Buckingham 
Street. The building is of Portland stone and was 
executed by Nicholas Stone from the designs of Inigo 
Jones in 1626, for George, Ist Duke of Buckingham. 
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The S. front (Plate 229) is in three bays divided by 
attached Doric columns with heavy rustications and 
supporting an entablature ; the middle bay rises 
higher than the others and has a segmental pedi- 
ment capped with a scallop-shell and enclosing a

carved cartouche of the Villiers arms with garter 
and coronet ; the side bays are each surmounted 
by a seated lion holding a shield with an anchor. 
Each bay of the front contains a round-headed, 
rusticated arch with plain key-stone and moulded 
imposts; the middle opening is carried down to 
the ground, but the side openings are stopped at 
the level of the platform behind. The side eleva- 
tions have columns and opening similar to the side 
bays of the front. The N. or back elevation has 
Tuscan pilasters between the bays supporting a 
continuous entablature surmounted by four pede- 
stals with balls; on the frieze is the motto ‘“ Fidei 
coticula crux.” The three arches are round- 
headed, but the masonry is not rusticated and the 
key-stones have each a cartouche—the middle with 
the arms of Villiers impaling Manners, and the side 


ones the anchor of Buckingham’s admiralship. 


The interior of the gate is divided into three 
bays by two cross arcades each of two round- 
headed arches resting on one free and two engaged 
columns; between the columns is a wooden 
balustrade with turned balusters. The middle bay 
contains a flight of seven steps. 


Condition—Good. 


(37). GREYCOAT HospITAL, S.E. side of Greycoat 
Place, Westminster, is of two storeys with attics. 
The walls are of brick and the entrance doorway of 
stone; the roofs are tiled. The hospital was 
founded in 1698, and moved to its present position 
in 1701, the site having previously been occupied 
by a workhouse erected under the Elizabethan 
Poor Law. Though there is no record of this, the 
old part of the present structure would appear to 
have been rebuilt either immediately before or 
after it was taken over by the Hospital. It is 
built on a half H-shaped plan with the cross-wings 
projecting towards the N.W. and a small slightly 
projecting bay in the middle of the main block. 
A new cupola was built and the original clock fixed 
therein in 1735. Later additions have been made 
to both ends of the building, and the two cross- 
wings connected on the front by a modern corridor 
a few feet in front of the main block. 

The entrance-front is of brick with a plain 
projecting band at the first-floor level and a 
heavily moulded eaves-cornice, which breaks round 
the wings. The roofs are hipped and have flat 
dormer-windows. The central bay is of painted 
cement and has a pointed pediment above the 
cornice. The entrance-doorway has Doric pilasters 
supporting an entablature with triglyphs and 
pointed pediment, and above, on the first floor, is 
an achievement of the arms of Queen Anne (after 
the union) flanked by two niches, the left containing 
the carved figure of a boy, the right that of a girl, 
both in the costume of greycoat children of the 
period. The windows have square frames with 
sashes. Inside, the building follows a practically 
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symmetrical plan. On the ground-floor the S.E. 
room has an original flat stone surround to the 
fireplace and the N.E. room an original panelled 
door. Each of the projecting wings has an original 
staircase with moulded handrail and string, turned 
balusters and square newel-posts. That in the 
easternmost wing is the larger and has ball-finials 
and moulded pendants to the newel-posts. On 
the first floor the N. room in the E. wing has a 
square framed dado. The S. room in this wing 
is the Board Room and is panelled from floor 
to ceiling with original panelling with bolection 
mouldings and heavy cornice. On seven of the 
upper panels are canvases painted by Richard Van 
Bluck with portraits of people connected with the 
hospital. The fireplace has a bolection-moulded 
stone surround with key-block. The Assembly 
Hall occupies the whole of the middle block and 
extends to the roof; at each end is a modern 
gallery. Supporting a beam at the E. end are two 
pilasters of the Composite order and on the N.E. 
wall are four panels with allegorical paintings 
representing Faith, Hope, Charity and Justice. The 
hall appears to have originally had a flat ceiling. 
There are two fireplaces with bolection-moulded 
surrounds of stone. The furniture belonging to the 
hospital includes fourteen Queen Anne chairs and 
a large gate-legged table. 
Condition—Good. 


(38). BLUECOAT SCHOOL, (Plate 225) on the S. side 
of Caxton Street, Westminster, 100 yards W. of 
Christ Church, is of one storey with cellars. The 
walls are of red and yellow bricks with rubbed 
brick and stone dressings ; the roof is hipped and 
covered with slates. Founded in 1688 and built

in 1709, the school consists of one large room or 
hall (42 ft. by 30 ft.) entered by a short flight of 
steps from the N. front and having a basement 
below; a small modern addition has been built 
on the S. end of the E. front and a modern screen 
now divides the hall into two compartments. 
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The building is an interesting example of the 
work of its period, the well-proportioned hall and 
the brickwork of the elevations being noteworthy. 


The Elevations have Doric pilasters at the angles, 
which rise, without bases, off the plinth and 
support an entablature, the cornice of which is 
continued round the building and is surmounted 
by a parapet with a plain stone coping. Each 
front is divided into three bays, the middle one 
on each front projecting. The windows in the 
side bays, three in the height, have flat brick 
arches, with stone keys and sills to the upper ones ; 
between the two upper windows is a sunk panel 
with a stone sill and between the plinth and the 
sill of the middle window a raised panel or apron. 
The middle bay of the N. Front has a painted 
wood doorway with fluted Doric pilasters imposed 
on rusticated pilasters of the same order supporting 
an entablature with triglyphs in the frieze and a 
dentilled cornice. The doors are in two leaves, 
each with four raised and moulded panels. Between 
the doorway and the main cornice, standing on a 
plinth with a moulded base and capping and 
flanked by pilasters with continuous stone imposts, 
is a round-headed, semi-circular niche containing a 
carved stone figure of a “ Bluecoat boy ”’ in the 
costume of the period, The niche has a mask 
keystone, and the arch has panelled spandrels. 
Below the niche is a raised stone panel inscribed 
“This Blewcoat School was built 1709.’’ Upper 
members are added to the main cornice of the 
middle bay, which is carried up as an attic with a 
brick panel surmounted by a stone cornice and 
broken carved pediment. In the panel is a clock- 
dial on a wooden frame, and on either side are 
carved stone brackets rising from the adjoining 
parapets. On the S. Front the middle bay has 
slightly projecting rusticated brick quoins. The 
main cornice, which breaks round the quoins, 
is similar to that on the N. front, and above 
is treated in a similar manner, but the pediment 
is unbroken and surmounted by an octagonal 
chimney-shaft with moulded stone capping and 
base; in place of the clock-dial is a plain recessed 
panel inscribed “ This school was founded in 1688.” 


In the middle of the bay is a shallow recess with 


concave jambs and semi-circular arch, moulded 
stone imposts and plain keystone. It stands ona 
secondary plinth with moulded base and capping, 
and is flanked on either side by coupled Doric 
pilasters supporting an entablature. The recess is 
plastered, and on it isa much faded painted figure 
of a “Bluecoat boy” in early 18th-century 
costume. Between the entablature and the main 
cornice is a range of three recessed and plastered 
panels with flat brick arches, stone sills and 
projecting aprons. On the EF. Front the middle 
bay, though of slight projection, is similar to the 
side ones, but on the W. Front it has a central 


doorway (with a window above) flanked on either 
side by coupled Doric pilasters standing on plinths 
and supporting an entablature. The entablature 
is surmounted by two small pedestals connected 
by a ramped moulding to a central brick panel 
above which is a square-headed window. The 
steps up to the doorway have been removed and 
a flight formed leading down to the basement, 
one of the windows of which has been converted 
into a doorway. On each of the side elevations 
are two lead rainwater-pipes with shapes heads 
bearing the date 1709. 


Interior: A wooden entablature with modil- 
lioned and dentilled cornice runs round the hall 
at about two-thirds its height, above which is a 
plastered cove, pierced by the upper windows, and 
a flat ceiling. The walls to a height of 74 ft. are 
panelled, the panelling having a moulded capping 
and projecting dado-rail, both of which return on 
to the plain wooden architraves of the windows. 
The lower windows are double hung, the upper of 
square form; the lower windows have panelled 
linings and seats with panelled fronts. Standing 
free, about 4 ft. from the middle of the N. wall, 
are four fluted and cabled wooden columns of the 
Corinthian order round which the entablature 
breaks and which support a gallery-front with cap- 
ping and plinth, panelled pedestals and bolection- 
moulded panels; the middle portion is brought 
forward with concave curves flanked by narrow 
pilasters. Behind the columns are corresponding 
wall-pilasters. In the two side bays thus formed 
are round-headed semi-circular niches with moulded 
imposts, panelled pedestals below and _ bolection- 
moulded panels above; there is a similar panel 
above the central doorway. This doorway is 
below the level of the floor and is reached by a 
few steps leading down from between the centre | 
columns and having on either side short balustrades 
with turned balusters and moulded handrail. The 
middle portion of the S. wall projects slightly and 
has a central fireplace with simple moulded archi- 
trave and shelf, on either side of which are semi- 
circular niches with round heads; the archivolts 
spring off the capping of the wall-panelling. Above 
the capping over the fireplace are two round- 
headed panels inscribed with the Decalogue. They 
are flanked by panelled Doric pilasters which break 
through the main architrave and support an 
entablature the cornice of which is continued over 
the panels. 


Condition—Fairly good. 


(39). QUEEN ANNE’S GATE (Plate 228), which 
consists of terraces of houses on N. and S. sides 
and at W. end of street, is situated between 
St. James’ Park and Tothill Street, 400 yards 
W.N.W. of the Abbey. Originally known as 
Queen Square, it was laid out in the early years 
of the 18th century, the date 1704 being on 
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one of the existing lead rainwater-heads. The 
houses were originally of three storeys with attics 
and basements, and were built of red brick with 
some stone dressings, and the roofs were tiled. 
The street was designed as a whole and formerly 
included a chapel of St. Peter, which stood 
immediately S. of No. 46; this chapel was pulled 
down in the second half of the 19th century, 
but part of the carved oak reredos (Plate 100) 
from it is still preserved in a modern house, No. 18, 
Queen Anne’s Gate. The elevations of the houses 
are generally similar, but the individual houses 
vary somewhat in size and consequently slightly 
in plan. Where original, the elevations to the 
streets have projecting bands of stone marking 
the floor-levels, and the windows are square-headed 
with rubbed-brick jambs and arches; those to 
the ground and first floors have keystones carved 
with grotesque masks; at the eaves-level is a 
wooden modillioned cornice, and the attics have 
gabled dormers with moulded cornices and pedi- 
ments; between each house, in line and corre- 
sponding with the windows, are long and shallow 
recesses. The entrance doorways are square- 
headed with moulded architraves flanked by richly 
carved Doric pilasters, standing on pedestals with 


' moulded caps and bases and surmounted by richly 


carved hoods of square projection. The sides and 
front of each hood are in the form of an entablature 
with carved and pulvinated frieze and enriched 
mouldings ; below the architrave on the front 
are two elliptical arches, with a similar arch on 
each return side, all richly carved and terminating 
in a carved pendant. The windows are of the sash 
type with the frames set almost flush with the 
outer walls, but practically all these have been 
renewed. Inside the buildings the rooms are 
panelled, the panelling being in two heights with a 
moulded dado-rail and cornice. The staircases 
have moulded strings and handrails, square newels 
and turned balusters. 

With the exception of Nos. 15, 17 and 19 on 
the S. side and the houses at the W. end of the 
street, all the original houses remaining have had 
the original attics removed, have been raised by 
an additional storey, and, except in No. 32, have 
had new attics added. Most of the houses on the 
N. side of the street have been extended north- 
wards and most of those on the S. side have been 
added to at the back. 

Though, through later alterations, its original 
appearance has been somewhat impaired, the 
street yet remains an interesting example of the 
period, and the hooded doorways are particularly 
noteworthy. 


N. stde :-— 
No. 26, on the N. side, has its original hooded 


doorway with a door of six raised panels sur- 
_ mounted by a fanlight. 


Inside the building the 
(14768) 


large entrance-hall rises to the first floor and has 
an elaborate staircase (Plate 230), which was prob- 
ably inserted after the house was built; it has a 
moulded handrail, carved trusses at the outer end of 
each step, turned and twisted balusters and newels 
formed of four of these balusters grouped together ; 
below the balustrade at the first-floor landing is an 
entablature with an elaborately carved frieze with 
a grotesque mask in the middle and below the 
newels are carved pendants. The hall is panelled 
throughout, has raised mouldings to the panelling, 
moulded dado-rail and coved cornice. On the 
ground-floor in the N. wall is a semi-circular 
opening, and in the E. wall an elliptical-headed 
opening, each with a moulded archivolt, plain 
key-block, panelled soffit, and panelled pilasters 
with moulded caps and bases. The front room 
retains its original cornice and a six-panelled door, 
and both back-rooms are panelled and also have 
old doors ; in the easternmost of these two rooms 
the panelling is moulded and in the westernmost 
it is plain with a bolection-moulded panel above 
the 18th-century marble mantelpiece. On the 
first floor the rooms have been considerably 
altered, but on the second floor they are lined 
with plain original panelling with moulded dado- 
rails and cornices, bolection-moulded panels over 
the fireplaces and plain two-panelled doors. The 
back staircase (Plate 230) is original and is lined 
with plain panelling. 

No. 28, adjoining No. 26 on the W., has lost its 
hooded doorway. An original rainwater-head at 
the back is dated 1704. Inside the building are 
two staircases similar to those in No. 26, and some 
original doors remain, but most of the internal 
decoration and fittings are modern. 

No. 30, adjoining No. 28 on the W., retains its 
original hooded doorway (Plate 99) and door. 
Inside the building are two staircases similar to 
those in No. 26, and some of the original panelling 
remains. The house was, however, completely 
restored in 1913, when many of the rooms from 
which the old panelling had been removed were 
relined with panelling similar to the original work. 

No. 32, adjoining No. 30 on the W., has lost its 
original hooded doorway. Inside the building the 
room on the right of the front doorway has its 
original panelling and cornice ; the main staircase 
is modern, but the second staircase is original and 
similar to those previously described. 


S. side :— 

No. 15 (Plate 226) is the easternmost on this 
side of the original houses and is L-shaped on plan 
with the E. wing extending northwards beyond 
the general building line of the remaining houses 
adjoining on the W. In the N. wall of the pro- 
jecting wing are, on each floor, two shallow recesses, 
corresponding with and similar to the windows ; set 
between the two recesses to the ground-floor and 
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standing on a pedestal, is a stone statue of Queen 
Anne (Plate 226), not in its original position; she 
wears a brocaded skirt and bodice and an open 
cloak, holds in her right hand a sceptre, and 
in her left an orb, and wears upon her head 
a small crown. The house retains its original 
eaves-cornice, but the entrance-doorway is round- 
headed and has lost its original hood, side 
pilasters, etc., though the old knocker, modelled 
in the form of a mermaid, remains on the door. 
Inside the building, dividing the entrance-hall from 
the staircase, is a moulded arch springing off 
panelled pilasters with moulded caps and bases. 
The hall and many of the rooms are lined with 
original panelling, but some has been renewed, 
and modern alterations include the taking down of 
various partition walls to make large rooms where 
smaller rooms previously existed. The original 
staircase remains. 


No. 17, adjoining No. 15 on the W., has its 
original hooded doorway and retains its original 
eaves-cornice and two original dormers lighting the 
front attics. Much of the back elevation is 
original and is of similar character to the front, but 
the windows are segmental-headed without key- 
stones and the band between the storeys is of brick. 
Two windows have been enlarged and the staircase- 
window between the ground and first floors retains 
its old frame ; in the roof are two gabled dormers. 
Inside, the building has been much altered ; none 
of the original panelling remains, and the staircase 
is modern. 

No. 19, adjoining No. 17 on the W., has its 
original eaves-cornice and hooded doorway and the 
old front-door knocker ; the roof has been altered. 
The back elevation is mostly original and has two 
original dormers in the roof, but the westernmost 
one has been added to. Inside the building slight 
alterations have been made, but most of the 
rooms are lined with original panelling ; between 
the entrance hall and staircase is a semi-circular 
arched opening, similar to those already described, 
and the staircase is original. In the basement is 
an old dresser with moulded cornice and shaped 
sides. 

No. 21, adjoining No. 19 on the W., has modern 
alterations on the back and has been completely 
altered internally. The original doorway and hood 
are now in South Kensington Museum. Inside the 
building parts of the original staircase remain. 

No. 23, adjoining No. 21 on the W., has its 
original hooded doorway. Inside, the building has 
been much altered, but the entrance-hall is lined 
with original panelling and the old staircase remains. 
The front room on the left hand of the entrance- 
hall has in the E. wall an original cupboard with a 
round-headed panelled door in two leaves. 

No. 25, adjoining No. 23 on the W., and at S.E. 
corner of the street, has its original front door, 


knocker and hooded doorway. Inside the building 
some of the rooms are lined with original panelling, 
and their old doors and most of the original cornices 
remain. One room on the first floor has an original 
fireplace with plain stone surround, moulded round 
the outer edge, without any shelf and having a 
bolection-moulded panel in the wood panelling 
above. The staircase is original. 


W. end :— 


No. 40, on S. side of W. extension of Queen Anne’s 
Gate, has the external walls plastered to the level 
of the first floor; a modern porch has been built 
in place of the original doorway and the original 
eaves-cornice has been taken down and the walls 
raised to form a parapet ; the windows on the N. 
front W. of the porch are all blocked. Inside, the 
building has been much altered, only a little of 
the original panelling in the room on the left of the 
entrance-hall remaining. The staircase is original 
and in the basement are two lengths of reused 
16th-century panelling. 

No. 42, adjoining No. 40 on the E. and standing 
at S.W. corner of road running W. from the 
approach to the Park, has been externally covered 
with plaster ; the original cornice has been taken 
down and the walls raised to form a low parapet. 
The house was originally entered from the N. front, 
but a modern bay-window has been substituted for 
the original doorway and a modern round-headed 
entrance has been made in the middle of the E. 
front and retains the old grotesque keystone from 
the window which it replaces. Inside the building 
alterations include the removal of the partition 
from the E. side of the old entrance-hall and the 
forming of a small entrance-hall on the E. side of 
the ground-floor, and, on the first floor, the removal 
of the cross partitions to form one large L-shaped 
room on the two sides of the staircase. Most of the 
rooms retain their original panelling and cornices, 
though patched and repaired with modern work. 
The staircase is original and, on the ground- 
floor, in the S. wall is the semi-elliptical arched 
opening which originally divided the staircase from 
the hall. 

No. 44, adjoining No. 42 on the S., has a coved 
hood with a moulded cornice above the doorway 
supported on panelled pilasters; a low brick 
parapet has been built in place of the original 
eaves-cornice. Inside the building much of the 
original panelling remains, and across the entrance- 
hall is the original semi-circular arched opening ; 
the original staircase remains. 

No. 46, adjoining No. 44 on the S., has the front 
wall plastered externally but retains its original 
eaves-cornice ; the entrance doorway is similar 
to and has a coved hood continuous with that to 
No. 44; a modern bay-window has been built to 
the ground-floor and additions made at the back ; 
one window on the E. front has its original frame 
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and sashes. The back elevation is mainly original 
and has rubbed brick quoins and flat arches to the 
windows with plain keystones ; a small projecting 
wing at the back has a modillioned eaves-cornice ; 
inside the building, except on the ground-floor 
where the rooms and entrance-hall have been 
altered, most of the work is original. On the first 
floor one room has an original fireplace with 
moulded surround surmounted by an acanthus-leaf 
frieze and moulded cornice ; some of the mouldings 
of both architrave and frieze are enriched. The 
front room on the second floor has panelled closets 
on either side of the chimney, both with moulded 
cornices. The staircase is original. 

The house adjoining No. 46 on the S., on the site 
of the former chapel, is modern, but the hood over 
the entrance-doorway is similar to that to No. 44 
and 46. 


Condition—Of most of the houses good, but the 
roofs of Nos. 17 and 19 are sagging in places and 
there is a slight bulge in part of the back wall. 


STRAND. S. side :— 

(40). House and shop (No. 230), 110 yards E. of 
St. Clement Danes’ church, is of four storeys with 
basement and attics. The walls are of brick; 
the roofs are covered with tiles. It was built late 
in the 17th or early in the 18th century, but has 
been much altered; a projecting bay has been 
added on the street front from the first to the 
fourth floor. Inside the building the first-floor 
rooms have old cornices, and there are some original 
panelled partitions of a simple character. The 
upper staircase has a continuous moulded string 
and turned balusters. 


Condition—Fairly good. 


(41). Houser and shop (No. 229), adjoining (40) 
on the W., is of four storeys with basement. The 
front and back walls are of plastered timber- 
framing ; the roof is covered with lead. It was 
built in the first half of the 17th century, but has 
been altered and renewed at subsequent periods 
and the ground-floor converted into a modern shop. 
On the elevation to the Strand the building pro- 
jects both on the first and second-floor levels, 
the whole of the width on each floor being occupied 
by sash-windows divided by boxing ; those on the 
second floor retain their old sashes; below the 
first-floor windows is a panel with raised mouldings. 
The back elevation projects in stages and has 
windows similar to those in the front. Inside the 
building one original panelled door remains and 
a narrow cornice in one of the second-floor rooms 
is possibly of 17th-century date. 


Condition—Fairly good. 
(42). House and restaurant (No. 165), 190 yards 


W. of S. Clement Danes’ church, is of four storeys 
with basement and attics. The walls are of 


plastered timber-framing; the roofs are partly 
tiled and partly covered with lead and zinc. It 
was built late in the 17th century, but internally 
has been much altered. On the street-front the 
upper storeys originally projected, but have been 
underbuilt with a modern front. The upper part 
is in three bays with sash-windows separated by 
panels and having continuous moulded sills, 
entablatures at the floor-levels and a modillioned 
eaves-cornice. The middle windows on the first 
and second floor slightly project, and over them 
the cornices are returned and surmounted by 
curved pediments ; that over the former is broken 
and has scrolled ends. 


Condition—Fairly good. 


(43). House and shop, (No. 1644) adjoining (42) 
on the W., is of four storeys with attics and base- 
ment. The walls are of plastered timber-framing ; 
the roofs are covered with slates. It is of the 
latter part of the 17th century and is generally 
similar to (42), but there is no pediment above 
the middle window on the first floor, and the 
cornice at the third-floor level is enriched with 
carving. 

Condition—Fairly good. 


(44). EssEx STREET (E. side, Nos. 26 to 32 and > 


34; S. end, archway and Nos. 23 and 24; W. side, 
Nos. 12 to 15 and 17 to 19), houses, now offices, 
are of late 17th-century date and of three storeys 
with basements and attics ; the walls are of brick ; 
the dressings to the archway are of stone; the 
roofs are covered with slates or tiles. The eleva- 
tions are symmetrically designed, and many of 
the houses have projecting bands at the floor-levels ; 
the windows have flat or segmental rubbed-brick 
arches and a few retain their original sashes. 
Nos. 14 and 32 have round-headed doorways 
flanked by engaged Doric columns with entabla- 
tures and pediments, and Nos. 28 and 29 have 
flat-headed doorways with Corinthian pilasters 
supporting entablatures and curved pediments. 
The gateway at the S. end of the street has a 
square-headed opening supported on responds with 
enriched imposts, and, above, is a semi-circular 
arch with moulded architrave, plain key-block and 
brick tympanum. Over the arch are two circular 
brick windows. The gateway, which formerly 
opened on to the river, is flanked by two tall 
Corinthian pilasters with a portion of architrave 
over each connected over the arch by a small 
projecting stone band. In place of a cornice is 
a band of coupled dentils; the parapet is sur- 
mounted by a flat stone capping. On the W. side, 
No. 18 has been refronted. Inside, most of the 
buildings have been much altered, but some retain 
their original panelled rooms and old doors and 
bolection-moulded architraves, etc. A few original 
fireplaces remain and have _bolection-moulded 
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surrounds with moulded shelves over. Some of 
the buildings have their original staircases with 
straight strings and handrails, twisted balusters 
and square newel-posts. 

Condition—Good. 


(45). THE DEVEREUX DinING Rooms, formerly 
known as the Grecian Coffee House, public house, 
on corner of Devereux Court, 20 yards E. of Essex 
Street, is of three storeys with attics and cellar ; 
the walls are of brick covered with painted plaster 
and the roofs are tiled. It was built in the latter 
part of the 17th century, but has been greatly 
altered and added to. The elevations have no 
original features, but built out from the E. front 
is an original ogee-shaped bracket inscribed “ This 
is Deveraux Courte 1676,” and supporting a bust 
of a man in mid 17th-century costume with curled 
locks, moustache and Vandyke beard. Inside 
the building little old work remains; on the 
ground-floor is one old two-panelled door and one 
room on the second floor is lined with plain panel- 
ling and has a moulded cornice; the stairs from the 
first floor upwards have moulded strings and hand- 
rail, turned balusters and column-shaped newels. 

Condition—Good. 


(46). Housg, No. 22 Devereux Court, adjoining 
No. 45 on the W. is of four storeys and cellar ; 
the walls are of brick and the roofs are tiled. It 
was built late in the 17th century, but the top 
storey is a later addition and a modern shop-front 
has been built to the ground-floor. The front to 
the Court has a projecting painted band at the 
second-floor level and square-headed windows to 
the first and second floors with moulded brick 
arches and painted key-blocks ; the windows have 
flush frames and those to the second floor retain 
their old sashes divided into panes by thick bars. 
Inside the building the first room on the first floor 
is lined with old panelling with moulded dado- 
rail, architrave and cornice and retains a two- 
panelled door; the stairs are original and have 
moulded strings and handrail, turned balusters and 
square newels with ball terminals. 


Condition—Fairly good. 


(47). THE OLD CHESHIRE CHEESE, inn, at S. 
corner of Little Essex Street and Milford Lane, 
is of three storeys with attics and cellar. The 
walls are of brick, covered with painted cement, 
and the roofs are tiled. It was built early in the 
18th century but has been greatly altered both 
inside and out. Both fronts have plain parapets 
and projecting bands at the second-floor level ; 
behind the parapet to the W. front are two weather- 
boarded gables. Inside the building some of the 
rooms have cased ceiling-beams and one room has 
a plain panelled dado, moulded cornice and fire- 
place with a simple moulded and eared architrave. 


Condition—Good, much altered. 


BUCKINGHAM STREET. S.W. side :— 


(48). Houses, Nos. 8, 9, 10, 11 and 12, are all 
of four storeys with cellars; the walls are of 
brick, plastered on the front, and the roofs are 
covered with tiles or slates. No. 8 is 80 yards 
S.E. of the Strand. All the houses were built late 
in the 17th or early in the 18th century. The 
fronts have brick bands between the storeys ; 
windows of No. 9 have plain key-blocks and those 
of No. 11 have key-blocks carved with male, 
female, and lions’ heads. 

No. 8 has an entrance-passage lined with bolec- 
tion-moulded panelling with a dado-rail; one of 
the rooms on the first floor has some similar 
panelling and a doorway on the second floor has 
an original architrave. The staircase (Plate 7) 
is mostly original, but the flights vary in detail, 
three different types of balusters being used ; 
the lower flights have cut strings, perhaps of later 
date, and the upper flights straight strings and 
square newels with turned pendants. ; 

No. 9 has an entrance-doorway surmounted by a 
flat hood with carved brackets. The back room 
in the basement has bolection-moulded panelling 
and a ceiling with plaster panelling. The top flight 
of the staircase is original, and has twisted balusters, 
straight string and square newels with turned 
pendants. 


No. 10 has a modern bay projecting in front. 
The front doorway is flanked by rusticated pilasters 
and a moulded hood, panelled on the soffit. The 
back room on the ground-floor has an original 
architrave, with egg-and-tongue ornament round 
the fireplace. In the entrance-hall and front room 
is some original panelling and there is a fluted 
Corinthian column, now incorporated in a partition. 
The staircase to the basement is partly original 
with close string and turned balusters, but, above, 
the staircase is of later date and has cut strings, 
carved brackets, turned balusters and carved and 
moulded rails. i 

No. 11 contains some original bolection-moulded 
panelling. 

No. 12 has bolection-moulded panelling and a 
dentilled cornice to the hall and staircase. The 
staircase has close strings, twisted balusters and 
square panelled newels. — 


Condition—Of all houses, good. 


(49). House and shop, No. 34, Villiers Street, on 
the E. side of the street, 30 yards S.E. of the 
Strand, is of five storeys; the walls are of brick. 
It was built probably early in the 18th century 
but has been very much altered. The front has 
brick bands between the storeys. Inside the 
building the staircase is original and has turned 
balusters, close string and square newels with 
turned pendants. 


~ Condition—Good. 
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(50). House, No. 44, 160 yards W.S.W. of Serle 
Street, is of four storeys and a basement. The 
walls are of brick and roofs are covered with slates. 
It was built c. 1700, but the original attics were at 
a later date converted into the present top storey 
and the front wall was raised above the cornice. 
The front elevation has painted raised bands at 
the floor-levels, similarly treated quoins, and a 
wooden modillioned cornice at the third-floor level ; 
the windows have flat rubbed-brick arches, and the 
doorway has a moulded and eared architrave with 
console-brackets carrying a moulded cornice and 
segmental pediment. Inside the building the 
panelling and staircase are of 18th-century date. 


Condition—Good. 


(51). House, No. 46, 12 yards W.S.W. of (50), 
is of similar design, construction and date to that 
monument, though the front wall has been raised 
above the modern cornice, and a later porch has 
been added to the front door. The decoration and 
arrangement of the interior indicates alterations 
of mid 18th-century date, but the back-stair 
leading to the basement is original and has moulded 
string, turned balusters and square newels. 


Condition—Good. 


(52). House, No. 48, 12 yards W.S.W. of (51), is 
of four storeys and a basement. The walls are of 
brick, with the front wall covered with plaster ; 
the roofs are covered with slates. It was built in 
the second half of the 17th century, but has been 
much altered. Later alterations include the raising 
of the front wall one storey, the removing of all 
mouldings and ornament from the N. front and the 
rendering of the wall in plaster. The front eleva- 
tion was originally in one design with the adjoining 
house on the W. and has projecting bands at the 
first and third-floor levels between which it is 
divided into three bays with pilasters from which 
the capitals and bases have been removed. The 
interior has no original features. 


Condition—Good. 


(53). ‘“ THE OLD Curiosity SHop,” shop and 
house, No. 6, Portsmouth Street, on N. side of 
road, 20 yards S.E. of Lincoln’s Inn Fields, is of 
two storeys, timber-framed and plastered, and with 
a tiled roof. It is of 17th-century date and was 
_ probably part of a larger house, but has been 
much altered. The upper storey projects on the 
_street-front and has a moulded cornice below the 
Inside the building 


yi} Condition—Good. 
54). House, No. 11, Clement’s Inn Passage, 


ms ( 


25 yards S.E. of Houghton Street, is of three 
storeys with an attic. The front walls are of 


brick and the back wall of weather-boarded 
timber-framing. It was built c. 1700 and has a 
modern addition at the back and a later shop- 
front has been added to the ground-storey. The 
front is gabled and has plain projecting bands at 
the floor-levels and segmental-headed windows. 
Inside the building the ceiling to the ground-floor 
has some chamfered ceiling-beams, and some of 
the rooms are lined with plain panelling of early 
18th-century date. 


Condition—Good. 


(55). THE Prazza, on the N.W. side of Covent 
Garden. The piazza was designed and built by 
Inigo Jones, c. 1631, and originally extended along 
the whole of the N.W. and N.E. sides of the 
square. The S.W. half of the N.W. side was 
rebuilt about 1880 and the N.E. half of the same 
side is the only part now remaining. It forms an 
open arcaded loggia of eight bays with as many 
round-headed and rusticated arches on the face 
and one on the S.W. return; the arches have 
rusticated piers and plain imposts and key-blocks. 
The loggia is covered by groined vaults, one to 
each bay, and divided by plain cross-arches. The 
Tavistock Hotel, built over the loggia, is of 18th- 
century date. 

Condition—Good. 


(56). THE BirD IN THE HAND, public-house and 
shop, Nos. 17 and 18, Long Acre, on the S.E. side 
of the street, 34 yards N.W. of Rose Street. The 
house is of three storeys with attics ; the walls are 
of brick and the roofs are covered with tiles and 
slates. It was built late in the 17th or early in 
the 18th century, and the windows at the back 
are original. 

Condition—Good. 


(57). House, No. 12, Maiden Lane, on S. side 
of street, is of three storeys with attics; the walls 
are of brick and the roofs are tiled. It was built 
probably early in the 18th century, but has been 
altered at later dates, and the ground-floor is now 
almost entirely taken up by a modern carriage- 
way. The front elevation has projecting brick 
bands between the storeys and a modern parapet ; 
the back is gabled and has some original window- 
frames. Inside the building the staircase from the 
first floor to the others is original and has a moulded 
string and handrail, turned balusters and square 
newels. 


(58). Housr and shop, No. 4, New Street, is of 
four storeys ; the walls are of brick. It was built 
probably late in the 17th century, but the ground- 
floor is now entirely taken up with a modern shop ; 
a modern parapet has been added to the front 
wall, and the interior has been much altered. 
The front has projecting brick bands between the 
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storeys, and the upper windows have segmental- 
heads and many retain their old frames. Inside 
the building the top three flights of the staircase 
are original and have moulded strings and handrail, 
symmetrically turned balusters and square newel 
with turned pendant. 


Condition—Good. 


(59). Houses, now shops, Nos. 14, 16, 18, 
Whitcomb Street, on E. side of street, 50 yards 
N. of Pall Mall, are of three storeys with attics ; 
the walls are of brick and the roofs are tiled. 
A stone in the front wall of No. 14 inscribed 
“TA. 1692,” no doubt gives the date of their 
erection, but modern shop-fronts have been 
inserted in the ground-floor, the parapet is modern 
and the front of No. 18 has been plastered ; intern- 
ally the buildings have been much altered. The 
front elevation has a projecting brick band at the 
second-floor level and each house has, on each of 
the upper floors, two segmental-headed windows, 
most of which retain their original frames; in 
line with and between the windows of each house 
are narrow segmental-headed panels. Most of the 
windows in the back elevation are original. Inside 
the building the only original feature is the upper 
part of one staircase; it has moulded string and 
handrail, turned balusters and square newels. 


Condition—Good. 


(60). House, No. 5, on the N. side of Great 
Newport Street, 15 yards W. of Upper St. Martin’s 
Lane, is of three storeys with attics and cellars ; 
the walls are of brick and the roofs are tiled. It 
was built probably late in the 17th century, but 
the front has been refaced. Inside the building 
the original staircase has close strings, symmetri- 
cally-turned balusters and square newels with half 
balusters against them and turned pendants. 


Condition—Good. 


(61). Row or Houses and shops, Nos. 21 to 24, 
Newport Court, is of three storeys with attics ; 
the walls are of brick and the roofs are tiled. 
It was built probably early in the 18th century, 
and possibly extended further westwards. The 
front has brick quoins at the E. angle and at 
the second-floor level is a projecting brick band ; 
the windows to the first and second floors have 
segmental heads with narrow brick key-blocks to 
the first floor; many of the windows retain their 
old frames ; nothing of interest remains inside the 
buildings. 

Condition—Good. 


(62). House, No. 41, on the S. side of Gerrard 
Street, 55 yards W. of Newport Street, is of three 
storeys with attics and cellars; the walls are of 
brick and the roofs are covered with slates. It was 
built probably early in the 18th century, but the 


front has been largely refaced ; in the roof are two 
dormer-windows with segmental pediments. Inside 
the building the staircase to the basement and the 
top flights are original and have close strings, 
turned balusters and square newels with moulded 
pendants. Most of the rooms have original 
cornices. 


Condition—Good. 


(63). House, formerly the Rectory, on the W. 
side of Dean Street, N.E. of St. Anne’s church, is 
of four storeys with cellars ; the walls are of brick 
rendered in cement. It was built probably early 
in the 18th century but the parapet is later. The 
entrance has a cornice supported on one original 
scrolled bracket. Inside the building the staircase 
is original except for the flight to the first floor, the 
original parts have twisted or turned balusters, 
fluted or square newels ; the top flight has a close 
string, but the lower flights have cut strings with 
simple brackets. 


Condition—Poor. 


(64). House, No. 14, on the E. side of Greek 
Street, 75 yards N. of Little Compton Street, is of 
four storeys with cellars; the walls are of brick 
and the roofs are tiled. It was built c. 1700, but 
the upper part of the front was rebuilt in the 18th 
century and the parapet added. Inside the 
building is some original panelling and the staircase 
has close strings, turned balusters and square 
newels. 


Condition—Poor, 


(65). House, No. 10 and 104, Soho Square, on 
N. side of Square adjoining (23) on the E., is of 
three storeys with attics and basement ; the walls 
are of brick and the roofs are tiled. It was built 
in the latter part of the 17th century, but the 
internal fittings appear to have been almost entirely 
removed in the middle of the following century, 
and the house has since been considerably altered 
and adapted to the use of modern business premises. 
The front elevation has been renewed and has 
projecting bands at the second and attic-floor 
levels; the parapet is probably of 18th-century 
date, but a moulded rainwater-head remains and 
is probably original. The back elevation has 
projecting bands at the floor-levels and a moulded 
eaves-cornice of wood; the windows have seg- 
mental arches and are fitted with flush frames, 
probably renewals ; the main roof is intersected by 
three hipped gables. Inside the building later 
alterations include the extension of the ground- 
floor over the original garden and the sub-dividing 
of some of the rooms by the insertion of later 
partitions. Some of the rooms have original 
moulded cornices and one room is lined with 
original panelling in two heights with a moulded 
dado-rail and has a bolection-moulded surround 
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to the fireplace with a bolection-moulded panel 
above ; there is a similar panel above the fireplace 
in one other room. The staircase, except to the 
lowest part, which has been renewed, is original 
and has moulded string and handrail, square 
newels and turned balusters. 


Condition—Good. 


(66). House, No. 15, on the N. side of Soho 
Square, 25 yards E. of Soho Street, is of three 
storeys with cellars and attics; the walls are of 
brick and the roofs are tiled. It was built late in 
the 17th century. The front has been much 
altered but retains the moulded bands between the 
storeys. Inside the building there are several 
original panelled doors and some original panelling. 
The staircase (Plate 6) is original and has close 
strings, turned balusters and square newels with 
moulded pendants. The passage has a round arch 
resting on panelled pilasters. A fireplace on the 
second floor has a heavy moulded surround and a 
raised panel above. 


Condition—Good. 


(67). House, No. 60, Frith Street, on W. side of 
street, 60 yards S.S.E. of Soho Square, is of four 
storeys and a basement ; the walls are of brick and 
the roofs are tiled. It was built late in the 17th 
century and altered late in the following century 
when the front wall was raised to enclose the 
former attics and the house practically refitted 
internally with panelling, etc. The front elevation 
has been coated in cement up to the level of the 
first floor and has a cement band at the second- 
floor-level ; the windows have flat arches and those 
on the first floor have cement key-blocks. The 
back elevation has brick bands at the floor-levels 
and the windows have segmental arches; the 
gable has been rebuilt. Inside the building most 
of the rooms have original moulded cornices, and 
some of the original doors remain; on the first 
floor the three rooms have original panelled dados 
with moulded dado rails, the smallest room is 
also lined with plain panelling above and the 
middle room has a moulded shelf and surround to 
the fireplace. On the second floor the panelling is 
plain with large bolection-moulded panels over 
the fireplaces ; the fireplace in the back room has 
a stone surround. The staircase up to the second 
floor is panelled in two heights with moulded panels 
and dado-rail ; from the basement to the ground- 
floor it has a moulded string and capping, square 
newels and turned balusters; from the ground- 
floor to the second floor the balusters and hand- 
rail are of late 18th-century date, but from the 
second to the third floor the lower flight is similar 
to that from the basement, but with alternately 
turned and twisted balusters, and the upper flight 
is similar, but with twisted balusters only. 


Condition—Good. 


(14768) 


(68). House, No. 67, Frith Street, on W. side of 
road, 40 yards N. of 67, is of three storeys with 
basement and attics; the walls are of brick and 
the roof is tiled. It was probably built in the 17th 
century, but the front was apparently rebuilt 
during the following century, and the internal 
fittings were renewed. A moulded lead rainwater- 
head on the front is possibly original. 


(69). CARLISLE HousE, at the W. end of Carlisle 
Street, Soho Square, is of three storeys with cellars ; 
the walls are of brick and the roofs are covered 
with slates. It was built c. 1700. The front is 
of stock brick with rubbed-brick arches to the 
windows and stone bands between the storeys ; 
the front is finished with a modillioned cornice 
and pediment with a round window in the 
tympanum. 

Inside the building the hall is lined with original 
panelling with dado-rail and cornice. The opening 
to the staircase has a round arch and moulded 
imposts. The room S. of the hall has original 
panelling, and the two doors have enriched archi- 


traves and over-doors. The fireplace has a 
moulded surround of white marble. The room 
at the back has an original cornice. The main 


staircase is original and has close strings, twisted 
balusters, square panelled newels and a panelled 
dado against the walls; the upper flight has a 
panelled plaster soffit. The staircase terminates 
at the first floor, and the walls have panelling and 
scroll-work and are finished with an enriched 
cornice ; the ceiling has modelled plaster enrich- 
ment of early 18th-century date. The back stairs 
are also original and have close strings, twisted 
balusters, and square newels with turned pendants ; 
lighting the lower flight is an original window 
with solid frame and transom. The upper floors 
have some original doors, dadoes and cornices. 
The S.E. room on the first floor has an elaborate 
early 18th-century plaster ceiling with an oval 
panel in the middle and flowing scroll-work design. 


Condition—Good. 


(70). House, at the N. corner of Wardour Street 
and Edward Street, is of three storeys with attics ; 
the walls are of brick and the roofs are tiled. It 
was built probably c. 1686, but the upper part has 
been subsequently rebuilt. The E. front has a 
tablet inscribed ‘“‘ Wardour Street 1686,’ and the 


- S. front a similar tablet inscribed ‘“‘ Edward Street 


1686.” 
Condition—Good, much altered. 


(71). WiLtt1AM AND Mary YARD, houses and 
stables, on the N.W. side of Little Pulteney Street. 
The buildings are generally of two storeys and 
the walls are of brick. They were built probably 
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late in the 17th century, but have been very much 
altered and partly rebuilt. Under the S.W. range 
is a large barrel-vaulted cellar with other vaults 
at right angles to it. 


Condition—Good. 


(72). House, No. 4 on the E. side of Golden 
Square, 20 yards from the N.E. angle, is of three 
storeys with attics; the walls are of brick and 
the roofs are tiled. It was built probably early 
in the 18th century, but has been much altered 
and a parapet added. Inside the building the 
staircase from the first floor upwards is original 
and has turned balusters, close strings and square 
newels with moulded pendants ; the lower flights 
have cut strings with carved brackets and fluted 
newels. On the first-floor half-landing is a window 
with an original carved architrave, panelled soffit 
and shutters. There are similar architraves to two 
doorways on the ground floor. 


Condition—Fairly good. 


(73). House, No. 5, Great Marlborough Street, 
on N. side of road, about 270 yards E. of Regent 
Street, is of three storeys with attics and basement. 
The walls are of brick and the roofs are tiled. 
It was built early in the 18th century, but the 
elevations have since been altered and rendered 
in cement and a small addition built on the back. 
The elevations present no original features. Inside 
the building some of the rooms are lined with 
original panelling ; that to the rooms on the ground 
and first floors is simply moulded, and that to the 
rooms on the second floor is plain. The walls to 
the entrance passage and lower staircase are lined 
with panelling, and across the passage is a semi- 
circular arch with moulded archivolt, plain key- 
block and panelled pilasters with moulded bases 
and cappings. The staircase is original and has 
a moulded string and handrail, twisted balusters 
and large twisted newels ; the stairs to the base- 
ment are similar in character but have turned 
balusters. 


Condition—Good. 


(74). House, No. 8, Great Marlborough Street, 
on N. side of road, about 15 yards W. of (73), 
is of three storeys with attics and basement. 
The walls are of brick covered with cement and 
the roofs are covered with slates. It was built 
c. 1714, but has since been added to and much 
altered, the main rooms on the ground floor having 
been converted into a modern showroom and the 
elevations rendered in cement. Inside the building 
the walls of the entrance-hall and staircase are 
panelled ; the wall of the landing on the first floor 
is also panelled and from the first floor upwards 
the stairs have a panelled dado. 
from the ground to the second floor has a carved 
bracket at the end of each step, moulded handrail,

twisted balusters and newels in the form of small 
fluted Corinthian columns, but from the second 
floor to the attics the staircase is of an earlier 
type and similar to that in (73), and has a con- 
tinuous moulded string. 


Condition—Good. 


(75). Houses, Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4, Pickering Place, 
on the E. side of St. James’ Street and on the W. 
side of the Place, are of four storeys; the walls 
are of brick and the roofs are tiled. They were 
built probably early in the 18th century and have 
a brick band at the first-floor level. The doorways 
of Nos. 3 and 4 have plain moulded hoods with 
carved and scrolled brackets. Nos. 2, 3 and 4 
have original staircases with close strings and 
turned balusters. 


Condition—Good. 


(76). DuKE OF ALBEMARLE, public house, at the 
corner of Dover Street and Stafford Street, is of 
three storeys with attics ; the walls are of brick and 
the roofs are tiled. It was built probably late in 
the 17th century, but has been much altered. The 
two fronts have plain brick bands between the 
storeys. Preserved inside the building is the stone 
sign for Stafford Street ; it bears the Stafford arms 
and knots and the inscription “ This is Stafford 
Stret 1686.” 


Condition—Good. 


ALBEMARLE STREET. W. side :— 


(77). House and shop, No. 37, about 140 yards 
N. of Piccadilly, is of four storeys with attics and 
cellars; the walls are of brick. It was built 
probably early in the 18th century and has a 
string-course at the second-floor level. Inside the 
building the upper and lower flights of the staircase 
are original and have close strings and turned 
balusters. 


Condition—Good. 


(78). Houses, Nos. 48, 504, and 50, 25 yards N. 
of Piccadilly, are of four storeys, with attics and 
cellars; the walls are of brick and the roofs are 
slate-covered. The houses were built c. 1710-20, 
but the middle house has been entirely altered. 
The fronts have band-courses between the storeys 
and a bracketed cornice at the top; the windows 
have plain key-blocks. The entrance-doorway of 
No. 50 has an original flat hood with carved and 
scrolled brackets. The staircases of Nos. 48 and 
50 are similar and have cut strings with carved 
brackets, turned and twisted balusters and newels 
in the form of Corinthian columns; the upper 
flights have close strings. Both houses have some 
original panelling, and No. 50 has an enriched 


plaster ceiling and a rich marble freplace both of 


rather later date. 
Condition—Good. 
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(38) BLUECOAT SCHOOL, CAXTON STREET; 1709. 
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Statue of Queen Anne. 
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(79). No. 6, NortH STREET, house standing 
back from the E. side of the road, 50 yards N. 
of St. John’s Church, is of two storeys with attics. 
The walls are of plastered timber-framing; the 
roofs are tiled. It is of an irregular L-shaped 
plan with the wings extending towards the N. and 
W., and the middle portion of the W. wing pro- 
jecting on the S. It was built in the latter part 
of the 17th century, but has been considerably 
altered at later dates. Some of the windows are 
original and retain their hung sashes divided into 
panes by thick bars. Inside the building the 
northernmost room has a fine plaster ceiling of 
Georgian design, and the architraves to one door 
and the windows are moulded and enriched. The 
room above on the first floor has a moulded cornice 
and dado-rail, and some of the doors on both the 
ground and first floor are original. There is old 
flag-stone paving to the yards. 


Condition—Good. 


(80). Housr, No. 9, Grosvenor Road, 70 yards 
S. of Lambeth Bridge, is of two storeys with base- 
ment and attics. The walls are of brick and the 
roofs are covered with tiles and slates. It is 
rectangular on plan and was built in the early part 
of the 18th century, but the front part of the attics 
has been raised and various alterations have been 
made at a later date. The front elevation is 
symmetrically designed but has been covered with 
cement and the windows and door have been 
renewed. The doorway has a semi-circular ‘ shell- 
hood’ supported on two carved brackets which 
flank a long panel ornamented with swags and two 
cherub-heads; the tympanum of the hood is 
enriched with carved drapery and fruit and 
flowers. The back elevation has been refaced with 
modern brick. Inside the building the walls of the 
four rooms on the ground-floor and also the entrance 
and inner halls are lined with original panelling and 
have moulded cornices and dado rails. The doors 
are modern, but one room-has an old chimney-piece 
with eared architraves, pulvinated frieze and 
moulded cornice as a shelf; the panelling to the 
two N. rooms is bolection-moulded ; between the 
entrance and inner halls is an elliptical-headed 
opening with moulded arches springing from 
panelled pilasters with moulded cappings; the 
front arch is modern. On the first floor the two 
back rooms have panelling similar to that to the 
corresponding rooms below, but with the mouldings 
slightly varied; the six-panelled doors to these 
rooms are probably original. In the attics are two 
plain, two-panelled doors. The main staircase 
(Plate 6) has a cut string with a simple shaped 
scrolls at the ends of each step, a moulded hand- 
rail, square panelled newels and twisted and enriched 
balusters. The secondary staircase has had the 
upper part removed and has been floored over 
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on the first floor; the lower part has a moulded 
string and handrail, turned balusters and square 
newels. 


Condition—Structurally good, but neglected. 


(81). Conpuir House, in Hyde Park, on N. side 
of Knightsbridge, about 250 yards W.S.W. of 
Hyde Park Corner, is a small brick building, square 
on plan, with rusticated cement quoins and a 
dome-shaped roof of stone. It is of early 18th- 
century date and, inside, has a round-headed recess 
in each wall, the southern one of which is pierced 
for a doorway. The building now contains a 
modern tank. 

Condition—Good, 


(82). ALCOVE, now standing in the N.E. corner 
of Kensington Gardens, opposite the N. end of the 
Serpentine, is of Portland stone and brick; the 
roof is covered with slates. It was built early 
in the 18th century and originally stood at the 
S. end of the formal gardens to the S. of Kensington 
Palace. The S. front (Plate 125) is of Portland 
stone, and consists of a round-headed semi-circular 
recess flanked by pairs of fluted composite columns 
supporting entablatures and a pointed pediment ; 
the arch springs from plain imposts; the key- 
stone is a carved cartouche with the royal mono- 
gram of Queen Anne surmounted by a crown. 
The recess is lined up to the springing of the arch 
with moulded wood panelling in four heights, 
surmounted by a capping ; below the panelling is 
a wooden seat on turned baluster-shaped legs, and, 
above, is a plastered half-dome. Between the two 
columns on each side of the alcove are round- 
headed niches, with panelled pilasters and a 
moulded archivolt; the impost mouldings are 
continued round the niche and the semi-dome is 
of shell-form ; the niches have moulded sills with 
square panels below, and above the heads are 
carved festoons and swags of flowers. The E. 
and W. walls are of brick and are finished with 
the main entablature, which is continued round 
the building. 


(83). STATUE OF CHARLES I (Plate 195) stands in 
Trafalgar Square, on the site of Charing Cross. 
The statue is of bronze and the pedestal of 
Portland stone. The statue, by Hubert le Sueur, 
was cast in 1633, but was not erected until 1674, 
when it was placed upon its present pedestal ; the 
latter is said to have been the design of Grinling 
Gibbons, but was actually carved by Joshua 
Marshall. 

The statue represents the king in armour and 
bare-headed on horseback ; on the hoof of the near 
fore-leg of the horse is the inscription ‘‘ Huber(t) 
Leseur (fe)cit 1633.” 

The upper part of the pedestal has rounded ends 
and a heavy moulded and carved cornice ; on each 
side is a recessed panel, and at each end, on the 
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rounded surface, is a shield of the royal Stuart 
arms, that at the N. end with heraldic supporters 
and that at the S. supported by putt: ; the shields 
are hung on drapery, and at the base are trophies- 
of-arms. The pedestal has a moulded plinth and 
stands on a plain rectangular base. 

Condition—Good, but carving of pedestal much 
weathered. 


(84). STATUE OF JAMES II (Plate 227) stands in 
St. James’ Park, on the W. side of the new 
Admiralty buildings. It was first set up in White- 
hall Gardens in 1686. The figure, by Grinling 
Gibbons, is cast in bronze and is in Roman 
military costume ; the pedestal is modern. 


Condition—Good. 


(85) The ADMIRALTY, woodwork in the Board 
Room. The existing building fronting Whitehall 
was erected in 1720, but the Board Room contains 
a late 17th or early 18th-century overmantel. 
Above and flanking the central panel are festoons 


of nautical instruments, cherubs riding on dolphins, 
fishes, &c., carved in high relief. On the panel is 
a large wind-dial painted with a map of Western 
Europe, each country having a small shield of 
arms; the arms on England are those of Queen 
Anne after the Union. This dial is not in its 
original position. At the back of the fireplace is 
a cast-iron fire-back with the arms of Charles II. 
The room is lined with panelling, probably of

(86). STREET-NAME TABLETS. On house at 
corner of Foubert’s Place and Great Marlborough 
Street, of stone and inscribed ‘““ MARLBOROUGH 
STREET 1704.” On house No. 4, Orange Street, 
on S. side of the, road, refixed ornamental 
cartouche of stone, inscribed ‘‘ JAMES STREET 
1673.’ On house at corner of Marsham Street 
and Great Peter Street, of stone, inscribed 
“ THIS IS MARSHAM STREET 1688.”’ See also

Abacus.—The uppermost member of a capital. 

Acanthus.—In Classic or Renaissance architecture, a plant, 
the leaves of which are used in the ornament of the 
Corinthian and Composite Orders. 

Alb.—Long linen robe, with close sleeves ; 
of all grades. 

Altar-tomb.—A modern term for a tomb of stone or marble 
resembling, but not used as, an altar. 

Amess.—Fur cape with hood, and long tails in front; 
worn by clerks of the higher grades. 

Amice.—A linen strip with embroidered apparel (q.v.) placed 
upon the head coifwise by a clerk before vesting him- 
self in an alb, after which it is pushed back, and the 
apparel then appears like a collar. 

Ankar-hold.—The dwelling-house of an ankorite or 
recluse. 

Apparels.—Rectangular pieces of embroidery on alb, 
amice, etc. 

Apse.—The semi-circular or polygonal end of a chancel 
or other part of a church. 

Arabesque.—A peculiar kind of strap-ornament in low 
relief, common in Moorish architecture, and found in 
16th and 17th-century work in England. 

Arcade.—A range of arches carried on piers or columns. 

Arch.—The following are some of the most usual forms :— 

Segmental :—A single arc struck from a centre below 

_ the springing line. 

Pointed or two-centrved :—Two arcs struck from centres 
on the springing line, and meeting at the apex with 
a point. 

Segmental-pointed :—A pointed arch, struck from two 
centres below the springing line. 

_Equilateral :—A pointed arch struck with radii equal to 

the span. 

_ Lancet :—A pointed arch struck with radii greater than 

the span. 

Three-centred, elliptical :—Formed with three arcs, the 

middle or uppermost struck from a centre below the 

springing line. 

Four-centred, depressed, Tudor :—A pointed arch of 

four arcs, the two outer and lower arcs struck from 

centres on the springing line and the two inner and 
upper arcs from centres below the springing line.

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Baberies.—The “childlike conceits’’ and other carvings 
on the underside of misericords. 

Badge of Ulster.—A silver scocheon charged with a red 
hand upraised, borne in the arms of baronets of 
England, Ireland, and the United Kingdom. 

Ball-flower.—In architecture, a decoration peculiar to 
the first quarter of the 14th century, consisting of a 
globular flower of three petals enclosing a small ball. 

Bar.—See “ Fesse.”’ 

Barbe.—Pleated-linen covering for chin and throat, worn 
by widows and women under vows. 

Barge-board.—A board, often carved, fixed to the edge 
of a gabled roof, a short distance from the face of the 
wall. 

Barrel-vaulting.—Sce “ Vaulting.” 

Barry.—In heraldry, an even number of horizontal 
divisions in a shield, normally six, but sometimes 
four or eight. When a greater and indefinite number 
of divisions appear tne word Burely is used. 


Bascinet.—Steel head-piece worn with camail, sometimes 
fitted with vizor. 

Baston.—See ‘‘ Bend.” 

Battled.—In heraldry, the edge of a chief, bend, bar, or 
the like, drawn in the fashion of the battlements of 
a wall. 

Bead.—A small round moulding. 

Bell-capital.A form of capital of which the chief charac- 
teristic is a reversed bell between the neck moulding 
and upper moulding; the bell is often enriched with 
carving. 

Bend.—In heraldry, a band aslant and across the shield, 
commonly from the dexter chief. A narrow bend 
over other charges is called a Baston. The baston 
with the ends cut off, drawn in the other direction 
across the shield is a mark of bastardy in post- 
mediaeval heraldry. A field or charge divided bend- 
wise into an equal number of parts, normally six, is 
said to be bendy. 

Bendwise.—In the direction of a bend. 

Bendy.—See ‘‘ Bend.” 

Bezant.—In heraldry, a gold roundel or disc. 

Billet.—In heraldry, a small oblong figure; also in archi- 
tectural ornament chiefly used in the 11th and 12th 
centuries. 

Billety—In heraldry, a field or charge powdered with 
billets. 

Bishops’ Vestments.—Same as an archbishop’s (q.v. ) but with- 
out pall, and a bishop carries a crosier, and not a 
cross. 

Bolection-moulding.—A moulding raised above the general 
plane of the framework of the door or panelling in 
which it is set. 

Border.—In heraldry, an edging pound a coat-of-arms, 
whether simple or quartered. 

Boss.—A projecting square or round ornament, covering 

the intersections of the ribs in a vault, panelled 

ceiling or roof, etc. 

Bouget oy Water-bouget.—A pair of leather bottles, 

borne as a heraldic charge.

Buskins.—Stockings reaching to the knee; 
archbishops, bishops, and mitred abbots. 

Butterfly Head-dress.—Large, of lawn and gauze on 
wire, late 15th-century. 

Buttress—A mass of masonry or brick-work projecting 
from or built against a wall to give additional strength. 

Angle-buttresses :—Two meeting, or nearly meeting, at 
an angle of 90° at the corner of a building. 

Diagonal-buttress :—One placed against the right angle 
formed by two walls, and more or less equi-angular 
with both. 

Flying-buitress :—An arch or half-arch transmitting the 
thrust of a vault or roof from the upper part of a wall 
to an outer support or buttress. 

Cable-moulding.—A moulding carved in the form of a 
cable. 

Camail.—Hood of mail; first worn attached to hauberk, 
then separate from it with tippet of mail over shoul- 
ders, and, in the 14th century, attached to bascinet. 

Cambered (applied to a beam).—Curved so that the 
middle is higher than the ends. 

Canonical Quire Habit.—Surplice, amess, cope. 

Canopy.—A projection or hood over a door, window, etc.,

Chamfer.—The small plane formed when the sharp edge 
or arris of stone or wood is cut away, usually at 
an angle of 45°; when the plane is concave it is 
termed a hollow chamfer, and when the plane is sunk 
below its arrises, or edges, a sunk chamfer. 

Chantry-chapel.—A chapel built for the purposes of a chantry 
(a foundation for the celebration of masses for the souls 
of the founder and such others he as may direct). 

Chasuble.—A nearly circular cape with central hole for 
head, worn by priests and bishops at mass. It is put 
on over all the other vestments. 

Checky.—In heraldry, a field or charge divided into 
squares or checkers. 

Cheveron.—In heraldry, a charge resembling a pair of 
rafters of a roof; sometimes used decoratively. 

Chief.—In heraldry, the upper part of the shield. Cut 
off from the rest of the field by a horizontal line 
and having its own tincture, it becomes one of the 
charges of the shield, covering a space which occupies 
from a third to a half, or even more of it. 

Cinquefoil.—1. See “ Foil.” 

2. A heraldic flower of five petals. 


Clearstorey.—An upper storey, pierced by windows, in 


the main walls of a church. The same term is 
applicable in the case of a domestic building. 


Coif.—Small close hood, covering head only. 


Collar-beam.—In a roof, a horizontal beam framed to and 
serving to tie a pair of rafters together some distance 
above the wall-plate level. 

Console.—A bracket with a compound curved outline. 

Gope.—aA processional and quire vestment shaped like a 
cloak, and fastened across the chest by a band or 
brooch ; worn by clerks of most grades. 

Coped-slab.—A slab of which the upper face is ridged 
down the middle, sometimes hipped at each end. 


Cops, Knee and Elbow.—Knee and elbow defences of 
leather or plate. 


Corbel.—A projecting stone or piece of timber for the 
support of a superincumbent weight. 

Cotises.—In heraldry, pairs of narrow bands, in the form 
of bends, pales, fesses, or cheverons, and borne accom- 
panying one of those charges on each side of it. 

Counter-coloured.—In heraldry, term applied in cases 
where the field and charges exchange tinctures on 
either side of a dividing line. 

Courtyard Type of House.—Sce “ Houses.” 

Cove.—A concave under-surface of the nature of a hollow 
moulding but on a larger scale. 

Cover-paten.—A cover to a communion cup, sometimes 
used as a paten. 

Crest, cresting.—1. A device worn upon the helm. 2. An 
ornamental finish along the top of a screen, etc. 

Crockets.—Carvings projecting at regular intervals from 
the vertical or sloping sides of parts of a building, 
such as spires, canopies, hood-moulds, etc. 

Crosier, or Pastoral Staff.—A tall staff ending in an orna- 
mental crook carried as a mark of authority by 
archbishops, bishops, and heads of monastic houses, 
including abbesses and prioresses. 

Cross.—In its simplest form in heraldry, a pale combined 
with a fesse, as the St. George’s Cross; there are 
many other varieties of which the following are the 
most common :—Crosslet,—with a smaller arm cross- 
ing each main arm; Crosslet fitchy,—having the lowest 
arm spiked or pointed; Crosslet flowered or flory,— 
having the arms headed with fleurs-de-lis; Crosslet 
formy,—arms widening from the centre, and square 
at the ends. The old forms of the crosslet have, as a 
tule, the arms ending as in trefoils with rounded petals ; 
Plain crosses,—with four equal arms not extend- 
ing to the edges of the shield; Moline (or mill-rind), 
—with the arms split or forked at the ends; Paty,—as 
a cross formy, but with the arms notched in two 
places at the ends, giving them a form which may 
approach that of a blunt head of a fleur-de-lis; Potent 
(or Jerusalem),—having a small transverse arm at the 
extreme end of each main arm; Tau (or Anthony),— 
in the form of a T. 


Cross-staff.—Staff terminating in a cross; carried before’ 
archbishops, who are usually shown holding it on 
effigies, brasses, etc. 


Crusily.—In heraldry, covered or powdered with crosslets. 

Cuirass.—Breast and back plates of metal or leather. 

Cushion-capital.—A cubic capital with its lower angles 
rounded off to a circular shaft. 

Cusps (cusping, cusped heads, sub-cusps).—The projecting 
points forming the foils in Gothic windows, arches, 
panels, etc.; they were frequently ornamented at the 
ends, or cusp-points, with leaves, flowers, berries, etc. 

Dalmatic.—The special vestment at mass of a deacon; 
a loose tunic of moderate length, slit up sides, with 
wide sleeves and fringed edges. 

Dance.—In heraldry, a fesse or bar drawn zigzagwise, or 
dancetty. ; 

Deacon’s Vestments (Mass).—Amice, alb, stole (worn over 
left shoulder), dalmatic, and fanon. 

Dexter.—In heraldry, the right-hand side of a shield as 
held. 
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Diaper.—Decoration of surfaces with squares, diamonds, 
and other patterns. 

Dimidiated.—In heraldry, applied to the halving of two 
shields and joining a half of each to make a new shield. 

Dog-iegged Staircase.—A staircase in which adjoining 
flights run in opposite directions but have a common 
newel, 

Dog-tooth Ornament.—A typical 13th-century carved 
ornament consisting of a series of pyramidal flowers 
of four petals ; used to cover hollow mouldings. 

Dormer-window.—A vertical window on the slope of a 
roof, and having a roof of its own. 

Double-ogee.—Sce ‘“‘ Ogee.”’ 

Dovetail.—A carpenter’s joint for two boards, one with 
a series of projecting pieces resembling doves’ tails 
fitting into the other with similar hollows; in heraldry, 
an edge formed like a dovetail joint. 

Drawbar.—A wooden bar or bolt, inside a door, fitted into 
a socket in one jamb and a long channel in the other 
jamb, into which it slides back when not in use. 

Dressings.—The stones used about an angle, window, or 
other feature when worked to a finished face, whether 
smooth, tooled in various ways, moulded, or sculptured. 

E Type of House.—See ‘‘ Houses.” 

Eaves.—The under part of a sloping roof overhanging a wall. 

Embrasures.—The openings, indents, or sinkings in an 
embattled parapet. 

Engaged Shafts.—Shafts cut out of the solid or connected 
with the jamb, pier, respond, or other part against 
which they stand. 

Engrailed.—In heraldry, edged with a series of concave 
curves. 

Entablature.—In Classic or Renaissance architecture, the 
moulded horizontal super-structure of a wall, colonnade 
or opening consisting of an architrave, frieze, and cornice. 

Ermine or Ermines.—The fur most frequently used in 
heraldry ; white powdered with black tails. Other 


varieties are sometimes found, as sable ermined with. 


_ silver, and in more modern heraldry, gold ermined 
with sable, and sable ermined with gold. 

Fanon.—A strip of embroidery, probably at one time a 
handkerchief, held in the left hand, or worn hanging 
from the left wrist by bishops, priests and deacons. 
It is often called a maniple. 

Fan-vaulting.—See “ Vaulting.” 


Farmery.—Sce “ Infirmary.” 

Fascia.—A plain or moulded board covering the plate of 
a projecting upper storey of timber, and masking the 
ends of the cantilever joists which support it. 

Fesse.—In heraldry, a horizontal band athwart the shield. 
When more than one fesse is borne they are known 
as Bars. 

Finial— A formal bunch of foliage or similar ornament 
at the top of a pinnacle, gable, canopy, etc. 

Fitchy.—Scee “ Cross.”’ 

Flaunches.—In heraldry, the side portions of a shield, 
bounded by convex lines. 

Foil (trefoil, quatrefoil, cinquefotl, mulitfotl, etc.).—A 
leaf-shaped curve formed by the cusping or feathering 
in an opening or panel. 

Foliated (of a capital, corbel, etc.)—Carved with leaf 
ornament. 

Four-centred Arch.—Scee “ Arch.” 

Frater.—The refectory or dining-hall of a monastery. 

Fret or Fretty.—In heraldry, a charge formed of a number 
of bastons drawn from each side of the shield, and 
interlaced like lattice-work. In modern heraldry, the 
charge of a fret takes the form of a narrow saltire 
interlacing a voided lozenge, while the word Fretiy 
is kept for the older form. 

Frieze.—The middle division in an entablature, between 
the architrave and the cornice; generally any band of 
ornament or colour immediately below a cornice. 
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Funeral-helm.—A trophy, in the form of a crested head- 
piece, carried at the funerals and placed over the 
tombs of important personages. 

Fusil—tIn heraldry, a word applied to the pieces into 
which a fesse is divided by engrailing or indenting. 
Gable.—The wall at the end of a ridged roof, generally 
triangular, sometimes semi-circular, and often with 

an outline of various curves, then called curvilinear. 

Gargoyle.—A carved projecting figure pierced to carry off 
the rain-water from the roof of a building. 

Gesso.—A fine plaster composition, used for surface orna- 
ment of too delicate a nature to be cut or carved. 
Gimel-bar or Gemel-bar.—In heraldry, a pair of narrow 

bars lying close to one another. 

Gipon.—Close-fitting vest of cloth, worn over armour 
c. 1350 to c. 1410. 

Gobony.—In heraldry, checkers or panes of a metal 
alternating with a colour, or either with a fur. 

Gorget.—Plate defence for neck and throat. 

Graffito, (-i)—A scratched inscription or drawing on a 
wall-surface, etc. 

Griffon or Griffin——A winged monster with the fore parts 
of an eagle, and the hinder parts of a lion. 

Groining, Groined Vault.—Scee “ Vaulting.”’ 

Guilloche-pattern.—In Classic or Renaissance architecture, 
a geometrical ornament consisting of two or more 
intertwining wavy bands. 

Gules.—In heraldry, red. 

Gyronny or Gironny.—In heraldry, the field of a shield 
divided into six, eight or more gussets meeting at a 
point in the middle. 

Half-H Type of House.—Sce “ Houses.” 

Hall and Cellar Type of House.—Scee ‘‘ Houses.” 

Hammer-beams.—Horizontal brackets of a roof project- 
ing at the wall-plate level, and resembling the two 
ends of a tie-beam with its middle part cut away ; 
they are supported by braces (or struts), and help to 
diminish lateral pressure by reducing the span. Some- 
times there is a second and even a third upper series 
of these brackets. 

Hauberk.—Shirt of chain or other mail. 

Helm.—Complete barrel or dome-shaped head-defence of 
plate. 

Helmet.—A light headpiece; various forms are: Armet, 
Burgonet, close Helmet, all similar in principle. 

Hipped roof.—A roof with sloped instead of vertical ends. 
Half-hipped, a roof whose ends are partly vertical and 
partly sloped. 

Hood-mould (/abel, dvip-stone).—A projecting moulding on 
the face of a wall above an arch, doorway, or window ; 
in some cases it follows the form of the arch, and in 
others is square in outline. 

Houses.—These are classified as far as possible under the 
following definitions :— 

1. Hall and Cellar Type.—Hall on first floor; rooms 
beneath generally vaulted; examples as early as 
the 12th century. , 

2. H Type.—Hall between projecting wings, one 
containing living rooms, the other the offices. 
The usual form of a medieval house, employed, 
with variations, down to the 17th century. 

3. L Type—Hall and one wing, generally for small 
houses. 

4. E Type—Hall with two wings and a middle 
porch ; generally of the 16th and 17th centuries. 

5. Half-H Type—A variation of the E type with- 
out the middle porch. 

6. Courtyard Type.—Houses built round a court, 
sometimes only three ranges of buildings with or 
without an enclosing wall and gateway on the 
fourth side. 

7. Central-chimney Type.— (Rectangular 
small houses only. 


plan), 
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Hypocaust.—A low space contrived under some of the 
rooms of a Roman house for the circulation of hot 
air; the floor of the room above was commonly 
supported on a series of small piers. 

Impaled.—Scee “ Parted.”’ 

Indent.—The sinking or casement in a slab for a monu- 
mental brass. 

Indented.—In heraldry, notched like the teeth of a saw. 

Invected.—In modern heraldry, edged with a series of 
convex curves. 

Jambs.—1. The sides of an archway, doorway, window, 
or other opening. 

2. In heraldry, legs of lions, etc. 
3. In armour, plate-defences for lower leg. 

Keystone.—The middle stone in an arch. 

King-post.—The middle vertical post in a roof-truss. 

Kneeler.—Stone at the foot of a gable. 

L Type of House.—Sce “ Houses.” 

Label.—See ‘‘ Hood-mould.”’ In heraldry, a narrow 
horizontal band (lying across the chief of a shield), 
from which small strips, generally three or five, called 
pieces, depend at right angles. 

Lancet.—A long narrow window with a pointed head, 
typical of the 13th century. 

Latten.—A term applied to the alloy of copper, zinc, etc., 
used in the manufacture of memorial brasses, etc. 
Leopard.—In heraldry, a lion showing its full face: always 
passant (unless otherwise emblazoned), as in the three 

leopards of England. 

Lierne-vault.—Sce ‘‘ Vaulting.” 

Linen-fold panelling.—Panelling ornamented with a conven- 
tional representation of folded linen. 

Lintel.—The horizontal beam or stone bridging an opening. 

Lion.—In heraldry, face in profile and (unless otherwise 
emblazoned) always rampant. 

Liripipe.—Long tail of cloth attached to hooded tippet of 
the 14th century; the whole finally developed into a 
form of turban called Livipipe head-dress. 

Locker. (A umbry).—A small cupboard formed in a wall. 

Loop.—A small narrow light in a turret, etc.; often 
unglazed. 

Louvre oy luffer.—A lantern-like structure surmounting 
the roof of a hall or other building, with openings for 
ventilation or the escape of smoke, usually crossed by 
slanting boards (called ‘louvre-boards ’), to exclude rain. 

Lozenge.—In heraldry, a charge like the diamond in a 
pack of cards. 

Luce.—In heraldry, a fish (pike). 

Manche, Maunche.—A lady’s sleeve with a long pendent 
lappet; a heraldic charge. 

Maniple.—Scee “ Fanon.” 

Mantle or Mantling.—In heraldry, a cloth huag over the 
hinder part of a helm; the edges were fantastically 
dagged and slit. 

Martlet.—A martin, shownsometimes inheraldry without feet. 

Mask-stop.—A stop at the end of a hood-mould, bearing 
a distant resemblance to a human face; generally of 
the 12th and 13th centuries. 

Mass Vestments.—These included the amice, alb, and 
girdle (which were worn by all clerks) to which a sub- 
deacon added the tunicle and fanon, a deacon the 
dalmatic, fanon and stole (over one shoulder only) 
and the priest the fanon, stole (over both shoulders) 
and chasuble. Bishops and certain privileged abbots 
wore the tunicle and dalmatic under the chasuble, with 
the mitre, gloves, and ring, and buskins and sandals. 
Archbishops used the pall in addition to all the fore- 
going. Bishops, abbots, and archbishops alike 
carried crosiers, and in the same way, but an arch- 
bishop had likewise a cross carried before before him for 
dignity, and he is generally represented holding one 
for distinction. The mass vestments were sometimes 
worn over the quire habit, and the hood of the grey 
amess can often be seen on effigies hanging beyond 
the amice apparel at the back of the neck. 


Merlon.—tThe solid part of an embattled parapet between 
the embrasures. 

Mill-rind (fer-de-moline)—The iron affixed to the centre 
of a millstone; a common heraldic charge. In early 
heraldry the name. given to the mill-rind cross, or 
cross moline. 

Misericord.—1. A bracket on the underside of the hinged seat 
of a quire-stall, to be used (when turned up) as a sup- 
port for the occupant, while standing during a long 
service. 

2. In monastic planning, a small hall, generally 
attached to the Infirmary, in which better food than 
the ordinary was supplied for special reasons. 

Mitred Abbots’ Vestments.—Same as a bishop’s. 

Modillions.—Brackets under the cornice in Classic archi- 
tecture. 

Molet.—In heraldry, a star of five or six points, drawn 
with straight lines. When the lines are wavy it is 
called a Star. A molet with a round hole in the middle 
is called a Rowel. 

Morse.—Large clasp or brooch fastening cope across the 
breast. 

Mullion.—A vertical post, standard, or upright dividing 
an opening into lights. 

Miuntin.—The intermediate uprights in the framing of a 
door, screen, or panel, butting into or stopped by 
the rails. 

Nebuly.—Heraldic term for a line or edge, following the 
fashion of the mediaeval artist’s conventional cloud. 

Neck-moulding.—The narrow moulding round the bottom 
of a capital. 

Newel.—The central post in a circular or winding stair- 
case; also the principal posts at the angles of a dog- 
legged or well-staircase. 

Ogee.—A compound curve of two parts, one convex, the 
other concave; a double-ogee moulding is formed by 
two ogees meeting at their convex ends. 

Or.—In heraldry, gold; a word which, like argent, was 
established in English blazon in the second half of the 
16th century. 

Orders of Architecture.—In Classic or Renaissance archi- 
tecture, the five types of columnar architecture, known 
as Tuscan, Doric, Ionic, Corinthian and Composite. 

Orders of Arches.—Receding or concentric rings of 
voussoirs. 

Oriel Window.—A projecting bay-window carried upon 
corbels or brackets. 

Orle.—In heraldry, a term used to describe a voided 
scocheon, or a number of small charges, as martlets 
or the like. 

Orphreys.—Strips of embroidery on vestments. 

‘© Out of the Solid.’’—Mouldings worked on the styles, 
rails, etc., of framing, instead of being fixed on to 
them. 

Oversailing Courses.—A number of brick or stone courses, 
each course projecting beyond the one below it. 

Ovolo moulding.—A Classic moulding forming a quarter 
round in section. 

Pale.—In heraldry, a vertical band down the middle of 
a shield. 

Palimpsest.—1. Of a brass; reused by engraving the 
back of an older engraved plate. 

2. Of a wall-painting ; superimposed on an 
earlier painting. 

Pall.—tl. In ecclesiastical vestments, a narrow strip of 
lambswool, having an open loop in the middle, and 
weighted ends; it is ornamented with a number of 
crosses and ‘forms the distinctive mark of an arch- 
bishop; it is worn round the neck, above the other 
vestments. 

2. A cloth covering a hearse. 

Paly.—In heraldry, a shield divided by lines palewise, 
normally into six divisions, unless otherwise em- 
blazoned. 
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Parted or Party.—In heraldry, a term used when a shield 
is divided down the middle. When two coats 
of arms are marshalled, each in one of these 
divisions, the one is said to be party or parted with 
the other, or in the words of the later heraldry, to 
be impaling it. The word party or parted is also 
used for other specified divisions, as party bendwise. 

Passant (of beasts, etc.)—In heraldry, walking and 
looking forward—head in profile. 

Pastoral Staff.—Scee ‘ Crosier.”’ 

Paten.—A plate for holding the Bread at the celebration 
of the Holy Communion. 

Paty (cross).—See ‘‘ Cross.” 

Pediment.—A low-pitched gable used in Classical and 
Renaissance architecture above a portico, at the end 
of a building, and above doors, windows, niches, 
etc.; sometimes the middle part is omitted, forming 
a ‘ broken’ pediment. 

Pheon:—In heraldry, a broad arrow-head. 

Pilaster.—A shallow pier attached to the wall. 

Pile-—In heraldry, a triangular or wedge-shaped charge, 
issuing from the chief of the shield unless otherwise 
blazoned. 

Piscina.—A basin for washing the sacred vessels and pro- 
vided with a drain, generally set in or against the wall 
to the S. of the altar, but sometimes sunk in the pave- 
ment. 

Plinth.—The projecting base of a wall or column, generally 
chamfered or moulded at the top. 

Podium.—In Classical architecture—a basis, usually solid, 
supporting a temple or other superstructure. 

Popey-head.—The ornament at the heads of bench- 
standards or desks in churches; generally carved with 
foliage and flowers, somewhat resembling a fleur-de-lis. 

Porphyry.—A red or green volcanic rock, much used in 
Italian decorative work in Classic and later times. 

Portcullis——The running gate, rising and falling in vertical 
grooves in the jambs of a doorway. 

Powdered.—In heraldry, a shield or charge with small 
charges scattered indiscriminately thereon is said to be 
powdered with them. 

Presbytery.—The part of a church in which is placed the 

high altar, E. of the quire. . 

Priests’ Vestments (J/ass).—Amice, 
crossed in front, fanon, chasuble. 

Principals.—The chief trusses of a roof, or the main 
rafters, posts, or braces, in the wooden framework 
of a building. 

Processional Vestments.—Same as canonical (q.v.). 

Pulvinated Frieze.—In Classical and Renaissance archi- 
tecture, a frieze having a convex or bulging section. 

Purlin.—A horizontal timber resting on the principal 
rafters of a roof-truss, and forming an intermediate 
support for the common rafters. 

Purple or Purpure.—One of the colours in heraldry. 

Pyx.—Any small box, but usually a vessel to contain the 
reserved Sacrament. 

Quarry.—In glazing, small panes of glass, 
diamond-shaped or square, set diagonally. 

Quarter.—In heraldry, the dexter corner of the shield ; 
a charge made by enclosing that corner with a right- 
angled line taking in a quarter of somewhat less of 
the shield and giving it a tincture of its own. 

Quartered or Quarterly.—A term which, in its original 
sense, belongs to a shield or charge divided crosswise 
into four quarters. After the practice of marshalling 
several coats in the quarters of a shield had been 
established, the quarters themselves might be quar- 
tered for the admission of more coats, or the four 
original divisions increased to six or more, each being 
still termed a quarter. 

Quatrefoil.—tIn heraldry, 
also ‘‘ Foil.”

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Queen-posts.—A pair of vertical posts in a roof-truss 
equi-distant from the middle line. 

Quillon.—Bar forming cross-guard of sword. 

Quire-habit—In secular churches; for boys, a surplice 
only over the cassock ; for clerks or vicars, the surplice 
and a black cope-like mantle, partly closed in front 
and put over the head, which was exchanged for a silk 
cope on festivals; canons put on over the surplice a 
grey amess. In monastic churches, all classes, whether 
canons regular, monks, friars, nuns, or novices, wore 
the ordinary habit with a cope on festivals. 

Quoin.—The dressed stones at the angle of a building. 

Ragged, Raguly.—In heraldry, applied to a charge 
whose edges are ragged like a tree trunk with the 
limbs lopped away. 

Rampant (of beasts, etc.)—In heraldry, standing erect 
on one foot, as if attacking or defending. 

Razed.—Of a head, etc., in heraldry, having a ragged 
edge as though torn off. 

Rear-arch.—The arch on the inside of a wall spanning 
a doorway or window-opening. 

Rear-vault.—The space between a rear-arch and the 
outer stonework of a window. 

Rebate (vabbet, vabbit)——A continuous rectangular notch 
cut on an edge. 

Reliquary.—A small box or other receptacle for relics. 

Reredos.—A hanging, wall, or screen of stone or wood at 
the back of an altar or dais. 

Respond.—The half-pillar or pier at the end of an arcade 
or abutting a single arch. 

Roll-moulding ov Bowtell.—A continuous convex moulding 
cut upon the edges of stone and woodwork, etc. 

Rood (food-beam, Rood-screen, Rood-loft)—A cross or 
crucifix. The Great Rood was set up at the E. end of 
the nave with accompanying figures of St. Mary and 
St. John ; it was generally carved in wood, and fixed on 
the loft or head of the rood-screen, or on a special 
beam (the Rood-beam), reaching from wall to wall. 
Sometimes the rood was merely painted on the wall 
above the chancel-arch or on a closed wood partition 
or tympanum in the upper half of the arch. The 
Rood-screen is the open screen spanning the E. end 
of the nave, shutting off the chancel ; in the 15th cen- 
tury a narrow gallery was often constructed above the 
cornice to carry the rood and other images and 
candles, and it was also used as a music gallery. The 
loft was approached by a staircase (and occasionally 
by more than one), either of wood or in a turret built 
in the wall, wherever most convenient, and, when the 
loft was carried right across the building, the inter- 
vening walls of the nave were often pierced with 
narrow archways. Many of the roods were destroyed 
at the Reformation, and their final removal, with the 
loft, was ordered in 1561. 

Roundel.—In heraldry, a round plate or disc of any 
tincture other than gold. 

Rubble.—Walling of rough unsquared stones or flints. 

Rustic work.—Primarily, masonry in which only the margins 
of the stones are worked, also-used for any masonry 
where the joints are emphasised by mouldings, grooves, 
etc.; rusticated columns are those in which the shafts 
are interrupted by two or more square blocks of stone 
or broad projecting bands. 

Sable.—In heraldry, black. 

Sacristy—A room generally in immediate connection with 
a church, in which the holy vessels and other valuables 
were kept. 

Saltire—In heraldry, an X-shaped cross; 
St. Andrew’s cross. 

Scallop.—A shellfish, a common charge in heraldry. 

Scalloped capital.—A development of the cushion-capital 
in which the single cushion is elaborated into a series 
of truncated cones. 

Scapple, to.—To dress roughly ; of masonry or timber.

Scribe.—A term applied to timber cut or fitted to an 
irregular surface or moulding. 

Scroll-moulding.—A rounded moulding of two parts, the 
upper projecting beyond the lower, thus resembling a 
scroll of parchment. 

Scutcheon or Scocheon.—1. A shield, a charge in heraldry, 
Voided Scutcheon, a scutcheon whose border alone is 
seen ; termed in modern heraldry an Orle. 

2. A metal plate pierced for the 
spindle of a handle or for a keyhole. 


Sedilia (sing. sedile, a seat), sometimes called pres- 
byteries—The seats on the S. side of the chancel, 
quire, or chapel near the altar, used by the ministers 
during the Mass. 

Sexpartite vault.—Sce ‘‘ Vaulting.” 

Shaft.—A small column. 

Shafted jambs.—A jamb containing one or more shafts 
either engaged or detached. 

Sinister.—In heraldry, the left-hand side of a shield as 
held. 

Slip-tiles.—Tiles moulded with a design in intaglio which 
was then filled in, before burning, with a clay of a 
different colour. 

Soffit—The under side of a staircase, 
arch, canopy, etc. 

Soffit-cusps.—Cusps springing from the flat soffit of an 
arched head, and not from its chamfered sides or 
edges. 

Spandrel.—The triangular-shaped space above the haunch 
of an arch; the two outer edges generally form a 
rectangle, as in an arched and square-headed door- 
way; the name is also applied to a space within a 
curved brace below a tie-beam, etc., and to any similar 
spaces. 

Spire, Broach-spire, Needle-spire.— The tall pointed 
termination covered with lead or shingles, forming 
the roof of a tower or turret. A Broach-spire rises 
from the sides of the tower without a parapet, the 
angles of a square tower being surmounted, in this 
case, by half-pyramids against the alternate faces of 
the spire, when the spire is octagonal. A Needle-spire 
is small and narrow. and rises from the middle of the 
tower-roof well within the parapet. 

Splay.—A sloping face making an angle more than a right- 
angle with the main surface, as in internal window 
jambs, etc. 

Springing-line-—The level at which an arch springs from 
its supports. 

Sprocket-pieces.—Short lengths of timber covering the 
end of roof-rafters to flatten the angle of pitch of 
the roof at the eaves. 

Spurs.—Pvick : in form of plain goad ; early form. 

Rowel : with spiked wheel; later form. 

Squinch.—An arch thrown across the angle between two 
walls to support a superstructure, such as the base 
of a stone spire. 

Squint.—A piercing through a wall to allow a view of an 
altar from places whence it could otherwise not be seen. 

Stages of Tower.—The divisions marked by horizontal 
string-courses externally. 

Stanchion, stancheon.—The upright iron bars in a screen, 
window, etc. 

Stole.—A long narrow strip of embroidery with fringed ends 
worn above the alb by a deacon over the left shoulder, 
and by priests and bishops over both shoulders. 

8tops.—Projecting stones at the ends of labels, string- 
courses, etc., against which the mouldings finish ; 
they are often carved in various forms, such as 
shields, bunches of foliage, human or grotesque 
heads, etc.; a finish at the end of any moulding or 
chamfer bringing the corner out to a square edge, or 


lintel, cornice, 


sometimes, in the case of a moulding, to a chamfered 


edge. A splayed stop has a plain sloping face, but in 
many other cases the face is moulded. 


Stoup.—A vessel, placed near an entrance-doorway, to 
contain holy water ; those remaining are usually in the 
form of a deeply-dished stone set in a niche, or on a 
pillar. Also called Holy-water Stones, or Holy-water 
Stocks. 

String-course.—A projecting horizontal band in a wall ; 
usually moulded. 

Strut.—A timber forming a sloping support to a beam, etc. 
Style.—The vertical members of a frame into which are 
tenoned the ends of the rails or horizontal pieces. 
Sub-deacons’ Vestments (JZass).—Amice, alb, tunicle, 

fanon. 

Surcoat.—Coat, usually sleeveless, worn over armour. 


Tabard.—Short loose surcoat, open at sides, with short 
tab-like sleeves, sometimes worn with armour, and 
emblazoned with arms; distinctive garment of 
heralds. 

Table, Alabaster.— A panel or series of panels of alabaster 
carved with religious subjects and placed at the back 
of an altar to form a reredos. The manufacture was 
a distinctively English industry of the 14th, 15th 
and early 16th centuries, centred at Nottingham. 

Terminal figure-—The upper part of a carved human 
figure growing out of a column, post, or pilaster, 
diminishing to the base. 

Tie-beam.—The horizontal transverse beam in a roof, 
tying together the feet of the rafters to counteract 
the thrust. 

Timber-framed building.—A building of which the walls 
are built of open timbers and covered with plaster or 
boarding, or with interstices filled in with brick-work. 

Touch.—A soft black marble quarried near Tournai and 
commonly used in monumental art. 

Tracery.—The ornamental work in the head of a window, 
screen, panel, etc., formed by the curving and inter- 
lacing of bars of stone or wood, and grouped together, 
generally over two or more lights or bays. 

Transom.—A horizontal bar of stone or wood across the 
upper half of a window-opening, doorway, or panel. 

Trefoil.—tiIn heraldry, a three-lobed leaf with a pendent 
stalk. 

Tressure.—In heraldry, a narrow flowered or counter- 
flowered orle, often voided or doubled, as in the 
arms of the Kings of Scots. 

Trimmer.—A timber, framing an opening in a floor or 
roof. 

Truss.—A number of timbers framed together to bridge 
‘a space or form a bracket, to be self-supporting, and 
to carry other timbers. The tvusses of a roof are 
generally named after a peculiar feature in their 
construction, such as King-post, Queen-post, Hammer- 
beam, etc. (q.v.). 

Tunicle.—Similar to dalmatic (q.v.). 

Tympanum.—An enclosed space within an arch, doorway, 
etc., or in the triangle of a pediment. 

Vair.—In heraldry, a fur imitating grey squirrels’ skins, 
usually shown as an alternating series, often in rows, 
of blue and white bell-shaped patches. If of other 
tinctures it is called vairy. 

Vaulting.—An arched ceiling or roof of stone or brick, 
sometimes imitated in wood and plaster. Barrel- 
vaulting (sometimes called waggon-head-vaulting) is a 
continuous vault unbroken in its length by cross-vaults. 
A groined vault (or cross-vaulting) results from the 
inter-section of simple vaulting surfaces. A vibbed 
vault is a framework of arched ribs carrying the cells 
which cover in the spaces between them. One bay of 
vaulting, divided into four quarters or compartments, 
is termed quadripartite ; but often the bay is divided 
longitudinally into two subsidiary bays, each equalling 
a bay of the wall-supports ; the vaulting bay is thus 
divided into six compartments, and is termed 
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Vaulting—conid. 
sexpartite. A more complicated form is levne-vault- 
ing; this contains secondary ribs, which do not 
spring from the wall-supports, but cross from main 
rib to main rib. In fan-vaulting numerous ribs rise 
from the springing in equal curves, diverging equally 
in all directions, giving fan-like effects when seen 
from below. 

Veil.—A sweat-cloth attached to the head of the crosier. 

Vert.—In heraldry, green. 

Vestments (ecclesiastical).—See alb, amess, amice, apparels, 
archbishops’ vestments, bishops’ vestments, buskins, 
canonical quire-habit, cassock, chasuble, cope, 
crosier, cross-staff, dalmatic, deacons’ vestments, 
fanon, mitred abbots’ vestments, morse, orphreys, 
priests’ vestments, processional vestments, quire- 
habit, sub-deacons’ vestments, stole, tunicle. 

Vizor.—Hinged face-guard of bascinet, salade, close 
helmet, etc. 

Voided.—In heraldry, with the middle part cut away, 
leaving a margin. 

Volute.—A spiral form of ornament. 

Voussoirs.—The stones forming an arch. 


Waggon-head-vault.—Sce “ Vaulting.” 

Wall-plate—A timber laid lengthwise on the wall to 
receive the ends of the rafters and other joists. 

Water-bouget.—See ‘‘ Bouget.”’ 


Wave-mould.—A compound mould formed by a convex 
curve between two concave curves. 


Weather-boarding.—Horizontal boards nailed to the 
uprights of timber-framed buildings and made to 
overlap; the boards are wedge-shaped in section, the 
upper edge being the thinner. 


Weathering (to sills, tops of buttresses, etc.)—A sloping 
surface for casting off water, etc. 

Weepers.—Small upright figures, generally of relatives of 
the deceased, placed in niches or panels round the 
sides of mediaeval tombs; occasionally also repre- 
sented on brasses. 


Well-staircase.—A staircase of several flights and gener- 
ally square, surrounding a space or “ well.” 

Wimple.—Scarf covering chin and throat. 

Wyver or Wyvern.—A dragon-like monster with a beaked 
head, two legs with claws, and a tail sometimes coiled in 
a knot. The earlier examples show wings.
